OF THE 

HOLY WAR, &'c. 



IN my travels^ as I walked through many regions an4 
countries, it was my chance to happen into that fa^ 
mous continent of Univerfe; a very large and fpaciouft 
country it is. It lieth between the two poles, and juft 
amidil the four points of the heavens. It is a place well 
watered, and richly adorned with hills and vallies, brave« 
ly (kuate, and, for the mod part, (at leaft where I was) 
very fruitful, alfo well peopled, and a very fweet air. * 

The people are not all of one complexion, nor yet of 
one language, mode, or way of religion; ^t differ aa 
much as (it is faid) do the planets themfelves. Some are 
right, and fomeare wrong, even as it happeneth t^ b^ 
la lefler regions. 

In this country, as^ I faid, it was my lot to travel ; and( 
there travel I did, and that fa long, even till I learned 
much of their mother-tongue, together with the cuftoms 
and manners of them among whom I was. </^nd, to 
fpeak truth, I was much delighted to fee and ^ ^^^^^^^^ ^^^ 
ietiT many things which I faw and heard a- pieaiiiiK to the 
moQg thme : yea, I had, to be fure, even. ' 
lived and died a native among them, fo was I taken

'\9kh thctn and their doings, had not my Mafter feat 
Chrift for me home to his houfe, there to do bufi- 

nefs for him, and to overfee bufmcfs done. 
Now, there is in this gallant country of Univerfc a 
^^^ fair anxl delicate town, a corpoi*ation, called 

Manfoul : a town, for its building fo curious, 
for Its fituation fo commodious, for its privileges fo ad- 
vantageous, (I mean with reference to its original) that - 
1 may fajr of Jt jas y?^s faid before of. the Continent in 
which it is placed, There is not its equal under the 
whole heaven. ...-^. . 

As to the fituation of this town, it lieth juft between 
ihe twa worlds ; and the. firft founder and builder of it^ 
fbfar.as by the beft'and moft authentic records I cati 
A»riri*,.i.^ gather, was one Shaddai.; and he -built it for 
ThcAimrghty his owu delight. " He made it the mirror and 
G«i.i.£6- -glory of all that he ma,de, even the topi 
jiicce beyond any thing el fe that he did in that country : 
yea, fo goodly ia town Was Manfoul when firft built, that 

itjs faid by fome^ the gods, at the fetting up 
•jci" * thereof, came down to fee it, arid fang for 

j'oy. And as he made it goodly to behold, fo , 
iaifd mighty td have dominion over all the. country rou.nd 
about ; yea,' all. was commanded to acknowledge Man- 
foul for their metropolitan, all was enjoined to do ho-^ 
xnage to it. Aye, the tovvn itfelf had pofitive commif^ 
fion and power from her King to dehiand fertice of all, 
and alio to fubdutf any th^Lt any wife denied to do it. 
There was reared up in the midft of this town a mofli 

famous and ftately palace; for ftrength it 
ZgcU iiiyiV- niight be called a caftlc ; for pleafantncfs, a 

paradife; for largenefs, a place fo copious a ff 
to contain all the world. This place the King'Shaddar 
intended but for himfelf alone, and not another with

him ;partly becaufc of his own delights, and partly be-> 
caufe he would not that the terror of ftrangers (hould 
be upon the Town. This place Shad^lai made allb a 
garrifon of, but committed the keeping of it only to the 
, men of the town. 
* The wall of the Town was built, yea, fo faft and firm 
"was it knit and compact together^: that, had 
it not been for the townfmen themfelves, ^/'^y^JJ^^f* • 
they could not have been fhakeh or^>roken i 

for ever. 

For here lay the excellent wifdom of him that build- 
cd Manfoul, that the walli^ could never be _,, . . 
broken dowa nor hurt by the iridft mighty ^'^ "^^ 
adverfc potentate, unlcfs the townfmen gave confcnt 
thereto. 

This famous town of Manfoul had five gates, in at. 
which to come, out at which to go ; and thefe were, 
made likewife anfwerableto the walls, to wit, imprej^- 
nable, and fuch as could never tie opened nor forced: 
but by the will and leave of thofe within. 
The names of the gates were thefc, Ear-gate, feX^,^^^^. 
Eye-gate, Mouth-gate, Nofe-gate, and Feel- 
gate. ^ 

Other things there were that belonged to the town of 
Manfoul, which, if you adjoin to thefe, will yet. give 
farther demooftration to all of the glory and Arength of 
the place. It had a fufficiency of provifion within its 
walls ; it had the beft, moft wholefomc and excellent law 
that then was extant in the world. There -,, - ;

was not a ralcal, rogue, or traiterous perlon, Manfoul at 
then within its walls : they were all true men, ^^^'^' 
and faft joined together; and this you know is a great 
matter. Add to thefe, it had always (fo long as it had

countenance, his prote^ion, and it was hb'deligbc, &<;. 
' Well, upon a time, there was one Diabolus, a mighty 
The Devil S^^'^^ made an a^ault upon this famous towa 
* of Manfoul, to take it, and make it his owa 
habitation. This giant was king of the Blacks or Nc^^ 
Sinncrt Is^^'t ^^^ * ™^ raving prince he was. Wc 
Thefaiicnan- Will, if you, plcafc, firft difcourfe of the ori« 
''^* ginal of this Diabolus, and then of hia taking 

of this famous town of ManfouL 

This Diabolus is indeed a great and mighty prince, 

• and yet both poor and beggarly. As to his 

SduSSHS original, he was at firft one of the fervants of 

King Shaddai, made aqd taken, and put bjr 
him info a moft high and mighty pkce; yea, was pot 
into fuch principalities as belonged to the beft of bk terr. 
ritories and dominions, l^his Diabolus was made Son 
i(a xi? 1% ^^^^^ morning, and a brave place he had of 

it : it brought htm much glory, and gave him 
much brightnefs, an income that might have contented 
his Luciferian heart, had it not been infatiable, and en* 
larged as beii itfelf. 

'Well, he feeing himfelf thus exalted tj9 greatnefs and 
honour, and raging in his mind for higher ftate and de^ 
gree; what doth he, but begin to think with himfelf 
how he might be fet up as lord over all, and have tbc 

fole power under Shaddai. (Now that did 
jud^l'v! 6?* ^^^ *^*"g refcnre for his Son, yea, and had at- 

ready bellowed it upon him. Wherefore he 
firft confults with himfelf what had beft to be done» 
and then breaks his mind to fbme other of his compa- 
nions, to the which they alfo agreed So, in fine, they 
came to this iiTue, that they fiiould make an attemjH 
upon the King's bon to deftroy hiBi, that the inherit- 
ance might be theirs. Well^ to be ^ort, the treafon.

a6 I (uif was conclVded^ the time appointed, the word 
giveo, the rebeU rcndezvoufed, and the aflault attempt- 
ed. Now, the King and his Son, being All and always 
Eye, could not but difcern all pafiages in hig dominions; 
and he haying always love for his Son a^ for himfeif, 
could not, at what he faw, but be greatly provoked and 
offended : wherefore, what does he^ but take thGnn in 
the very nick and firft trip that they made towards their 
deiign, convicts them of the treafon, horrid rebellion, 
andrcpnfpiracy, that they had devifed, and now attempt^ 
ed to put in praAice, and cafts them altogether out of 
all place of truft, beneUt, honour, and preferment : this 
done, he banilhes them the court, turns them down in- 
to the horrible pits, and faft bound them in chains, ne- 
vcr more to exped: the leaft favour from hb hanc^s, but. 
to abide the judgment that he had appointed, and that 
for ever and ever* 

Now, they being thus caft put of all place of truft, pro« 
fit, and honour, and alfo knowing that they had lofl their 
Prince's favpur for ever, (being baniihed his court, and 
caft down to the horrible piu) you may be fore they 
would now add to their former pride what malice and 
rage againft Shaddai, and againfl ||k^^Son, ^ p^ ^ g 
they could- Wherefore, roving and ranging 
in much fury from place to place, (if perhaps they 
Blight find fomething that was the KingV) to revenge, 
by ^iUog of that, themfelves on him ; at lail they hap-^ 
peoed into this fpacious country of Univerfe, and (leer- 
ed their courie towards the town of Manfoul : and, con* 
fidering that that Town was one of the chief works a.nd 
delights of King Shaddai, what do they but, after coun- 
fel taken, make an aflautt upon th^. I fay, they knew 
that Manfoul belonged unto Shaddai, for they were 
ther^ when he built lt| and beauti^d ft for limle^^

when they had fpiand the place, they (hbuted horribly 
fdr joy, and roared on it like as a lion upon the prey, 
frying, Now we have found the prize, and. how to be 
A council of ^'^^enged on King Shaddai for what he hath 
war held by donc to 'us. So they fat down and called a 
j^s^^eUows a^ couucii of war, and confidered with them- 
gainit the felves what ways and methods they had beft 
foul. , to engage in tor the. wmning to themfelyes 
this* famous town of ManfouL And thefe 
four things were then propounded to be confidered of : 

I ft. Whether they had beft all of them to (hew 
p^o ofeis themfelves in this defigti to the town of Man« 
foul? 

2dly, Whether they had beft to go and fit down/ 
againft Manfoul in their now ragged and beggarly guife ? ' 

3dly, Whether: they had beft to (how to Manfoul 
their intentions, and what defign they came about ; or- 
whether to afiault with words arid ways of deceit ? 

4tbly, Whether they had not beft, by fome bf their'^ 
companions, to give out private orders to take the ad* 
vantage, if they fee one or more of the principal townf- 
meti, to flioot them ; if thereby^ they fliall judge their 
caufe and defign will the better be promoted ? 

It was anfwered to the firft of thefe propofals in the 
liegative, to wit, That it would not be beft 
JopSaf ^ that all fhould (hew themfelves before the 
Town, becaufe the appearance of many of 
them might alarm and fright the Town ; whereas afew^ 
or but one of them, was not fo likely to do it. And, 
to enforce this advice to take place, it was added further, 
that if Manfoul was frighted, or did take the alarm, it 
is impoffible, faid Diabolus, (for he fpake now) that 
we (hould take the Tov/n ; for that none can enter in- 
to it withotit its own x:onfent. Let therefore but. few, 

or 
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or biit one, aflaiilt Manfoul ; and, in mine opinion, faid 
Diabolus, let me be he. And then to the fc- 
cond propofal they came, namely, " Whe^ '^^povT'^ ' 
ther they had beft to go and fit down before 
Manfoul in their now ragged and beggarly guifef^ 

To which it was anfwcred alfo in the negative; By 
no means; and that becaufe, though the town 6( Man* 
foul had been* made to know, and to have to do before 
now with things that are invifible, thay did "never as 
yet fee any of their fcHow-creatures in fo fadand rafcal- 
ly.a condition as they. And tliat was the advice of the 
fierce Alefto. Then faid A*polly6n, the ad- r v 
vice is pertinent: For even one of us appear- a^'?,*^' 
mg to them as we now are mutt needs both 
beget and multiply fuch thoughts* in them as will both 
put them intt> a conft&rnation of fpirit, and neceffitate 
them to put themfelves upon their guard : an/iiffo, 
faid he, then, as my Lord Alefto faid bot.now, it is iii 
vain lor lis to thinl: of taking the Town. Then faid that 
mighty Grant Beelzebub, the advice that al- Bcciaebub. 
ready is given is fafej for though the men 
of Manfoul havefeen fuch things as we once were, yet 
hitherto they did never behold fuch, things as wjp now 
are: and it is beft, in mine ojpinion, to come upon 
them in fuch a guife as is common to and niofliamiliar 
among them. To this, when they had confeiited^ the 
next thing to be confidered was, in ^hat fhape,. hue, 
or guife, Diabolus had beft to fliew himfelf, when he 
went about to make Manfoul his own. Then one faid 
one thing, and another the contrary ; at lad • t ^ - 
Lucifer anfwered, that, m his opmion,.rt was . ; . 
beft that his Lordfhip (hould aflume the body of fome 
ofthofe creatures that they of the l^own had dominion 
orcr } fpr^ quoth he, thcfe are not only familiar to them, 

/ but 
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biit being under them» they will hever imagine that any 
attempt fliould by them be made upon the Town: and^ 
to bliod ally let hiip aiTumc the body of one of thefe - 
beads that Manfbul deems to be wifer than 

Rcv.'m/i. %. ^^y ^^ ^^^ ^^^* ^*^** advice was applauded 
• ' * * of all; foit was determined that the Giant 
Diabolus fhould aiTume the dragon, for that he was on« 
in thofe days as familiar with the town of Manfoul as 
now is the bird with the boy ; for nothing tlnit was ia 
its primitive (late was at all amazing to them« Thea 
they proceeded to the third thing, which was, 

3dly, ** Whether they had heft to fliew their' inten- 
tions or their defign of his coming to Man- 
Thnhirdpfo. foul Of nor* This alfo was anfwertd in tb« 
negative; becaufe of the weight that was in 
the former reafdns, to wit, for that Manfoul were a ftrong 
people, in a ftrong tdwn, whofe wall and gates were 
impregnable, to fay nothing elfe of their qailk, nor can 
they by any means be won but by their own coaient* 
Lecioxu Belides, fsdd Legion, (for he gave anfwer to 
this) a difcovery of our intentions may make 
them fend to their King for aid ; and, if that be dane^ 
1 know quickly what time of day it will be withus.—^ 
Therefore let us afiault them in all pretended fairnefs, « 
covering of our intentions with all manner of lies, flat-i 
teries, delufive words, fdgning of things that will never 
be, and promiiing of that to them that they (hall never 
find : this is the way to win Manfoul, and to make theoa 
of themfdves to open their gates to us, yea, and to de? 
fire us too to come in to them. 

And the reafon why I tlunk that this projed will da 
is, becaufe the peoj^e of Manfoul now are every one 
Ample and innocent; all honeft and true : nor do they a8> 
yet know what it ia to be aiiauUed with fraud, guile, and. 

hypo* 
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Jiyp^jcnfy*. They are ftraogers tp lying and diiTeml^ling 
Jlips ;' wherefore we cannot^ if thus we be difguifed^ by

.This, was Gamed in the -affirmative ; and the man that 
'was by"this ftratagem dcfigned to be deftroyed was poe

' a great ',mari in Manfqvil this Captain Rcfift- 
, ancc was, ^ and a m^n that the Giant Diabo- £Jg^^^*j* 
lus.aiidjhis band more feared than they fear* *• 

' ^d ,the .>yhqle town .of Manfoul befides. Now, ,who 
,^quld be. the ador to do the murder ? that was the next, 
, aqd they appointed one Tifiphane, a fury of the lake, to 
^ do.jr. * ■ ' 

. iThey thus: paying ended their cpunpil of war, rofe 
. Vp, and aflayed to dbas they had determined: th^'y 
ppjarched towards^ Manfoul,, but all in a man- 
ner in vifible, .faye only pne; nor did.heap- ^^^^^^ 

^prp.ach .the Tov^n in^ his, own Ijkeneff, but ' , * 

under the Ihade, and in the body of the DragPn. 

So they drew up, and fat down before Ear-gate, for 

jthat was the place, 6f hearing for all without the Towb, 

•••••''•• '^••C'- •'' ".'-'--•: ^ ■■ as 
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as Eye- gate vvas the place of perfpcftion. So, as I faict, 
Diabolutf ^^ came up with his train to the gate, and 
. marches MP to laid his ambufcade for Captain Refiftance 
.calls ^raudt within bow-(hot of the Town. This done, 
. «ncc. the Giant afcended up clqfe to the gate, and 

' called to the town of Manfoul for audience : nor took 
^he any with him but one lll-paufe, who was his orator 
, in all difficult matters. Now, as I faid, he, being come 
^ up to the gate, as the manner of thofe times was, found- 
ed his trumpet for audience. At which the chief of the 
' rhe lo d f *^^" of Manfoul, fuch as my Lord Innocent, 
Miinfouiap. my Lord Willbewill, my Lord Mayor, Mr 
pearcd. Recorder, and Captain Refiftanee, came do wa 
to the wall to fee who was there, and what was the mat- 
ter. And mf^Lord Willbewill, wheh. h6' looked over, 
.and (aw who flood at the gate, demanded what h<3 was, 
" wherefore' he was come, and why he roufed the town of 
Manfoul with >fo unufual a found ? 

Diabolus then, as if he had been a lamb, began his 
oration, and faid, " Genjlemen of the fa- 
w^aUoo!* ^'* Kiows town of Manfoul, I am, as you may 
^ ' , * perceive, no far dweller from you,^but near^ 
and one that is bound by the King to do you my ho- 
^ mage, and what fervice I can ; wherefore, that T may 
be faithful to myfelf, and to you, I have fomewhat of 
. concern to impart unto you : wherefore grant me your 
^ audience, and hear me patiently. And, firfl, I will a£^ 
fure you, it is not myfelf, but you ; ,not mine, but your 
advantage that I feek by what I now do, as will full well 
be made manifeil by th||jj have opened my mind un- 
to you. For, Gentlemfefi, I am, to tell you the truth, 
, come to ihew you how you may obtain great and ample 
dcEverance from a bondage that, unawarea to your- 
felves^ you are captivated and enflaved under." At 
• thia 
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this the town of Manfoul began to prick up 
it& ears; and what is it> pray what is it ? ^^^^^ "^"^ 
thotjght they. And he faid, '* I have fomc- 
vfhat to fay to you concerning your King, concerning 
hjs law, and alfo touching yourlelvcs. Touching your 
King, L know he is great and potent ; hut yet dll tliat 
he hath faid to you is neither true, nor yet for your ad- ^ 
vantage., i* *Tis not true ; for that wherewith he hath 
hitherto awed you fliall not come to pafs, nor be fulfil- 
led, though you do the thing that he hath forbidden. 
But, if there was danger, what a flavcry is it to live al- , 
ways in fear of the greateft of punifhraents for doing fo 
fmall and trivial a thing as eating of a little fruit is? 2. 
Touching his laws, this I fay further, they are both lin- 
reaforiable, intricate, and intolerable, tfn- ^jjaboius hit 
reafonable, as was hinted before, for that the fubtiity made ] 
punifhment is not proportioned to the offence. "^ °^ ^*^*' 
There is great difference and difproportion betwixt the 
life and an apple : yet the one muft go for the other by 
the law of your Shaddai. But it is alfo intricate, in^ 
that he faith fiirft, you may eat of all; and yet after for- 
bids the eating of one. And theHf in the lail place, it> 
muft needs be intolerable, forafmuch a^that fruit which' 
you are forbidden to eat of, if you are forbidden any,. 
is that, and that alone, which is able, by your eating, to' 
miniftcr to you a good as yet unknowj;^ by you. This 
is manifeil by the very name of the tree ; it is called 
ti^e Tree of the Knowledge of Good and EvH : and have 
you that knowledge as yet ? No, no ; nor can you con- 
ceive hbw good, how plearfaia5|. and how much to be de- 
fired to make one wife it is,^o long as you Hand by 
your King's commandment. Why fliould you be \\oU 
den in ignorance and bilndnefs ? why ihould you not he 
■ Gz . ^ en- 
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enlarged in tnowledge' and undcrftanding? AftiJ- rife w^.> 
ah ! yc inhabitants of the famous town of Miftfoul, -to- . 
fgeak more parilcularly t6 yourfelvcs, you aYe not afree** 
pfcople ; yoti are kept both in bohdag* arid flaviry; an A^ 
tijat by a grievous threat ;hb reafon being annexed but, 
fo I will Have it; fo it Ihall be. And i«it not grievous . 
Jttf think on that very thing that you ai<c fbrtndden todo,. : 
might you biir do it, would yield- f6\X both Wifd6m and ' 
h'bnour ? for then your e^es will bfe Opened, And you« - 
fliall be as gods; Now, fince this is'fhug,** quoth be, - 
*^ can you be kept by any prince iti more' flavery, and-' 
in greater bondage, than^ you arc under this day ? You •' 
are made underlings, and ar^ wrapt up- in incoA'fenien- ^ 
cieT, ias I Have welt made appear : for, iK^hat boftdj^'g^ 
greater than tb be kept in blihdncis? Will nt>t reaft>ft"r 
tell you that it is better to harve eyes than to be Vi^ithont ; 
them ; and fo to be rtt liberty to be better than to ber 
fhiit up in sL dark and ftinkihg cave ?** 

And juft how, While Diabolns^ was fpeskinfg thdb^ 
words to Manfoul, Tifiphane ffiot at Ga'ptaifi Refiftance? 

Where he flood on the gate, and lAorta'Hy * 
JS!?. woundfed Kim in the head ; fd fhnt he, t6 the> 

anfiazement of the townfmehV and the encof^- 
xfagem'cfit of Diabolqs, feH db^rt dead quite ot^^r the* 
wall. N6w when Captaitt Reftftance was dead, and^ 
Ke was (he only mart of war in the Town, poof Man-- 
ibiil was Ifeft wholly naked of courage, rior bad flie now: 
any heart to rifift : but this was as the' Devil wcUld have: 
MrHi.ptMfc '^^* Tlien ftood forth hcj Mv Ill-pa life, that; 
h\B fpccch to Diabolus brought with him, who Wai his^HUr* 
jj;£|;^ tor ; md he addreffed htfnfelfto fpeaktotht 

town of Manfoul : tfijj teriot of whofe fpeech; 
Here foildws, ^ ^ ^ - - 

llUpQufc. ** Gentlemen,'*-' quoth he, ** it is my ma- . 

^ fteVs 
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ifer's Ih^pf^efe that he has this day a quiet inti teach- 
able auditory ; and it is hoped' by us that wc fhall pre- 
vsSl' with you not to caft ofi^ good advice. My mailer 
' has a very great love for you ; and akhbugh^ as he very. 
Wtll fcttpws, he runs the hazard of the anger of king. 
Shaddai, yet love to you- will make him do .more than 
that. Nor does^^ there need that a word more fhould be* 
fpokeri to' confirm for truth what he hath laid; there is^ 
riot a word but carries with it felf-evidence in its bowels; 
thte very name of the tree may put aa end to all contro-:^ 
verfy in this matter. I therefore^ at this dine, (hail only 
add this advice to you, under and by the leave of my 
Lord; (and with, that he madeDiabolus a very low 
cfdngfecf:)' Gonfidef his words, hook on the trei^and the 
promifing fruit thereof; remember alfo that you know^ 
But Kttle, and that this is thfe way to know more: and 
if your reafons be not conquered- to accept of fucb good>

this 1 mould have told you bet ore, that even o»ctncyV 
then, when thisill-pai^e was making of his ^"''*' 
fpeech to the townfmcn, my Lord Innocency, (whether 
by a fliot from the camp of the Giant, or from fbme 
linking qilalm that fuddenly took him, or whether by 
Che (linking breath of that treacherous villaia old UK 
pailfe, for fo 1 am moft apt to think) funk down in the 
phce where he (tood; nor could he be brought to Hfe 
again. Thus thefe two brave '"men died ; brave nven I 
call thetrl, for they were the beauty and glory of Man* 
foul fo long 2ts they lived therein; nor did there novi^ 
remain any more a obble fpirit in Manfbul j they all fell 
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down^ and yielded ab^dience to Diabolus; and became 
his flaves and vaflfals, as you fliall heaf. 

Now, thcfe being dead, what do the reft of the towna- 
fplls;, but/ as men that had found a fool's pa« 
k^o! andiTiow. fadifc, they prefently, as afore hinted, fall to 
prove the truth of the Giant's words. And, 
firft, they did as Ill-paufe had taught them ; they look- 
ed, they cpnfidered, they were taken with the foibiddea 
fruit, ^* they took thercpr and did eat ;" and, having 
eaten, they becan)e immediately drunken therewith: 
i'o they opened the g^tes, both Ear*gate and Eye-gate, 
and let in Diabolus with all his bands ; quite forgetting 
their good Shaddai, his law, and the judgment that he 
had aane^^ed with folemn threatening to the breach 
thereof. 

Diaboluf, having how obtained entrance in at the 
gates of the Town, marches up to the middle thereof, 
to make:his conqueft as fure as he could; and, finding 
by this time the afFcftions of tjhe people warmly inclia- 
ing to hiip, he, as thinking it was beft ftriking when 
the iron is hot, made this farther deceivable fpeech unto 
them, faying, " Alas, my poor Manfoul !

Yeflion of the Caftlc, and fo of the whole ftrength of the 
Town, Wherefore, into the Caftic he goes, (it was 

* that which Shaddai built in Manfoul for his own delight 
and pleafure.) This was now become a den and hold 
for the Giant Diabolus. 

Now, having got poffcfEoti of this ftatcly palace or 
caftle, iwhat doth he, but make it a garrifon for blmfelf, 
and ftrengthcns and fortifies it with all forts of provi- 
sion againft the I^ing Shaddai, or thofe that (hould en-> 
deavour the regaining of it to him and his obedience 
agaip. 

This done, but not thinking himfelf yet fecurc 
enough, in the next place, he bethinks himfelf „ 
of new modelhng the Town; and fo he does, deiiethtbe 

* fetting up one, and putting down another '^^^**- 

at pleafure* Wherefore, my Lord Mayor, whofe name 
was my Lord Underftanding, and Mr Re- ^ ^^^^ 
corder, whofe name was Mr Confciencc, Mayor put 
thofe he puts out of place and power* ^^^ *^^p^''^- 

As for my Lord Mayor, though he was an under- 
ftanding man, and one too that had complied with the 
reft of the town of Manfoul in admitting of the Giant 

* into the Town, yet Diabolus thought not fit to let him 
abide in his former luftre and glory, becaufe ^^ 

he was a feeing man : wherefore he darkened 

him, not only by taking from him his office and power, 

but by building of an high and ftrong tower juft be- 

' tween the fun*s relleiflions and, the window* of my 
Lord's palace; by which means his houfe and ^ j^ .^ -^^ 
all, and the whole of his habitation, was mslde 
as dark as darknefs itfelf. And thus, being alienated 

' from the light, he became as one that was born bhnicL 

* To this his houfe my Lord was confined as to a prifon; 
nor flaight he upon his parole go-furthcr than within hia 

OWft 
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'Own btmnd^. And now> had he had an hwrt ta 4trf(jr 
;Manfoul, what could he;doYorit, or wherein could he 
■ibe profitable to her ? So then, fo long, as MEnibul w^s 
under the .pow^r and government of Diabolus, (and.fo 
long it was under him as it was obedient to him> which 
-was €ven^ until by a war it was refcu6d out of his hand) 
;fo loQg jny Lord Mayor was rather animpej^imeiiit; iij, 
. than ;an advantage to, the famous to wa of Manfoul. 

.As for. Mr 'Recorder, before the Towh was.take;i he 

^Th€-Recotdcr '''^^^ ^ man well read in the laws pf his Ki^g, 

^ put out of and alfo a man of courage and faithfuluefs to 

* p^^<=^' fpeak trutii oa every- Qccafiqn ; . and he had a 
tongue as , bravely hung, as he had: an head filled with 
judgment. Now, this man, Diabolus could by no means 
abide, bccwfe, though he gave, his Qonf^nt tojiia co)ja- 

ring into th^ Tawii, yet he copid not, by all the wiles, ^ 
trials, ftratagems, and, devices, that he. coul^d uie,. malce 
hijn wholly his own.. Tru?, h^ was^. much'd^generateid 
frora( hii( former Kiag,<aad alfo much ple^fed with .many 

.of the Giant's laws and -fervice ; but all this would not 

• do, forafmuc^ as he was qot wholly his. .He would 

now: and then think upon Shaddai, and l^ave.a ^dread pf 

Hefometimcs ^^^ lawupouhim; and then he. would ipe-jk 

(peaks for bi» with a voice as> great ^gainftEjiaboluaaswhca 

* ^* *'*"^' .,a Hon roareth j yea, . and woujd.alfo at cer-

And as be attempted, lo baached tban 
fit aoSompliflied his defign j he debatlched the ^^^^' 
itiaii by little, and little, fo drew him intoiin and wick« 
edtiefsi that at laft he Wa6 not only debauched as a£ 
firft, Slnd fd by ^onfequencc defiled, but Was almoft (at 
laft, I Ay) paft all confdenee ctf fin. And this was the 
j^rthtift Diabolus> could gOt Wherefore he bethinks him 
cf atidthirr projti^, and that was to perfuade the men of 
the T<>witi that Mi* Recorder was mad, and fo not to be 
regarded* And for thi^ he urged his firs ; and faid, if 
he be- hiifi^f, why doth he not do thus always ? But, 
quoth he, as all mad folk have their fits, and In them 
f^eir fatting language^ fo hath this old and doting gen-* 
clem^ti^ Tffus, byoiie mearis^or another, he quickly 
got Manfonl to flight, negleft, and <lefpife, ^^y^^^^; 
tPrtiattvcr Mr Reccwder could fay. For, be* laiToff ft6ta 
fides what already you have heard, Diabolus Jg'** ^^ 
had a- way td make the did gentleman, lolhen 
he Wis' merry, unfay add deny what, he m bis fits had 
affirmed : and indeed this was the ne^t way to m$ke 
himfelf ridiculous, and to caufe that no man ^^^ ^^^ » 
ihould regard hiqiu Alfo now he never fpake icience be- 
freely for King Shaddai, but always by force ^"SSSh 
and eonftrainf. Befides, he would at one ^uroai mtu it. 
^ime be hot againft that at which at another "* 
he would hold his peace , fo uneven was he now in his. 
doings. Sometimes he would be as if faft aflaep, and 
again fometimes as dead, even then when the whole 
town of Manfoul wa^ in her career after vanity, and ia 
her dance aftjcr the Giant^s pipe. ' . ;

.And thus would Diabolus hu(h up and quiet the towq 
of Manfouly when the Recorder that was» did at time« 
moled them ; yea, and with fuch curfed orations as 
tbefe, would fet the whole Town in a rage and fury 
fkgainfl; the old gentleman. Yea, the rafcal ^^^ ^^^^^ 
crew, ZfX fometimes, would be for deftroying times angry 
i>f him. They have often wiQied, in my ^^^^.i^J^^ 
hearing, that he had lived a thoufand mile^ 
offfromthemj his con^pany, his yvords, yea, the fight 
of him, and efpecially when they remembered how ij» 
old times he did ufe to threaten and condemn them, (for 
9II he was now fo debauched) did terrify and ^fflidt 
them fore. 

Bi\t all wiflies were vain : for I do not know how, 
unleia by the power of Shaddai, and his wifdom> he was. 
prcferved in being amongil them. B^Qdes, his houfe 
was as ftrong as a caftle, and flood hard by a ftrong*^ 
hold of the Town* Moreover, if at any time ^ x^io^smwu • 
any of the crew or rabble attempted to ta)ce Qf fturs. 
^ him awayi he could pull up the (luices, and 
let in fuch floods as would drown, all round about him. 

But to leave Mr Recorder, and to come to* my Lord 
Willbewill, another of the gentry of the fa- ^^^ ^. ' 
mous town of Manfoul. This Willbewill . ' 

vras as high-born, as any man in Manfoul, and wad aa 
much, if not more, a freeholder than nwiy of them were; 
beiides, if I remember my tale aright, he bad fome privi- 
lege peculiar to himfclf in the town of Manfoul. Now^ 
togeth.er with thefe, he was a man of great flrefngthi refo!- 
lution, and courage, nor in his pccafion could any tprti: 
him away. But I fayj whether he was proud of his^ 
eftate, privileges, ftrength, or what, but fure it was 
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through ^tke pride of fomething» he fdoms how 
to be a flave in Manfoul, and therefore refolves t6 
bea^r oiHce under Diaboluff| that be might (fuch an one 
a$ he was) be a petty ruler and governor in* ManfouL 
And, headftrong man that he was, thus he began be« 
times 'y for this man, when Diabolus did make his ora« 
tion at Ear-gate, was one of the firft that was for con- 
(euting to his words, and for accepting of his counfel 
as wholefome, and that was for the opening of the gate^ 
aijd fdr letting him into the Town ; wherefore Diabo^ 
]us had a kindnefs for him, and therefore he defigned 
for him a place : and perceiving the valour and ftdut^ 
ftefs of the man, he coveted to have him for one of his 
great ones, to'adt in matters of the higbeft concern. 
- So he fentfor him, and talked with' him of that fe* 
cret matter that lay in his breaft j but there needed not 
vSuch perfuailon in the cafe : for as at firft he was wil^ 
The wiH takes ^^^S^'^^' Diabolus fiiould be-lct into thp 
place under Towu, fo uow he was as willing to ferve him 
i^Kaboius. jj^^^^ When the tyrant therefore perceived 
the wilUngnefs ofimy Lord to ferve him, and that hia 
nun4 i^ood bending that way, he forthwith made him: 

Captain of the caftle. Governor of the wall^ 
IJ^^^; ^^^*' and Keeper of the gates, of Manfoul; yea, 

there was a elaufein his commifitou, ** That 
nothing without him (hould be done in all the town of

'* But it will not out of my thoughts what a defperate 
one this Willbewill was, when power wa3 put into his 
hand. Firft, he flatly denied that he owed any fuit or 
feryice to his former Prince an.d liege Lord. This done, 
in the next place he took an oath, fwore fidelity to his 
great mailer Diaboluft ; and' then, being dated and fet-^ 
tied in his places, offices, advancements, and . 
preferments, oh! ycu cannot think, linlefs win oppo^cf 
you had fcen it, the ftrange work that this^^"^'*^^- 
workman made in the town of ManfouL 

Firft, He maligned Mr Recorder to death ; he would 
neither endure to fee him, nor to hear the ^^^ . 
words of his mouth ; he would (hut his eyes / ' [ 
when hefaw him, and ftop his ears when he heard him 
fpeak. Alfo he could not endure that fo much as a frag'-* 
inent of .the lavy of Shad4^i fhoutd be any where Teen ia 
the Town: for example, his clerk, Mr Mind; had fome 
old, rent, and torn parchments of the law of good Shad- 
dai in his houfe; but when Willbewill faw them he caft 
them behind his back. True, Mr Recorder had fom^ 
of the laws in his ftudy, but my Lord could ^ ^ .,,

oy no means ^ome at them: he alio thought toves adark 
and laid, that the windows of my old Lord ^^^^^^^^^^ 
Mayor s houfe were always t©o light for the profit of 
the town of Manfoul. The light of a candle he cduld 
not endure. Now, nothing at all pleafed WUlbewili 
but what pleafed Diabolus his Lord. 

There was none like him to trumpet about the ftrcets 
the brave nature, the wife conduft, and great glory, of 
the King Diabolus : he would range and rove through- 
tiut all the ftrcets of Maiifoul to cry up his illuftriour 
%^\ and would make himfelf even as an at^e^^ among; 
^'^1 the 
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the bafe.aRel rafcal crew^ to cry up his. valiant pr^ic<|» 

And, 1 fay, when and whcfcfoeyer he foundt 
th^ght«. ^'^^^^ vaffaU, he would even make himfelf as 

one of thetn* In all ill courfes he would ^^ 
•without bidding, and do mifchi^f without command*- 
ment. 

' The Lord Willbewill alfo had a deputy under him^ 
and his oame was Mr AfFe^ion ; oae that was alfp 
greatly debauched in his principles, and anfw^rabl^ 
t^icreto in his life : he was wh<)Uy. givQi^ to the flcfli, 
R m i 26 ^^^ therefore they called him Vile AfFcdion* 

Now^ there was he, and one Carnal Luft, th^ 

dl^ughter of Mr Mind, " (Like to like, quoth the Devil 

, to the Collier,^' that fell in love, z^nd made a match, 

and were married: and;, as I take it, thejr 
wt VHc^" ^^<i feveral children, as Imprudent, Black-* 
Affwaion mouth, and • Hate* reproof ; thefe three were 
ilift. *'°* black boys ; an4 bcfides thefe they had. three 

daughters, as Scorn-truth, and SJight-Qod, 
and the name of theyoungeft was Revenge j thefe wcrei 
^11 married in the Tov/n, and alfo begot and yielded, 
many bad brats, too many to be here infcrted. But, 
to pafs by this. 

When the Giant had thus ingarrifoncd himfelf in the 
town of Manfoul, and had put down and fet.up whpnx 
he thought good, he betakes himfelf to defacing. vNow^ 
there was in the market*place of Manfoul, and alfo up- 
on the gates^ of the Caftle, an image of the bleffed King 
Shaddai ; this image W2^ fo exactly engraven (and it 
was engfraven in gold) that it did the moft refemble 
Shaddai himfelf of any thing that then was extant in ihc: 
world : this he bafely commanded to be defsiced, and it, 
was as bafely done by the hand of Mr No-truth. Now,, 
70U xai^ft koowi \h9i\ 9^9 JPiabolua. had commanded,:

relaiivc feverities he fought to cxtinguifli. To be fliort,, 
there<was*n6thing of the remai-ns 'of good i^ Manfoul 
which he and A^iUbewill fought not to deftrOf ; fer their: 
drffign was to turn Manfoul into a brute, and't^^make 
it like ro^theTeiifual foW, by the hahd^ of Mr No-truih., , 
Wheti he had deftroyed' wh^t^ la^s and' good "ordersi 
he coirftf, theri, further t6 eflfecS hi* d^fign, nameljr, 
to alienate Manfoul from Shkddaf her king, %€ fsbiti^ 
nrands, andthejr fet up his owft vaife ediSi^.-ft^tut^Sv 
and commandments, in aM- plaices of refdrt or - ' • 'J^^ ' 
concourfe in Manfoul, to w^t*, '(ucA as gavia' ' . " ^ 
liberty to the ^ luRs of the 8tftl, (fhekfli^ of Aef fcfes, 
and the pride of life; Which are not of S&addai^ but of 
the world.** He encouraged, coufltcttattitedi Ind .p^o-^ 
moted, lafcivioufftefs and all ungodiiriefe there/ Yea> 
much more did'Diabolus to eneourage wickedneft iti tlid 
ffowiX of Manfoul;' he promifedtherA 'peacfe,,coilt0nt^ 
joy, and blifi, in doing his dHttmaiids ; and th^ thev 
fliould never be called ro an aKTcoiintibr theiF not; doing 
the? contrary. (Andlet this fcrve to give a tstfte to them 
th^t love to hear tell of what is deno bfcyoiid their knoW-^ 
ledge, afar off in other countries,) - 

Now, Manfoul being wholly nt his^becfc, and br^mgjit 
*" ' — • wholly 
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wholly to hk bow, noddag was heard or fecn theraci . 
but that which tended to fet up him. , 

But nowi he h^vit^ <4HabIed the Lord Mayor and 
Mf Recorder from bearing of office, ia Manfoul^ and 
ieeij:^ that the Town before he came to it was the mofi 
ancient of corporations in the world» and fearing, if he 
did not maintain greatnefsr they at any t^e fhould ob-^ 
jed that he had done th^m an itgury ; therefore, I iayi* 
(that they might fee that he did. not inten4 ^^ leiTen their ^ 
Tb« iia a g^^^^^wr, or to take from them, any of their 
new Lord advantageous things) he did qhufe fcnr theiu. 
S^^R^dc*. ^ I^P^d Mayor and a Recorder himfclf, and. 

fuch as icontenttd them all at the heart, a.nd; 

fuch alfo as pleafcd him wondcrous welL • ., 

The name of the Mayor that was of JDiabolu^^s^m^^ . 

king was the Lord Luftings, a man. that had 
lufwT^^^ neither eyes nor'ears J allthat he didj whether 

as a man, or is an officer, he didit naturalljr- 
as doth the beaft. And that whiph made him yet thp . 
ijdore ignoble, though not to Manfoul, yet to them that, 
beheld and w^e grieved for its ruins, was, that he never, 
could favour good, but evil. 

The KArorder was one whofe name was Forgetgopd : 

and a Very forry fellow he was : he coukl re?-, 
Sderf*^ member nothing but mifchiefi and to do it 
.- ' *. with delight; he was naturally prone to do 
tHngs that were hurtful, ev^n hurtful to the town fif 
Manfotil, and to all the dwellers there. Thefe two, 
therefore, by their power and pradice, example and 
Thou hit. f^*l^ upon evil, did much more grammar 

and fettle thecommon people in hurtful ways } 
for who doth not perceive but, when thofe that fit aloft 
are vile and corrupt themlelves, they corrupt the whole 
region and country where they are ? 

. Befidet 
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' B^i^des i^iefe^ Dlabolus made feveral BurgefTes and 
Aldermen ia.Manfoul; fuch as out of whom ^ , - . 
the town, twhen it needed, might chufe them make them 
officera, gotemorsi aiid magiftrates. And theie rtJ^,^!^"^" 
iiw tie a^m^s of the chief of them ; Mr Incre- vfio. 
dulU;y) Mr Haiighty, Mr Swearing, Mr Whoring, Mr 
Hardheart, Mr Pkilefs, Mr Fury, IWr No-truth, Mt 
Stand*tQ-H€8j Mr Falfe-peace, Mr Drunkennefs, Mr 
Chejlting, Mr Atheifm, thirteen in alh Mr Incredulity 
Is th^ eldeft, and Mr Atheifm the youngeft, of the com* 
pany. 

Tbefe was alfo an election of <:ommon-couacil-men, 
und others, as Bailiffs, Serjeants, Gonftablcs, and otherS| 
but all of them, like to thofe afpre-named,being either fa- 
thtts^ brothers, coufins, or nephews, to them, whole 
Barnes, for brevity's fake, I omit to mention. 

W-hin tbe Giant had thus far proceeded in his Work^ 
in tfeeinext pUce, he betook him to build fome „ , ., . ' 
itronghop$ la the Town | ajm he built three tKree ftrohg- 
tha^^td to be impregnable. The firft he. ^I^^;; '^^'j[^ 
,s:m^, tks Hold of Defiance, becaufe it was vcmors. 
n&de to' command the ^holc Town, and to keep itfror^ 
the*k:riowledg€ of its ancient King. The fecond he cal- 
Jed :Midnight-hold, becaufe it was builded oh purpofe 
to keep Mapfoul from the true knowledge of itfelf* The 
.tliird- was called Sweet-lin-hold, becaufe by that he for- 
,tified Manfoul againft all defires of good. The firft of 
thefe hold$ ftood clof^ by Eye-gate, that, as much a,s 
-might be, light might be darkened there. The feconjl 
was builded hard. by the old caftle, to the end that ths^t 
might be made more blind, if poffible. And the third 
ftood in tlie market-place. 

He that Diabolus made governor over the firft of thefe 
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was one Spite-God, a tnoft blafphemobs wretch j he 
came wit^ the whole rabble of them that came agaioft 
Manfoul at firft, and was himfelf one of tbtmfeives* 
He that was made the governor of Midmght*holdwaa 
one LoVe-no-light ; he was alfo of them that came firft 
againft the Town. And he that was made the governor 
of the hold Called Sweet-fin-hold was one whofe name 
wa's Love-flefh ; he was alfo a Very lewd fellow, but not 
of that country where the others are bound* ThU fel- 
low could find more fweetnefs, when he ftoodfiidking of 
a luft, than he did in all the Paradife of God, 

And now Diabolus thought himfelf fafe. He had 
taken Manfoul ; he had ingarrifoned himfelf therein j 
he had put down the old officers, and had fet up new 
t)nes; he had defaced the image of Shaddai, and had fet 
up his own ; he had fpoiled the old law«books^ 
'i^dc*W8neft! ^^^ ^^^ promoted his own vain lies ; he had 
made him new magiftrates, and fet up new 
aldermen ; he had built his new holds, and had man- 
ned them for himfelf: and all this he did to make him- 
felf fecure, in cafe the good Shaddai, or his Son, fhouid, 
come to make an incurfion upon him. ,y 

NoWj you may well think, that, long before thistime, 
word, by fome or other, could not but be car^ 
StoS^^^^ the good King Shaddai, how -his 

what happened Manfoul, inthe continent of Univerfe, was 
loft ; and that the runagate Giant Diabolus, 
once one of his Majefty's ferlrants, had, in rebellion a- 
^ainft the King, made fure thereof for himfelf: yea, ti- 
lings were carried and brought to the king thereof, and 
that to a very circumftance. 

As firft, how Diabolus came upon Manfoul (they be- 
ing a fimple people, and innocent) with craft, fubtilty, 
lies, and guile : //m, that he had treacheroufly flain the 

right 
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right nobteand valiant captain, their Captain JRefiftance^ 
as he ftood upon the gate with the reft of the townfmen : 
Item^ how my brave Lord Innocent fell down dead (with 
grief, fome fay, or with being poifoned with the flink- 
ing breath of one IH-paufe, as fay others) at the hearing 
of bis juft Lord and rightful Prince Shaddai fo abufed 
by the mouth of fo filthy a Diabolian as that varlet III- 
paufe was. The mefTcngcr further told,*that, after this 
Ill-paufe had made a (hort oration to^ the townfmen ia 
behalf of Diabolus his mailer, the fimple Town, believ- 
\x^ that what was faid was true, with one confent did 
open Ear-gate, the chief gate of the Corporation, and 
diti let him with his crew into a pofleffion of the famous^ 
town of Manfdul. He further {hewed how Diabolus 
had ferved^ the Lord Mayor, and Mr Recorder, to wit, 
th^t he^h^d^put them frpm'all place of power and truft: 
liem^ he fhewed alfo, that nay Lord Willbewill was turn- 
ed a very rebel and runagate, and that fo was Mr Mind 
hi^ clerk ; and that they two did range and revel it all 
the Town over, and teach the wicked ones their ways. 
He faid, moreover, that this Willbewill was put into 
great truft : and particularly, that Diabolus had put into 
Willbewiirs hand all the ftrong places in Manfoul ; and 
that Mr AflFedion was made my lord Willbewiirs depu- 
ty in his moft rebellious affairs ; yea, faid the meffenger, 
this monfter,Lord Willbewill, has openly difavowed his 
King Shaddai, and bath horribly given his faith, and 
plighted his truth, to Diabolus. 

Alfo, faid the meffenger, befidcs all this, the new kiML 
or rather rebellious tyrant, over the once famous but nflr 
perifhing town of Manfoul has fet up a Lord Mayor, and 
a Recorder of his own. For Mayor he has fet up one 
Mr Luftings, and for Recorder Mr Forgetgoo(J, two of 
the vileft of all the town of Manfoul, Thi$ faithful mef- 

E 2 fengef 
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fencer alfo proceeded and told what a fet of new Bur* 

gefles Diabolus had made ; alfo^ that, he had builded fe-^ 
veval ftrong forts, towers, and ftrong holds, in M^n|bul4 
Ke told, too, the which I had almQl^ fprgot, h<)jWtDi-* 
abolus had put the town of Manfoiii^loarm^, thehet^ 
ter to capacitate them on his behalf to makcTcfiftance 
agaiaft Shaddai their King, fhould he cotne to reduce 
them to their former obedience* 

Now, this tidings^tellcr did not deliver his relation of 
things in private,but in open couit, the King and his Son,j 
high iords^ chief captains, and nobles, b^ing all there 

Grrcfatthc P*^^^^^ to hear. But, by that they had 
court to hear heard the whole of the ftory, it would have 
the tidings, amazed one to have feen, had he been there, 
to behold it, what forrow and grief, and compundioa 
offpirit, there was among all forts, to think that famous^ 
Manfoul was now taken : only the King and his Soi\ 
forefaw aJl this long before, yea^ and fufficiently provi* 
ded for the relief of Manfoul, though they told not every 
body thereof. Yet, becaufe they alfo would have a fhare 
in cdndpling of the mifery of Manfoul, therefore they 
alfo did, and that at a rate of the higheft de-^ 

c .yusf • g^^^^ bewail the lofing of Manfout The 
King faid plainly, that it grieved him at the- heart;; 
^nd you may be fure that his Son was t\ot a whit ber*- 
hind him. Thus gave they eonvidion.to all^bout them- 
that they had love and compalTion for the fatn(^us town, 
of Manfoul. . Well, when the King and his Son were 
r.|tit'ed into the privy chamber, there they againxonfult- 
€&bout; what they hs^d defigned before, to wit, " That, 
Tiie fecrets of ^^ Matifoul ftiould in time be fuffered to-be. 
bis purpofe. loft, fp as certainly it ihoyld be recovered 
again ;" rccovj^red I fay, in fu<:h a way, as that bot.h d>q 
King and hb.SQa.wQ\jjd get themfelves etetnal famsc and; 
• . ' gioVy^ 
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glory thereby. Wherefore, after this confult, xhe Son of 
the Son of Shaddai, (a fwcet and comely per-^"^- 
fotf^ and, one that had always great affedtion for thofc 
tiiat were in affliftion, but one that had mortal enmity 
m hi&'^h^art againft Diabolus, becaufe he was defigned 
for it, and becaufe he fought his crown and j^^ ^^. 
dignity) this Son of Shaddai,-! fay, having i Tim. i. 15. 
ftricken hands with his Father, and promifed "''^' ^'"' ^^' 
that he would be his fervant to racover his Manfoul a- 
gairi) ftpod by his refolution, nor would he repent of the 
fame. The purport of which agreement was this, to 
wit, "That at a. certain time, prefixed by 
both, the King's Son fhould take a journey on fooTfo^tC 
into the coyntry of Univerfe, and thete, in a J^^|* of Man- 
way of juftice and equity, by making of a- 
mends for the follies of Manfoul, he fhould lay a foun* 
Ration of her perfeS deliverance from Diabolus, and 
from his tyranny." 

Moreover, Emmanuel refolved to make, at a time 
•convenient, a war upon the Giant "^©iabolus, eveii 
while he was poflcfled of the town of Manfoul; and 
that he wonld fairly, by ftrength of hand, ^ ^i^^u^i 
drive him out of his hold, his neft, and take Ghoft. 
it to himfelf, to be his habitation. 
.^ This now being refolved upon, order was given to 
the Lord chief fecretary to draw iip a fair 
record of what was determined, and to caufe scHptu!«. 
that it fliould be publilhed in all the corners 
of the kingdom of Univerfe. A fhort breviate of the 
contents thereof you may, if you pleafe, take-^here, as 
foDows: 

" Letalfmen know who are concerned, that the Son 
ofShadd^i the great King is engaged,by cove- ^^he contents, 
a^nt, to his Father, ^o bring his Manfoul to.

him again ; yea, and to put Manfoul too, through the 
power of his matchlefs love, into a far better and more 
happy condition than it was in before it was taken by 
Piabolus." 

Thefe papers, therefore, were publiflied in feveral 
places, to the no little moleftation of the tyrant Dia- 
b^lus ; for now, thought he, I Ihall be molefted, and 
iny habitation will be taken from me. 

But when this matter, 1 mean this purpofe of the 
King and his Son, did firft take air at court, who can 
tell how the high lords, chief captains, and noble 
princes, that were there were taken with the bufinefe ? 

Firft, they w^hifpered it one to another ; and 
angeiif ^^6^ that it began to ring out throughout the 

King*s palace, all wondering at the glorious 
defign, that between the King and his Son, wason foot 
for the miferable town of Manfoul. Yea, the courtiers 
could fcarce do any thing, either for the King or king^ 
d^om, bur they would mix with the doing thereof, a 
noife of the love of the King and his Son that they had 
for the town of Manfouh 

Nor could thefe lords, high captains, and princes, be 
content to keep thefe news at court ; yea, before the 
records thereof were perfedted, themfelves came down 

and told it in Univerfe. At laft it came to the 
Kaboius per- ears, as I faid, of Diabolus, to bis no little 
jP^c3^d at the jjjf^,Qj^(g^|. . f^r you muft think it woi?ld per- 

plex him to hear of fuch a defign againil him: 
well, but, after a few cafts in his min,d, he concluded 
itpon thefe four things : 

Firft, That thef^ news, thefe good tidings (if poffible) 

fhould be kept from the ears of the town of 

Vhfcv"^^^^^^ Manfoul : for, faid he, if they fhall once come 

thiflgs. to the knowledge that Shaddai their former ^ 

• King, and Emmanuel his Son, are contri^ 
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Ting of good for the towa of Manfoul, what can be ex- 
pcdicd by me, but that Manfoul will make a revolt 
from under my hand and government, and return agaia 
to him ? Now, to accompiifh this his delign, he renews 
his flattery with my Lord WiUbfwilU and 
alfo gives him ftridi charge and command, ^^^^ ^^w to 
that he ftxould keep watch by day and by fromMaofoS! 
night at all the gates of the Town, efpecially 
Ear-gate and Eye-gate : for I hear of a defign*, quoth 
he, a defign to make us all traitors, and that Manfoul 
niuft be reduced to its fir ft bondage again. 1 
hope they arc but flyine: ftorie$, quoth he t '^^y ^"^^ ^ ^ 
however let no luch news by any means be the OofpcL 
let into Manfoul, left the people be deje<2ed 
thereat, I think, my Lord, it can be no welcome new* 
to you: I am fure it is none to me. And I think that, 
at this time, it (hould be all our wifdoms and care to 
nip the head ofFall fuch rumours as (hall tend to trouble 
our people: wherefore I tJefire, my Lord, 
that you will m this matter do as 1 lay : Let muft be kept 
there be ftrong guards daily kept at every outofthctcnya 
g^te of the Town ; ftop alfo and examine 
from whence fuch come, that you perceive do fron\ 
far come hither to trade ; nor let them by any means 
be admitted into Manfoul, unlefs you (hall plainly pe;- 
ceive that they are favourers of our excellent 
government. I command, moreover, faid iho^^jltUnft 
Diabolus^ that there be fpics continually ^^^^^ '^y [^^^ 
walking up and down the town of Manfoul, be fuppcciicj. 
and let them have power to fupprefs and de- 
ftroy any that they (hall perceive to be plotting againft 
us, or that fhall prate of what by JShaddai or Emma- 
nuel is intended. 

This therefore was accordingly done j my Lord Wlll^ 
bewill hearkened to his lord and mafter, went willingly 
^ter his commandment, and^ Vith all the diligence he 
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could, kept any that >p^ould from going oti6 abroad, xk 
that fought' to bring thefe tidings to Manfoal, from; 
coming into the Town. 

Secondly, This done, in the next prlace, Diabdltis^ 
that he might make Manfoul as fure as he could, framerf 
A new oath ^^^ impofes a new oath and horrible cori^nant 
impofcd upon upon the townsfolk, towit^ "That thevihould 
never deiert him nor his gOfternment, nor yet 
betray him, nor feck to alter his laws : but that they 
fhould own, confefs, ftand by, and acknowledge, him for 
their rightful King, in defiance to any that doy or here- 
after {hall, by any pretence, law, or title whatever, lay 
claim to the town of Manfoul/' Thinking, belike^ 
that Shaddai had not power to abfolve them ^. 
from this covenant with death, and agreement 
with bell. Nov did the filly Manfoiil fttck 6r boggle 
at' all this moft monftrous engagement, but, as if it had 
been a fprat in the mouth of a whale, they fwallowed 
it without any chewing. Were they troubled at it I nay^ 
they rather bragged and boafted bf their fo brave lid e^ 
lity to the tyrant their pretended king, fwearing that they 
would never be changelings, nor forfake tlieir old lord 
for .a* new. 

" Thus did Diabolus tie poor Man foul faft. But Jea* 
foufy, that never thinks itfelf ftrong enough, put hioi^ 
in the next place, upon another exploit, which was yet 
more, if poffible, to debauch this town of Manfoul : 
yehcrefore he caufed, by the hand of otie Mr Filth, aa 
odious, nafty, lafcivious piece of beaftUnefsi

fticaipamph- tp be drawn in Writing, and to be let upon 
ba^hdl^aSd^^ the Caftlc gate ; whereby he granted, arid 
Romances full gavc liccncc to all his true and trufty fons in 
ofribaidrj. Maufoul to do whatfocvcr their luftfulappe* , 
tites prompted them to do ; and that- no man was to 

let; 
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let,- hinder/ or confroul them, upon pain of inciirrm 
the difpieafure of their prince^ 

Now this he did for thefe reafons : 

1. That the town of Manfoul might he yet mad 
weaker and weaker, and fo.raorc unable, Reafoiw of h

radonal than for him to conclude that thus^ for fin, 
might fare with Manfoul ? But, fearing alfo, left th 
knot fliould break, he bethinkshimfelf of another, \ 
wit,. •'. 

3* To endeavour to pofleft all hcfatts in the^ *^^^^ 
Manfoul, that Shaddai was raifing of an army i^^rau 
to.overthrow and utterly to deftroy this town of Mai 
foul ; (and this he did, to foreftall any tidings that mig 
come to their ears of their deliverance) : for, thotig 
• he, if I firft bruit this^ the tidings that might come 2 
ter will all be fwallowed up of this ; for what dfe w 
Manfoul fay, when they (hall hear that ,they muft 1 
delivered, but that the true meaning is, Shaddai inten 
to deftroy them? Wherefore he fummons the . 
whole Town into the market-place, and th^rc, Wtflg;^..- 
with a deceitful tongue, thus he addreffes.him-- c(;iiiu3<:iin| 
felf unto them ; . :• F •' Gc 
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*^ Gentlemen, and my very gobd Friends, you are' 
all, as you know, my legal fubjefts, and men of the 
famous town of Manfoul ; you know how, from the 
firft day that I have been with you until now, I have be- 
haved myfelf among you, and what liberty and great 
privileges you have enjoyed under my government, I 
hope to your honour and mine, and alfo to yoiir con- 
tent and delight : Now, my famous Manfoul, a noife 
of trouble there is abroad, of trouble to the town of 
Manfoul ; forry I am, therefore, for your fakes ; for I 
received but now by the poft from rhy Lord Lucifer, 
(and he ufeth to have good intelligence) that your old 
King Shaddai is raifing of an army to copne againft you, 
to deftroy you root and branch. And this, O Man-* 
foul, is now the caufe that, at this time, I have called you 
together ; namely, to advife what, in this jund:ure, is 
beft to be done : for my part, I am but one, and can 
with eafe fliift for myfelf, did I lift to feek my own 
eafe, and to lekve my Manfoul in all danger ; but my 
heart is fo fii'mly united to you, and fo unwilling am

But^ (Kali 
we be flattered out of our lives ? I hope you know more 
of the rudiments of politics, than to fuffer yourfelves fo 
pitifully to be ferved, 

" But fuppofe he fliould, if he get us to yield, fave 
fome of our lives, or the lives of fome of them that arc 
underlings in Manfoul, what help will that be to yoq 
that are the chief of the Town, efpecially of you whom 
I have fet , up^ and whofe grcatnefs has been procure4 

* by you through your faithful flicking to me ? And, 
fuppofe again, that he fliould give quarter to every. one 
of you, be fure he will bring you into that bon- Lying lan- 
dage under which you were captivated be- s"*^^* 
fore, or a worfe ; and then, what good will your liyes^ 
(}o you i Shall you with him live in pleafure as you do 
jiow ? No, no ; you mud be bound by laws that will 
pinch you, and be made to do that which at prefent i& 
hateful to you. I am for you, if ye are for me; and 
it is better to die valiantly than to live like Hci8 afraid of 
pitiful flavesi but I fay, the life of a flave |.^fing of Man- 
will be counted a life too good for Manfoul 
now. Blood, blood, nothing but blood, is in every 
blaft of Shaddai's trumpet againfl poor Manfoul now. 

. Pray be concerned, I hear he is coming up ; and (land 
to your arms, that now, while you have any leifure, I 
may learn you fome feats of war. Armour, hc puts them 
for you I have, and by me it is ; yea, and it upon^ming 
is fufEcient fpr Manfoul from top to toe : > ^ 
can you be hurt by what his fore? can do, if you fhall 
keep it well girt and fattened about ypu.

Now, to handle this weapon of mine 
aright, is^ not to . believe things becaufe they are true, 
of what fort or by whomfoever affert^d ; if he fpeaks of 
judgment, care not for it j if he fpeaks of mercy, care 
not for it ; if he promifes, if he fwearsthat he would do 
to Manfoul, if it turns no hurt but good, regard not 
what is faid, queftion the truth of all ; for this is to 
wield the fhield of unbelief aright, and as my fervants 
ought and do : and he that doth otherwife loves me noti 
nor do I ^ount him but an enemy to me.

After he had thus furnifhed his men with armour and 
arms, he addreifed himfelf to them in fuch like words 
as thefe : ** Remember, quoth he, that I am ^j^ ^^^^^ ^^^ 
your rightful king, and that you have taken with afpeech 
an oath, and entered into covenant, to be ^^ *''^"*' 
true to me and my caufe : I fay, remember this, and 
fhew yourfeives flout and valiant men of Manfoul. Re- 
member alfo the kindnel^ thatl have always (hewed to 
you, and that, without your petition, I have granted to 
you external things : wherefore, the privileges, grants^, 

immunities. 
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smmunlties^ profits, and hooouts, wherewith I have ^n^ 
dowed you, do call for, at your hands, returns of loyal*- 
ty, my lion-like men of Manfoul ; and when fo fit a time 
fo'ihow it as when another fhall feek to take my donvi^ 
jiion over you into their own hands ? One word more, 
atad I have done : Can we but ftand, and overcome this 
one ihock or brunt, I doubt not but in little time all the 
world will be ours : and when that day comes, my true 
hearts, I will make you kings, princes, and captains; and 
what brave days fhall we have then ?*^ 
^ IMabolus, having thus armed and forewarned his fer* 
vants and vaflfals in Manfoul againO: their good and law-i> 
ful King Shaddai, in the next place he doubleth his 
guards at the gates of the Town, and he takes himfelf 
to the caflle, which was his ftrong-^hold : his vafTals alfb)^ 
to (hew their wills, and fuppofed (but ignoble) gallant 
. try, exercife themfclves in their arms every 

lUiffliowihdr day, and teach one another feats of war; they 
Gbnt^*^^^* alfo defied their enemies, and &Qg up tb« 
praifes of their tyrant ; they threatened alfo 
what men they would be, if ever things fhould rife fo 
high as a war between Shaddai and their king. 

Now, all this time the good King, the King Shaddai^ 
siiaddai pre- was preparing to fend an army to recover the 
parcth an ar- ^^^^^ of Manfoul again from under the ty- 

fny for tnc re- r i • ^^ i i » • t^» i i i 

coTcry of rauuy of their pretended kmg Diabolus : but 
^^^^'»*- he thought good at firft not to fend them by. 
the hand and condud of brave Emmanuel his Son,, 
but under the hand of fome of his fervants, to fee firfk 
by them the temper of Manfoul, and whether by tbeni 
The wordf they would be won to the obedience of theic 
of God. King. The army confifled of above forty 
thoufand, all true men ; for they camefrom the King's 
own court, and were tbofe of his own chufing. 

They 
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/ *rhey came up to Mahfoiil under the condud of foqr 
ftout generals, each man being a captain of ten thoufand 
men ; and thefe are. their names and their The captaiu«* 
figns. The name of the firft was Boanerges, "»»"• 
the name of the fecond was Captain Conviction, the 
n^me of the third was Captain Judgment, and the n^me 
of the fourth was Captain Execution: thefe were the 
captains^ that Shaddai fent to regain ManfouL 

Thefe four captains (as was faid) the King thought' 
fit, in the firft place, to fend to Manfoul, to make an at- 
tempt Upon it: 'for indeed, generally; in all his wars he 
did ufc to fend thefe four captains in the van, for they 
TV^ere very ftout and rough-hewn men, men that were 
fit to break the ice, and to make their way by dint of 
the fword, and their men were like themfelves. 

To each of thefe captains the King gave a banner, 
that it niight be dilplayed, becaufc of the p^^j , 
gpodnefs of his caufe, and becaufe of the 
right he had to Manfoul. 

• Krft, To Captain Boanerges, for he was the chief, to 
Mm, I fay, were given ten thoufand men; ^^^^-^\ 
his enfign was Mr Thunder; he bare the * *- 

kfaci Colours J and his 'fcutcheon was the three burning 
Thunder- bolts. 

The fecond captain was Captain Convidion, to him 
were given ten thoufand men ; bis enfign's name was 
Mr Sorrow ; he bare the pale Colours^ and his 'fcutcheon 
was the Book of the Law wide open^ from ^^ ^^^.. 
whence ifTued a flame of fire. 

The third captain was Captain Judgment ; to hitn 
Were given ten thoufand men ; his enfign*s name was 
Mr Terror ; he bare the red Colours^ and his *fcutcheon 
was a burning fiery Furnace. 

The fottrth captain was Captain Execution ; to him 

were 
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Mat.^xm. yj^tt given ten thoufand men; his eofigil 
tu/iQ. ' was one Mr Juftice; he alfo bare the reJ^ 
Colours^ and his Ycutcheon was a fruitlefs 
^ree^ with an axe lying at the root thereof, 

Thefe four captains, as I faid, had every one of themt 
under his command ten thoufand men, aH of good fide- ; 
lity to the King, and ftout at their niilitary a<^ions« < 

Well, the captains and their forces, their mett and un- ^ 
der officers, being had upon a day by Shaddai into the 
field, and there called all over by their names, were then? . 
and there put into fuch harnefs as became their degree, > 
and that fcrvice that now they were going about fpr their , 
King. 

>Now, when the King had muftered his forces, (foif 
it is he thaUmuftereth the hoft to the battle) he^ave un^ 
to the captains their fevcral commilfions, with cb|rgc" 
and commandment, in the audience of all the fo|dfiksy 
that they fhould t^ake heed faithfully and courageoufly, 
to do and execute the fam^. Their commiifion^ wcre^ 
for the ftjbftance of them^ the fame in form, though, as 
to name, title, place, and degree, of the captains^ there 
might be fome, but very fmall variation. And here let 
xne give you an account of the matter and fum cpntaio;^ ^ 
ed in their commiflion : 
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A Commijionfrom the great Sbaddaiy King of Manfoul^ 
' to bis trufty and noble Captain^ the Captain Boanerges^ 
for making war upon the to^n ofM^nfotd. 

^ /^ THOU, Boanerges, one of my ftout 

Vw^ and thundering captains, over one ten m^jsw^viiu 
thoufand of my valiant and faithful fervants, *• "• ^'"^« \ • 
lff> thou in my name, with this thy force, ^' 
to the mifei^ble town of Manfoul ; and, when thoii 
comeft thither, offer them, firft, conditions of peace ; 
and command them^ that calling off the yoke and ty« 
ranny of the wicked Diabolus, they return to me their 
fightful prince and Lord ; command them,, alfo, that 
they cleanfe themfelves from all that is his in the town 
of Klanfoul; and to look to thyfelf, that thouhaftgooii 
fatisfa£tion touching the truth of their obedience* Thus, 
.when thou haid commanded them, (if they In truth fub« 
joait thereto) then dothoutotheuttermoft of thy power, 
what in thee lies, to fet up for me a garrifon in the 
.famous town of Manfoul : nor do thou hurt the lead 
native that moveth or breatheth therein, if they will 
fubmit themfelves to me, but treat thoufuch as if they 
were thy friend or brother ; for all fuch I lov^, i Their, u. 7, 
and llii jiMjill be dear unto me: and tell them,^'^» **^' "• 
*that I willtake a time to come unto them, and to let 
them know that I am merciful 

*' But if they fliall, notwithftanding thy fummon?, 
and the producing of thy authority, refift, ftand out 
againft thee, and rebel ; then do I command thee to 
make nfe of all thy cunning, power, might, and force, 
to bring them under by ftrength of band. Farewell.** 
Thus you fee the fum of their commiiSonsi far,.#s 
• G I 
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I iaid before, for the fubftance of them, they were thc^ 
fame that the reft of the nobie captains* had. 
'/ Wherefore, each commander, having received h)^ 
*Th€y prepare authority at the hand of his King, the day 
for A march, bei^g appointed, and the place of their ren- 
dezvous prefixed, the commanders appeared in fuch 
gallantry as their caufe and calling required. So, after 
a new entertainment from Shaddai, with Bying colours 
they fet forward, to march towards the famous town of 
ManfouL Captain Boanerges led the van, Captaia 
'Convlftion and. Captain Judgment made up the mala 
*body, and Captain Execution brought up the rear* 
] They then, having a great way to go, (for the town of 
' Ephcf. ii. 13, Manfoul was far off from the court of Shad- 
" *7- dai) they marched through the regions and 

countries of many people, not hurting or abufing any, 
but bleffing wherever they came : they alfo lived upon 
' the King's coft in all the way they went. 

Having travelled thus for many days, at laft they 
came within fight of Manfoul ; the which when they 
faw, the captains could for their hearts do no Icfs than 
for a while bewail the condition of the town; for they 
quickly faw^ how that it was proftrate to the will of 
Diabolus, and to his ways and defigns. 

Well, to be fhort, the captains came up before the 

town, march up to Ear-gate, fit down there (for that 

was the place of hearing.) So when they had pitched 

their tents^ and intrenched themfelves, they addreffed 

'themfelves to make their affault. 

Now, the townsfolk at firft, beholding fo gallant a 
The world company, fo bravely accoutred, and fo ex* 
arc convinced cellcutly difcipUued, having on their glit- 
ordered^iUFe of tering armour, and difplaying of their flying 
tiici;©diy. coloursj^ could uot but come out of their 
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houft^ «ttd gize. But the cunning fox Diabolus, Fearu. 
ing that the people, after this fight, fhonld, on a fud-- 
dea futnmons, open the gates to the captains, came 
down with all hafte from the Caftle, and made them re-»! 
lire into the body of the Town, who, when he had: 
^em there, made this lying and deceivable fpeech unto 
them. • ' ' 

' ** Gentlemen," quoth he," although you are my truly 
and well-beloved friends, yet I cannot but (a Dikboioftaiu 
little) chide you for your late uncircumfpea Ss fvw • 
adUon, in going out to gaze on that great and ^^^cm. 
mighty force that but yefterday fat down before (and" 
hav^ now intrenched themfelves, in order to the ttiain- 
taining of a ficge againit) the famous town of Manfoul.- 
. Do you know who they are, whence tbey come, and - 
what is their purpofe in fitting down before the Town 
rf Manfpul ? They are they of whom I have That^s faifc - 
told you long ago that they would oome to ^*^*"- 
deftroy this Town, and againft whom Ihave been at 
the coft to arm you with cap-a-pee for your body, 
befides great fortifications for your mind ; wherefore 
then did you not rather, even at the firft appearance 
of them, cry out, Fire the beacons, and give the whole 
Town an alarm concerning them, that we might all 
have been in a pofture of defence, and have been ready 
to have received them with the higheft a<as of defiance? 
' then had you (hewed yourielves men to my ' 

* fiking; whereas, by what you have done, afraid oTckxi^t 
you have made me half afraid. I fay, half- fH'^^^'^nvH'^^ 

/• .,• 1 t '1 nil they will fct 

afraid, that, when they and we fliall come to Manfoui 
puihapike,. I fliail find you vjrant cpura;|e ^^"^''^ *'^'"- 
*tO ftand it out any longer. Wherefore have I com* 
mandai a watch, and that you Ihould double your 
guards at the gatca? Wherefore have I endeavoured to 
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TMkt yea as hard as iron, aod yottr hearts as a pieoe 
of the nether milftone ?/Was it, think you, that yoa 
might (hew yoorfelres women, and that you might ,^q 
He fttr» them ^^^ ^^^^ ^ company of innocents to gaze oa 
i^tobiddc- your mortid foes? Fy, £y! put yourfelvca 
vdm»9iJ ii>to a pofture of defence, beat up the dnim^ 
the word. gather together in warlike manner, that mir 
foes may laiow that, before they fhall conquer this 
Corporation, there are valiant men io the town of MaiH^ 
fenl. 

/M will leaTe off now to chide, and will not further 
^uke you ; but I icharge you, that henceforward you 
kt me fee no more fuch anions ; let not henceforward 
^>m4n of you, without order firft obtained from me, £a 
Qriuch as ihew bis head over the wall of the town of 
ManfouK You have now heard me; do as I hav« 
commanded, and you ihall caufe me that I dwell fecurely 
with you, and that as I take care for myfelf, fo foe 
your fafety and honour alfo. Farewell.'* 

Now were the townfmea ftrangely altered : they were 
^cn fhmers ^^ *"^^ ftricken with a panic fear ; they raa 
kearkentoSa-' to and fro through the ftreets of the town 
^Tlila'rare" ®^ Maufoul, crying out, *• Help, help; the 
a^^nftgodiH men that turn the world upftde down are 
"^!^' come hither alfo.** Nor could any of them be 

quiet after, but ftill, as men bereft of wit, they cried 
out. The deilroyers of our peace and people are come. 
This went down vrith Diabolus : *^ Ay !*' quoth he to 
himf^lf, '^ this I Uke well ; now it is as I would have 
it; now you (how your obedience to your prince; 
hold you bttt here, and then let them take the Town 
if they can.? 

Well, before the King's forces had fat befbieMan-* 
foul thm dayS| Captain Boanerges commanded hia 
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tf««^Hrt:er to ge down to £ar«gat«, and there^ in th^ 
nMme of the greatBhaddsd, to fummoo Maa« 
foul to give audiMce to the roeffage that be> tSfpS* "*'* 
in hxB Maftcr'a name, was to them command- ^^^^[^ •* 
cd to deliver. So the trumpeter, whofe name ^^'^^ *' ; 
mras Tafce-heed-what*you-hear, went up, a^ he waacom^ 
DDUided, to Ear^te, and there founded his trumpet for 
a hearing : but there was none that appeared, that gave 
anfwer, or regarded ; for fo had Diabolus com- r^ wui not 
laanded. So the trumpeter returned to bia ^^^' 
cafrtain, and told him what he had done, and alfo how 
be had fped : whereat the captain was grie7ed,.but \nd 
the tminpeter go to his tent. 

Again Captain Boanerges fendeth his trumpeter to 
Eafwgate, to found as before for an hearing : a ftcoodrum* 
hM they again kept clofc, came not out^ nor ow)n«>^p»u«u 
would they give him ananfwer ; foobfervant wa% they 
o£ the command of Diabolus their king. 

Then the captains and other field officers called ^ 
council of war, to confider what further was a councn of 
to be done for the gaining of the town of ^^• 
Bdanfoul ; and, after fome clofe and thorough debate up* 
on the contents of their commifiiohs, they concluded 
yet to give to the Town, by the hand of the fore^named 
trumpeter, another fummons to h^ar ; but if that Qx9& 
be refufed,faid they, and that the town fhall (land it out 
ikill, then they determined, and bid the trum- 
peter tcH them fo, that they would endeavour, ^^^ *"^* *** 
by what means they could, to compel them by lotice to 
the obedience of their King. 

. So Captain Boanerges commanded his trumpeter to 
go up to £ar-gate again, and in the name of the great 
King Shaddai to give it a very loud fummons a thftd foa- 
to come down without delay to Ear-gate, »«?«• . 
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there to give audience to th^ king*« moft noble captaiias* 
1^0 th.e trumpeter went, and did as he was commanded : 
he went up to Ear-gate, and founded his trum* 
** ^*"* '* pet, and gave a third fummons to Manfoul ; 
he (aid, moreover, that, if this they ftiould ftilf refufe to 
do, the captains of his Prince would, with might, come 
down upon them, and endeavour to reduce them to their 
obedience by force, 

Theif flood up my Lord WillbewilU who was the go-^ 
The Lord vcmor of the Town, (this Willbewill was 
fo^echTo the ^^^^ apoftate of whom mention was made 
UttTOp^er. before) and the keeper of the gates of Man- 
foul. He therefore, with big and ruffling words, de- 
manded of the trumpeter who he was? whence he came? 
and what Was the caufe of his making fo hideous a notfe 
at the gate, and fpeaking fuch infufferable words agaitiff 
the town of Manfoul ? 

The trumpeter anfwered, " I am ferrant'to the moft 
The tCTim- noble captain. Captain Boanerges, general of 
^^^^' the forces of the great King Shaddai, againii 

whom both thy felf with the whole town of Manfoul 
have rebelled, and lift up the heel ; and my matter, the 
captain, hath a fpeclal meflage to this Town, and to thee, 
as a member thereof; the which, if you of Manfoul 
fhall peaceably hear, fo ; and if not, muft take what 
follows/' 

Then faid the Lord Willbewill, " I will carry thy 
Willbewill. words to my Lord, and will know what he 
willfay.'*^ 

But the trumpeter Jbon replied, faying, " Our meffage 
The trum* IS not to tlie Giant Diabolus, but to the mife- 
?^^*^* Table town of Manfoul; nor (hall we at all- 

regard what anfwer by him is made, nor. yet by any 
for him. We arc fcnt to this Town to recover it from 

under 
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iinder hi4 cruel tyranny, and to perfuade it tofiibmir,; 
as in former times it did, to the moft excellent King 
Shaddai." 

Then faid the Lord Willbewiil, " I will 
do your errand to the Town, 

The trumpeter then replied, " Sif^do not Thctruisi- 
deceive us, left in fo doing, you deceive y our- 
felves much more." He added, moreover, " for we are 
rclblved, if in peaceable manner you do not fubmit your- 
felves, then to make a war upon you, and bring you 
under by force. And of the truth of what I fay, thtf 
Ihall be a lign unto you, you (hall fee the black Jlag^ with 
its hot burning tbunder^bolts^ fet upon the mount to-» 
morrow, as a token of defiance againft your prince, and 
of our refolutiotts to reduce you to our Lord and right- 
ful King." 

So the faid Lord Willbewill returned from off the 
ValU and the trumpeter came into the camp. ^. ' 
When the trumpeter was come into thecamp, ter ret..rng to 
the captains and officers of the mighty King ^**«^*"»P* 
Shaddai came together to know if he had obtained a 
hearing, and what was the eiFe£t of his errand* So the 
trumpeter told, faying, " When I had founded my 
trumpet, and had called aloud to the Town for a hear- 
ing, my Lord Willbewill, the governor of the Town, 
and he that hath charge of the gates, came up when he 
heard me found ; and, looking over the wall, he alked 
me, what I was ? whence I came ? and what vv^as the 
eaufe of my making this noife ? So 1 told him my er- 
rand, and by whofe authority I brought it. . Then, faid 
he, I will tell it to the governor arid to Manfoul. And 
then I rfKturned to my Lords.^ Then faid the brave 
Boanerges, -"Let us yet for a while lie ftill ^amai fouls 
in our trenches, and feewhatthefe rebels will make a wrong

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l!?I?^r^ do." Now, when die time drew t&gk Him 
^fagofpeiini- auoience by Manloul fnuft be given to th^ 
wftry- brave Boanerges and his companions, it wi* 

commanded that all the men of ivar thfoughouc the 
i/ehole camp of Shaddai fhould as one maa ftand tp 
their arms, and ^ake themfelves ready, if the town 
of Manfoul fliall hear, to receive it forthwith to mer^ 
cy ; but, if not, to force a fubjedion. So, the day 
being come, the trumpeters founded, and that through* 
#ut the whole camp, that the men oi war might be im 
readinels for that which then ihould be the work of 
the -day. But when they that were in the town of 
Manfoul heard the found of the trumpets throuighcHit 
f he camp of Shaddai, and thinking no other but that 
it mud be in order to ftorming the Corporation^ they 
at firft were put to great conftemation of fpirit, but, af* 
ter they a little were fettled again, they alfo miKk what 

Zcdu fO. tx. P^^P^^^*^^^* they could for a wari if they 
c * did ftorm j elfe to fecure themfelves* 

Well, when the utmoft time was come, Boanei^ef 
was refolved to hear their imfwer : wherefore lie fent 
out his trumpeter again to furomon Manibul to a hear^ 
rug tif the meflage that they had brought from Shad^ 
dai. So he went and founded, and the townfmen 
came up, but made £ar<-gate as fure as they could# 
Now, when diey were come up to the top of the Way^ 
Bomcrucf re. '^^P^'* Boanwges dcfired to fee the Lord 
Mf to tiiau Mayor ; but^ my Lord Incredulity was then 
ju^J^ofS^hat ^wd Mayor, for he came in the room of 
MvJmo *h 1^' "^y ^^^^^ Luftings. So Incredulity dame 
moustowtt^up and fiiewed faimfelf over the wall; bat 
*^**^- when the Captain Boanerges had fiij^fais eycss 
upon him, he cried out aloud, ^^ This b not he ; where 
m my Lord Underftaodiag, the andeat Lord Mayor of 
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t!ie {own of Maafoul ? for to him I would deliver my 
ineflage/' 

Thea faid the Giant (for Diabolus was alfo come 
down) to the captain, ** Mr Captain^ you have, by your 
boldmfs, ^ven to Manfoul at leaft four fummonfes to 
fubjefl herfelf to your King ; by wbofe authority I 
Ipio^ not^ nor will I difpute that now, I afk, there- 
ioTd^ what is the reafon of all this^ ado, or what would 
^ou he at if you knew yourfelves V^ 

Then Captain Boanerges (whofe was tbe black Co* 
Imirs^ and whofe Ycutcheon was three burning Boanerges ob- 
"Tbunder-bolts) taking no notice of the Giant, taincthahcar- 
or of his fpeech, thus addrefied himfelf to the *"^' 
lown of Manfoul ; *' Be it known unto you, Q unhap* 
.py and rebellious Manfoul, that the mod gra- 
cious King, the great King Shaddai, my Ma- ^'*^p^^^^-. 
fter, hath Tent me unto you with commiffion (and fo he 
fliewed to the Town his broad feal) to reduce you to his 
bbedieqce. . And he hath commanded me, in cafe you 
yield upon my fummons, to carry it to you as if you 
'were my friends or brethren ; but he alfo hath bid, that 
if, after fummons to fubmit, you ftill ftand out and rebdi» 
;we (hould endeavour to take you by force/* . 

Then flood forth Captain Convidion, and faid, (his 
,y^z&tbc pale Colours y and for a 'fcutcbeon he 
jx^di the. Book of the Law wide open^ &c.) captaircon^ 
^^* Hear, O Manfoul ! Thou, O Manfoul, waft ^lf i^J':,.^^'"- 
once famous for innocency, but now thou art %l cu^. lU. 
xlegenerated into lies and deceit : thou haft H* III ^^* ^* 
heard what my brother the Captain Boaner- 
.ges hath faid, and it is your wifdom, and will be your 
!happinei|^ to ftoop to, and accept of, conditions of peace 
,and mercy when offered ; efpecially when offered by 
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one agalnft whoiti thou haft rebelled, and one,wht) is of 
power to tear thee in pieces, for fo is Shaddai our King ; 
'lior, wheb he is angry can any thing ftand before him. 
If you fay, you have not finned, or a£ted rebellion a- 
gainft our King, the whole of your doings, fince the 
day that you caft off his fervice, (arid there was the bcr 
ginningof your fin) wilt fuiEcientJy teftify iigainft yon. 
What elfe means your hearkening to the tyrant, and 
your receiving him for your king T What means elfe 
your rejeding the laws of Shaddai, and your obeying 
t>f Diabolus ? Yea, what means thus your taking up of 
arms againft, and the (hutting of your gates upon us, 
the faithful fervants of your King ? Be ruled, then, and 
'accept of my brother^s invitation, and overftand not the 
. Luke xjL time of mercy, but agree with thine adverfary 
s\> 59- quickly. Ah, Manfoul ! fuffer not thyfelf 

to be kept from mercy, and to be run into a thouiand 
'miferies, by the flattering Wiles of Diabolus. Perhaps 
^hat .Piece of Deceit may attempt to make you believe 
th« ^€ feek our own profit in this our fervice; but know, 
it is obedience to our King, and love to your happinefs^ 
that is the caufe of this undertaking of ours. 

** Again, I fay to thee, O Manfoul, confider if it he 
' aCor.v. i8, "^ot amaziug grace that Shaddai, fhould fo 
/--««• humble himfelf as he doth. Now he by us 

reafons with you in a way of entreaty and fweet perfua- 
fion, that you would fubje€t yourfelves to him. Has 
he that need of you that we are fure you have of him ? • 
No, no ; but he is merciful, and Would not that Manfoql 
fhould die, but turn to him and live." 

Then flood forth Captain Judgment, (whofe was the 

nd Colours.^ and for a 'fcutcheon he had tbe 

mentt'his'* ^' burning fery Furnace) and he faid,«".Oye the 

Mrnibd' inhabitants of thelown of Manfoul^ that have 

lived fo long in rebelion and aCts of treafon 
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p^gtiflll the King Shaddai, know, that we coni§ not to- 
day to this place, in tHismanner, with our meflage of 
our own minds, or to revenge our own quarrel ; it is the 
King my maft^i that hath fent us to reduce you to your 
pb^dLeqce to him, the which if you refufe in a peaceably 
Vi^ay to yield, we have commiflion to compel you there- 
to. And never 'thiijk of yourfelves, nor yet fuffer the 
tyraat Diabolus to perfuade you to think, that ^ur King 
by his power is not able to bring you down, and .to lay 
you under his feet ; for he is the Former of all things, 
and "if he touches the mountains they fmolce.'* Nor 
will the gate of the King's clemency (land always open j 
for the day that Ihall burn as an oven is be- kai. iv. i. 
fore him, yea, it hafteth greatly, it flumber* ».Pct.ii. 3«. 
cth not. 

** O Manfdul, is it little in thine eyes that our King 
jdoth offer thee mercy, and that after fo many provoca^ 
•tions ? Yea, he ftill holdeth out his golden fceptre to thee, 
and will not yet fuffer his gate to be (hut againfl: fhee ; 
wilt thou provoke him to do it ? If fo, confideriwJiat'i 
fay, ** To thee it is opened no more for ev^er. -jqj) x^cxvU • 
^^ if thou fay eft thou ihalt not fee him,, yet '^' '^\ ,/'' 
" judgment is before him ; therefore truft thou ip him^: 
" yea, becaufe there is wrath, bew:ir?e left he take thee 
*' away with his ftroke ; then a great ranfom cannot de- 
*' liver thee. Will he efteem thy riches ? No, not gold, 
*' nor all the forces of ftrengtli. He hath prepared his 
** throne for judgment: for he will come pfaKix. 7. - 
** with fire, and with his chariots like a whirl* ^^^•^*^»- '^• 
" wind, to render his anger with fury, and his rebukes 
•' with flames of fire." Therefore, O Manfoul, take

Now while CSptain Judgment was making of this

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oration to the town of Manfoul, it was obfervcd by fome 
that Diabolus trembled : but he proceeded in his para- 
ble, and faid, ** O thou woeful town of Manfoul, wilt 
thou not yet fet open thy gate to receive us, the depu- 
ties of thy King, and thofe that would rejoice to fe^ 
thee live ? *^ Can thine heart endure, or can thy hands 
_ , .. be ftrone;, in the day that he (hall deal in

judgment with thee r I fay, canft tho\i en- 
dure to be forced to drink, as one would drink fweet

Thc f h of ^^^ Execution, and faid, ** O town of Man- 
captain Exc- foul, ouce famous, but now like the fruitleft 
^"'^^"- bough J once the deUght of the high Ones; 

but now a den for Diabolus ; hearken alfo to me, and 
to the words that I (hall fpeak to thee in the name of th^ 
great Shaddai. " Behold, the axe is laid to the root of 
... ^ the trees ; every tree therefore that bringeth 
/ ' ' * not forth good fruit is hewn down, and call 
iiito the fire/* 

" Thou, O town of Manfoul, haft hitherto been this 
fruitlefs tree ; thou J)eareft nought but thorns and briers* 
Thy evil fruit fore-befpeaks thee not to be a good tree j 
Deut. xxxii. Thy grapes are grapes of gall, thy clufters are 
^'- bitter. . Thou haft rebelled againft thy King ; 

and, lo ! we, the power and force of Shaddai, are the 
axe that is laid to thy roots. Whatfayeft thou ? wilt 
thou turn ? I fay again. Tell me, before the firft blow is 
given, wilt thou turn ? Our axe muft firft be laid to thy 
root before it be laid at thy root ; it muft be laid to thy 
root in a way of threatening, before it is laid at thy root 
by way of execution ; and between ihefe two is requi- 
red thy repentance, and this is all the time that thou haft* 

What 
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What Wilt thou do? Wilt thou turn? or fliall I fmite? 
If I fetch my blow, Manfoul, dotvn you go : For I have 
commiflion to lay my axe at, as well as to thy roots ; 
nor will any thing but yielding to our King prevent do- 
ing of execution. What art thou fit for, O Manfoul, 
if mercy preventeth not but to be* hewn down, and caft' 
into the fire, and burned ? 

O Manfoul, Patience and Forbearance do not a£l for 
ever, A year, or two, or three, they may ; but if thou, 
provoke by a three year's rebellion, and thou haft alrea- 
dy done more than this, then what follows, but Cut it 
down ? nay after that tboujbalt cut it down. Luke xii. 
And doft thou think that thefe are but thrca* ^* 9- 
tenings, or that our King has not power to execute his 
wards ? O Manfoul, thou wilt find that in the words of 
pur King, when they are by finners made little or light 
of, there is not only threatening, but burning coals of 
fire. 

Thou haft been a cumber-ground long already, and 
wilt thou continue fo ftill ? Thy fin has brought this 
army to thy walls, and fiiall it bring in judgment to do 
execution into thy town ? Thou haft heard what the 
captains have faid, but as yet thou fhutteft thy gates ; 
fpeak out, Manfoul, wilt thou do fo ftill ? or wilt thott 
accept of conditions bf peace ?" 

Thefe brave fpeeches of thefe four noble captains the 
town of Manfoul refufed to hear : yet a Manfoul <fe. • 
found thereof did beat againft Ear-gate, ^''^^j^^^^^^ 
though the force thereof could not break it Upon what 
open. In fine, the Town defired a time to Z^Z:^^ 
prepare their anfwer to thefe demands. The gWctbcmtiait. 
Captains then told theiti, that if they would throw put 
to them one lU-paufc that was in the Town, that they 
might reward him according to his works^ then they 
c would 
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would give them time to confider ; but if they would 
not caft him to them over the wall of Manfoul, then 
they would give them none : " For/' faid they, " we 
know that, fo long as lU-paufe draws breath in Man- 
foul all good confideration will be confounded, and np<- 
thingbut mifchief will come thereon."

' So Incredulity, at Diabolus's command, began, ami

the moleftation of the town of Manfoul, camped againii 
it : but from whence you come, we will not know ; and 
what you are, we will not believe. Indeed, you tell us, 
in your terrible fpeech, that you have this authority 
from Shaddai ; but by what right he commands you to 
do it, of that we Ihall yet be ignorant. 
. " You have alfo, by the authority aforelaid, fum- 
moned this Town to defert her Lord, and, for protec-* 
tion, to yield up herfelf to the great Shaddai your 
King ; flatteringly telling her, that, if (he will do it, he 
tvill pafs by, and not charge her with her paft offences. 
. '^ Further, you have alfo, to the terror of the tow a 
©f Manfoul, threatened, with great and fore deftr^c-» 
lions, to puniQi this Corporation, if ihe confents not tQ 
do as your wills would have her. .

Know ye, that neither my Lord Dwbolus, tu«c of Un- • 
nor I his fervant liKreduUty, nor yet our *^'*^*'- 
brave Manfoul, do regard either your perfons, meflage, 
or the King that you fay hath fent you : his power, his 
greatnefs, his vengeance, we fear not, nor will we yield 
at all to your fummons. 

^ As for the war that you threaten to make upon us, 
we muft therein defend ourfelves as well as we can ; 
and know ye, that we are not without wherewithal to 
bid defiance to you. And in fliort, for I will not be 
tedious, 1 tell you that we take you to be fomc vaga- 
bond, runagate crew, that, having fliaken off all obe- 
dience to your King, have gotten together in a tumul- 
tuous manner, and are ranging from place to place, to 
fee if, through the flatteries you are fkilled to make on 
the one fide, and threats wherewith you think to fright 
en the other, to make fome filly town, city, or country, 
to defert their place, ^nd leave it to you : but Manfoul 
is none of them.

An account of e(f thcmfelvesin their winter-quarters. Now, 
«ferrncc'to^ in this War, you muft needs think, there was 
the lofs on much lofs on both fides, of which, be plea- 
\^'* fed to accept of this brief account following. 

The King's captains, when they marched from the 
court to come up againfl: Manfoul to war, as they came 
crofling over the country, thfey happened to light upon 

Three new three young fallows that had a mind' to go 
foidicrs. jf-Qj. foldiers ; proper men they were, and men 
of courage and flcill, to appearance : their names were,, 
Mr Tradition, Mr Human-wifdom, and Mr Man's-in- 
vcntion. So they came up to the captains, and proffer* . 
ed their fervice to Shaddai. The'captains then told them 
of their defign, and bid them not to be ra(h in their^of- 

fers : 
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ftr& : but the young men told them, they had confidfei*- 
ed the thing befoi-e, and, hearing they were upon their 
march for fuch a defign, came hither on purpbfe to meet 
them, that they might be lifted under their Excellen- 
cies. Then captain Boanerges, for that they were mfea 
of courage, lifted them into his company ; and fo away 
they went to the war. 

Now, when the war was begun, in one of the bri&- 
eft (kirmilhes, fo it was, that a company of the Lord 
Willbew^irs men fallied out at the fally-porf, or poftera 
of the Town, and fell in upon the rear of Captain Boan* 
erges' men, where thefe three feflows happened to be i 
fo they took them prifoners, and away they j,^^ - ^^^ 
carried thetn into the Town ; where they had taken jjiifon- 
not lain long in durance, but it began to be^*^*' 
ntAfed about the ftreets of the Town, what three nota* 
bl.e prifoners the Lord WillbewiU's men had talcen, and 
brought in prifoners out of the camp of Shaddai. At 
length tidings thereof were carried to DiaboluSv to the . 
Caftle, to wit, \rhat my Lord WillbewiU's men had done, 
and whom they had taken prifoners. 

Then Diabolus called for Willbewill, to know the cer- 
tainty of this matter. So he alked him, and he; told 
him.]^^rhen did the giant fend for the prifoners, who^ 
when uiey were come, demanded of them jheyare^ ^ 
who they were? whence they came? and brougbt before:

For now could not Manfoul flcep fecurely as before, 
nor could they now go to their debaucheries with that . 
quietnefs as in times pail : for they had from the camp 
of Shadd^i fuch frequent warm and terrify- contrnued 
ing alarms, yea, alarms upon alarms, firft at ti^^^nfoQ^'* 
one gate, and then at another, and again at all 
tlie gates at once, that they were broken as to former 
peace. Yea, they had their alarms fo frc- The cffeas of 
qiiently, and that when the nights were at <=o»^^^»<>°*- . 
kmgeft, the weather coldeft, and fo, confequently, the 
ieafon moft unfeafonable^ that that winter was to the 
town of Manfoul a winter by itfelf. Sometimes the 
trumpets would found, and fometimes the flings would 
whirl the ftones into the Town. Sometimes ten thou- 
fand of the King^s foldiers would be running round the 
walls of Mknfoul at midnight, fliouting, and lifting up 
the voice for the battle- Sometimes, again, fome of them 
in the Towh would be wounded, and their cry and la- 
mentable voice would be heard, to the great moleftation 
of th6 now-languilhing town of Manfoul : ^^^^ ^^^ 
yea, fo diftre0ed with thofe that laid fiege much mp- ♦ 
againft them were they, that, I dare fay, Dia- ^"*^*^' 
bolus their king had in thefe days his reft much broken.

Manfoul as if they were great claps of thunder. Na 
noife now To terrible to Manfoul as was his, with the 
naife of the foldiers, and fihoutings of the captains. . . 

Alfo things began to grow fcarce in. Manfoul : now

Diabolus, Incredulity, and Willbewill, ate the 
great doers againft us^ now we are in our winter*cjuar^ 
ters ; but fo as that we do yet with an high band mo-^ 
left and dlftrefs the Town.

l|ie found of our fummoQS -as be ought, tlie peoplt

. ^' We do not thus fpeak, becaufe we. are willing to 
reliniqQifh the wars ; (for we are for laying of our bones 
againft the place,) but that the town of Manfoul may 
be woo for thy Majefty* We alfo pray thy Majefty 
foorrexpedition ia this. matter, tbat^ after their conquefl, 
^^tmayvbe at liberty to.b^fent aboi^t other thy gracious 
d^figns. Anun.^ 

The petition, thus *4c$wn up, was fent away with 
hafte to the King, by the hand of that good who carried 
^man, • Mr Love-tp^Manfoul *^»» petiuon. 

When this pettiipn was conte to the palace of the 
King^ who (hould it be delivered to but to to whom it 
th^ Ring's Son? So he took it, and read it; ^«<i^«vercd. 
and, becauie the contents of, t)L >pjeafed him well, he 
mended, and alfo in fome things^ added to the petition 
himfel£ So, after he had made fuch amendments and 
ad<^ons as he thought cQnvpnient with his own hand, 
he i^arried it jn fac^ the Kang ; to whom, when he had 
with obferyance delivered it, he put on authority, and 
fpaketoJt himfelf«

So the white Jiagy with the three golden Doves in it, 
was hanged oiit for two days together, to give them; 
time and fpace to confider. But they, as was hinted 
before, as if they were unconcerned, made no reply to 
the favourable fignal of the Prince. 

Then he commanded, and they fet the red flag x^^on 
th*t mount called Mount Juftice. It was the The red flag 
redjlagoi CapCainJadgment whofe 'fcutcheon.*»uDg out. 
was the burning flery Furnace; and this alfp flood waving 
before them in the wind for feveral days together. 
But loojc: how they carried under the white fiag when 
that was hanged out, fo did they alfo when the red one 
was : and yet he took no advantage of them. 

Then he commanded again, th^t his fenraqts would 
bang out the black fiag of defiance againft ThebUckflag 
ihem, whofe Ycutcheon wa« the three burn* *»""« o"^- 
ing Thunder-bolts ; but as undoncerned was Manfoulat 
this as at thofe that went before. But when the Prince

The townfmen alfo made anfwer to the Princess

*' Great Sir, as to what* by your meifenger you bam 
The towns- figmficd to UB,' Whether we will accept of 
fciks' anfwer. your mercy, or fall by your jufticCf we aire 
bound by the law and cuftom of this place, and can give 
you no pofuive anfwer : for it is againft the law^ go-^

had ^rried this news to Diabolus, and had toM him, 
mor^ver, that the Prince that lay in the leaguer with* 
put the wall, waited upon them for an an- rHa^^oiu, 
Cwer ; he. refufed, and hufied as well as he ^^raia. 
j^oOld,' but in heart he was afraid. 
. Then (aid he, 1 will go down to the gates my felf, 
in4 give him fuch an anfwer as I think fit.

Town underftood not,) the contents whereof were as 
follows : 

" O thou great Emmanuel, Lord of all the world,

great Shaddai ! Wherefore art thou, come to the Priccc. 
tOTment me, and tocaft me out of my pofTeffion ? This 
town- of Manfoul, a^ thou very well knoweft, is mine, 
and that by a two-fold right* i. It is mine by right 
of coiKjueft, I won it in the open field ; and " {hall the 
" prey be taken from the mighty, or the lawful cap- 
" tive be delivered ?" 2. This town of Manfqul is mine 
alfo by their fubjedion t they have opened' the gates of 
their Town unto me; they have fworn fidelity to me^ 
aad have openly choftn me to be their King: ^ 
they have alfo given thqir Caflle into my 
bands ; yea^ they have put the whole ftrength of Man«»- 
foul UQder me. 

-. ** Moceovcr, this/town of Manfoul hath difavowed 
thee: yea, they h»v« caft thy law, thy name, thy 
image^ and all th&t is thine, behind their backs ; and

iiame, mine image^ and all that ever is mine* Afk 
clfe thy captains, and they will tell ihee, that Man* 
foul hath, in anfwer to all their fummoqfes, ihown 
love and loyalty to me ; but always difdain, defpite, 
contempt, and fcorn, to thee and thine. Now thou 
art the juft One, and the Holy, and ihouldft do no 
iniquity ; depart then^ I pray thee, therefore, from me, 
and leave me to my juft inheritance peaceably." . 

This oration was made in the language of Diabolua 
himfelf : for although he can, to every man, fpeak'ia 
their own language, (elfc he could not tempt theoi^ aU 
as he does) yet he has a language proper to himfelf,* 
and it is the language of thelnftrnal Cave or Wick Pit. 

Whitfrefore the town of Manfoul (poor hearts) un-^ , 
derftood hirft not ; nor did they fee how he crouched 
and cringbd while he flood before Emmanuel their 
Prince. - ^ ■ 

Yea, they all this while took him to be one of that 
power and force that by no means could bcreiifted: 
wherefore, while he ;was thus entreating that he might 
have yet his refidence there, and that Emmanuel woulcL 
not take it from him by force, the inhabitants boafted 
even of his valour, faying, ^' Who is able to make war 
with him ? 

Well, when this pretended king had made an end 
f)f what he would fay, Emmanuel the Golden Prince 
flood up and fpafce; the contents of whofe words follow.. 
. ** Thou deceiving One,** faid he, " I have, iti my 
Father's name, in mine own name, and on the behalf^ 
and for the good of this wretched town of Ma»foul^ 
fomewhat to fay unto thee. Thou pretendeft a rights 
a lawful right, to the deplorable town of Manfoul ; 
when it is moft apparent to all my Father's court, 
that the entrance which thou hall obtaiaed \n at the. 

gate$ 
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gates of Manfoul was through thy He and falfehood ; 
thou beliedft my Father^ thou beiiedft his law, and fo 
deceiveftthc people of Manfoul. Thou prctendeft that 
the people have accepted thee for their king, their cap-f 
tain, and right liege lord ; but that alfo was by the €X« 
ercife of deceit and' guile. Now, if lying willingnefs^ 
finful craft, and all manner of horrible hypocrify, will 
go in my Father's court (in which court thou muft be 
tried) for equity and right, then will I cpnfefs unto 
thee, that thou haft made a lawful conqueft. But, alas ! 
what thief, what tyrant, what devil, is there that may 
not conquer after this fort ? But I can make it appear, 
O Diabolus, that thou, in all thy pretences to a con-* 
queft of Manfoul haft nothing of truth to fay. Think- 
«ft thou this to be rights that thou didft put the lie upr 
on my Father, and madefthim (to Manfoul) the great- 
eft deloder in the world ? And what fay eft thou to thy 
'|>ervertihg knowingly the right purport and intent of 
"Vhe law ? Was it good alfo that thou madeft a prey of 
tlie innocency atid fimplicity of the now miferable town 
of Manfoul ? Yea, thou didft overcome Manfoul by 
promifing to them happinefs in their tranfgrefiions 
a^jinft my Father's law, when thofu kneweft, and 
coiildeft riot but know, hadft thou donfulted nothipg but 
thine own experience, that that was the way to undo 
them. Thou haft alfo thy felf (O.thou matter of enmity ) 
of fpite defaced my Father*^ image ia Manfoul) and fee 
up thy own in its place,* to the great contempt of my 
Father, the heightening of thy fin, and to the intolerable 
damage of the periihing town of Manfpui. 

" Thou haft, moreover, (as if all thefe were but 
little things with thee) not only deluded and undone 
this place; but by' thy Ues, and fraudulent carriage, 
haft fet them againft.tbeir own deliverance. How haft 

-. ': thpU 
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thou birred them up againft my Father^s caj^faias, ati^ 
tnade them to fight againft thofethat vrere Tent of hifH 
to deliver them from their bondage ?. AU thefe tlungs^ 
and very many more, thou haft done againft thy lights 
and in contempt of my Father, and of his law ; yea, 
and with a defign to brin^ under his difpleafure for ever 
the miferable town of Manfouh ^ I am, therefore, iCOfhc 
to avenge the wrong that thou haft done to my Father^ 
and to deal with thee for the blafphemies wherewitfai . 
thoii haft made poor Manfoul blafpheme hia name i yea^ 
upon thy head, thou prince of the inferiiai cave, wilt 
I requite it.' 

" As for myfclf, O Diabolus, I ate come againft tliee 
by lawful power, and to take by ftrengtfa of hand thig 
town of Manfoul out of thy burning fingers; for thi^ 
town of Mattfoul Is mine, O Diabolus^ and thai by^uttr 
doubted right, as all (hall fee that wilt diligently feared 
the moft ancient and moft authentic records ; jin4 I 
will plead my title to it to the confiifion of thy face# 

' ** Firft, for the town of Manfoul, my Father hath 
built and did fafllionit with his hand ;. the palace alfo^ 
that is in the iiiidft df that Town, he bml^ it for hiji 
own delight : this fowa of .Manfouj, therefore, ia fofy 
Father's, and that by the beft of titl^ea ; and he that 
^ainfays the truth of this muft )iea]gai*nft his fouL 

** Secondly, O thou mafter of the lie, this tpwn ot 
Manfoul is mine : 

'* I. For that I am my Father's heir, his firft-born, 
Keb. VI. a. ^^^ ^^ ouly delight of his heart. I am 
John xvi. 15. therefore come up Againft thee in mineowa 
right, eten to- recover miac own inheritance out of 
thine hand. 

" 2. But further, as I have a right and tide to Mariw 
foul^ by being my Father's heir, fo I have alfo.by.my 
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Father*6 donation. His it was, arid he gave it me ; nor 
have I at any time offended my Father, that ^^.. 

he (hould take it from me, and give it to 
thee : nor have I been forced, by playing the bankrupt, 
to fell, or fet to fale to thee, my beloved, ifa.hi. 
town of Manfouh Manfoul is my defire, my delight, 
and the joy of my heart. But, 

" 3, Manfoul is mine by right of purchafe ; I have 
bought it, (O Diabolus) I have bought it to myfelf. 
Now, fince it was my Father's, and mine, as I wa$ his 
heir, and fince alfo I have made it mine by virtue, of a 
great purchafe ; it followcth, that, by all lawful right, 
•tip, town of Manfoul is mine, and that thou art an 
murper, a tyrant, and traitor, in thy holding poffeffion 
thereof. Now, the caufe of my purchafing of it was 
this : Manfoul had trefpafled againft my Father ; now 
my Father had fay| that in the day that they broke his 
law they (hould cne. Now, it is more pof- ^^^^ ^ ^g^ 
iible for heaven and earth to pafs away, than 
for my Father to break his word. Wherefore, when 
Manfoul. had finned indeed, by a hearkening to thy lie, 
I put 'in and became a furety to my Father, body for 
hodj, and foul fof foul, that I would make amends for 
Mslpburs trangreifions ; and my Father did accept 
thereof. So when the time appointed was q f^^^t 
conie, I gave body for body, foul for foul, P"ncc 
life for life, blood for blood, and fo redeem- "^^^^nue • 
ed my beloved Manfoul. 

" 4. Nor did I do this to the halves ; my Father's 
law and juftice, that were both concerned in the threat* 
ening upon tranfgrefiion, are both now fatisfi^d, and 
very well content that Manfoul flaould be delivered. 
- " .5. Nor a:m I come out this day 9gainft thee, but by 
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commandment of my Father ; it was he that faid unto 
mc, Go down and deliver Manfoul. 

" Wherefore, be it known imto thee, (Othoufounr 
tain of deceit) and be it alfo known to the fooWh town 
of Manfoul, that I am not come againft thee thifr^day 
without my Father. 

*' Ai.'d now, (faid the golden-headed Prince) I hare 
!: ^'o; J ..> the tow^n of Manfoul/' (But fo foon aamea- 
y."^ % ; i inade that he had a word to fpeakto the be-

f :- j: 1 oceeded and faid, " O unhappy town of Manfoul^ i- 
cannot but be touched with pity and compaffion for thi^r^^ri^^ 
Thou haft-accepted of Diabolus for thy king, and art l>^^^ 
come anurfeand a minifter of Diabolonians againft thy 
Sovereign Lord. Thy gates thou haft opened to him, 
but haft jQiut them faft againft me ; ^u.haft given him 
a hearing, but haft ftopt thine ears at my cry; he 
brought to thee thy deftruflion, and thou didft receive 
both him and it : 1 an> come to thee bringing falvation, 
but thou regardeft me not. Befides, thou haft, as with 
facrilegious hands, taken thyfelf, with all that was 
mine in thee, and haft given all to my foe, and tp.the . 
greateft enemy mv Father has. You have bowed and 
fubjeded yourfelves to him ; you have vowed and fwom 
yourfelves to be his. Poor Manfoul ! what fhall I do 
unto thee? Shall 1 fave thee? fhall I deftroy thee? 
What (hall 1 do unto thee ? Shall T fall upon thee and 
5 to powder, or make thee a monument of the 
ace? What (hall I do unto thee? Hearken, 
thou town of Manfoul, hearken to my word, 
and thou (halt live. I am merciful, Man- 
foul, and thou (halt find me fo ; (hut me not 
' gates. 
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" O Manfoul, neither is my com million or incliaa- 
tion at all to do thee hurt j why Heed thou fo faft from 
thy friend, and ftickeft fo clofe to thine .jjohnxii,^;. 
enemy I Indeed I would- have thee, bec^mfe ^^^^ 'x. s^'- 
it becomes thee to be forry for t)iy fin; but do not 
defpair <rf life : This great force is nqt to hurt tliee, but 
to deliver thee fromr^y bondage, and to reduce thee 
to thy obedience. 

" My commiffian indeed is to make a vv-ar ri; vr^r 
Diabolus thy king, and upon all Diabolonians v^rth 1 ; \ l-^:' 
for he is ^:he ftrong man armed that keeps the h^n: ., 
and I will have him out ; his fpoils I muft dividcj in- 
r/zmoar I muft take from, him, his hold I muft cail 
^iiim out or, and muft make it an habitation for myfelf. 
And this, Q Manfoul, fhall Diabolus know, when he 
fhall be made to follow me in chains, and when Mau^ 
foul fhall rejoice to fee It fo, 

" I could, would I now put forth my might, caufe 
that forthwith he fliould leave you and depart ; but I 
have it in my heart fo to deal with him, as that the 
juftice of the warthat I fliall make upon him may be 
feeniaiid acknowledged by all. He hath taken Mati- 
fcfl^jby fraud, and keeps it by violence and deceit j and 
I^ra make him bare and naked in the eyes of all obfer- 
VGfii All my words are true ; I am mighty, to fave, and 
will deliver my Manfoul out of his hand." , . 

This fpeech^ was intended chiefly for Manfoul, but 
Manfoul would not have the hearing of it. They fliut 
up Ear-gate, they barricadoed it up, they kept it locked 
and bqlted, they fet a guard thereat, tind commanded 
that no Manfoulonian fhould go out to him, nor that aay 
from the camp fhould be admitted into the Town, A 'i^ 
this they did, ib horribly had Diabolus inchanted ^V'L?^' 
to do, and feek to do for him, againft their r:?;!^?^? >' 
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Lord and Prince ; wherefore no man, nor voice, nor 
found of man, that belonged to the glorious hoft, was 
to come into the Town. 

So, when Emmanuel faw that Manfoul was thus ia-* 
Emmanuel volved lu fin, he calls his army together, . 
Si^ke wlr up- (fince now alfo his words werie def^fed) and 
€.nMan(bui. gavc out a Commandment throughout all his 
J:c;:' to be ready gainft the time appointed.

Then faid the golden Prince, " All that the Father 
^t^h me fhall come to me ; and of all that he hath 
givp me I will lofe nothing, no not a hoof, nor a hair : 
I x^l not therefore grant him, no not the leaft corner 
in Manfoul tc^well in ; I will have all to myfelf." 

Then Loth-to-ftoop faid again, *^ But, Sir, fuppcfe 
that my lord fhould refign the whole Town ^ 
to you, only with this provifo^ that he fome- 
times, when he comes into this country, may, for old 
acquaintance' fake,, be entertained as a way-faring man 
for two days, or ten days, or a month, or foj may 
BOt this fmall matter be gi anted ?" ^|^; 

Then laid Emmanuel^, " Noj he came as a ^^|? 
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2 Sam. xii. faring man to David, nor did he ftay , lorig 
^,—1- vvith him, and yet he hid like to have coft 

David his foul. I will not confent that he ^ver fliould 
have any harbour more there," 

Tber/faid Mr Loth-to-ftoop, " Sir, you feem to be 
very hard. • buppofe my mafter fliould yield tb all that 
i;vtur Lcrdfhip hathfaid, provided that his frijends and 
sr ; 2r.a tn:^2i kiodr^d in Manfoul may have liberty to trade 
i^^Ti;^ in the town, and to enjoy their prcfcnft dwel- 

ii::^t 5 ^'^'7 "^^ ^^^^ ^^ granted, Sir?'* 

*^i:en laid Emmanuel, *' No ; that is contrary -to my 
*i^,^ ,M ,, Father's will; for all, and all manner o£ 
i'oJ.i'ii. 5. Diabolonians that now are, or that W any 
4Mt^v.u. ^-^^ Q^^ji ij^ f^^j^^j .^ Manfoul, ^11 h«r 

tjniy lofe their la6dc and liberties, but alfo thw^lives:" 
.Then faid Mr Lqth-to-ftoop again, " But, Sir, may 
iwsrk this. ^ot my mafter ahd great lord, by letters, by 
johnx.g. paflengers, by accidental opporf unities, and 
tlic like, maintain^ if he fliall deliver up all lirito thee, 
fome kind of old frieuyftilp with Manfoul?" 

Emmanuel anfwered, ** No; * no means; fora^ 
much as any frich fellowftiip, friendfliip, intknacy, Or 
acquaintance, in what way, fort, or mode foever ta^n<» 
fained, will tend to the corrupting of Manfoul|Rie 
alienating of their a fFedlioos from me, aiod the endan* 
gering of their peace with my Father.** ^ 

Mr Loth-to-ftoop yet added further, faying, " But, 
Mark this. great Sir, fmce my mafter hath many friends, 
Hom.iri.ia,i3. and thofe that are dear to him in Manfoul j 
may he not, if tie fhall depart from' them, even of his 
bounty and good-nature beftow upon ^them, as he fees- 
HXy fojne tokens of his love and kindnefs that he had 
!.?; "hem, to the end that Manfoul, when he is gone, 
T^iiT look upon fucli tpkens of kindnefs once received 
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from their old friend, and remember him wIk> wa|i 
once their king, and the merry times that they fcnm^- 
limea, enjoyed oae with another, while he and they 
livied ip^ peace, together ?" 

Then laid Emmanuel, ** No; for, if Manir/al come 
to be mine, 1 £hall not admit of nor confent that thf^re 
fliould be the leaft fcrap, flired, or daft, of Di;% / i. 
left behind, as tokens or gifts bcftowed upon li^y in 
Maafoul, thereby to call to remembrance the "^wrv^lz 
communion that was betwixt theqi and him/ 

« Wdl Sir;* faid Mr Loth.to^ftoop, "I ha.L-^r.^> 
thiog more to propound, and then I am got to th^? cr^ i 
of my commiiEon : Suppofe that, when my matter is 
gonefti^ Manfoul, any that yet fhall live in the Towa 
ftiould hive fuch hufinefs of high concern ^^rk ^his. » 
to do, that, tf they be neglefted, the parties Kings i. 3, 6, y 
ihall be undone ; and fuppofe. Sir, that 00 body can 
help in that cafe fo well as my mafter and lord, may 
not now my mafter be fent for upon fo urgent an oc- 
cafien as this ? Or, if he may not be admitted into tl^q 
Town, may not he and the perfpn concerned meet in, 
fome of the villages near Manfoul, and tjhere lay their 
hcad^ together, and there confult of m^ttters." 

This was the laft of thefe enfnaring propofitions that 
Mr Loth-to-ftoop, had to propound to Emmanuel oa 
behalf of his mafter Diabolus ; but Emmanuel would 
not grant it : " For,** he faid, " there can be no cafe^ 
or thing, or matter, fall out in Manfoul when thy 
mafter fhall be gon^, that Qiay not be fojyed iSam.3;vm.i^. 
by mly Father. Befides, it will be a great difparage- 
ment to my Father's wifiiom and ikill tO; a Kings i/a, ;^ 
admit any from Manfoul to, go out to Diabplus for ;^J- 
vice, when they are bid before, in every thipg by prry- 
er and fupplication to let their requefts bi? made knowiu 

to 
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to my Father. Further, this, fhould it be granled, 
would be to grant that a door fhould be fet open for 
Diabolus, and the Diabolonians, in Manfoul, to hatch, 
and plot, and bring to pafs, treafonable defigtM^ to the 
grief or^ny Father and. me, and to the litter deftruc^ 
tion of Manfoul." 

When Mr Loth-to-ftoop had heard this anfwer he 
L i.toirt>op took his leave of Emmanuel, and departed, 
^deprrti. faying, That he would do W€rd to his maf- 

/ci CuiJcetrJng this whole affair. So he departed and 
car& to Diabolus to Manfoul, and toFd him the whole 
of the matter, and how Emnianuel would not adn^it, no 
not by any means, that he, when he was once gone out, 
fhould for ever have any thing moi^ to do^ ^^j^ *^^ ^^ 
with any that are of the town of MarifouK * When 
Manfoul and Diabolus had heard this relation of things, 
they, with one confent, concluded to ufe their beft 
endeavour to keep Emmanuel out of Manfoul, and fcnt 
old IlKpaufe, of whom you have heard before, to tell 
the Prince and his captain fo, So the old gentleman 
came up to the top of Ear-gate, and called to the camp . 
for a hearing : who, when they gave audience, he faid, 
" 1 have in /Commandment from my high tord to bid 
A fpecch of y^^ to tell it to your Prince Emmanuel, that 
oidiH.paufe Manfoul and thteir king are refolved to fland 

e camp. ^^ ^ £^| j ^^g^^i^g^ ^ ^^^ ^y^^it it is in vain for your 

Prince to think of ever having of Manfoul in his hand 
unlefs he can take it by force." So fome went and told 
to Emmanuel what old lU-paufe, a Diabolonran in 
Manfoul, had faid. Then faid the Prince, I mufl try 
tph. vi. I', the power of my fword ; for I will not (for 
They muft all the rebellions and repulfcs that Manfoul 
^^ '' ^ has made againfl me) raifc my fiege and 

depart, but will affuredly take my Manfoul and deliver 

it 
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It from the hand of her enemy; And \frith that he 
gave out a commandment, that Captain Prcparttfons 
Boanerges^Captain Convi£tioh^Captain Judg- to the battici 
mentj and Captain Execution, fhould- forthwith mardh 
up to Ear-gate, with trumpets foundings colours fly ing^ 
and with fhouting for the battle. Alfo he would that 
Captain Credence fhduld join himfelf with them. Em- 
manuel, moreover, gave order, that Captain GooU 
hope^ and Captain Charity, (hould draw themfc'vcs up 
before Eye-gate* He bid alfo, that the reft ofTi^ts can-' 
tains arid their men fhould place themfelves for the beft 
of their advantage againft the enemy round about the 
Town* Atid all was done as he had commanded* 
Then he bid that the word fliould be given forth j and 
the word was at that time^ EmmanueL Then was an 
alarm ibunded^ and the battering-rams were played^ 
and the flings did whirl flones into the Town amain j 
and thus the battle began* Now^ Diabolus himfelf did 
matiagd the townfmen in the war^ and that at every 
gate 2 :9fcbercfore their reftftarice was the more forcible^ 
helliffi, a.iid offenfivej to Emmanuel. 

Thus was the good Prinde engaged and entertained 
ijy Diabolus and Manfoul for feveral days together* 
And a fight worth feeing it was, to behold how thtt 
captains of Shaddai behaved themfelves in this war. 

And, firft^ for Captain Boanerges, (not to tinder* 
talue the reft) he made three moft fierce af- Boanerges 
faults, one after* another, upon Ear^gate^ p^^ys the man., 
to the thaking of the pofts thereof* Captain Cbnviftion^ 
he alfo made up as faft with Boanerges as pofiibly \\t 
could ; and both difcerning that the gate began to yields 
they coix^manded that the rams fhould ftill be played 
againft pt* Now CaDptaan Conviftion, going conviaion 
up very near to th« gate, was with great wounded. 
. . - . .. O . . : \... force 
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force driven back, and received three wounds in the 
Angels. mouth. And thofe that rode reformadoes, 
-they went about to encourage the captains. 

For the valour of the two captains made miention of 
before, the Prince fent for them to his pavilion, and 
commanded that a while they (hould reft themfelves, 
inid that with fomewhat they fhould be refrefhed. Care 
z]io v/as taken for Captain Gonvid:ion, that he fhould 
be hraled of his wounds ; the Prince alfo gave to each 
<ithcm a chain of gold, and bid them yet be of good 
coaragc. 

Nor did Captain Good-hope, nor Captain Charity, 
.Good hope CO me behind in this raoft defperate fight; 
Sy'^Kn for they fo well did behave themfelves at 
^t pye-gate. Eye-gate, that they had almofi. broke it quite 
open* Thefe alfo had a re^vard from their Prince/ as 
alfo had the reft of the captains, becaufe they did va- 
liantly round about the Town. 

' In this engagement feveral of the oflficers of Diabolus 
jwere ilain, and fome of the townfmen wounded. For 
Captain ^^ ^^^ officers there was one Captain Boaft- 

ioaufngflam. ihg flain. This Boafting thought that no 
body could have fliaken the pofts of Ear-gate, nor have 
fliaken the heart of Diabolus. Next to him there was 
captiin Se- ^^^ Captain Secure flain ; this Secure ufed 
•ore (lain. to fay. That the blind and lame in Manfoul 
a Sam. v. 6. ^g^g ab]e to keep the gates of the Tpwn 
againft Emmanuel's army. This Captain Secure did 
Captain Convi£tion cleave down the head with a two- 
handed fword, when he received himfelf three wounds 
in his mouth. 

Befides thefe, there was one Captain Bragman, a very 
defperaie fellow, ^nd he was captain over a band of 
Captain Brag. ^^^^^ ^^^^ thrcw fire-brauds, arrows, and 
man jiain. death J hc alfo . received, by the' hand of 
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.Captain Good-hope at Eye-gate, a mortal wound in the 
brcaft. 

There was, moreover, one Mi- Feeling, but he was 
no captain, but a great, ftickler to encourage Manfoul 
to rebellion ; he received a wound in the eye i^^ Fueling 
by the hand of one of Boanerges' foldiers, ^^urt. 
jaad had by the captain himfelf been flain, but that he 
^luade a fudden retreat. 

, But I never faw Willbewill fo daunted in all my liH, 
be wa§ not able to do what he was wont; w;!.b<!^'^i 
and fome fay that he alfo received a wound i^«rt, 
in the leg, and that fome of the men in the Princc\s 
-army have certainly feen him limp as he afterwards 
walked on the walU 

I fhall not give you a particular account of the names 
.of the foidiers that were flain in the Town, ^^^^ ^^^^^ 
for many were maimed and Wjounded, and foidiers in 
iiain: for when they faw ^^t pofts of ^^«^«"*"^'"- 
Ear-gate, did Ihake, and Eye-gate was well nigh broken 
quite open, and alfo that their captains were flain, this 
took aw4y the hearts of many of the Diabolopians ; they 
fell alfo by the force of Jthe ftit>t that were fent by the 
.golden flings into the midft of the town of Manfoul. 

Of the townfmen there was one Love-ho-good, he 
vras a. townfman, but a Diabolonian ; he L^jve.no.good 
alio received his mortal wound in Manfoul, wounded, . 
but he di^d not very foon. 

; Mr lU-paufe alfo, who was the man that came along 
iwrith JDiabolus when at firft he attempted the taking of . 
Manfoul, he alfo received a grievous wound m.paufc 
in the head, fome fay that his brain-pan wounded. 
w^ .crackt ; this I have taken notice of, that he was 
:.jie^er after this able to do that mifchief to Manfoul as 
-fee. had done in times pafl:. Alfo old Prejudice and Mr 
jft.ny thing fled^ Oz iSJow, 
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Now, whfen the battle was over, the Prince coiti^ 
The white J^^i^ded that yet once more the white flag 
flag hung (hould be fet upon Mount Graciousy ia 
9^ 4ga»i. ^jg,^^ Qf ^^^ j^^^ ^^ Manfoul, to (hew that 

yet Emnianugl had grace for the wretched town of 
Manfoul. 

When Diabolus f^w the white flag hanged out again, 
?.:;d knowing that it was not for hiih but Manfoul, he 
r. ;.ixhu*3 ?^ft i"^ h^^ mind to play another prank, to 
r • V T-iV. - wit, to fee if Emmanuel would iaife his fiege, 
kiulhii ftone, upon promife of a rrformation. So he 
comes down to the gate one evening, a good while af- 
ter fpn wgis gone down, ancj oalls tofpeak with Eal- 
manuel, who prefently came down to the gatcj aRci 
Diabplus faith unto him, ^ 

" Forafmuch as thou makeft it appear by thy whifg 
His fpecch tp fl^^» ^^^^ ^^^^ ^^* wholly given to peace and 
Emmanuel.' (quiet, I thought meet to aqqijairit theCj t^at 
we are ready tp accept thereof uppn terms -^bich -thou 
may eft admit, 

- 1 know th^t thou art given to devotion, and thaf 
holinefs pleafes thee ; yea, that thy great end in making 
a war upon Manfpul is, that it may be an holy habita* 
tion. Well, draw off thy forces from the Town, and 
I will bend Manfoul to thy bow. 

*' Firft, I will lay down all afts of hoftility againft 

Diabolus thee, and will be willing to becoipe thy de- 

TOamid^s^de^^ will, as I haye fprmerly been 

puty, Sec. againft thee, now ferve thee in the town of 

Manfoul. And more particularly, 

** I, I will perfuade Manfoul to~ receive thee for theif 
Lord J and I know that they will do it the f6pner, whe« 
they Ihall underftand that I am thy deputy. 

" 2. I will fliew them whereiii they have erred, ^ti^ 
that ;ranfgreffion ftands rn the way to Ufev . - 
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^ 3, I will 0xew them the holy law unto which they 
muft conform, evco that which they have broken. 

'* 4. I will prefs upon them the aeceflity of a reform 
roation according to thy law> 

" 5. And, moreover, that none of thefc things may 
fail, I myfelf, at my own proper coft and charge, will 
fet up. and maintain 9 fufficient miniftry, befidefv lec- 
turers, in ManfouL 

" 6. Thou (halt receive, as a token ofourfubjr\^A.;ic^ 
to thee, continually, year by year, what thou ihalr 
think fit to Jay , and levy upon us, in token of curr fab« 
je£kion to tbc^/* 

Then faid .£mmanuel to him, " O full of dcccii, 
how mdyc^bte are thy ways ! how often haft -phc aifwer. 
(thou changed aivd rechanged, if fo be thou 
m'^htcft ftUlkeep pofleflion of my Manfoul, though, as 
has been plainly, declared before, I am the right heic 
thereof i^ Often haft thou tlriade thy propofals already,* 
uor is this laft a whit better than they^ And, failing 
todecdve, when thou (hewedft thyfe^fin thy black, 
thou haft BOW transformed thyfelf into an angel of 
light, and wouldeft to deceive, be now as aC0r.xi.r4i 
a minifter of righteoufnefs. 

" But know now, ODiabolus, that nothing muft ba 
regarded that thou canft proppund, for mothing is done 
by thee but to deceive ; thou neither haft confcience to 
God, nor love to the. town of Manfoul; Djaboiunhas 
whence, thcn> (houjd thefe thy fayings a- noconiiicncc 
rife bttt from finful ci'aft and deceit-? lie love to Man-* 
that can of Uft and will propound what he ^^"*- 
pleafes, and that wjherewiih he may deftroy them that 
believe him,, is to be abandon^ with all that he fhall 
(ay, 3ut, if righteouihefs be fuch a beauty- fpot in 
thine eyes now, how is it that wickednefs was fo cloiely 
ftuck to by thee before ? But this is by the bye* 
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" Thou talked now of a reformation in Manfoul, and 
that thou thyfelf^ if I will pleafe, will be at the head 
of that reformation ; all the while knowing, that the 
He knows gfcateft proficiency that man can make in 
that what he the law, and the. righteoufnefs thereof, wiH 
tiic hlaSor amount to no more for the taking away of 
Ma»foni will the curfc from Manfoul, than juft notfaing.ai:

Thou knoweft that all that t}xia£ 
hail now fald in this matter is nothing tnit guile -apflS 
deceit ; and as it was the firft, fo is it the laft, card thiat 
thou haft to play. Many there be that do foon difcera 
thee when thou fliewedft them the cloven foot; but ia 
thy white, thy light, and in thy transformation, thott^ 
art feen but of a few. But thou Ihalt not do. thus withf 
my Manlbiil, O Diabolus, for I do ftill. love my Man^ 
foul. 

**Befides, I am hot come to put Manfoul upon. 
works, to live thereby, (Ihould I do fo, I flipuld belike 
unto thee) but I am come, that by me, and by wh^t I 
have and (hall do for Manfoul, they may to my Father 
be reconciled, though by their fm they have provoked 
him to anger, and though by the law tliey cannot ob- 
tain mercy. . 

" Thou talkeft of fubjeding of this Town to good, 

when none deiireth it at thy hands. I am fent by my 

All things Father to poflefs it myfclf, and to guide it 

TOua be new by the fkilfulnefs of my hands, into ioch a 

conformity to liim as ftxall be pleafmg in his 

fights 
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fight. I will therefore poflefs it myfelf, I will dipoffefs 
and cad thee out; I will fe£ up miile own ftandard in 
the midft of them; I will alfo govern them by new laws, 
new 4>iHcer$y new motives, and new ways : yea, I will 
pull down this Town, and build it again ; and it fhall 
be as though it had not been, ^nd it fhall then be the 
glory of the whole uqiverfe.'^ 

. Wiien Diabolus heard this, and perceived that he 
was difcovered in all his deceits, he was D;«bo*'n 
Confounded, and utterly put to a nonplus ; confci t /^<-d. 
but having in himfelf the fountain of iniquity, r^^c, 
and mailed, againft both Shaddai and his Son, ,and th.< 
iieloved towaof Manfoul, what doth he but ftrengthca 
birafelf what he covld to give freflx ^battle to the liable 
Prince Emmanuel ? So then, now we mufi have ano- 
ther fight before the town of Manfoul is taken. Cpmc 
up then to the mountains, you that love to fee military 
alliens, and behold, by both fides, how the fatal blow 
15^ given; while one feeks to 'hold, and the other feeks 
to make himfelf ma&er pf, the famous town of Man-> 

. Diabolus,* therefore, having withdrawn himfelf from 
t^ic wall to his force th?it was in the heart of Newrprepara- 
the town of Manibul, Emmanuel alfo re- t'^ps for to 
turned to the camp ; and both of them, af- ^' ^' 
ter their diverfc ways, put themf(?lves in a pofture fit 
to bid battle one to another* 

Diabolus, as filled with defpair of retaining in his ^ 
batids the famous town of Manibul, refbl Ved Djaboin* *- 
to jdo what mifcbief he could, (if indeed he /pairs bf hoid- 
could do atty to the army of the Prince, and fouu^dolcre- 
€Q the famous town of Manfoul ; for, alas! ["^^J^fj"^*^!^^^ 
it was npt.the happinefs of the filly t<own of chief if he 
Manfoul tha^ was d^figned by Diabokis, but ^*"' 
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the utter rtiin and .ov^fthfow'thewof) as tiowU triOUgti 
in view. Wherefore he commands his oflficers, that , 
they (hould then, when they fee that tbey ebttld hold 
the Town no longer, do it what harill and miichief 
Markix: ^^^y could, Ten dirt gai>d teafiftg of men, 
ao, 26. women, and children : ** for," faid he, " we 

had better quite demolifti the place, and leave it like at 
ruinous heap, than to leave it that it may he ah babi-^ 
tation for Emmanuel.** 

Emmanuel agnin,- knowing that the -nekt battle; 
would ifllie in his being made matter of the pUce, gavo 
out a royal commandment to all his officers,, high cap-- 
tains, and men of war, to be fure to (hew themfelves 
men of war againft Diabolus, and all Diabolonians } 
but favourable, merciful, and meek, to all the old in* 
habitants of ManfouL' Bend, therefore, faid the noble 
Prince, the hott'eft front of the battle againft Diabolua- 
and his men. 

So the day being como, the command was given, 
The battle ^"^ ^*^^ Prince's men did bravely ftand to^ 
joined, and • their arms ; and did, as before, bend Jtheir 
hoihMcl^^ tnatn force againft Ear-gate and Eye-gate* 
fiercely. Thc word was then, Mafifoul is won; fo

to the gate ; and as he could, with quivering lips, he 
afked, who was there? Boanerges ahfwered^-We are 
the captains and commanders of the great Shaddai, aild 
of the blefTed Emmanuel his -Son ; and yfe demand 
pofleflion of y6ur houfe for theufe of our noble Prince. 
And with that the battering-ram gave the gate another 
fhake. This made the old gentleman tremble the more, 
yet durft he not biit open the. gate. Then the King's 
forces marched in, namely, the three brave captains 
' mentioned before. Now, the Recorder's 

ey go n. y^^^f^ ^33 ^ place of much conveniency for 
Emmanuel, not only becaufe it was near to the Caftle, 
and ftrong ; but alfo becaufe it was large, and. fronted 
the Caftle,. the den where now Diabolus was: for he 
was now afraid to come out of his hold. As for Mr 
They keep Recorder, the captains carried it very re- 
le^lTitom '■ fervedly to him, as yet he knew nothing of 
the Recorder, the great dcGgn?^ Emmanuel ; fo that hje 
did not know what judgment to make, nor what 
would be the end of fuch thundering beginnings. It 
\*^as alfo prefently noifed in, the Town, how the Re- 
corder's houfe was poifeffed, his rooms taken up, and 
His houfe the ^^^ palacc made the feat of the war; and 
feat of war. \no fooucr was it noifed abroad, but they 
took the alarm as warmly, and gave it out to others 
of his friends, (and you know as a fnow-ball lofes no- 
thing by rolling) fo in little time the whole. Town was 
poflefled, that they muft expe£t nothing from the 
Prince but* deftru£tion ; and the ground of the bufinefs 
was this. The Recorder was afraid, the Recorder 
trembled, and the captains carried it ftrangely to the 
Recorder : fo many came to fee ; but when they, with 

their 
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their own eyes, did behold tbje captains in the. palace, 
and their battering-rams ever playing at the caftle-gates 
to beat them down, they were riveted in their fears, 
and it made them as in a maze. And, as I faid, the 
man of the houfe would increafe all this: Tht office of 
for whoever came to him, or difcourfed with when he u' 
him, nothing would he talk of, tell them, awakened. 
or hear, but that death and deilru£tion now attended 
Manfoul. 

. . *' For,'* quoth the old gentleman, " you are all of 
you fenfiWe that we all have been traitors to that once 
defpifed, but now famoufly victorious and glorious 
Prince Emmanuel : for he now, as you fee, doth not only. 
lie in clofe fiege about us, but hath forced hi? entrance 
in at our gates ; moreover, Diabolus flees before him, 
and he hath, as you behold, made of my houfe a gar- 
rifon againft the Caftle, where he is. I, for my part, 
have tranfgrefled greatly, (arid he that is clean 'tis well 
for him) but, 1 fay, I have tranfgrefled greatly in keep- 
ing of ulence when I fliould have fpoken, and in per- 
verting of juftice when I ftiould have executed the fame. 
True, 1 have fuffered fomething at the hand of Dia- , 
bolus for taking part with the laws of King Shaddai ; 
but that, alas ! what will that do 1 Vv'^ill that make 
compenfation for the rebellion and treafons that I have 
done, and have fufiered, without gainfaying, to be 
committed in the town of Manfoul ? Oh, 1 tremble 
to think what will be the end of this fo dreadful and fo 
ireful a beginning I" . 

Now, while thefe brave captains were thus bufy in 
the houfe of the old Recorder, Captain Execution was 
as bufy in the other parts of the Town, in fecuring the 
back ftreets and the walls; he alfo hunted xhe brave e«- 
the Lord Willbewill forely, he fuflfered him v^oits of Cap-

not to reft in any corner ; he purfued him

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fo bard that lie drove his men from him, aad made bitn 
glad to thurft his head into a hole. Alfo this mightjr 
warriour did cut three of the Lord Willbewill's officers 
oidP/ejudicc ^own to the ground: one was old MrJ^ifCr 
flajp. judice, he had his crown cRckt in the n^V- 

tiny ; this man was made by Lord Willbewill keeper of 
Ear-gate, and fell by the hand of Captain Execution. 
There was alfo one Mr Backward-to-all-bu£-naught> 
and he alfo was one of Lord Willbewill's officers, and 
was the captain of the two guns th?.t once were DEipiint- 
ed on the top of Ea^r-gatej he alfo was gut down, to. 
Backward. ^^^ ground by the hands of Captain fixe-' 
to-aii-but- cution. Befides thefe twoj there was ^^^p- 
naug t am. ^j^^^^ ^ third, and his name was Capjaia 
Treacherous ; a vile man this was, but one that Willr 
Treacherous bewiH did put a great deal of confidence ip.; 
flain. but him alio did this Captaiij Execution, cut . 

<^wn to the ground with the reft. 

He alfo made a very great flaughter ^mong- my 
Lord Willbewill's foldiers, killing many that were 
ftout and fti^rdy» and wounding of many that for 
piabolus were nimble ^nd adlive. But all thefe were 
Piabolonians, there was not a man a native of Maa- 
foul hurt. 

Other feats of war were alfo likewife performed by 
CaptainGood- Other of the Captains, as at Kye-gate, where 
- upialr *^ Captain Good-hope arid Captain Charity had 
Blindfold ; . a charge, was great execution done ; for th? 
Cajptain Good-hope with his own hands flew one 
Captain Blindfold, the keeper of the gate ; this Blinds 
fold was captain of. a thoufand men, and they were 
they that fought .with mauls : he alfo purfued his men, 
Hew fnany, and wounded more^ and mad^ the reft 
hide their heads in corn^rs^

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Thae was alfo at th^ gate Mr Jll-paufe, of vhom 
you haY« hj^^xd before ; he was an old m^n, ^^^ ^^j' 
and had a bea.^d tSa^ reached down to his m-paufe. 
girdle J the fame was hq th^t was orator to Diabolus ; 
Ke d;d ^nu.ch mifchief in the town of Manfoul, and fell 
by the band of Captain GoodJiopie. 

Wbai fb^ll X fay ?. the Diabolonians in thefe- days 
lay dead ia eyery corner, though too o^any yet were 
alive i» lyianfoul, / 

Nqvf^ the old Recorder, and pniy I^ord Underftand- 
ipK, with fome others of the chief of thcT^u.^u. r 
Town„to Wit, iuch as knew they muft ftapd n^^^n meet ana 
and fall with the famoys town of Manfoul, '''^^'^^^' ' 
came together upon a day, and, after confultation had, 
did jointly agree to draw up a petition, and to fend it 
to Kroipanuel, now while he fat in the gajte of MajifouL 
So they drew qp their petition to Emaianu* TheTowa 
el, the contents whereof were thefe i "That .4oes petitjon, 
they, the old inhabitants of the now deplora- fw€r*d wkh 
ble town of Manfoul, confefled their fin, ^'^^"cc. 
and were forry that they had offended his princely Ma- 
jefty,' and prayed that he would fpare their lives." 

Uato this petition he gave no anfwer at all, ajid that 
did trouble thecn yet fo much the more. Now, all this 
while the captains that were in the Recor- ^^^ ^.j^^,^^ 
der's houfe were playing with the battering- g^tes broke 
rams at the gates of the Caftle to beat them ^^^^' 
down. 5)0 after fome time, labour, and travail, the 
gate of the Caftle that was called Impr^tgnabh was beaten 
open, and broke.i^ into feveral fplinters, and fo a way 
made to go up to the hold in which Diabolus had hid 
himfelf. Then were tidings' fent down to Ear-gate 
(for .^mmaauel ftill abode there) to let him know that 
a way was made in at the gates of the caftle of Manfoul. 

But> 
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But, oh how the trumpets, at the tidings, founded 
throughout the Prince's camp, for that now the vr^r 
was fo near an end, and Manfoul ilfelf of being fet free ! 

Then the Prince arofe from the place where he was, 

Emmanuel ^^^ ^^^^ ^^^h him fuch of his men of war 

imarches into as Were fitteft for that expedition, and 

ou . marched up the ftreet of Manfoul to the old 

Recorder's houfe. 

Now, the Prince himfelf was clad all in - armour of 
gold, and fo he marched up the Town with his itan- . 
dard borne before him ; - but he kept his countenance 
much referved all the way as he went, fo that the peo- 
ple could not tell how to gather to themfelves love or 
hatred by his looks. Now, as he marched up the 
ftreet, the townsfolk came out at every door to fee, and 
could not but be taken with his perfon, and the glory 
thereof, but wondered at the refervednefs of his coun- 
tenance ; for as yet he fpake more to them by his ac- 
tions and works than he did by words or fmiles. But, 
How they alas ! poor Manfoul, (as in fuch cafes all are 
Emmanuels ^pt to do) they interpreted the carriage of 
carriage. Emmanuel to them, a« did Jofeph^s breth- 
ren his to them, even all the quite contrary way : for, 
thought they, if Emmanuel loved us, he would Ihew 
it to us by word or carriage; but none of thefe he doth, 
therefore Emmanuel hates, us. Now, if Emmanuel ' 
hates us, then Manfoul Ihall be flain ; then Manfoul 
fhall become a dunghill. They knew that they had 
tranfgreffed his Father's law, and that againft him they 
had been in with Diabolus his enemy: they alfo knew 
that the Prince Emmanuel knew all this ; for they were 
convinced that he was an angel of God, to know all 
things that are done in the earth. And this made them 
think that their condition was miferable, and that the 
good Prince would make them defolate. 
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. Andy thought they, what time fo fit to do this in as 
nowy when ht haa the bridle; of Manfoul in his hand ? 
And this I took fpecial notice of, that the inhabitants 
(notwithftanding all this) could not, no, they could 
not, when they faw him march through the Town^ 
but cringe, bow, bend, and . were ready to lick the 
duft of his feet.; They alfq wi(hed a thoufand times 
over that he would become their prince and captain, 
and would become their protedor. They would alfo 
one to another talk of the comelinefs of his perfpn, and 
how niiuch for glory and valour he outftripped the 
great ones of the world. But, poor hearts ! as to thettt- 
ielves their thoughts would (change, and go upon a^ll 
manner of extremes. Yea, through the working of 
them backward and forward, Manfoul became as 9, 
ball tofied, and as a rolling thing before the whirlwind. 

Now, when he was come to the Caftle-gates, ho 
commanded Diabolus to appear, and to fur- ^^ ^^^^^ ^ 
render himfelf into his hand^. But, oh, tothecame* 
how loath was the beaft to appear ! how he ^^'f^^^^io^^ 
ftuckatit! how he fhrunk! aye, how he f^pendcr 
cringed! Yet out he came to the Prince. ''"^ ' 
Then Emmanuel commanded, and they took Diabolus- 
and bound him faft in chains, the. better to referve him 
to the judgment that he had appomted for him. But 
I>iabolu3 ftood up to entreat for himfelf, that Emmanu- 
el would not fend him into the deep, butfuffer him to 
depart out of Manfoul in peace. 

When Emmanuel had taken .him and bound him in 
chains, he led him into the market-place, and j|^ jg ^^^ 
there, before Manfoul, ftript him of his ar- ?«<* ^ovmd 
mour in which he boafted fo much before. 
This now was one of the a£ts of triumph of Emmanuel' 
over his^enemy. And, all the while that the Giant was

Thus having made Diabolus naked in the eye^ of 
CoK ii. 15. He Manfoul, aird before thfe cdftimanders tif the 
fcis^cha^tot** Prince; iii the next, plat^, hp rominatids 
vbeeis* that DiaboluS fhould be boutld Whh chains 

to his chariot wheels. Theti, leaving /tf fomt ' of his 
ibrce's, t6 wit, Captain fioanerges, and cSipt^iil Cioil- 
Tiaiori, Jas a gua^d f^r the Caftle-gates, that tefiftancq 
mighii be made on .this behalf, (if Ar{f that herercfw^ 
the Prince folloWed Dikbolus {hoiild hiike an attempt 
rides ittiri- tb pbfTefs ft) he did. ride in triumph dV^f 
Wm in'tfie^ , him quittj thrdiigh thie tbWii t)f Mahfotil,. 
i??^^/, and fo out At and before i\ih ^ate called 'lEte- 
gate, to the plain Whefe his cktAp aid \xt. . - 

But you cannot think ^txnleft yoli hid been there, ^b\ 
I was) what a fliout ther^ was in Erfimanuers ci^ilip^ 
when they faw the tyrant bound by the hand of th^lt 
noble Prince, and tied to his chariot xvheels. 

And they faid, ^' He hath led captiviity captive,'' he 
They fing. ^^^^^ fpoikd principalities and powers ; Dia-' 
bolus is fubjedled to the pbwer of his fword,* 
and made the objeCt of all derifion. ; 

Thofc alfo that rt^de reformldbes, and that came 
Therefor- dowu tp fee the battle, they {houted with 
madocb'joy. that greatucft of voice, and fUng with fuch . 
melodious hotes, that they caufed them that dwell in 
the higheft orbs to open their windoWs^ put qirt their 

heads. 
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heads and look down to fee the caufc of that , *,. 
glory. 

The townfmen alfo, iq many of them as favy this 
fight,, w^e as it were aftonifhed, while they looked 
betwixt the earth and the heavens. True, The men of 
they could not tell what would be the iifue £*"^?SJ ^*- [ 
of things aS to them^ all things were done Emmanuel. ' 
in fuch excellent methods; and I cannot tell how, 
but things in the management of them feemed to caft 
si fmile towards the Town j fo that their eyes, their 
heads^ their hearts, and their minds, and all that they 
had, were, taken and held while they obferved £m« 
manuei's order. ' \ ' 

So^ when the brave Prince had finifiied this part, of 
his. triumph over Diabolus his foe, he turned him up, 
in the midft of his contempt and fhame, having given 
him a . charge no more to bfe a pofleffor of Manfoul/ 
Then went he from Emmanuel, and put of ^^ .. 
the midft of his camp, to'inherit the parched ' ' ^^; 
places in a fait land^ feeking reft, but finding none. 

Now, Capt« Boanerges, and Capt. Cohyiaion, wrerc!* 
both of them men of very great majefty, their faced 
were llk^the faces .of lions, and their words like, the 
roaring of the fea; and they ftill quartered in Mr' 
Confcience^s houfe, of whom mention was made befdfe*! 
When^ therefore, the high and mighty Prince had thus 
far finiihed his triumph over Diabolus, the Thccamag^ 
townfmen had more leifure to view and to ^nd^caplaia 
behold the anions of thefe noble captains. Conviaiotj, do 

But. the captains cvried it with that, terror j^iJit of ^^ 
and dread in all that they did, (and you m*"^'^"^- 
may be fuce thiat they had private inftruftions fo todio) 
that they, kept the Town under continual heart-akeing, 
and caufcd (in their apprehenfion)* the well-being of 

' Q^ . Manfoul 
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Manfotd f6T the future lb hang in douht before them t 
fo that (for fome confiderable time) they neither knew 
i^hat reft, or eafe, or. peace, or hope, meant. 

Nor did the Prince himfelf^ as yet, alnde In the 
town of Matifout, hut in his royal pavilion in the camp, 
and in the niidft of his Father's forces. So, at a time 
convenient, he feht fpecial orders to Captain Boanerges to 
fummon Manfoul and the ivhole of the townfmen, into 
the Caftle'^yard, and then and th^ere, before their facea^ 
Tbc Prince • *^ ^*^^ ^7 ^°^^ Undefftandiug, Mr Con- 
commanas. {cvcnce, and that notable one the Lord Will- 
tains pntthc bewiUj and put them' all three in ward, and 
^Mwfwi -^^^^ ^^ QxonXd fetaArongguard upon them 
inwara. there, until his pleafure concerning them, 
^ere further known. The which orders, when the 
captains had put them in execution, made no fmall 
addition to the fears of the towh of Manfoul ; for n6w, 
t& their thinking, wefe their former fears of the ruin of 
Manfoul cohfirmedl. K6W, what death they flmxAd 
4ie, and how long they ihould be in dying* ^as ^ac 
which mold perplexed their heads and hearts : yea^ 
they w^re afiraid that Emmanuel would command them 
^l into the deep,^ the place that the Prince Biabohis 
was afraid of; for they knew that they had deferved 
tt, * Alfo to die by the fword in the face of the Town, 
and in the open way of difgrate, from the hand of fo 
good and fo h^y a Prince, that (too) troubled them 
fore. The Town was alfo greatly troubled for the men 
Manfooijreat. ^^^ werc committed to ward, for that they 
ly diftr^led. lyerc their flay and their guide, and for that 
they believed, that if thofe men were cut off, their e^e« 
cutioQ would be but the beginning, of the fnin of the 
town pf ManfouL Wherefore^ it^hat. do tbey, but, 

together 
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together with the men ia prifon, draw up a ^^ ^^ - 
petition to the Prince, and Tent it to £aimana» petition .to 
d by the hand of Mr WoulWive- . So he b^riSi 
went and came to the Prince's quarters, and ^^|^.,iy 
prefented the petition, the ikm of which 
wai thia : ^ 

" Great and wonderful Pojtentate, Vi^r oyer Dia*. 
bolus, and Conqueror of the town of IV^fbuI : We^ 
the miierable inhabitants of that mpfl woeful corpora<* 
tion, do humbly beg, that we may find favour in thy 
fight, and remember not againft us former tranfgref^ 
fioas, nor yet the fin of the chief pf our Tpwn, bu? 
fpare us according to the greatnefe of thy men;y, so4 
let us iK>t die, but live in thy Tight: fo ihall we bf 
wilUng to be thy fervants, and, if thou ihali think fit, 
to gather our meat under thy tabl«. Ameu*'' 

So the petitioner went, as was faid, with his petitioo 
to the Prince ; and the Prince took it at his ^ ^^ 
Jhaxidy bitf feat him away with fileBce. This anfwmd : 
m\ ajBiOed the town of Manfbul: but yet ^^^fi»^««- 
cos^derine that xuow tbey mufls either petUion or d^e, 
{{or now they could not do any thing eUe) Th^p^^ioa 
therefore they x:oiiiulted again^ and fent ano^ as^o* 
rfaer petition, and this petmon was much after the forti^ 
^and method of the fbrmen 

But when the petitioa was drawn pp^ by f^hpapt 
iJiould they fend it ? was the next queftion ; T^^y^tuwdt 
for they would pot fend this by him by ^<^" ^y ^^^f^ 
whom they fent the firfl, (for they thought '^^^'*- 
that the Prince had taken £ome offence at the manner qf ^ 
Ills deportment before him) £b they attempted to mi^ke 
Captain Coavidion their meflenger with it^ bjuit he 
faid, ^^ That he neither durft nor would petition Em-^ 
manuel lor traitors, uor be to the Prince ^ advocate 
Qji ' for 
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for rebels. Yet withal,'* faid he, " our Prince is gobd^ 
and you may adventure to fend it by the •hand of one 
of your Town ; provided he went with a rope about 
his head and pleaded nothing but mercy." 

Well, they made, through fear, their delay as long 
as they could, apd longer than dijlays were good ; but, 
fearing at laft the dangcroufncfs of them, they thought, 
but with msmy a fainting in their minds, to fend their 
petition by Mr Pefires-awake ; fo they fent for Mr 
Defires-awake ; now he dwelt in a very mean cottage 
Jn Manfoul, and became at his neighbours* requeft. 
So they told him what they had done, and what they 
would do cojicerning petitioning, ^nd that they did de-i- 
fire of him that he would go therewith to the Prince. 
i Then faid Mr Defires-awake, why fhould not I do 
Mr Dcfircs- ^^^ ^^^ I ^^^ to fave fo famops a town as 
iijfakcgocs Manfoul from deferved deftru6kion?"They 
Siontotbfc therefore delivered the petition to him, and 
Frinoe. told him how he muft addrefs himfelf to the 

Prince, and wiflied him ten thoqfand good fpeeds. ^o 
lie comes to the Prinoe^s pavilion at the firft, and afked 
to fpeak with his Majefty : fo word was carried to Em^ 
manuel, and the Prince came out to the man. When 
, 'Mr Defires-awake faw the Prince, he fell flat with his 
face to the ground, and cried out, ** O that Manfoul 
might live before thee !** And with that he prefbnted the 
petition. The which when the Prince had' read, he tuni^ 
Hiscnicr- ^^ away for a while and wept ; but, refrain-- 
tainmcnt. ing himfelf, he turned again to the man^ 
(who all this while lay crying at his feet as at the firft) 
and faid to him, ** Go thy way to thy place, and I Will 
confider of thy requefts.*' 

* Now, you may think that they of Manfoul that had 

fent hiifi, what with guilt, and what with fear left theh: 
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petition fhould be rejefted, could not but look with ma- 
ny a long Igok, and that too with ftrange workings of 
hearty to fee what would become of their petition : at 
laft they faw their meflenger coming back. So, when he. 
was come^ they a£ked him how he fared? His rctnrn, sc 
what Emmanuel faid? and what was be- anfw^rtothcm 
come of the petition? But he told them that '^''^^''' ^^^• 
he would be filent till he came to the prifon to my Lord 
Mayor, my Lord Willbewill, and Mr Recorder. So 
he went forward towards the prifon-houfe, where the 
men of Manfoul lay bound. But oh, what a multitude 
flocked after to hear what the meflenger faid!, So, 
when he was come, and had fhewn himfelf at the 
gate of the prifon, my Lord Mayor himfelf looked as 
white as a cloilt, the Recorder alfo did quake : but they 
afked and faid, " Come, good Sir, what did the great 
Prince fay to you?" Then piid Mr Defires-awake, 
" When 1 came to my Lord's pavilion, I called, and he 
came forth ; fo I fell proftrate at his feet, and delivered 
to himrmy petition, (for the greatnefs of his perfon, and 
the glory of his countenance, would not fufler me tc) 
ftand upon my legs.) Now, as he received the peti- 
tion, I cried, * O that Manfoul might live before thee!* 
So, when for a while he had looked thereon, he turned 
him about, and faid to his fervant, * Go thy way to thy 
place again, and I will confider of thy requefts.' The 
meifenger added, moreover, and faid, *' The Prince 
lo whom you fent me, is fuch a one for beauty and glo* 
ry, that whofo fees him mull both love and fear him; I, 
for my part, can do no lefs : But I know not what will 
be the end of thefe things." At this anfwer they were 
all at a ftand, both they in prifon, and they Manfoul con- 
that followed the nieflenger thither to hear bounded at the 
the news : nor knew they how, or what maa^ ^ "^^^^ 

ncr 
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n^r of interpretation to put upoA what the Prince had 
iaicL Now; when the prifon was cleared of the throngs 
Th rffoners' ^^ prifoners, among themfclves^ began tt> 
jod^cntupon comment upon Emmanuel's words* My 
iSfiSi!!"'* Lord Mayor iaid, That the anfwer did not 
look with a rugged face ; but Willbcwill faid^ 
It betokened eTilt and the Recorder; That it was a mef^ 
ienger of death. Now, they that were left, and that 
flood behind, and fo could not fo well hear what the 
prifoners faid, fome of them catched hold of one piece 
of a fentence, and fome on a bit of another; fome took 
hold of what the mefTenger fiud, and fome of the 
prifoners* judgment thereon ; fo none had the right ua- 
derftanding of things : but you cannot imagine what 
work thefe people made, and what a confufion there was 
in Manfoul now^. 

For prefentiy they that heard what was faid flew sl^ 
bout the Tqwn, one crying one thing, and another die 

Mtfghrhie V^^^ contrary j and both were fure enough 
flioagbts breed they toid true. For they did hear,.tbey faid, 

iuZl *" ^«^ t^^r «"«? ^^^ ^^s ^^^ ^^^ therefore 
could not be deceived. One would fay. We 
muft all be killed; another would fay. We muft all be 
faved ; and a third would fay. That the Prince would 
not be concerned with Manfoul ; and a fourth, That 
the prifoners muft be fuddenly put to death. And, as I 
laid, every one ftood to it, that he told his tale the right- 
eft, and that all others but he were out : wherefore, Mar # 
foul had now moleftation upon moleftation, nor could 
any man know on wiiat to reft the fole of his foot ; for 
one would go by now, and, as he went, if he heard his 
neighbour tell his tale, to be fure he would tell the quite 
contrary, and both would ftand in it that he told the 
truth : nay, fome of them had got this ftory by the end, 

That 
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That the Prince did intend to put Manfoiii . Manfotii \a 
to the fword. And now it began to be dark ; perplexity. 
wherefore poor Manfoul vas in fad perplexity all that 
night, until the morning; 

But, fo far a8 I could ^therby the beft informa-^ 
tion that I could get, all this hubbub came through thtf 
words that the Recorder faid, when he told them that^ 
in fats judgment, the Princess anfwer was a mdlTenger 
of death. It was this that fired the Tbwn, ^|,g^^jj, 
and that began the fright in Manfoul ; for noti^uiicdo? 
Manfoul in £c^mer times did ufe to count that Mr Re- 
corder was a £eer, and that his fentence was equal to 
the h€& of oracles : and thus was Manfoul a terror ta- 
itfelf. 

And now did they begin to feel what were th^ effed^, 
of ftubbom r^ellion and unlawful refiftadce again ft 
their Prince ; I fay, they now began to feel th^ efieds 
thereof by gu(lt and fear thac now had fwaiiowed them 
Up.: and who more; in? olved in the one, but they that 
were mdk in the other ? to wit, the chief of the toWa 
<^Manffeul. 

To%e brief, when the fi^ne of the fright was oxit of 
Town, and the prifoners had a little recovered them*, 
felves, they take to themfekfes fome heart, ThcyrefoWcu 
andthink to petition the Prince for life again. . pctiODn agaip. 
So they 1^ draw up a third petition, the contents 
wherecf were thefc : 

^ •* Prince Emmantid the Great, Lord of all the 
wotlds, and Matter of mercy ; we chy poor wx^tched, 
ihifeifable, dying town of Manfoul, do con* Their pe- 
fe6 unto thy greait and glorious Majefty, uuo^. 
that we have finned againft thy Father and thee, and 
sire ho more worthy to t>e called thy Manfoul, but ra- 
ther to be caft into the pit. If thou wilt flay us, we. 

liavc 
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' have defcrvtd It ; if thou wilt condemn us ttf the 6tepf 
wc cannot but fay thou aft righteous. We cannot 
complain whatever thou doft^ or however thou carried 
it towards us. But, oh, let mercy reign, and kt.it be 
€]ctiended to us ;' O/fet merey tajco hold upon us, and 
free lis from our tranfgreflions^ iind we will fipg of thy 
ime^cy and of thy judgment. .Amen." .♦ 

. This petition,, when drawn up, was defigned to be 
Prayei'att/rna^.'^^^^ to thc Princcas -the fkft; bijt who.

Whatis thy name ? as nobody knoy^s hv^ he will ;, 
and he fhould fay. Old Good-deed ; what lhi|tk. you. 
would Emmanuel fay but tbis^ Ayc^ is Old Goic^deed 
)^et.aliye in Mapfoul ? then let Old Good^deedfaye ypUr 
from your diftrefs. And, if be ftys fo, I am^ fure M[e«

- After the Recorder hadgitrep ipjW^reafo^^ why 
He 18 rtjcaci^^^ Good-deed ihouW^ per, ^o;wjth, this pe- 
. tition to £mmanuel, the reft of the prifoners 
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prifotiers and chief of Man foul oppofed it alfo j and fo 
old Good-deed was laid afide, and they agreed to fend 
Mr Defires-awake again/ So they fent for him, and 
defired him that he would a fecond time go with their 
petition to the Prince ; and he readily told them he 
would. But they bid him, that in any wife he fliould 
take heed that in no word or carriage he gate offence 
to the Prince ; for by doing fo, for ought we can tell, 
you may bring Manfoul into utter deftrudion, faid 
they, • ; • • . 

Now^ Mr Defires-awake^ ;ivhen he faw that he muft 
go .this errand^ befGught that they would MrDcfirea. 
grant that Mr Wetrcycs might go with him; awake goes 
Uow this Wet-eye^ wiis a near neighbour of ^^*^°' ^^" 
Mr Defir-es, a poor nt^n, a man of broken fpirit^ yet 
one that could fpeak well to a petition. So they grant- 
ed that be fliQuld ;gp with him* Wherefore they ad- 
drefs tbemfelves to their bufmefs ; Mr Defires'put ai 
i^opeiipon his hea,d, and^Mr Wet-eyes went with hands 
wringing together* Thus they went to the Prince'a 
pavilion. 

Now, when they went to petition this third time^ 
they were not without thoughts that by often coming 
they might be a burden to -the Prince* Wherefore, 
when they werie come to the door of his pavilion, they 
firft oKidc their apology for'themfelvesj and for their 
coming to trouble Emmanuel fo often ; and they faid, 
" That they came not hither to-day^ for that xhctr ;*poiogy 
theydeHghted in being troublefome.; or for fpr their com- 
that they delighted to hear themfelves talk ; *"^ ^^^'"' . 
but for that nedefllty caufed tbem to come to hi^ Ma- 
jefty. The,y could^ they faid, have no reft day not 
night, becaufe of their tranfgreflions againft Shaddai, 
and againft Ecnmanoei hisSom They aKb thought 
N«v* ~ K that 
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that fome mifbehaviour of Mr Defires-awake the laft 
time might give diftafte to his Highnefs, and fo caufe 
that he returned from fo merciful a Prince empty, and 
without cotmtenance." So, when they had made this 
apology, Mr Defires-awake caft himfelf ptoftrate upon 
the ground, as at the firft, at the feet of the mighty 
Prince, faying, " Oh that Manfoul might live before 
rhee !" and fo he delivered his petition. The Prince, 
then, having read this petition, turned afide a while as 
before, and, coming again to the place where the pe- 
The Prince titiouer hy OH the ground, he demanded 
taik<fth with what his name was, and of what efteem in 
^ ^^' the account of Manfoul ? for that he above 

all the multitude in Manfoul fliould be fent to him up- 
on fuch an errand. Then faid the man to the Prince, 
•* let not my Lord be angry, and why inquired thou 
Mr Dciires' ^^^^^ ^^^ name of fuch a dead dog as I am ! 
freefpeechto Pafs by, I pray thee, and take no notice of 
nncc. ^iiQjn I am, becaufe there is, as thou very 
well knoweft, fo great a difproportion between tne and 
thee. Why the townfmen chofe to fend me on this 
errand to my Lord is beft known to themfelves ; but 
it couid not be for that they thought that I had favour 
with my Lord ; for my part, I am out of charity with 
myfelf, who then fliould be in love with me ? Yet live 
I would, ?ind fo would I that my townfmen fliOuld ; 
and becaufe both they and myfelf are guilty of great 
tranfgrefTions, therefore they have fent roe, and I am 
C9me in their names to beg of my Lord for mercy. 
Let it pleafe thee therefore to incline to mercy, but afk 
' not what thy feryauts are." 

Then faid the Prince, And what is he that is become 
thy companion in this fo weighty a matter ? So Mr 
Defires told Emmanuel, that he 4«ras a poor neighbour 

. . of 
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of hiS) and one of his moft intimate aflbciates ; and his 
name^ faid he, may it pleafe your moft excellent Ma- 
jefty, is Wet-eyes, of the town of Manfoul. I know 
that there are many of that name that are naught ; but 
I hope it will be no offence to my Lord that I have 
brought my poor neighbour with me. 

Then Mr Wet-eyes fell on his face to the gtound, and 
made this apology for his coming with his neighbour 
to his Lord. 

. " O my Lord," quoth he, " what I am, I know 
not myfelf, nor whether my name be feign- m^ wct-cyes* 
cd or true ; efpecially when I begin to think apology f«r 
what fome have faid, namcily, that this wTth hls"^ 
name was^ given me becaufe Mr Repentance neighbour. 
was toy father. Good men have bad children, and 
the fincere do oftentimes beget hypocrites. My mo- 
ther alfo called me by this name from my cradle ; but 
whether becaufe of the moiftnefs of my brain, or be- 
caufe of the foftnefs of my heart, 1 cannot telL I fee 
dirt in my own tears, and filthinefs in the bottom of my 
prayers. , But 1 pray thee, (and all this while the gen- 
tleman wept) that thou wouldeft not remember againfl: 
us our tranfgreffions, or take offence at the unquaiified»- 
nefs of thy fervants, but mercifully pafs by the (in of 
Manfoul, and refrain from the glorifying of thy grace 
no longer." 

So at his bidding they arofe, and both ftood trem- 
bling before him ; and he fpake to them to this purpofe : 

'* The town of Manfoul hath grievoufly rebelled 
againft my Father, in that they have rejected j^^^ Prince'* 
him from being thsir King, and did chufe to anfwen 
themfdves for their captain, a liafr, a murderer, and 
a runagate flave : For this Diabolus, your pretended 
prince^ though once fo highly accounted of, by your 

R 2 mad 
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mad rebellion againft my Father and me, even in our 
palace and higheft court, there thinking to become a 
prince and king, (but being thefe timely difcovered and 
The original appirehended, and for his wickednefs bound 
of Diaboiu8. in chains,' and feparated to the pit with thofe 
that were his companions) he ofeered himfelf to you, and 
ye have received him. 

" Now this is, and for a long time hath been, an high 
affront to my Father ; wherefore my Father fent to you 
a powerful army, to rediiceyou to your obedience, 
^ut you know bow thofe men, their captains, and their 
councils, were efteemed of you, and what they received 
at your hand : you rebelled againlt them, you fliut 
your gates upon them, you bid them battle^ you fought 
them, and fought for Diabolus againft them. So they 
fent to my Father for more power, and I with my men 
arie come to fubdue you. BuJt as you treated the fer- 
vants, fo you treated their Lord : you ftood up in hof- 
tile manner againft me, you (hut up your gates againft 
me, you turned the deaf ear to me, and refifted as long 
as you could ; but now 1 have made a conqueft of you, 
Pid you cry to me for mercy fo long as you had hopes 
that you might prevail againft me ? But, now I have 
taken the Town, you cry ; but why did you not cry 
before, when the white flag of my mercy, and the red 
flagof juftice, and the black flag that threatened ex.e- 
cution, were fet up to cite you to it ? Now I have con- 
quered your Diabolus, you come to me for favour ; but 
why did you not. help me againft jhe mighty ? Yet I 
will confidcr your petition, and will anfwer it fo as 
will be for my glory. 

" Go bid Captain Boanerges and Captain Convic- 
tion hriog the" prifoners oiitjtp me into the camp to- 
morrow J and fay you to Captain Judgnjent, and Cap- 
tain

tain Execution, flay you in the Caftle, and take good 
heed to yqurfclves that yon keep all quiet in Manfoul, 
until you (hall hear further from me.- ' And with that 
he turned hixnfelf from them, and went into his Royal 
pavilion again. 

So the jpetitioners, having received this anfwer from 
the Prince, returned as at the firft to go to their com- ' 
panions again. But they had not gone far but thoughts 
began to work in their minds, that no mercy a« yet 
was intended by the Prince to Manfoul : fo they w^nt 
to the place. where the prifoners lay bound; but the 
workings of mind about what would become of Man- 
foul had fuch ftrong power over them, that by that th^ 
were come unto them that fent them they were fcarce 
able to deliver their meffage. 

But they carafe at length to the gates of the Town; 
(naw the townfmen with earneftnefs were waiting for 
their return) where niany met them, to know what 
anfwet was made to the petition. Then they cried out 
to thofe that were fent, What news from the Prince, 
and what hath Emmanuel faid ? But they faid, that they 
muft (as afore) go up to the prifon, and there deliver 
their meflage. So away they went to the ^ of in- 
prifon with a multitude f at their heels. quiiUiTc 
Now, when they were come to the gates of ^ ^*"^ ^^' 
the prifon, they told the firft part of Emmanuel's fpeech 
to the prifoners, to wit. How he refleded upon their 
difloyalty to his Father and himfelf, and how they had 
chofe and'clofed with Diabolus, had fought for him, 
hearkened to him, and been ruled by^him, but had 
defpifed him and his men. This made the prifon^ 
ers look pale. But the meffetigers proceeded, and 
faid, ** He, the Prince, faid, moreover, ^^ ^^^^ ^ 
that he would confider your petition, and gm, inteiilng. 
give fuch anfwer thereto as would ftand frigl,Vule' 
with, his glory." And as thefe words were prifoners, 
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spoken,' Mr Wet-eyes gave a great figh; At this they 
were all, of them ftruck into the dumps, and could not 
tell what to fay : Fear alfo poff^ffed them in a manreU 
k>us manner, and Death feemed to fit upon fome of their 
eye-brows. Now, there was in the company a notable 
iharp-wittejcl fellow, a mean man of eftatc, and his 
OkUnquifitive. name was Old Inquifitive; this man afked 
the petitioners, if they had told out* every whit of what 
Emmanuel ffiid. And they anfwered. Verily no» 
Then faid Inquifitive, I thought fo indeed. Pray^ 
what was it more that he iaid unto you ? Then they 
paufcd a While ; but at laft they brought out all, faying. 
The Prince did bid us bid Captain Boanerges, and Cap* 
tain Conviftion bring the prifoners down to him to- 
morrow, and that Captain Judgment and Captain Exe- 
cution fbould take charge of the Caftle and Town till 
they fhould hear further from him. They faid alfo. 
That, when the Prince had commanded them thus to 
dOy he immediately turned his back upon them, add 
twent into his Royal pavilion. 

But O how this return, and fpeciaily this laft clauie 
of it, that the prifoners muft go out to the Prince into 
the camp, brake all their loins in pieces ! Wherefore, 
with one voice, they fet up a cry that reached up to 
the heavens: this done, each of the three prepared him^ 
IConfcicnce. felf to die, (and the Recorder | faid unto 
them, " This was the thing that I feared j**) for they 
concluded that, to-morrow, by that the fun went down, 
they fhould be tumbled out of the world. The whole 
Town alfo counted of no other but that in their tkne 
and order they muft all drink of the fame cup. Where- 
fore the town of Manfoul fpent that night in mourning, 
and fackcloth, and afhes. The prifoners alfo, when the 
time was come for them to go down before the Prince, 
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dreflfed themfelves in mdurning attire, with ropes upon . 
their head. The whole town of Manfoul alfo (hewed 
themfelves upon the wall, all clad in mourning weeds^ if 
perhaps the Prince with fight thereof might be mOved 
with compaflion. But, oh, how the bufy »yj^j„ 
bodies* that were in the town of Manfoul thouguu. . 
did now cooeern themfelves ! they did run here and 
there through the ftreets of the Town by companies, 
crying out as they ran in tumultuous ways, one aftet 
one manner, and anoth^ the quite contrary, to the 
almoft utter diftraaion of Manfoul. 

Well,. the time is come that the prifoners muft go 
down to the camp, and appear before the Prince ; and 
thus was the manner of their going down : Captaia 
Boanerges . went with a guard before them, and Cap- 
tain Conviction came behind, and the prifoners went 
down bound in chains in the midft. So, I fay, (the 
prifoners went in the midft^) and the guard ^.^^ ^. 
went with flying colours behind and before, foiK^r^ had 
but the prifoners went with drooping fpirits. ^° ^^^^* 
Or more particularly thus : 

The prifoners went down all in mourning! they 
put ropes upon themfelves ; they went.on Howtbey ' 
fmiting of themfelves on the breads, but went. 
durft notlift up their eyes to heaven. Thus they went 
out at the gate of Maiifoul, till they came irtto the midft 
of the Prince's army, the fight and glory of which did' 
greatly heighten their afBidlion. Nor could they now 
longer forbear, but cry out aloud, O unhappy men ! 
O wretched men of Manfoul ! Their chains ftill mix- 
ing their dolorous notes with the cries of the prifoners, 
made the noife more lamentable. 

So, when . they were come to the door of They fall 
the Prince's pavilion, they caft themfelves ftra'tebcfort 
proftcate upon the place. Then one went ^j^- 
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in and told his Lord that the pdfoneYs were come dowTf-i 
The Prince then afcended a throne of ftate^ and fenf 
for the prifoners in ) \Vho, when they eame, did trem-^ 
ble before himi alfo they covered their faces with fhame^ 
Now, as they drew near to the place where h^ fat^ they.- 
threw themfelves down before him# Then faid ther 
Prince to the Captain Boanerges, Bid the ' f^irifon^d 
ftand upon their feeti Then they ftood (reml^ng' be^ 
fore him, and he faid, *' Are yoa the men that' here- 
They arc upon ^^^^rc Were the fervants of Shaddai i " and 
their tViai. they faid, " Yes, Lof^^ jres/' Theti faid the 
Prince again, " Are you the men that did fufFer your- 
felves to be corrupted aind defiled by that 'abomittable 
one, Diabolus ?*'' and they faid, '*' We did more than 
fufFer it, Lord ; for we chofe it 6(6m oWn mh>d/' The: 
Prince afked further, faying^ " Cotfld you-h^re been 
content that your flavery fhould' hare conti^tidl tfndcr 
his tyranny as lofig as you bad^Uved ?" theti' faid the 
prifoners, " Yes, Lord, yes; for Kw ways were ptea*< 
fmg to our fleih, and were grown aliens to a . betted 
ftate." " And did you," faid he^ *^ when I came up 
dgainft this town of Manfoul, heartily wilh that 1 might 
not have the victory over yoti ? " *' Yes, Lcfrdi yes,'* 
faid they. Then faid the Prince, " Atrd iVhat puniJh-*' 
ment is it, think you, that you deferve at my hand for 
thefe and other your high and mighty fins ? And they 
Theycondemn ^^^^y ** ^^^^ death and the deep. Lord; for 
themfeives- we have deferved no lefs." He aiked a^ain^ 
" If they had ought to fay for themfelve^ why the 
fcntence that they confeiTed they had deferved fliould 
not be paffed upon them ?" And they faid, " We can 
fay nothing; Lord, thou art juft, for we have finned/' 
Then faid the Prince, " And for what are thefe rope* 
upon your heads?" The prifoners anfwered, "Thefe 
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ropps* arc to bind us withal to the place of • gins. 
execution, if mercy be not pleafing in thy Ptot. ▼.»»•• 
iigbt*!* . So he further afked, " if all the men in the 
town of Manfoul were in this confcffion as ^powers of 
thp^? And they anfwered, "All the na- thcfoui. 
tires, f Lord ; but for the Diabolonians J L^ranr 
thai ,came into our Town when the tyrant ^"^»' 
got pofleflion of us, we can fay nothing for them/* 

Then the Prince commanded that an herald || fhould 
be called ; and that he fliould, in the midft y ^ viaoiy 
and throughout the camp of Emmanuel, pro- proclaimed. 
claicto, and that with found of trumpet, " That the 
i^rince, the Son of Shaddai, had in his Father's name, 
and for his Father's glory, gotten a perfedl conqueft and 
yiiSiory over Manfoul ;. and that the prifoners ihould 
ifoUow him, and fay, Amen/' So this was done as he 
bad commanded, Aod prefently the * mu- * j^y ^^ ^^e 
fie that was in the upper region founded yi^ory. 
finelodioufly. The captains that were in the camp 
fhouted, and the foldiers did fing fongs of triumph to 
thci Frince,^ the colours waved in the wind, and great 
jpy w(UB every where ; only it was wanting as yet iu the 
hearts of the men of Manfoul. 

. Then the Prince called for the prifoners to come and 
to ftand again before him; and they came and flood 
trembling; and he faid uhto them, " Tlxe Theyarcpar. 
fins, trefpaffes, iniquities, that you, with doned, and 
the whole town of Manfoul, have from time edVoTr^Tahi. 
to time committed againft my Father and me, \^ <« "?or^ow 
1 have power and commandment trom my 
Father to forgive the town of Manfoul, and do forgive 
ybu accordingly/' And,, having fo faid, he gave them, 
written, in parchment, and fejiled with feven feals, a 
hrge and general pardon ; commanding both my Lord 
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Mayor^ my Lord Willbewill, and Mr Recorder^ to 
proclaim^ and to Mufc it to be proclaimed to*monx>w 
by that the fun is np, throughout the whole town of 
Manfoul^ 

Moreover, the. Prince ftript the prifoncrs of their 

Their rags mouming wccds, and "gave them beauty 

.fmm^them. ** ^^r aftics, the oil of joy for mourning, and 

ifa.ixi.3. ** the garment of praife for the fpirii of 

^f beavinefs." 

Then he gave to each of the three, jeweU of gold, 
A ftrange ^^^ preciou$ ftoncs, and took away their 
alteration. ropes, and put chaina of gold about their 
necks, and. ear- rings in their ears. Now the prifoner8, 
when th$y did bear the gracious words of Prince Em- 
manuel, and had beheld all that was done unto them, 
fainted almoft quite ^way j for the grace, the benefit, 
the pardon, was fudden, gloriousi, ^nd fo big, that they 
were not oble without ftaggcring to ftand up under it. 
Yea, my Lord WiHbewill fwooncd' outright: but the 
Prince D:ept to him, put his everlafting arms under him, 
embraced him, killed him, and bid him be of good 
cheer, for all Ihould be performed according to his 
word. He alfo did klfs and embrace, and fmile upon 
the other two that were WillbewiU'S companions, fay- 
ing, ^ Take thefe as further tokens of my love, favour, 
apd compaflion to you; and I charge you, that you 
Mr Recorder tell in the town of MaQ^ul what you have 
Keard and feen." 

Then were their fetters broken to pieces before thein 

Their KuUt ^^^^^y ^^^ ^^^ ^^^^ ^^^ ^^^i ^"^ ^^^^^ ^^PS 
were enlarged under them. Then they fell 

down at the feet of the Prince, and kifled his feet, and 

wetted them with tears; alfo they cried out with a 

mighty ftr(Mig voice, feying, " Bleffe^ be the glory of 
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the Lard from this place/* So they were bid rife up, 
and go to the Town, and tell to Manfoul what the 
Prince had done. He commanded alfo, that one with 
pipe and tabor (hould go and play before j^^y ^^^ ^^^^ 
them all the way into the town of ManfouL TiomewUbpipc 
Then wa« fuUiIlcd what they never looked ^""^ ^'^'• 
for, and they were made to poflefs that which they 
never dreamed of. The Prince alfo called for the no- 
ble Captain Credence, and commanded, that he and 
fome of his officers (hould march before the nobleihen 
of Manfoul with flying colours into the Town. He 
gave alfo unto Captain Credence a charge, ^ / ,-

that about that time that the Recorder did dcnce guards 
read the general pardon in the town q£^^^^^^' 
. Manfoul, that at that very time he Ihould, vvith flying 
colours, march in at Eye-gate, with his ten whni Faith 
thoufands at his feet, and that he (Kould fo ^/^t^^'Jl'^^ 
go until he came by the high ftrect of the jwdgmem aqd*^ 
Town^ up to theCaftle-gates ; and that him- paTtTomhr 
felf ihould take pofleflion thereof againft his ^«a'«- 
Lord came thither. He commanded, moreover, that 
he flbould bid Captain Judgment and Captain Execution 
to leave the ftrong hold to him, and tb withdraw from 
Manfoul, 2^nd to return into the camp with fpeed unto 
the Prince. 

And now was the town of Manfepel alfo defivered 
from the terror of the firft four captains and their men. 

Well, I told you before how the prifoners were en- 
tertained by the noble Prince Emmanuel, and how they 
behaved themfelves before him, and how he fent them 
away to their home with pipe and tabor going before 
them. And now you muft think that thofe of the 
Town, that had all this while waited to hear of their 
deaths could not but be exercifed with fadnefsof mind. 
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&n5 with' thoughts that pricked like thorns. Nor cC)u\A 
their thoughts be kept to any one point ; the wind blew 
with them all this while at great uncertainties, yea; 
their hearts were like a balance that had been difquieted 
with a fhaking hand. But at laft, as they, with many 
a long look, looked over the wall of Manfoul, they 
thought that they faw fome returning to the Town ; 
and thought again, who fliould they be, too, who (hould 
they be ? At laft they difcerned that they were the pri* 
foners. But can you imagine how their hearts were- 
furprifed with wonder ! fpecially when they perceived 
alfo in what equipage, and with what honour they were 
fent home ! They went down to the camp in black j but 
they came back to the Town in while; they went 
A ftrange down to the camp in rojf)eSj they came back 
alteration. in chains of gold; they went down to the 
camp with their feet in fetters y but th^y came back 
with their j?^/j* enlarged unitr them; they went alfo 
to the camp looking for death, but they came back from 
thence with ajfurance oi life ; they went down to the 
camp with heavy hc^rts^ but came back again vfiihplpe 
and tabor playing before them. So, as foon as they were 
come to Eye-gate, the poor and tottering town of Man- 
foul adventured to give ai (hout j and they gave fuch a 
^out as made the captains in the Prince's army leap at 
the found thereifll Alas ! for them, poor hearts ! who 
could blame them^ fince their dead friends were come 
to life again ? For it was to them as life froni the dead^ 
to fee the ancients of the town of Manfoul to fliine in 
fiich fplendour. They looked for nothing but the axe 
-and the block; but, behold, joy and gladnefs, comfort 
and confolation, and fuch melodious notes attending of 
them, that were fufficient to make a lick man well. 
ifa.xxxiii,a4. *^^» when they came up, they faluted each 
other with Welcome, welcome; arid, Bkt 
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fed be lie that has fpared you. They addicd alfo, .We 
fee it is well with yoti^ but how muft if go with the 
town of Manfoiil ? and will, it go well with the town bf 
Manfoul ? faid they. Then anfwered them the Recor- 
der and my Lord Mayor; Oh! tidings! Q^^f^J^ 
glad tidings! good tidings of good, and of The under-' 
great joy to poor Manfoul I Then they gaVvC ^^"*'»8^' 
another fliout that made the earth to ring again. Af- 
ter this they enquired yet more particularly how things 
went in the camp, arid what meffagc they- had from 
Emmanuel to the Town. . So they told chem all paf^ 
iages that had happened to them at the camp, and every 
thing that the Prince did to them. This made Man- 
foiil wbnder at the wifdom and grace of the Prince Em- 
manuel. Then they told them what they had received 
at his hands for the whole town of Manfoul ; and the 
Recorder delivered it in thefe words, Par- o the joy of 
DON, Pardon, for Mansoul ; and this pardon of fm. 
fliall Manfoul know to-morrow. Then he command- 
ed, and they went and fumraoned Manfoul to meet to- 
gether in the market-place to-morrow, there to hear 
their general pardon read. 

But who can think what a turn, what a change^ 
what an alteration, this hint of things did make in the 
countenance of the town of Manfoul! No rnan of 
Manfoul could fleep that night for jo jif' in every houle 
there was joy and mufic, fmging and making merry; 
telling and hearing of Manfoul's happinefs was then all 
that Manfoul had to do: and this was the burden of all 
their fong,**VOh! more of this at the rifmg of the fun! 
more of this to-morrow ! Who thought yefterday^ 
would one fay, that this day w^ould have been fuch a 
day to us ? and who thought, thatfaw our Town.t^^k©f 
prifoners go down in irons, that they would the Kingy 
have returned in chains of gold ! yea, they "*^'^^* 
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that judged ttremfclres as they went to be judged of 
their judge, were, by his mouth act^uitted ; not for that 
they were innocent, but of the Prince's mercy, and fent 
{lome with pipe and tabor.** 

But is this the commomcuftom of princes? do they 
ufe to (how fuch kind of favours to traitbrs I No ! this 
is only peculiar to Stiaddai, and unto Emmanuel his 
Son. 

Now morning drew on apace; wherefore the Lord 
Mayor, the JLord Willbewill, and Mr Recorder^ came 
down to the market-place at the time that the Prince 
had appointed, where the townsfolk were waiting for 
them ; and, when they came, they came in that attire^ 
and in that glory that the Prince had put them into the 
^ay before, and the ftreet was lightened with their 
glory. So the Mayor, Recorder, and my Lord Willbe- 
will, drew down, to MoUth<^ate, which was at the 
lower end of the market-place, becauie that of oM time 
was the place where they ufed to read pubhc matters ; 
ttilther therefore they came in their robes, and their 
labor went before, them. Now the eagernefs of the 
people to know the full of the matter was great. 

Then the Recorder ftood up upon his feet^ and, firft 
The mtatmt bcckoning with his hand for filence, he read 
©f reading the out with a loud voice the pardon. But 
Bx'^TxxxiT. whctyje came tothefe words, " The Lord^ 
Mar^c iii, ii^g L^j-j God, merciful and gracious, par* 
" doning iniquity, tranfgreilions and iins;'Vand ta 
them, ^^ All manner of iln and blafphemy fiiall be for* 
*• given." &c. they could not forbear but leap for joy; 
for this you muft know, that there was conjoined here-* 
with every man^s name in Manfoul ; alfo the feals of 
the pardon made a brave fbew. 

When the Recorder had made an end of reading the 
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pardon, the townfmca ran upon the walla of j^^^ ^^^^ 
thie Town, and leaped and Skipped thereon tread upon 
for joy, and bowed them&lves fcven times 
with their faces towards Emmanuel's pavilion, and 
ihouted out aloud 'for Joy, and faid, ^^Let £mmanuei 
live for ever/* 

Then order was given to the young men in Maa<- 
foui, that they (hould ring the bells for joy. Lively 
So the bells did ring, and the people ftng, ^^^ ^^rm 
and mufic was heard in every houfc in Man*- ^ ^^^ ^*' 
fouU ' 

When the Prince had fent home the three prifoners 
of Manfoul with joy ^ atid pipe and tabor, he xhccamagi: 
commanded his captains^ with all the field* ofthecaipp. 
officers and foldiers throughout his army, to be ready 
in that morning that the Recorder ihould read the par-» 
don in Manfoul, to do his further pleafure. So the 
morning, as Ihave ihewed, being come, juft as the 
Recorder had made an end of reading tiie pardon, Em* 
manuel commanded that all the trumpets in the campr 
ihould found, that. the colours ihould be difplaycd, 
half of them upon Mount Gracious, and half of them 
upon Mount Juftice« He commanded alfo that all the 
captains ihould ihe w tfaemfelves la all their harnefs, and 
that the foldiers ihould ihout for joy. Nor was Cap-» 
tain Credence, though in the Gaftle, iilent p^ith uin not 
in fuch a day ; but he, from the top of the be fiicnt whea 
hold, {hewed himfelf with found of trumpet iJcdT * 
to Manfuul, and to the Prince's camp* 

Thus have I (hewed you the manner and way that 
Emmanuel took to recover the town of Manfoul from 
under the hand and power of the tyrant Diabolus. 

Now, when the Prince had completed thefe outward 
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The Prince ceremomes of hb joyy he again commanded 
JiSbiforc that his captains and foldiers ihould fhew 
Manfoui. uHto Manf9ul fomc feats of wan So they 
prpfently addrefled themfelves to this work. But, ob> 
with what agility, nimblen^fs, dexterity, and bravery, 
did thefe military men difcover their fkill iti; feats of 
war to the now gazing town of Manfoui ! They march- 
ed, they countermarched, they opened to the right and 
left, they divided and fub-divided, they clofed, they 
They are ra- wheeled, made good their front and rear 
Tifhed at fight with their right and left wings, and twenty 
things more, with that aptnefs,. and then 
were all as they were again, that they took, yea, ra- 
viihed, the hearts that were in Manfoui to behold k. 
But add to this, the handling of their arms, the manag- 
ing of their weapons of war, were marvellous taking ta 
Manibul ind me. 

When this adion was over, the whole town of Man- 
The be that ^^^^ Came out as One man to the Prince in 
tHe Prince and the camp, to thank him and to praiie him 
JweTi wiS" for his abundant favour, and to beg that it 
them for would pleafe his Grace to come into Man- 
foul with his men, and there to take up their 
quarters for even And this they did in a moft humble 
manner, bowing themfelyes feven times to the ground 
before him. Then faid he, " All peace be to you." So 
the Town came nigh and touched with the hand the 
top ofhis golden fceptre, and they faid, " Oh that the 
Prince Emmanuel, with his captains and men of war, 
would dwell in Manfoui for ever ; and that his batter- 
iilg* rams and (lings might be lodged in her for the ufe 
and fcrvice of the Prince, and for thfc help and ilrength 
of Manfoui ! For," faid they, " we have room for tbee, 
we have room for thy men, we baVe alfo room for thy 
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weapons of war, and a place to make a magazine for 
thy carriages. Do it, Emmanuel, and thou Ihalt be 
King and Captain in Manfoul for ever* Yea, govern 
thou aMb apcording to all the defires of thy say and 
fouU apd make thou governors and princes ^**/^'** 
under thee of thy captains and men of war, 
and we will become thy fervants, and thy laws ihall be 
our direition/^ 

They added, moreover, and prayed his Majefty to 
confidcr thereof; " For,*' faid they, " if now; after 
all this grace beftowed upon us thy miferable town of 
Manfoul, thou fhouldeft withdraw, thou and thy cap- 
tains from us, the town of Manfoul will die. Yea,** 
laid they, " our bleffed Emmanuel, if thou Ihouldeft de- 
pjart from us now, now thou haft done fo much good 
for us, and ihowed fp much, mercy unto us ^ what 
will follow, but that our joy will be as if it had not 
been, and bur enemies will a fecond time come up-» 
onus with more rage than at the firft ? Wherefore, we 
befeech thee, O thou, the Defu-e of our eyes, and 
Strength and Life our poor Town, accept of this mo- 
tion that now we have made unto our Lord, and come 
and dwell in the midft of us, and let us be thy people* 
Befides, Lord, we do not Jknow but that to this day 
many Diabolonians may be yet lurking in the /^jj^j^ f^^^^ 
town of Manfoul, and they 'will betray us, 
when thou (halt leave us, into the hand. of Diabo- 
lus again ; and who knows what defigns, plots, or 
contrivances, have paiTed betwixt them about thefe 
things already ? Loath we are to fall again into his hor- 
rible hands : wherefore, let it pleafe thee to accept of 
our palace for thy place of refidence, and of the houfes 
of tixe beftmen in pur Town for the reception of thy 
foldiers and their furniture.** 

Then faid the Prince, " If I come to yout town, will ye

Let 
him put no truft in his. farnts { let the Priiice tfweH'iti 
tour caftle, and make of our town a garrifon ; .let Him fet 
his noble captains and his warlike foldiets ovef us j yea, 

' let him conquer us with his love, and overcome us with 
his grace : and then furely (hall he be both with us, and 
help us, as he was and did that morning thdi our pat- 
dbn was read unto us ; we (hall comply with this put 

' Lord, and Wi^h his ways, and fall in with his word a* 
gatnft the'niigHty, . , . • / 

** Otit ^^cftd; more, aild thy feryants fe-ave done, and 
\n this will trouble our Lo^d ho more. * We know not 

J he depth of the wifdom ofthee our Prince; * Who could 
laVe thought, that had been ruled by his jtafoh, that fo 
ftmch fweet as we do now enjoy (houMhaVe com^ out 
of thofe bitter trials wherewith w^ were tried at .the firft ? 
But, Lord, let light go before, and let love, come after : 
yea, take us by the hand, and lead us by thy :counfels ; 
and let this^ always abide upon us, that all things fhall be 
for the beft for thy fervarits • and come to our Man- 
foul, and do as it pleafeth thee ; or. Lord, come to our 
ManfouU db what thou wilt, fo thou keepeft us from fin- 
ning, and rrfakeft us ferviceable to thy majefty." 

Then faid the Prince' to the town of Manfoul again, 

He confent- ** ^^9 retuth to your houfes in peace, I will 

ethf to dwcii willingly in this comply with bur defires, I 

^i\\ remove my Royal pavilion, I will draw 

up my forces before Eye-gate to-morrow, aad fo will 
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jnarxh.forwjo-ds into the town ,of Manibul ; I will pof- 
fefs myfelf of your caftle of ManfouL and. will i!et my* 
foldiers .over you ; yea^^ L will yet do Oiiogs in Manfoul 
that cannot be paralleled in ,any hatldn^ country, or 
kingdoqpi, under heaven.'* 

. Then did the men of Mahfoul give ^ fbout, and re- 
turoed to jheir houfes in peace : they alfo told to their 
kindred and friends the good that Emmanuel had pro- 
mifed to.ManfQul. Ai>d to-morrow, faid they, he will 
anarch into our town, and take up his dwelRng, he and 
his m^n, in ManfouL ' 

Then jwpnf put the inljabitahts of the Town with 
hafte to the^green tr^es, and to thp meadows, prepar^iopfor 
to gather boughs and flowers, therewith to h»8 reception. 
• ftrew the ftreets againft their Prince, the^on of.§haddai, 
ihooild come; they alfo made garlands, and other fine 
WJ0rks, to hetokfen how joyful they were, and fhould be^ 
to Aeceive their .Emms^riuel into Manfoulj yea, they 
ftrewed die ftreet quite fron^ Eye-gate to the Gaftle^ 
gat^ the place where the Prince (hpuld t)e. They alfo 
prepared for his coming what mufxc the town of Maii-. 
ihul -cauld afford, that they might play hefore him to 
the place of bis hahitation. * 

So at the tiijie appointed, he makes Tits appfoiach to 
Manfoul^ and the gates werp fet open for him; there 
alfo the ancients and eld^ers of Manibul met him, to fa-» 
lute him with a tlioufahd welcomes. Then he arpJCe 
and entered Manfoul, he arid all his feryants. He <?Ateii8 Hic 
The Qlders of Manfoul did alfo go daricing Town, and 
before him, till he cajme to the Caftle-gates. ''^' 
And this was the manner of his going up thither : He 
was clad in his golden armour, he rode in his royal cha-r 
riot, the trumpets founded about him, the colours were 
difplayed, his ten thoufands went up at his feet, an4 the 
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aiders of Maafoul danced before hicn. And now were 
the walls of the fapous town of Manfoul filled with the 
trampling? of the inhabitants thereof, who went up thi- 
ther to view the ajpproach of the blefled Prifice and his 
royal armyf Alfo the cafexnents, windows, balconies, 
^nd tops of the houfcs, were all now filled with perfbns 
of all forts, to behold how their Town was to be filled 
with good. 

Now, when he was come fo far into the Town as to* 

the Recorder's houfe, he commanded that one (hould 

go to Captain Credence to know whether the Caftle of 

Manfoul was purified to entertain his royal Prefence ; 

(for the preparation of that was left to that captain ;) 

and word was brought that it was. Then 

•^^•^* vsras Captain Credence commanded alio to 

come forth with his power to meet the Prince ; the 

which was, as h^ had commanded, done, and he 

. conduced him into the Caftle. This done, 

p . m, 17. ^^^ Prince that night did lodge in the Caftle 

with his mighty captains and meq of 'war, to the joy of 

the town of Manfoul, 

Now, the next care of the townsfolk was, how the 
Thctownsijwii ^^P^^^s and foldiers of the Prince's army 
covet who (hall fliould be quartered among theni; and the 
thcPrioce'S care was, not how they fliould ftiut their 
foldiers. hands of them, but how thev (hould fill their 
houfes with them ; for every man in Manfoul now had 
that efteem for Emmanuel and his men, that nothing 
grieved them more than becaufe they were not enlarged 
enough, every one of them, to receive the whole army 
of the Prince: yea, they counted it their glory to be 
waiting upon them, and would, in thofe days, run at 
their bidding like lacc[uiest At l»ft they came to this 
refiiltt 
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1. That Captain Innocency (hould quar- hqw quar- 
ter at Mr Reafon's. t«^c<i- 

2. That Captain Patience (hould quarter at . Mr 
Mind's, Thi« Mr Mind was formerly the Lord Will- 
bewiti's derk in time of the rebellion. 

3; It was ordered that Captain Charity (hould quar- 
ter at Mr AfFeQion's houfe. 

4. That Captain Good-hope (hould quarter at my 
Lord Mayor's. Now, for the houfe of the Recorder, 
himfelf defired, becaufe his houfe wad next to the Caftle, 
and becaufe from him it was ordered by the Prince that, 
if need, the alarm (hould be given to Manfoul ; it was, I 
fay, dcfired by him, that Captain Boanerges and Captain 
Conviaion (hould take up their quarters with him, even 
they and all their men, 

5. As for Captain Judgment and Captain Execution, 
my Lord Willbewill took them and their j^^^ ^j^ 
men to him, becaufe he was to rule under the 

Prince for the goo<l of the town of Manfoul now, as he 
had before under the tyrant Diabolus for the hurt and 
damage thereof. 

6. And throughout the reft of the Town were quar- 
tered Emmanuers forces j but Captain Credence with 
his men abode (lill in the Caftle. So the Prince, his 
captains and his foldiers, were lodged in the town of 
Manfoul. 

Now the ancients and elders of the town of Manfoul 
thought that they never (hould have enough of the 
Prince Emmanuel ; his perfon, his anions, Manroui dc 
his words and behaviour, were fo pleafing, ''gifted with 
(b taking, fo defirable, to them. Wherefore ^?*^''^''^- 
they prayed him, that though the caftle of Manfoul was 
his place of rcfidence, (and they defired that he might 
dwell there for evei^J yet that he would often tifit the 
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ftreets, houfeft, and people of Manfoulj "For," f^id 
they, " Dread Sovereign, thy prefeqce, thy liqajcs,. thy 
fmiieS) thy words, sire the life, anfd ftrtngthj aad finews^ 
of the town of Manfoul/' 

Befides this, they craved that they might liav^^ v^th-- 
Qtft difficulty or interruption, contimial aqcefe unto him. 
They have ac- (fo for that Very purpofe he canMQAaidedr 
eef. tinto him. ^}^^^ ^^^ .^^^^ {boijld ftand Open;,) that they 

might there fee the manner of His doin^ the fortifi- 
cations of the plac€, and the royal laantipi^houfe of 
the Prince, 

* V/hen he fpake, they all ftopped their mouths j^d 
Tbey learn S^^^ audience ; and, when he wall;ed.» it/w^^ 
of him. their delight to itnitate him in Im :goiag|».. 

Now, upon a time Emmanue.1 made a feaft for the 
town of Manfoul, and upon the feafting-d^y tfce to wna- 
fblk were come to the Caftle to partake of bis banquet. 
And he feafted them with ail manner of outlafidilh 
feody food that grew not in the fields of Manfoul, nor ia 
ajl the whole kingdom of Univerfe j it was food that 
came from his Father's court : and fo ther-e wafr difli af- 
Promife after ^^^ dilh fet befcgjfc^ th^m, ancd they w^re cpro- 
pr(>mifc,Exo4. manded freely to eat ; but .ftill^ wheaa fre(h 
^^** '^* diflx was fet before them, they woulcl whifper- 

ingly fay to each othei% JVbat is it? for they wift aot 
what to call it. \ They drank alfo of the water that was 
made wine ; and w^ere very m-erry with him. 
tJiiDment/^" There was mufic alfo all the while at the .ta-; 
Pfai. ixxviii. j^j^^ ^^^ ^^^^ ^jj ^^ angels* food, and had 

honey given him out of the Rock ; fo M^m- 

foiil did eat the food that was peculiar to tjb<e court, ye^, 

they had now thereof to the full. 

- r muft not forget to tell you, that as at tbis table 

tiierc were mufician«, fo they were not thofe of the 
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cotiiilfry, nor yet of the town of Manfoiri, but they were 
tht rftiifterS of the fong^ that ^cre fang at the court ef 
Shttdtfii. 

Mo^, after the feaft 'waa over, Emmanuel was for 
entertaining the towrt of Manfoul with fome Riddiw, ' 
<r(iri6u^rid(fles of fecrets drawn up by his Father*s fecre- 
'tary,*by the &ill and wifdom ofShaddai; the like to 
thrfeihere is not in any kingdom. Thcfe j^^^ ^^^ 
riiJdles were made -upon King Shaddai him- Scriptures? 
felf, and upon Emm-atiuel his Son, and upon his wars 
and doings with Manfoul. 

Emmamiiel alfo expounded unto them fomeof thefe 
riddles himfelf; but, oh, how they were enlightened? 
they faw what t'hey never faw, they could not have 
thbiight thatf fueh rarities could have been coached 
iti fo few and fuch ordinary words. -I told yoti befbr^ 
w'hott' iffidfe riddtes-did toncem'; and, as they were 
i!>fkA6Si thh people; didf evidently' fee it wa« fo : ye», 
t'Hty did'gitber that thte ifhiiigs thdttifelves were a kind 
t)r'a' portraiture, a^d that of ^Emtnariuel himfetf;'for 
'^b^ tfrcy read in tlie fcheme wliere the rid<iles were 
w*k, md loofeed in the face of the'Pi4nce, things loofc^ 
cd fo like the one to the ^other, that Manfoul couk} not 
forbear but fay, This is the Lamb^ thi^'is the Sacrrfice^ 
tiffs •IS' th€ Rock,' this is the red Go w, Hhis is the Doori 
atid tliis'is tfre Way; with a- great many other things 
more. ' 

And thus he difmiffed the town of Manfoul. But 
ean you imagine how the people of the Got- ^^-^^ -^ ^^ 
poratiori were taken with his entertainment ? their banquet* 
Oh! th^ were tratirfported with jg^, they were drowned 
with wonderment, while theyfawand underftood, arid 
coniidered what their Emrmanuel entertained them 
withal, arid Wfeat myfteries he opened to them j and 
, when 
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when they were at home in their houfee, and in th«r 
moil retired places, they could not but flag of him, ami 
of his adiions. Yea, fo taken were the townfmen now 
vrith their Prince that they would fing of him in their 
flecp* ' 

Now, it was in the heart of the Prince Envnanud 
♦Manfbui muft ^^ new-modcl the town of Manfoul, and to 
be ncw-mo- put it into fuch a condition as might be moft 
pleafmg to him, and that might heft (Und 
with the profit a;Kl fecurity of the flouriihing town of 
M^tnfoul. He provided alfo agalnft infurred:ion8 at 
home^ and invafions from abroad ; fuch love had he 
for the famous town of Manfoul. 
. Wherefore, he firft of all conoimanded that the great 
The inftni. ^^^8^ ^^^i^ ^^^^ brought from his Father's 
mentsofwat court, when became to the war of Man^ 
mounted. f^^j^ fl^^y ^ mounted, fome upon the 

battlements of the Caftle, feme upon the towers, } for 
there were towers in the town of Manfoul, towers new 
built by Emmanuel (ince he came thithen There waa 
alfo an inftrument invented by Emmanuel, that was. to 
throw dones from the caille of Manfoul out at Mouth-- 
gate ; acx, inftrument that could not be refifted, nor that 
would nfiifs of execution : wherefore, for the wonder^ 
ful exploits that it did when ufed, it was called the 
Word o/Trutbj and was committed to the careof^and 
to be managed by, the brave captain, the Captain Cre- 
dence, in cafe of wan 

This done, Emmanuel called the Lord Willbewill to 

wnibewiii ^^^9 ^^^ S^^^ ^^^ ^^ commandment to 
promoted. take carc of the gates^ the wall, and towers 
in Manfoul; alfo the Prince gave him the Militia 
into hfs hand, and a fpecial charge to withftand all in*

ag^d the peace of our 'Lord the King, and the peace 
ao^ Uimqpillitf of the town of Manibul : he alfo gave 
him in commifllon, that, if he found any of the Dia- 
boloaiaiia^ lurking in any corner in the famous town of 
Manfoul, he (hould forthwith apprehend them and flay 
them^ or commit them to fafe cuftody, that they^piay 
be proceeded againft according to law* 

Then he called unto him the Lord Underftanding, 
who was the old Lord^ Mayor^ he that was j^ j^orj. 
pfut out of place when Diabolus took the Mayor put 
Town, and put him into his* former office *°'°p*^^- 
agai0) and it beisame his place for his life*time. Trit 
bid< him alfo that he (hbuld build him a palace neat 
£ye*gate, and that he fliould build it in faflion like a 
tower for a defence. He bid him alfo that he Qiould 
read the Revelation of myfteries all the days of his life, 
that he might know how to perform his office aright. 

lie alfo made Mr Knowledge the Recorder, not of 
contempt to old Mr Confcience who had .^r Know- 
been Recorder before, but for that it was ie«JKc made , 
hi hi$ princel)^ mind to confer. upon Mr ^^^°^^*^*' 
Confcience another employ ; of which he told the old 
geiitleman he (hould know more hereafter. 

Then he commanded that the image of Diabolus 
ihould be taken down from the place.where it was 
fet up, and that they fliould deftroy it utterly, beating 
of it into powder, and cafting it into the wind without 
the Town*wall} and that the image of The image 
Shaddai his Father fhbuld be fet up again ^ of thrPnncc 
with liis awn, upon the Caftie-gates; and Z^^ip^^'' 
that it fliould be more fairly drawn than '^^ Manfoui. 
ever, forafmucb as both his Father and himfell* were 
come tO'Manfoul in more gface and mercy than here- 
tofore. He would alfo that his name fl^wuld be fairly 
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engraven upon the front of the Town, and that it ikould 
be done in the beft of gold, for the honour 
c?. XXII. 4. ^£. ^j^^ town of Manfoul. 

After this was done, Emmanuel gave out a com« 
mandment that thofe three great Diabolo- 
boTonilSis * nians (hould be apprehended, namely, the 
committed ^^q late Lord Mayors, to wit, Mr Incre-* 
o prion. dulity, Mr Luftings, and Mr Forget-good 
the Recorder. Befides thefe, there were fome of themi 
that Diabolus made burgeflfes and aldermen in Manfoul 
that were committed to Ward by the hand of the now 
vkliant, and now i;ight noble, the brave Lord WillbewilL 

And thefe were their names; Alderman Atheifin, 
Alderman Hard-heart, and Alderman Falfe-peace. The 
burgeffes were, Mr No-truth, Mr Pitilefs, Mr Haughty, 
with the like. Thefe were committed to cjofe cuftody ; 
and the jailer^s name was Mr Trueman ; thisTrueman 
was one of thofe that Emmanuel brought with hita 
from bis Father*s court, when at the firft he made a 
war upon Diabolus in the town of Manfoul. 

After this the Prince gave a charge, that the three 
' , ftrong holds, that at the command of Diabo- 
ftronghoids lus the Diabolouians built in Manfoul, (hould 
d^vln^ be demoliflied, and utterly pulled down ; of 

which holds and their names, with their cap- 
tains and governors, you read a little before. But this 
► was long in doing, becaufe of the largenefs of the places, 
and becaufe the ilones, the .timber, the iron, and all 
rubbifh, was to be carried without the Town.

then the witnefles fworn. The names of the jury were . 
thefe, Mr Belief, Mr True-heart, Mr Uprigjht, Mr Hate- 
bad, Mr Love-good, Mr See-truth, Mr Heavenly* mind, 
Mr Moderate, Mr Thankful, Mr Good-work, Mr Zeal- 
for-God, and Mr Humble. 

The names of the witnefles were Mr Know-all, Mt 
Tell-true, Mr Hate-lies, with my Lord Willbewill, and 
his man, if need were. 

So the prifoners were fet to the ban Then faid Mr 
Do-fight, (for he was the town-clerk,) fet Atheifm to 
the bar, jailen So he was -fet to the bar. j^^heirm fet 
Then faid the clerk, " Atheifm, hold up thy to the bar • 
hand. Thou art here indicted by the name His indi<a> 
of Atheifm^ (an intruder upon the town of "^c"*- 
Manfoul,) for that thou haft pernicioufly and dultiflily 
taught and maintained, that there is no Go^, and fo no ^ 
heed to be taken to religion. This thou haft done ^gainft 
the being, honour, and glory^ of the- King, ai»d againft 
the peace and fafety of the town of ManfouK What 
fayeft thou ? Art thou guilty of this indictment or not ?" 

Cry. Call Mr Know-all, Mr Tell-true, and Mr Hate- 
lies^ into the court. 

So they were called, and they appeared. 

Clerk. Then faid the Clerk, You the witneflx^s for the 
King, look upon the prifoner at the bar, Do you knoi?7 
him ?: 
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. Know. Then faid Mr Know-all, Yes, my Lord, wc 
know him, his name is Atheifm ; he has been a very 
peftilent fellow for many years in the miferable town of. 
IVlanfoul. . 

Clerk. You are fure you know him ? 

Know. Know, him ! Yes, my Lord : I have hereto* 
fore too often been in his company to be at this time ig- 
norant of him. He is a Diabolonian, the fon of a Dia- 
bolonian : I knew his grandfather and his father. 

CierL Well faid. He ftandeth here indided by the 
name oiAtbeifm^ tsfr. and is charged, that he hath main- 
tained and taught, that there is no God, and fo no heed 
need be taken to any religion.. What fay yoli, the 
King's witneffes, to this ? Is he guilty or not ? 

Know. My Lord, I and he* were onc^ in Villains- 
lane together, and he at that time did brifkiy talk of di^ 
vers opinions, and then and there! heard him fay, Tihat, 
for bis part', he did believe that there was no God ; but, 
faid he, 1 can profefs one, and be as religious too, if the 
company I am in, and ^hecircumftances of other things,

Then fard the clerk, Mr Tell-true, what fay you to

TV//, IVly Lord, I formerly was a great companion of 
his, (for the which I now repent me,) and I have often' 
heard him fay, and that with vcrjr great ftomachfulnefs, 
that he believed there was neither God, atigel, nor 
fpirit. 

ClerL Where did you hear him fay fo ? 

^elL In Blackmouth-lane, and in Blalphemers'-row^ 
and in many other places befides. * 

CUrk^ Have you much knowledge of him ? • 
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^eiL I know him to be a Diabolonian, the foa of a 
i>iaboloman, and an horrible man to deny a Deity ; his 
father's name was Never-be-good, and he had miore chil* 
dren than this Atheifin, I have no more to fay* 

Gieri. Mr Hate-lies, look upon the prifoocer at the 
bftr*. iDo yoQ know him f 

Hate. My Lord, this Atheifm is one of the vileft 
wretches that ever I came near, or had to do with, in 
tny life. I have heard him (ay, that there is no God, 
and alfo that there is no world to come, no fin nor 
pumfiiment hereafter ; :ind, moreover, I have heard 
tiim'fiy, that it was as good to go to a whorc-houfe as 
to go to hear a fermon. 

C/tri. Where did you hear him iay thefe things i

My Lord, all that th6 firft witnefs has faid I 
know to be true, and a great deal moigc betides.

If your Hoh 
aours fliall pleafe to fend for any that do in- . ^^ ^^.^ 
timately know me, or for the oiidwife that i"* nan^c- 
laid my mother of nie, or for the goflips that were at 
my chriftening, they will, any or all of them, prove, 
that my name is not Fajfe-peace, but Peaee. Where- 
fore I cannot plead to this indidment, forafmuch as 
my oame is not iaferted therein. And as is my true 
naaie> fo aliQ are my coaditions. I was always a man 
that loved to live at quiet; and what I loved myfelf, 
that I thought others mi^ht love alfo : wherefore, when 
1 faw any of my neighbouca tt> labour under a difquieted 
mind, I endeavoured to help them, what I could ; and 
iodances of this good temper of mine many I could 
give: as, X

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" Wherefore, fince I have been lalways a mart tffo vir- 
tuous J3L temper, as fome fay a peace-maker is ; and if a 
peace-maker be fo deferving a man as fome have beet^ 
i)old to atteft he is, then let me, Gentlelnen, tje account- 
ed by you,' who have a great namefor juftioe find equity 
in ManfouJ, for a man that deferveth riot thrs inhumane 
way of treatment, but libjsrty, and alfo a licence to feek 
'damage of thofe that have been my accufers. 

Then faid the Clerk, " Gryer, make a proclamation.** 
Cryer. " O yest Forafmuch a$ the prifoner at the 
bar hath denied hia name to be that which i$ mentioned 
in the indiampnt, \he Court rec[uir|^th, that if there be 
*any in this place that can givp information to the Court 
pf the original and right name pf the prifoiier, they 
would come forth and give in their evidence j for the 
prifoner ftands upon his own inpocepcy." 

Then came two into the court, and defired that they 
Two wit- ^^S^^ ^^^^ h2ive .to fpeak what they knew 
neffescome coneemiug the prifon^r at {he bar; the 
in.;igainftj>iin. name of the one was Search-truth, and the 
name of the other Vouch- truth : fo the Court demand- 
ed of thefe men if they knew the prifoner, and what 
they could fay concerning him ? for he ftands, faid they, 
upon his own vindication. 

Then faid Mr Search-truth, pfiyLord, l-r— — r^ 
Court. Hold ; give him his oath. Then they fware 
Jiim. So he proceeded. 

Search. My Lord, I knoi^", and have known this man 
from a child, and can atteft that his name is Falfe-peace. 
I knew his father, his name was Mr Flatterer; and 
his mother, befor^ {he was m serried, was called by the 
name of Mrs Sooth-up : and thefe two, when they 
«me together, lived not long without this fon ; and, 
when he was born, they called his name Falfe-peace.

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I was his pky-feHow, only I was fbiBfcwhat older thau 
he J and, when his mother did-afetb call hirnhbari 
from his play, (he ufed to fay, Farlfe-peace, Falle-peacc; 

Ycta, iknew 
him whea he fucked ; and though liwas then but Jit*' 
tie, yet 1 can- remeinbcr^ that when his mother did ufe 
to fit at the door with him, or did play with him^in het

Falfe-peace ; and how do I love my child ! The goflips 
alfoknow it is thus, though he has* had the face to deny

Then Mr Vouch- truth was called upon to fpeat what 
he knew of him. So they fware him. 

Then faid Mr Vouch-truth; My Lord, all thatlhe 
former witnefs hath faid is true ; his name is Falfe-rpeace, 
the fon pf Mr Flatterer, and of MrsSooth*up his .mo- 
ther. And I have, in former times, feen him angry 
with tlM)fe that have called him any thing elfe but Falfe- 
peace; for he would fay, that ^11 fuch did mock, and 
nickname him j but this was in the time when Mr Falfe- 
peace was a .great man, atid when the Diabdonians 
were the brave men in Manfoul 

Cotirt* Gentlemen^ you have hieard whit thefe two 
men have fworn againft the prifoner at the bar. And 
now, Mr Falfe-peace, to you : You have denied yoi*r 
name to be Falfe-peace, yet. you fee that thefe honcft 
men have fworn that this is your name. As to your 
plea, in that you -are quite befides the matter.of your 
indictment ; you are not by it chared for evil doing, 
becaufe you area man of peace, oi?a peace-maker if 
mong your neighbours, but for that you did wickedly 
and fatanically bring, keep, and hold, the to^wri. of 

Manfoul, 
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Manfoiil, both under its apoftafjr from, and in it^ re- 
tielHbfi ^againft, its King, in a falfe, lying, ^nd dam- 
jmWc peade, contrary to the law of Shaddai, and to 
the hazard of the dcftrutaion of th^ then miferable town 
<if Matifbul. AH that you have pleaded for yourfelf ia, 
that you have denied your name, &c ; hut here you 
. fee we have witneffes to prove that you are the man. 
« For the peace that you fo rriuch boaft of making a- 
mong your neighbours, know, that peace that i^. not 
^ companion of truth and holinefe, but thai which ia 
withput this foundation, ia grounded upon a He, and is 
|>oth deceitful and damnable, as alfo the great Shaddiii 
hath faid : thy plea, therefore, has not delivered the^ 
from what by the indiftment thou art charged with, 
but rather it doth faften all upon thee. 

But thou fliatt have very fair play : let us eall the 
witneffes that are to teftify as to matter of fad, and fee 
what they have to fay for our Lord the King againft 
the prifoner at the bar. 

Clerk. Mr Knovswill, what fay you for our Lord 
the King againft the prifoner at the bar ? 

Knaw. My Lord, this man hath, for a long time, 
made it, to my knowledge, his bufinefs to keep the 
town of Manfoul in a finful quietnefs in the n\idft.of 
all her lewdnefs, filthinefs, and turmoils; and hath faid, 
and that in my hearing, " Come, come, let U9 flee from 
all trouble, on what ground foever it comes ; and let us 
be for a quiet and peaceahle life, though it wanteth a 
good foundation."

What fayeft thou ? Art thou guilty of this indidment

Then the witneffes were called, and Mr Know*aIl did

Shaddai. Thou didft alfo teach the town of Manfoul to 
fpeak conteraptuoufly and vilifyingly of their great King 
Shaddai, and didft, moreover, encourage, both by words 
and examples, Manfoul to take up arms both ^gainft the 
King and his fon EmmanueK How fayeft thou ? Att 
thou guilty of this indictment or not T' ; 

Haugb. Gentlemen, I have always been a man of 
^courage and valourj and have not ufed, when 
under the greateft clouds, to fneak or hang down ** ^ *^^* 
the head like a bulrufh j nor did it all at any time pleafe 
.me to fee men veil their bonnets to thofe that have op- 
pofed them, yea, though their adverfaries feemed to have 
ten times the advantage of them, t did not ufe to cori- 
fider who was my foe, nor what the caufe was in which 
I was engaged : it was enough to me if I carried it brave-* 
ly, fought like a man, and came oft like a viCtof. 

Court. Mr Haughty, you are not here indid:ed for 
thit yow have been a valiant man, not ^^^ rj^ r. 
yoiir courage and ftoutnefs in times of diftrefs, 
but for that you have made ufe of this youf pretended 
valour to draw the town of Manfoul into afts of rebellion, 

Y ' both 
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both againft the great King, and Emmanuel bis Son* 
This is the crime, and the thing wherewith thou art 
charged, in and by the iudidment. But he made no 
anfwer to that. 

Now, when the Court had thus far proceeded againft 
the prifoners at. the bar, then they* put them^ovet to the 
verdict of their jury, to whom they did apply theni- 
felves after this mannef : ' 

" Gentlemen of the jury, you have been here, and

Then the jury, viz. Mr Belief, Mr True-heart^ Mr 
Upright, Mr Hate-bad, Mr Love-good, Mr Se€-trutb, 
Ttic with- ^^ Heavenly, mind, Mr Moderate, Mr Thank- 
drawthtm- ful, Mr Humble, Mr Good-work, andMr Zeak 
^'▼c : for-God, withdrew themfelves, in order to their 
work. Now, when they were Ihut up by themfelves, 
they fell to difcourfe among themfclves, in ord<jr to the 
drawing up of their verdift. 

And thus Mr Belief, for he was their foreman, began: 
c nferencc ** Gentlemen, (quoth he,) for the men, the 
among them- prifoncrs at the bar, for my part I believe 
/^*^*^"- that they all deferve death. Very right, faid 

Mr True-heart ; I am wholly of your opinion. O what 
a mercy is it, faid Mr Hate-bad, that fuch villains as 
thefe are apprehended ! Aye, aye, faid Mr Love-good^ 
this is one of the joyfuUeft days that ever I faw iu my 
Jife. Then faid Mr See-truth, I know that^ if we judg^ 

them 
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thetnto death, our verdidl ihall ftand before Shaddai hirn- 
fclf. Nor do I at all queftion 5t, faid Mr Heavenly-mind ; 
he faid moreover, when all fuch bealls as thefe are caft 
out of Manfoul, what a goodly town will it be then ? 
T^hen faid Mr Moderate, It is not my manner to pafe 
my judgment with rafhnefs j but for thefe, their crimes 
are lb notorious, and the witneffes fo palpable, that that 
roan muft be wilfully blind who faith the prifoners 
ought not to die. Bleifed be God, faid Mr Thankful, 
that the traitors are in fafe cuftody. And 1 join with 
you in this, upon rny bare knees, faid Mr Humble. 1 
am glad alfo, faid Mr Good-work. Then faid the war- 
man, and true-hearted Mr Zeal-for-God, Cut them off, 
they have been the plague, and have fought the deflruc- 
tion of Manfoul." 

Thus therefore, being all agreed in their Ti^^y ^rc a- 
vcrdi<a, they come iaftantly to the court, gr«cd. 

(hurt. " Gentlemeri of the jury, anfwer all to your 
names : Mr Belief, one ; Mr True-heart, two ; Mr Up- 
right, three ; Mr Hate-bad, four ; Mr Love-good, five; 
Mr See-truth, fix; Mr Heavenly-mind, feven; Mr 
Moderate, eight; Mr Thankful, nine; Mr Humble, 
ten ; Mr Good- work, eleven ; and Mr Zieal-for-God, 
twelve. Good men and true, ftand together in your 
verdia. Are you all agreed V

Clerk. " You the Gentlemen of the jury, being im- 
pannelled for our Lord the King, to ferve here in a mat-, 
ter of life and death, have heard the trials of each of thefe 
men the prifoners at the bar : What fay you, are they 
guilty of that and thofe crimes for which they ftand here 
indited, or are they not guilty ?** ^^ .

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Cleri. Look to your prifoners, jailer. 

This was done in the morning, and in the afternoon 
they received the fentence of death according to the law. 

The jailer, therefore, having received fuch a charge, 
put them all in the inward prifon, to preferve them 
there till the day of execution^ which .was to be the 
next day in the morning. 

But now to fee how it happened, one of the pri- 
Tncreduiity foncrs, Incredulity by name, in the interim 
breaks prifon. bctwixt the feutcuce and time of execution, 
brake prifon, and made his efcape, and gets him away 
quite out of the town of Manfoul, and lay lurking iri 
fuch places and holes.as he might, until he fliould again 
have opportunity to do the town of Manfoul mifchief 
for their thus handling of him as they did. 

Now, when Mr Trueman the jailer perceived that 
he had lo(l his prifoner, he was in a heavy taking, be- 
caufe he, that prifoner we fpeak of, was the very worft 
of all the gang: wherefore, firft he goes and acquaints 
my Lord Mayor, Mr Recorder, and my Lord Will^ 
bewill, with the matter, arid to get of them an order 
to make fearch for him throughout the town of Man- 
KoincrcduHty ^^^^* ^^ ^^ Order he got, and fearch was 
in Manfoul : made, but no fuch man could be found in 
?ill the town of Manfoul. 

All that could be gathered was, that he had lurked 
^ while about the outfide of the Town, and that here 
and there one or other had a glimpfe of him as he did 
make his efcape out of Manfoul ; one or two alfo did 
affirm that they faw him without the Town going apace 
quite over the plain. Now, when he was quite gone, 
it was affirmed by one Mr Did-fee, that he ranged all 

He 19 gone to ^^^^ ^^^ ^^7 pl^ic^Sj ^^1^ he met with Dia- 
jDiaboius. bolus his friend ; and where fhould they 
meet opie another but juft upoa HeUgat&-hill ? 
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But, oh, what a lamentable ftory did the old gen- 
tleman tell to Diabolus concerning what fad alteration 
Emmanuel had made in Manfoul ! 

As firft, how Manfoul had, after fome delays, re- 
ceived a general pardon at the hands of Em- ^^ j^^,g qj^,\ 
manuel ; and that they had invited him in- bolus what 
to the Town: and that they had given him n^Ts^dobg 
the Caftle for his pofleffion. He faid, more- '" Manfoul. 
over, that they had called his foldiers into the Town, 
and coveted who fheuld quarter the moft of them ; they 
alfo entertained him with the timbrel, fong, and dance. 
But that, faid Incredulity, that is the foreft vexation to 
me, that he hath pulled down, O father, thy image, 
and fet up his own ; pulled down thy officers, and fet 
Up his own. Yea, and Willbewill, that rebel, who, 
one would have thought, fhould never have turned 
from us, he is now in as great favour with Emmanuel 
as ever he was with thee. But, befides all this, this 
Willbewill has received a fpecial commiffion from his 
Mafter to fearch for, to apprehend, and to put to death 
all, and all manner of Diabolonians that he (hall find 
in Manfoul : yea, and this Willbewill has taken and 
. committed to prifon already eight of my Lord's moft 
trufty friends in Manfoul, Nay, further, my Lord, 
with grief I fpeak it, they have bepn all arraigned^ con- 
demned, and I have no doubt before this they are exe- 
cuted in Manfoul. I told my Lord of eight, and my- 
felf was the ninth, who fhould alTuredly have drunk of 
the fame cup, but that, through craft, 1, as thou feeft, 
have made mine efcape from them.

So they, both he and his olcl 
friend Incredulity, concluded to enter into great con- 
iultation, bow they might get to the town of Manfoul 
a^ain* ^ 

Now, before this time, the day was come in which 
the prifoaers in Manfoul were to be executed. So 
Rom. vili. 13. ^^^y ^^^^ brought to the crofs, and that by 
&vi. 14,13,14. Manfoul, in moft folemn manner; for the 
Prince faid, that this fhould be done by the hand of the 
town of Manfoul, that I may fee, faid he, the forward-* 
iiefs of my now-redeemed Manfoul to keep my word, 
^^ and to do my commandments ; and that I 

may blefs Manfoul in doing this deed. Proof 
of fincerity pleafes me well ; let Manfoul, therefore, 
firfl; lay their hands upon thefe Diaboloniaiis to dellroy 
them. 

So the town of Manfoul flew them, according to the 
word of their Prince : but, wheil the prifoners weri 
brought to the crofs to die, you can hardly believe what 
troublefome work Manfoul had of it to put the Diabo^ 
lunians to death ; for the men knowing that they muft 
die, and every one of them having an implacable en- 
mity in their heart to Manfoul, what did they but took 
courage at the crofs,. and there refifted the men ^of the 
town of Manfoul? Wherefore the men of Manfoul 
The affiitance ^^^^ forced to cry out for help to the cap- 
of more grace, tains and men of war. Now the great Shad» 
dai had a feiretary in the Town, and he was a great 
lover of the ^nen of Manfoul, and he was at the place of 
execution alfo ; fo he, hearing the men of Manfoul cry 
Exectteion ^^^ agaiuft the ftrugglings and unrulinefs c^ 
doirc, Rom. the prifoners, rofe up from his place, aod 
^'"" ^' came and put his hands upon the hands of 

the 
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-the men of ManfouL So they crucified the Diabolo- 
4iian8| that had been a plague, a grief, and an ofience to 
^e town of ManfouL 

Now, when this good work was done, the Prince came 
down to fee, to vifit, and to fpeak comfort- ^j^^ ^^^^^ 
ably to, the men of Manfoul, and to ftrength- comes down to 
en their hands in fuch work. And he faid t^T^'r 
to them, that by this aCt of theirs he had 
proved them, and found them to be lovers of his perfon^ 
oblervers of his laws, and fuch as had alfo refpe^ to his 
honour. He faid, moreover, (to (hew them that thejr 
by this £hould not be lofers, nor thdr Town ^c pfomiftt 
weakened by the bfs of them,) that he th«manew 
wonkl make them another captain, and that "p^*"'' 

^ of one of them&lves; and that this captain fhould 
be the ruler of st thoufasid, for the good xnd benefit of 
the now-flouriihing town of Manfoul. 

So he called one to him, whofe name was Waiting, 
and hid him go quickly up to the Caftlc'-gate, and-in^ 
4:|uire for t>ae Mr Experience, that waited 
rUpon that noble captain, the Captain Cre* mXb!^ the 
4eace, and bid him come hither to me. So ^}^ f*«>" 
the meflbnger that waited upon the good 
Prince Emmanuel went, and faid as he was commanded. 
Now, the young gentleman was watting to fee the cap- 
tain train ^and mnfter his men in the Caflle-yard. Then 
faid Mr Watting to him. Sir, the Prince would th^it 
you fliould come down to his Highnefs forthwith. So 
lie brought bipi down to Emmanuel, and he came and 

. made obeifance before him. Now the men HitquaUfict- 
of the Town knew Mr Experience well, for tions. 
he was born and bred in Manfoul ; they alfo knew him 
to be a man of conduct, of valour, and a prudent perfon 
an matters ; he was alfo a comely perfon, well fpoken^ 
4kad very fuccefsful in his undertakings. 
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Wherefores the hearts of the townfmen teefe tr^m^ 
Manfoui takes portc4 with joy, whea they faw that the 
it well. Prince himfelf was fo taken with Mr Expend 

ence, that he would needs make him captaia over a 
band of men. 

So, with one confent, they bowed the knee before 
Emmanuel^ and with a (hout faid, Let Emmanuel live 
The thing told ^^^ ^^^^* Then faid the Prince to the young 
to Mr Expcri* gentleman, whofe name was Mr Experience, 
*°"' I have thought good to confer upoa thee a 

place of truft and honour in this my town of Manfoui; 
(then the young man bowed his head and worihipped ;) 
it is, faid Emmanuel, that thou ihouldefl be a captain, a 
captain over a thoufand men in my beloved town of 
Manfoui. Then faid the captain, Let the King live. 
So the Prince gave out orders forthwith to the KingV 
fecretary, that he (hould draw up for Mr Experience a 
Hiscommiffion commiflfiou to make him a captain over a 
fern him : thoufand men ; and let it be brought to me, 
faid he, that 1 may fet to my feal So it was done a[s it 
was commanded; the commiilion was drawn up,, 
brought to Enunanuel, and he fet his feal thereta 
Then, by the hand of Mr Waiting, he fent it away ta 
•the captain. 

Now, fo foon as the captain had received his com- 
miilion, he foundeth his trumpet for volunteers, and 
young men come to him apace ; yea, the greateft and 
chiefeft men in the Town fent their fons to, be iiiled un- 
der his command. Thus Captain Experience came 
His under- tinder command to Emmanuel, for the good 
officers. of the town of ManfouL He had for. bis 

lieutenanf one Mr Skilful, and for his cornet one Mr 
Memory* His under-ofiicers I need not name. His 
colour^ were the white colours for the towa of Manfoui ; 

. skiid 
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and his Ycutcheon was the dead lion, and ,satii.xvu. 
the dead bear. So the Prince returned to z^*^7- 
his royal palace again. 

Now, when he, was returned thither, the elders ofthe 
town of Manfpulj to wit, the Lord. Mayor, «, 
the Recorder, and the Lord Willbewill, of Ma^nfour* 
went to congratulate him, and in fpecial way congratulate , 
to thank him for his love, care, and the ten- 
der xrompaflion which he fhewed to his ever-obliged 
town of ManfoiiL So after a while, and fome fweet 
-communion betwixt them, the townfraen, having fo- 
Jemnly ended their ceremony, returned to their place 
ag^n. 

Emmanuel alfo at this time appointed them a day 
wherein he would renew their charter, yea, 
^wherein he would renew and enlarge it, y^n^^u"^^ 
mending feveral faults therein, that Man- charter. 
foul's yoke might be yet more eafy. And "^'j.Mau 
this he did, without any defire of theirs, ad. 30. 
even of his own franknpfs, and noble mind. 
So, when be had fent for and feen their old one, he kid 
it by, and faid. Now that which decayeth and waxeth 
old is ready to vanifli away. He faid, moreover, the 
town of Manfoul (hall have another, a better, a new 
one, more fteady and firm by far. An epitome where- 
of take as follows : 

" Emmanuel, Prince of peace, and a great lover of 
the town of Manfoul, 1 do, in the name of An epitome of 
my Father, and of mine own clemency, their new char-

" Sixthly, I do give, grant to, and inveft the town of 
Ko man to die Manfoul with full power and authority, to 
fprWiJi&gfin. feek out, take, enflave, and deftroy all, and 
all manner of Diabolonians, that at any time, from 
whence ibever, (hall be found draggling in or about the 
town of Manfoul. 

"Seventhly, I do further grant to my beloved town

freeid^m their Prince had bettowed upon them^ that their 
joy might be Iricrtafed in thetiifelves, and their love re- 
newed to their great and good Emmanuel. 

•But wHfif jby,t^hat comfort, what cotifolation, think 
y6u, did tiow poff^fe^ the hearts of the meri j^ renewed 
of ManfoUl ! Thi^bdk ringed, the mittftrels j^i Jvunfoui. - 
flkfidj thfe pedple danced, the captains fhouted, theco* 
lOBrs wanfed in the windj and the fdvettifurii pets found-

^^ Behold, (faid the Prince to Manibul) my love aQ^ 
care towaidB you. I have added to all that ^bc Princc'i 
iapafi, Jthira^ercy, to appoint you preachers; ft>ecchtoM4nr 
the moft; noble Secretary to teach you in all 
high and fublime myfteries ; and this gentleman (point- 
ing to Mr Conjfcience) is to teach you in ati things hu« 
man and domeftic, for therein lyeth his work. He is 
not, by what I have faid, debarred of telling to Manfoui 
any thing that he hath hca^d and repeivM at the oiouth 
of the Lord high Secretaiy ; ooly he ih?il mot attempt 
or prefuimcto pretend, to he a rev^ealer of thofe high 
myileides iiimfelf ; for the' brea^king of them up, and the 
difcoycry.^.them. to ManfouJ, Ueth ,orily.in the posftj^^ 
authority^ and Ikill of the Lord high Secretary himfelif.

** Thefe captains, (faid he) do love the town of Man-

ye inhabitants of the now-flourifliing town of Manfoul, 
that • you rarry it not ruggedly or untow*ardly to my 
captains or their men, fince, as I faid, they are picked 
and choice men, tnen chbfen out of many, for the good 
of the town of Manfoul ; I fay, I charge you that you 
carry it not uritowardly to them : for though they have 
the hearts and faces of lions, when at any time they 
fhal! be called forth to engage and fight with the King's 
foes, and the enemies of the town of Man- 
foul, yet a little difcountenance call upon w*eakcn"our 
them from the town of Manfoul will dejeA ^*"?v« nuT 
and caft down their, faces, will weaken and 
take away theif courage. Do not, therefore, oh, my 
beloved, carry it unkindly to my valiant captains, and 
courageous men of war, but love them, words. 
nourifli them, fuccour them, and lay them 
in your bofoms ; and they will not only fight for you, 
but caufe to flee from you all thofe Diabolonians that 
feek, and will, if poffible, be your utter deftrudioh, 

" If, therefore, any of them mould at any time be fick; 
or weak, and fo not able to perform that office of loVfe- 
which with all their hearts they ire willing .. * 

to do, (and will do alfo, when well and in iff. xxxv'. 3/ 
health) flight them not, nor defpife them, ^^^hcJJ t; ^^' 
but father ftrehgthen them, 2^nd encourage 
them, though weak and ready to die ; foi^ they are your 
fe;nce and your gudrd, your wall, your gates, your 
locks, and your bars. And although, when they are 
weak, they can do but little, but rather need to be 
helped bv you, (than that you fhould then expe(3: great 
things from them) yet, when well, you know whai ex- 
ploits, what feats and warlike atchievements, they are* 
able to do, and will perform for you.

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*■ Befides, if they be weak, the town of Manfoul 
cannot be ftrong ; if they be ftrong, then Manfoul can-^ 
not be weak : your fafety, therefore, doth lie in their 
health, and in your countenancing of them. Remem- 
ber alfo, that, if they be fick, they catch that difeafe of 
the town of Manfoul itfelf.

Diabolonians that are fturdy and implacable, and that 
do already, while I am with you, and that will yet more 
when I am from you, ftudy, plot, contrive, invent, and 
jointly attempt to bring you to dcfolation, and fo to a 
ftate far worfe than that of the Egyptian bondage ; they 
are the avowed friends of Diabolus, therefore look a- 
bout you: they ufed heretofore to lodge with their 
Prince in the Caftle, when Incredulity was the Lord 
Mayor of this town ; but, fince my coming hither, 
they lie more in the outfides and walls, and have made 
Mark vii. ai. themfclves dens, and caves, and holes, and

foul, thy work as to this will be fo much the more dif-

piit them to deaths according to the will of 
my Father. Nor can you utterly rid yourfelves of 
them, unlefs you (hould piili down the walls cbnft would

wilhng you mould. Do you alk me, What thereby to dc- 
fhall we do then \ Why, be you diligent, and ^'^^y ^"^^ fi"«- 
quit you like men ; obf^^rve their holds, find out their 
haunts, aifault them, and make no peace with them. 
Wherever they haunt, lurk, or abide, and what terms 
of- peace foe ver they offer you, abhor, and all fhall be 
well betwixt yoii and me. And, that you may the bet- 
ter know them frdm thofe that are the natives of Man- 
foul, 1 will give you this brief fchedule of the names of 
the chief of them; and they are thefe that follow: the 
Lord Fornication, the Lord Adultery, theLord ^^^c^^^ of 
Murder, the Lord Anger, the Lord Lafcivi'' f^mc i>i?bo- 
oufnefs, the Lord Deceit, the Lord Evil-eye| jSSnfou/.^

ers^ if need be, not ouly privately infarnij but publicly prea<Jh 
for Manfoul. to.the Corporatjofii both gpodt and whole* 
fome doftrine, and fuch as (hall lead you in tbe wa,y j 
yea, they wJU fet up a weeklyj and, if need be^ a daily, 
leisure in thee, O Manfoul, and will itiftru^ thee in fuch 
profitable .leflbn^, that, if heeded> will.do, tl)ef gpod at> 
the end. And take. good heed, that you fpafe not the 
men that you have a commiffipn to. take and crucify.

When 
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Wben the Prince had thus far new-modelled the town 
of Manfoul, and had inilrufted them in fuch matters a^ 
were prcrfitable for them to know, then he appointed 
another day, in which he intended, when the townsfolk 
cao^ together, to beftow a further badge of honour up- 
on the town df Manfoul, a badge that fliould Another ^ 
diftinguifli them from all the people, kin- P"vii<ge for 
dred, and tongues, that dwell in the kingdom 
o£Univerfe. Now, it was not long before the day ap- 
pointed was come^and the Prince and his people mt^t in 
the King^s palace, where, firfl;, Emmapiiel made.a (hort 
fpeech untp them, and tl>en did for them as be had faid, 
and unto them a^ he had promifed; 

"My Manfoul," f^id he, "that which I now am 
s^put to. do,, is to iqake you knowq to the 
world to be mine, and to diftinguifli you al- '^ pcech., 
fo in your own eyes from all falfe traitors thM may 
creep in among you." 

Tl^en he commanded that thofe that waited upon him 
(hould go and bring fonh ou| of his treafury th^fe whiter 
and gliftering robes, that 1 (f^id he) have whiterobcs, 
provided and laid Up in ftore foriniy Man- R^^xw.s. 
ipviK Sp the white garments were. fetched out. of hi^ 
treafury, and laid forth to the e^ycs of the people*- 
Moreover, it wa^ granted to them that they (hould take 
them and put them on, according (faid he) to your fize 
and ftature.

Then faid the Prince unto them, "This, O Manfoul, 
is my livery, and the badge by which mine are known 
front the fcrvants of others ; yea^ it is thiat which I grant 
to all that are mine, and without which no man is per- 
mitted to fee my face.

Recorder. But oh, how gracioufly, how ftanding- 
lovingly, how courteoudy and tenderly, did 
this blefted Prince now carry it towards the town of 
Manfoul !

that were prepared for his Fatheif's table ; yea, fuch de- 
licacies would he fend them, and therewith would ib co- 
vpr their Table, that whoever fa w it confeifed that the 
like could not be feen in any kingdom. 

3dly, If Manfoul did not frequently vifit him, as be 
The danger of ^'^^^d they fliould, he would walk out to 
wandering them, kuock at their doors, and defire en- 
\\ull. Cantr* trance, that amity might be maj^ntained be- 
^- =*• twixt them and him ; if they did hear and 

open to him, as commonly they would, if they were 
at home, then would he renew his fornxer love, add con*, 
firm it too, with fome new tokens and iigus of cotxtinued 
favour. 
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And was it not now amazing to behold, that in that 
very place where fomctiiues Diabolus had his abode^ 
-and entertained his Diabolonians, to the altnoft utter 
^eftruftton of Manfoul, the Prince of prince* fhould fit.^ 
eating and drinking with them, while all his mighty cap-« 
tains^ men of war, trumpeters,, with the iinging-tnen 
atid linging-women of his Father, flood round about, 
to Wait upon them ! Now did Manfoul's cup run over, 
now did her conduits run fweet wine, now Manfotti'a 
did fhe eat the fincft of the wheat, and drink ^'^^ 
milfc and honey out of the rock ! now flic faid. How 
great is his goodnefs 1 for Hnce I found favour in his 
eyes, how holiourable have I been ! ' 

The biefled Prince did alfo ordain a new oflSlcer in the 
town, and a goodly perfon he was ; his name ^ , ... 
vras Mr God s-pcace ; this man was let over 
my Lord Willbewill, my Lord Mayor, Mr Recorder^ 
the fubordinatc Preacher, Mr Mind ; and over all the 
natives of the town of Manfoul. Himfelf 
was not a native of it, but came with the * ^'^^ '^' 
Prince Emmanuel from the Court, He was a great ac- 
quaintance of Captain Credence and Captain Good- 
hope ; fome fay they were kin, and I am of that opi- 
nion too. ' This man, as I faid, was made governor of 
the Town in general, fpecially over the Caftle, and 
Gaptisiin Credence was to help him there. And I made 
great obfervations of it, that fo long as all things went 
in Manfoul as this fweet-natured gentleman would, the 
Town was in a moft happy condition.

And this lafied 
all that fumraer. 

But there was a, man in the Town x)f Manfoul, and 
his name, was Mr Carnal Security ; this man did, after 
all this mercy beftowed on this corporation, bring the 
The Story of Town of Manfoul into a great and grievous 
Mr6iruais<:- flavery and bondage. A brief account of 
cunty. j^.^ ^^j of his doings take as. followetb. 

When Diabolus at firft took pofleffion of the Town 
of Manfoul, he broughtthither with him a great num- 
ber of Diuboloniansi men of his own condition.

Wherefoft;, there be- 
iug then in Manfoul thofe ftfange kind of mixtures, it 
was hard for them, infome cafes, to find out who were 
natives, who not j for Mr Carnal Security fprang from 

my 
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my Lord WUlbewill by mother's fide,,though he had 
for his father a Diaboloman by nature. 

Well, thfe Carnal Security took much after his father 
anid mother : he was felf-conccited, he feared no- 
thing, he was alfo a very bufy^ man ; no^ His quaii- 
thing of news, nothing of doi^rine^ no t**^*- 
thing of alteration, or talk of alteration, could at any 
time be on foot in Manfoul, but be furc of Mr Carnal 
Security would be at the head or tail of it : but to be 
fure he would decline thofc that he deemed ^e h always 
the weakeft) and ftpod always with, them forthcftroog. 
(in bis way of (landing) that he fuppofed ^^ 
were the ftrongeft fide. 

Now, when Shaddai the mighty, and Emmanuel 
his Sph, made war upon Manfoul to take it, this Mr 
Carnal Security was then in the town, and was a great 
doer among the people, encouraging them in their re- 
bellion, putting of them upon hardening of themfelves 
in their refifting of the King's forces j but when he faw

But, when he faw that fome of die 
men of the Town were tickled and taken with his dif* 
icourfe, he makes it his bufmefs, and walking from fireet 
to ftreet, houfe to houfe^ and man to man, he. at laft 
brought Manfoul to dance after his pipe» and to grow 
almoft as carnally fecure as bimfelf; fo from talking 
they went to feaftrng, and from feaMng to fporting j 
It. u»^ trace and fo to fome Other matters; (now £m- 
^;f,Sp?o^ njaouel wa« yet in the Town of Manfoul^ 
cd, tbat pre.- and he wifely obferved their doings), My 
Jrm'tlSpial Lord Mayor, my Lord WiUhewilU and Mr 
^aBgers. Recorder, were alfo taken with the words? 

of this taU^iiig Diabolonian gentleman ; forgetting that 
their Prince had given them warning before to take heed 
that th^y were not beguiled with any Diabolonian 
Height. He had further told them, that the fecunty of 
the now-flourifliing Town of Manfauldid not fo much 
ly in her prefent fortifications and force j as in her lb 
ufing of what (he had, as might oblige her Emmanuel 
to abide within her Caftle : for the right dodirjne of 
Emmanuel was, that the Town of Manfoul fliould take 
heed that they forgot not his Father*s love and his j alfo, 
that they iliQuld fo demean themfelves as to condnue to 
keqp themfelves therein. Now, this was not the w-.y 
to do it, tiamely, to fall in love with one of the Dia-r 
bolonisms^ and with fuch 911 on$ too 9s Mr Carnal Se- 
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eunty w$^ aad to be led up and down by the nofe by 
hiii> : they Iboiridhavc heard their PrincV, feared their 
Prince, loved their Prince^and have ftoned this naughty 
pac£:r to deaths and took care to have walked in the 
way$ of their Prince'^prefcribing: for then ihould their 
peace hfave been as a river, when theur rigfateoufneft 
had been like the waves of the fea^ 

Now, when Emmanuel perceived that, through the 
policy of Mr Carnal Security, the hearts of the men of 
M^^ibul were cbiUed and abated in their practical love 
to Mm; 

Fir(t, He bemoans them, and condoles th^r ftate 
with tbft Secretary, fayii^g, " Oh that my Emmanuel b^: 
people had hearkened unto me, and. that moafi« Man- 
Manfoul b^d walked in my ways ! I would 
l^ave fed them with the fineft of the wheat, and with 
homey out lof the rock would I have fuftmned thenu" 
This done, he iaid in his heart, " I will return to the 
Gcart^ and go to my place, till Manfonl 0^11 eonfider 
and acknowledge their offence." And he did fo ; and 
the caufe and manner of bis goings away ifroni them 
waistbis: 

The caufe was, for that, 6rft^ Manfoul declined hinu 
as 18 manifeft in thefe particulars ; , 

I. They left off their former way of vifiting of him ; 
they came not to his Rc^al palace as afore, ^hc way of 

%^ They did not regard, nor yet take no- Manfour* 
tice, that he came or came not to vifii them. ^^ ' ^"^' « 

3. The love-feafts that had wont to be betwixt their 
Prince and them, though he made the^n ftill, and call- 
ed them to them, yet they negleQ;ed to come to them, 
or. to be delighted with them.. 

4* They waited not for his counfek,, but began to be 
heddftrong and confident in themfeCves, concluding, 
that> that now they were ftrong and iniincible, and that 
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Manfoul was fectrre and beyond all reach of the foe, 
and that her ftate muft needs be unalterable for even 

Now, as was faid, Emmanuel perceiving that bjr the 
craft of Mr Carnal Security the Town of Manfoul was 
taken off from their dependence upon him, and upon 
his Father by him, and fct upon what by them was bc- 
ftowed^ upon it ; he firft, as I faid» bemoaned their ftate ; 
then he ufed means to make them underftand that the 
way that they went on in was dangerous : for he fent 
my Lord high Secretary to them, to forbid them (uch 
ways; but, twice, when became to them, he found 
them at dinner in Mr Carnal Security's parlour ; and, 
perceiving alfo that they were not willing to reafon a- 
bout matters concerning their good, he took grief and 
They grieve went his way. The which when he had 
Ghoft a?d ^^^^ ^^ ^^^ Prince Emmanuel, he took of- 
cbrift. fence, and was grieved alfo, aad ip made 

provifion to return to his Father's court. 

Now the methods of his withdrawing, as I was fay- 
ing before, were thus : 

ciMrHi^tbdniws I. £ven while he was yet with then> 
not all at once. ^^ Manfoul, he kept himfelf clofe,.and 
more retired than formerly. 

2. His fpeech was not now, if he came In their com* 
pany, fo pleafant and familiar as formerly. 

3. Nor did he, as in times paftjfend to Manfoitl 
from his table thefe dainty bits which he was wont to 
do. . 

4. Nor when they came to vifit him, as now and 
then they would, would he be fp eafily fpoken with as 
they found him to be in times paft. They might now 
knock once, yea, twice, but he would feem not at all to 
regard them j wjbereas formerly, at the found of their 
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feet, lie would up and ruOf and meet them Wortinjcr of 
half-way, and take them too, and lay them thdraffeaioM , 
in hisbofom. 

. But.thus Emmanuel carried it now, and by this hb 
carriage he (ought to make them bethink tbemfelves 
and return to him. But, alas! they did not co'niider, 
they did not know his ways,- they regarded not, they 
were not touched with thefe, nor with tbe true remem- 
brance of former favours. Wherefore, what does he, 
but in private manner withdraw himfelf, firft He is gone» 
from his palace, then to the gate of the Town, ^otv%\u\. 
and fo away from Manfoul be goes, till they xxvi. *i,— :^4. 
Ihould acknowledge their offence, ai!id more earneftly 
feek his face# Mr God's-peacc alfo laid down his com- 
miilion, and would for the prefenc aiSt no longer in the 
town of Manfoul. . 

. Thus they walked contrary to him, and he again, by 
wiy of retaliation, walked contrary to them. But, a- 
las! by this time ihey were fo hardened in their way, 
and had fo drunk in the doArine of Mr Carnal Security, 
that the departing of their Prince^ouclied them not, nor 
was he remembered by them when gone ; j^^ .. 
and fo of confcquence his abfence not con- 
doled by them. 

Now, there was a day wherein this old gentleman, 
Mr Cstrnal Security, did again make a feaft for the town 
of Manfoul, and there was at that time in the Town 
one Mr Godly-fear, one now but little fet by, though 
formerly one of great requeft. This man, a trick put «p. 
old Carnal Security had a mind, if poffible, onMrGodJy. 
to gull, and debauch, and abufe; as he did to\it ulT\ 
tbe reft; and therefore he now bids Uim to cts there like * 
the feaft with his neighbours. So the day ""^^^' 
being come, they prepare, and be goes and appears with 
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the reftof theguefts ; and, being all fet at the taUlte, tl^ 
did eat and 4rink,.and were merry, even all hut this one 
man : for Mr Godly-fear fat like a ftranger, and did^ 
neither eat nof was merry. The which, when Mr Car- 
nal Security perceived, he prefentljraddreffed himfelf in 
a fpeech thus to him : 

Cam, *' Mr Godly-fear;^ are you not well ? Yottfeem 
Talk betwixt to be ill of body or mind, or both: I have a 
^rit^yTnd m; ^^^^^^ Mt For^tgobd's maWftg, .the 

Godly-fear, which, Sir, if you wiH take a dram of,l hope 
it niay make you bonny and blythe, and fo make ycu 
more fit for we Heafting companions.*' , • 

dodly. Unto whom the good old gentleman difcfeet- 
ly replied, " Sir, I thank you for all things courteoufly 
and civil; but for your cordial, I have no lift thereto. 
But a word to the natives of ManfouL You the elder* 
and chief of Manfoul, to me it is ftrange to fee you fo 
jocund and merry, when the town of Manfoul is in fuch 
woeful cafe." 

Cam. Then'faid Mr Carnal Security, ** You want 
lieep, good Sir, I dotftit. If you pleafe, lye down and 
take a nap, and we the meanwhile will be merry/* 

Godly. Then faid the good man as follows j ** Sir, if 
you were not deftituteof an honeft heart, you coidd not 
do as you have done, and do.** 

Cam. Then faid Mr Carnal Security, **Why?* 

Godly. *• Nay, pray interrupt me not. *Tis true, the 
town of Manfoul was ftrong, and (with a pfovifo) im- 
pregnable ; but you the townfmea have" weakened it, 
and it now lies obnoxious to its foes \ nor is it a time to 
flatter or be filem : 'tis you, Mr Carnal Security, that 
have wilily ftripped Manfoul, and driven her gtory from 
her J you have pulled down her towers, and have bro- 
ken down her gates, you have fpoiled her locks and 
bars. _ **And 
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. -^^ Atid now, to explain myfelf : — From the time that 
toy Lords of Manfoul and you, Sir, grewfo great, from 
that time the Prince of Manfoul has been oifFended, and 
now he is arifen and gone. If any fhall queftion the 
truth of my words, I will anfwer him by this, and fucht 
like queftions t Wh^re is the Prince Emmanuel ? When 
did a man or woman in Manfoul fee him ? When did 
you hear from him, or tafte any of his dainty bits ? You 
are now a feafting with this Diabolonian monfter, but 
he is n#t your Prince. 1 fay, therefore, though ene- 
mies from without, had you taken heed, could not have 
made a prey of you ; yet, fince you have (inned againft 
your Prince^ your enemies within have been too hard 
for you*" 

Carft. Then faid Mr Carndl Security, " Fy, fy ! Mt 
Godly-fear, fy! Will yoja never fhake off your timor- 
6ufnefs ? Are you afraid of being fparrow-blafted ? Who 
hath hurt you ? Behold, I am on your fide ; only you 
are for doubting, and I am for being confident. Be-- 
fides, is this a time for being fad in ? A feaft is made fot 
- mirth j why then do you now, to your (hame^ and our 
trouble, break into fuch paflionatej melancholy language, 
when you fliould eat, and drink, and be merry ?" 

Godly.' Then faid Mr Godly- fear again^ " 1 may well 
be fad, for Emmanuel is gone from Manfoul/ I fay a- 
gain, He is gone^ and you. Sir, are the mafl that has 
driven him away : yea, he is gone, without (o much as 
acquainting the nobles of Manfoul with his going ^ and 
if that is not a fign of his anger, I am not acquainted 
with the methods of godlinefs* 

" And now, my Lords and Gentlemen, for my fpeech : 
is ftill to you, your gradual declining from His fpeech to 
him did provoke him gradually to dtepart the ciders of 
from you ; the which he did for fome time, 
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if perhaps you w6uld have been made fenfible thereby, 
and had been renewed by humbling yourfelves : but 
when he faw that none would regard, nor lay thefe fear- 
ful beginnings 6f his anger and judgment to heart, he 
w-ent away from this place ; and this I faw with mine 
eye. Wherefore now, whilft you boaft, your ftrength. 
is gone ; you are like the man that had loft his locks, 
that before did wave about his fhoulders. You may^ 
Xvith this Lord of your feaft, fhake yourfelves, Mid con- 
clude to do as at other times ; but fince without him 
you can do nothing, and he is departed from you, turn 
your feaft into a figh, and your mirth into a lamenta- 
tion/' 

Tben the fubordinate Preacher,, old Mr Confcience 
Confcience ^7 ^^^^9 he that of old was Recorder of 
ftartud. Manlbul, being ft ar tied at what was faid, 

began to fecond it thus : <, 

Con. ^ Indeed my brethren, (quoth he) I fear what 
Mr Godly-fear tells us is true. I, for my part, have not 
feen my Prince for a long feafon, I cannot remember 
the day, for my part; nor can I anfwer Mr Godly* fear's 
q[u^ions. I doubt, I am afraid, that all is naught with 
Manfoul/' 

God/y, "Nay, I know you fhall not find him in Man- 
foul, for he is departed and gone; yea, and goneforthe 
faults of the elders, and for that they rewarded his grace 
with unfufFerable unkindneffes/' 

Then did the fubordinate Preacher look as if he. would 
They arc all a- ^^'^ dowu dead at the table; alfo all there pre- 
f haft. fent, except the man of the hpufe, began to ' 

look pale and wan. But having a little recovered theip- 
felves, and jointly agreeing to believe Mr Godly-fear 
and his fayings, they began to confult what was beft to 
be done, (now Mr Carnal Security was gone into his 
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withdrawing room, for hejiked not fuch dampifli do- 
kigs,) both to the* men of the houfe for drawing them 
into evil^ andalfo to recovej Emmaniiers love. 

And with that, that faying of their Prince. came very: 
hot in their minds, which he had bidden tfcem do to 
fuch as were falfe prophets that fliould arlfc to.deludq. 
the Towa of ManfouL So they took Mr Carnal Secu^ 
rity, (concluding that he muft be he), and ^htj confuit 
burnt Ms houfe upon him with fire, for he and bom thfjr 
alfo was a Diabolonian by nature, €:a -m 

So, when this was paft and over, they befpeed theim- 
felves to look for Emmamael their Prince; ^^^^ ^ ^ 
" a^nd they fought hiip, but they found feim^ 
not." Then wete they more confirmed in the truth of 
Mr Godly-fear's fayings, and began alfo^to refle<3: fe- 
verely on themfelves for their vile and fo ungodly do- 
ings; for they concluded^ now, that it was through 
diem their Prince had left them. 

Then they agreed, and went to my Lotd Secretary^ 
(him whom before they refufed tojbear^ They apply them- 
him whom they had grieved with their ftUes to the Holy. 
doings) to know of him, for he was a ^^JJed, %c.\ct. 
fcer^ .and could tell where Emmanuel '*'»'» Th ff'^v i^* 
was, and how they might dircft a peti- ^'^' * .* / 

tion to him. But the Lord Secretary would not ad- 
mit them to a conference about this matter, nor would 
admit them to his Royal place of abode, not come out 
to them to fliew them his face or intelligence. 

And now was it a day gloomy and dark, a day of 
clouds and of thick darl^nefs with MajifouL Now they 
faw' that they had been fooUfli, and, began to perceive 
what the company and the prattle of Mr Carnal Secu- 
rity had done, and what defperate damage his fwagger- 
ing words had brought poor Manfoul into. But what 
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ftirther it was like to coft them that they were ignorant 
c£. Now Mr Godly-fear began again to be in repute 
"with the men of the Town ; yea, they w^re ready to 
look upon him as a prophet. 

Well, when the Sabbath-day wals come, they went to 
A thundering- ^^^^ *^^^^ fubordinate Preacher ; but, oh, how 
ft rmon^ did he thunder and lighten this day ! His text 
was in the prophet Jonah, " They that obferve lying va-r 
Jonah ii. 8, nitics forfake their own mercy.'* But there 
was then fuch power and authority in that fermon, and 
fuch a dejedion feen in the countenances of the people 
that day, that the like hath feldom been heard or feen. 
The people, when fermon was done, were fcarce able 
H6f. vi. I. to go to their homes, or to betake themfelves 
to their emplgyg the week after ; they were fo fermon-^ 
itnitten, and alfo fo fermon-fick, by being fmitten, that 
they knew not what to do, 

He did not only (hew to Manfoul their fin, but 6id 
The fubordi- tremble before them, under the fenfe of his 
^cknow?d^r own, ftill crying out of himfelf, as he 
big faiiitf &c! preached to them, " Unhappy man that I 
Kai. ix^viii; ^jn^ that 1 fhould do fo wicked a thing ! 
That Ji a preacher ! whom the Prince did fet up to 
teach to Manfoul his law, fhould myfelf live fenfelefe 
and fottiflily here, and be one of the firft found in 
tranfgreffion : this tranfgrpffion alfo fell within my pre- 
cindls. I Jhould have cried opt againft the wickednefs^ 
but I let Manfoul lye wallowing in it, until it had driven 
Emmanuel from its borders." With thefe things he 
alfo charged all the lords and gentry of Manfoul to the 
almoft diflra^iing of them. 

About this time alfo there was a great ficknefs in the 
A great fick- Towu of Manfoul, and moft of the inhabi* 
weft in Man- tants Were greatly afflided. Yea, the cap^ 
^** * fains alio, and men of war^ were brought 
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thereby to a lahguifliing condition, and that for a long 
time together ; fo that, in cafe of invafion, nothing 
could to purpofe now have been done, either by the 
jownfmen or field-officers. Oh, how many jj^^ ^^ ^^ . 
pale faces, weak hands, feeble knees, and 13- Rew Hi, %. 
ftaggering men, were now feen to walk in ** "*' *^' 
the ftreets of Manfoul ! Here were groans, there pants^ 
and yonder lay thofe that were ready to faint. 

The garments too, which Emmanuel had given them, 
were but in a very forry cafe : fpme were .

rent, iome were torn,and all in a nafty con- wcaknefo botS 
jdition; fome alfo did hang fo lopfely upon and'^Jas^^*' 
them, that the next bufh they came at was 
ready to pluck them off. . 

After fome time fpent in this fad and defolate condi- 
tiqn, the fubordinate Preacher called for a day of fail* 
ing, and to humble themfelves for their be- Boanergeg 
Ing fo wickied againft the great Shaddai and doth pi^each 
his Sou; and he defined that Captain Boan- *®^*". "• 
erges would preach. So he confented to do it, and the 
day was come, and his text was this, *^ Gut it down, 
why cumbercth it the ground ?*' And a very fmart 
fermon he made upon the place. Firft, he (hewed what 
was the occafion of the words, to wit, Becaufe the fig- 
tree was barren ; then he (hewed what was contained ia 
the ftntence, to wit. Repentance, or utter defolatioil. 
He then (hewed alfo by whofe authority -this, fentence 
was pronounced, and that was by Shaddai himfelf. 
And, laftly, he (hewed the reafons of the point; and 
then concluded his fermon. But be was very pertinent 
in the application, infomuch that he made Theyare;much 
poor Manfoul tremble; Yor this fermon, as afic<ae<i.* 
well as the former, wrought much. upon the hearts of 
^e jn^n of Maofofll j yea, it greatly helped to keep 
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awake thofe that were roufed by the preaching that 
went before : fo that now, throughout the wh^le town, 
there was little or nothing to be heard or feen but for- 
row, and mc.^irning, and woe.. 

Now, after fermonthey got together, and confuked 
They confuit ^^^^ was beft to be done. But, faid the 
what to do. fubordinatc Preacher, I will <lo nothing of 
"mine own head, without advifing with my neighbour 
Mr Gpdly-fear. 

For if he had afore, and underftood more of the mind 
tof our Prince than we, I do not know but he ^fo may 
have it now, even now vve are turning again to virtue* 
So rhey called and fent for Mr Godly-fear, and he ^orihT 
with appeared ; then they defired that he would forth-j- 
with fhew his opinion about what they had beft to do. 
Then faid the old gentleman as followeth : " It i8 my 
Mr Godly. Opinion that this, town of Manfoul fliould, 
fear's advice, j^ this day of her diftrcfs, draw: upi and 
fendj an humble petition to their offended Prince Em*- 
jnanuel, Jhat he, in his favour and grace, will turn a- 
^ain \into you, and not keep anger for ever.'* 

When the Townfmen had heard this fpeech, they 
They fend the .^M^ ^'^^^ ^^^ confent agree to his advice^ fo 
toTd Mayor they, did prefently draw up their re^queft: 
and the next was. But who (hall carry it? 
At laft they did all agree to fend it by my Lord Mayor* 
So he accepted of the fervice, and addreffed himfelf to 
ias journey, and went and came to th^ court of bhad- 
d^if whither Emmanuel the Prince of Manfoul was 
:gOBe. ' But the gate was fliut, and a ftridl watch kept 
|:hereat ; fo that th^ petitioner was forced to ftand with- 
out for a great while together. Then he defir^d that 
fome would go. in to the Prince, and tell him who ftood 
^t the gate, and what his buiinefe was. So one went 
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and toM to Shaddai, and to Emmanuel his Son, that 
the Lord Mayor of the town of Manluul flood with* 
out at the gate of the King's court, defirihg to be adr 
mitted into the prefence of the Prince, the King's Son,: ' 
he alfo told what was the Lord Mayor's er- ... 

rand both to the King and his Son Emma- 
nuel. But the Prince would not come down, nor admit 
that the gate ihould be opened to him ; but fent him ait 
anfwer to this effed:: " They have turned jenii. 27,^8. 
their back unto me, and not their face ; but a dreadful 
now, in the time of their trouble, they fay 
to me, Arife and fave us. But can they not now go to 
Mr Carnal Security, to whom they went when they 
turned from me, and make him their leader, their lord, 
and their proteftor ? why now' in their trouble do they 
Tifit me, fince in their profperity they went aftray?" 

This anfwer made my Lord Mayor look black in the 
face ; it troubled, it perplexed, it rent him 
fore : arid now he began again to fee what it ^°^' *^' 
was to be familiar with Diabolonians, fuch as Mr Car-* 
nal Security was. When be faw that at The Lord 
Court (as yet) there was little help to be ex- Mayor rcturq* 
pefted either for himfelf or friends in Man- " °^' 
foul, he fmote upon his bread, and returned weeping, 
an^ all the way bewailing the lamentable ftate of Man- 
foul.. , - 

/Weil, when he was come within fight of the Town, 
the elders and chief of the people of Manfoul went out 
at the gate to meet him, and to falute him, and to know 
how he fped at Court ; but he told them his*tale in fo. 
doleful a manner that they all cried out, and mourned 
and, wept. Wherefore they threw afties and The ftate of 
duft upon their hpads, and put fackcloth ^*"^^^* •*"^- 
upon their loins, and went crying out throughout" 
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The whole ^^^ Town of Manfoul ; the which^ v^hetk 
Towncaft the reft of the townsfolk faw,. they all 
**''"' moufned and wept. This, therefore, was 

A day of rebuke and trouble, and of anguifh to the 
town of Manfoul,' ind alfo of great diftrefs. 

After fdme time, when they had fomewhat refrained 
They confuit themfclveSj they came together to confult 
Godiyfcar's again what by them was yet to be done; 
advice. and they afked advice, as they did before, 

of that reverend Mr Godly-fear, who told them, that 
there was no way better than to do as they had done ; 
nor would hc that they fliould be difcouraged at all with 
what they had met with at Court, yea,' though feveraf 
of their petitions fliould be anfwered with nought but 
filence or rebuke. For, faid he^ it is the way of the 
wife Shaddai to make men wait and to exercife patience ; 
and it fhould be the way of them in want to be willing 
to ftay his leifure. 

Then they took courage, and feiit again atid again^ 
and again and again : for there was not now one day^ 
nor an hour, that went over Manfoul's head wherein a 
Bchqid the man might not have met upon the road one.^ 
^ckflWin? or other riding poft, founding the hotfl from 
feintawakcncd Manfoul to the Court of the King Shaddai ; 
and all with letters petitionary in behalf of (and for ^e 
Prince's return to) Manfoul. 

The road, I fay, was now full of meffengers goin^ 
Groaning.de. and returning, and meeting one another, 
fifci. fome from the Court, and fome from Man- 

foul ; and this was the work of the miferable town of 
Manfoul all that long, that fliarp, that cold, and tedious 
winter. 

Now, if you have not forgot, you may remember 
A memento, that I told you before, that after Emmanuel 

had 
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had taken Manfoul, yea, and after that he had new-, 
modelled the Town, there remained, in feveral lurking 
places of the Corporation, many of the qld Diabolo* 
nians, that either came with the tyrant when he invad- 
ed and took the Town, or had been there by reafon of 
unlawful mixtures ; their birth and breeding, and 
bringing up, and their holdsj dens, and lurking places, 
tvere in, under, or about, the Wall of the Town. Some 
of their names are the Lord Fornication, the Lord A- 
dultery, the Lord Murder, the Lord Anger, the Lord 
Lafcivioufnefs, the Lord Deceit, the Lord Evil-eye, the 
Lord Blafpheray, and that horrible villain the old and 
dangerous Lord CbVetoufnjsfs. , Thefe (as I told you) 
with many more, had yet their abode in the town of 
Manfoul, and that after that Ertimanuel had driven 
their prince Diabolus out of the Caftle. '[ 

Againft thefe the good Prince did grant a commiffiba 
to the Lbrd Willbewill and others> yea, to the whole! 
town of, Manfoul, to feek, take, fecure^ and deftroy; 
any, or* all that they could lay hands on ; for that they 
were Diaboloniaris hy tiatUre, enemies to the Prince^ 
and thofe that fought to ruin the blefled town of Man- 
foul; But the Town did , not purfue this warrant, but 
negle(5led to look after, to apprehend, to j^nf^^i y^^^^^ 
fecure, and to deftroy thefe Diaboloniaris. cd not the 
Wherefore, what do thefe villains, but, by uonTnV'pul 
degrees, take courage to j[)Ut forth their '^'s commiffioii 
heads, and to (hew themfelves to the inha- 
bitants of the Town ? Yea, and, as I Wa$ f 6ld, fome 
of the men of Manfoul grew too familiar with fome of 
them, to the forrow of the Corporation, &s you yet vt'ili 
hear more of in time and place. 

Well, when the Diabolonian lords' that were leftj^ef-^ 
ceived that Manfoul had, through fmning, offended 
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Emmanuel their Prince, and that he had withdrawn 
himfelf and was gone, what do they but plot the ruin 
The Diaboio. of the town of Manfoul. So upon a time 
nian's plot, ^j^gy ^^^ together at the hold of one Mr 
Mifchief, who alio was a Diabolonian, and there con- 
fulted how they might deliver Up Manfoul into the 
hands of Diabolns again. Now fome advifed one way, 
and fome another, every man according to his 6wn 
liking. At laft my lord Lafcivioufnefs propounded 
whether it might not be bed, in the firft place, for 
fome of thofe that were Diabolonians in Manfoul, to 
adventure to offer themfelves for fervants to fome of the 
natives of the Town ; for, faid he, if they do fo, and 
Manfoul (hall accept of them, they may for us, and for 
Diabolus our lord, make the taking of the town of 
Manfoul n^ore eafy than otherwife it would be. But 
then flood up the Lord Murder, and faid. This may not 
be done at tais time, for Manfoul is now in a kind of 
rage, becaufe by our friend Mr Carnal Security (heliath 
been once infnared already^ and made to offend againft 
her Prince ; and how fhall fhe reconcile herfelf unto her 
Lord again, but by the heads of thefe men ? Befides, we 
know that they have in commiilion to take and flay us 
wherever they fhall find us ; let us therefore be wife as 
foxes : when we are^dead we can do them no hurt, but 
while we Uve we may. Thus, when they had tofTed 
the matter to and fro, they jointly agreed that a letter 
Tbey ftnd tQ fhould forthwith be fent away to Diabolus 
Hdlforadvicc. j^ ^y^^y ^^^^^ ^^ ^j^j^^ the flate of the 

town of Manfoul fhould be fhewed him^ and how 
much it Is under the frowns of their Prince ; we may 
alfo^ f^d fome, let him know our intentionSi and afk 
of hica Lis advice in the cafe.

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So a letter was prcfcntly framed, the contents of 
which was thus : 

To Qtir great Lordy the Prince Diabolus^ dwelling below 
in the infernal Cave. 

" f\ Great Father and mighty Prince The copy of 

Vy Diabolus, we, the true Diabolo- t»«ir letter. 
ttians, yet remaining in the rebeliious town of Mahfbii?, 
having received our beings from thee, and our nourifh^ 
ment at thy hands, cannot, with content and quiet, en- 
dure, to behold, as we do this day, how thou art dif- 
pfaifed, difgraced, and reproached, among the inhabit- 
iants of this Town ; nor is thy long abfence at all de» 
lightful to ns, becaufe greatly to our detriment. 

» ** The reaibn of this our writing unto our Lofd is^ 
for that we are not altogether without hope, that this 
Town may become thy habitation again ; for it is great- 
ly dedined from its Prince Emmanuel, and he is up*^ 
rifen, and is departed from them j yea, and thoiig^. 
they fend, and fend, and fend, and fend, after him to 
return to them, yet can they not prevail, nor get. go^d 
words from him. 

** There has been alfo of hte, and is yet remaining^ 
a very great i^cknefs and faintings among them, and that 
not only upon the poorer fort of the Town, but upoii 
the lords, captains, and chief gentry of the place, (.w4 
only who are of the Diabolonians by nature remain well| 
lively, and ftrong) ; fo that through their great tranf- 
greflion on the one hand, and their dangerous ficknefs 
OH the other, we judge they Ke open to thy hand and 
power. If, therefore, it fhall ftand with thy horrible 
cunning, and with. the cunning of the reft of the prin- 
ces with thee, to come and make an attempt to take 
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Manfoul again, ' fend us word, and ^we ihall to our ut- 
moft power be ready to deliver it into thy hand. Or, 
if what we have faid fhall not by thy fatherhood be 
thought beft and moft meet to be done, fcQd us thy 
mind in a few words^ and we arp all ready to follow 
thy counfel, to the hazardinjg of oqr lives, aad what 
elfe we have, •- 

" Given under our hands, after a clofe confuUation 
at the houfe of Mr Mifchief, who yet is alive, and 
* hath his place in our deiirable town of Manfoul/' 

When Mr Profane (for he was the carrier) was come 
Mr Profane with his letter to. Hellgate-hill, he knocked 
tcTto Hc5-^^" at the brafen gate for entrance. Then di<J 
^tc-hiii, and Ccrbcrus the porter (for he is the keeper of 
?7rK8\h'c that gate) open to Mr Profane, to whom he 
Tpiprtcr. . delivered his letter, which he had brought 
from the Diabolonians in Manfoul. So he carried it in, 
sind prefented it to Diabolus his lord ; and faid, Tidings, 
my Lord, from Manfoul, and fropi pur trufty friends 
there. , ; 

Then came together from all places of the den, Beel^ 
a:et)ub, Lucifer, Apollyori, with the reft of the rabble* 
ment there, to hear what news from Manfoul. So the 
letter was broken up and read, and Cerberus he flood 
by. When the letter was openly r^^id, and the con-? 
tients thereof fpread into all the corners of the den, com- 
1^ . , mand was given, that, without let or ftop, 
ben, and how Dcad-mau s-bell mould be rung tor joy. bo 
It went. ^j^g jjgjj ^^g rung, and the princes rejoiced 

that Manfoul was like to come to ruin. Now the clap- 
per of the bell went, " The town of Manfoul is com- 
ing with us to dwell ]; make room for the town of M^in^ 

foul," 
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fouL'^ This bell, therefore, they did fing, becaufe 
they did hope that they ftiall have Manfoul again. 

Now, when they had performed this their horriblfe 
ceremony, they got together again to confult what an- 
fwer to fend to their friends in Manfoul ; and fome ad- 
vifed one thing, and feme another : h]it at length, be- 
caufe the bufinefs required halle, they left the whole 
management to the prince Diabolus, judging him thfe 
moft proper lord of the place. So he drew up a letter 
as he thought fit, in anfwer to what Mr Profane had 
brought, and fent it to the Diabolonians that did dwell 
in Manfoul, by the fame hand that had brought theim 
to him. And this was the contents thereof. 

' To our offsprings tbi high and mighty Diabolonians 4 
that yet dwell in the town of Manfoul^ Diabolus^ 
the great prince of Manfoul^ nvijhes a profperous 
iffue and conclufon of tbefe many brave enterprife}^ 
corifpiracieSy anddefigns^ that you ^ of your love and 
^efpeS to our honour ^ have in your , hearts to attempt 
to do againji Manfoul. 

" TT^EJUOVED children and difciples, my Lord For- 
JlJ^ oieation, Adultery, and the reft, we have here 
in our defolate den received, to our higheft joy and con- 
tent, your .welcome; letter, by the hand of our trufty Mr 
Profane. And, to fhew how acceptable your tidings 
were, we rang put our bell for gladncfs; for we rejoi- 
jced as much as we could, when we perceived that yet 
we had friends in Manfoul, and fuch as fought oijr 
honour , and revenge in the town of Manfoul. We 
alfo rejoiced to hear that they are in a degenerated con^ 
ditlon, and that they have offended their Prince, ancji 
he is gone. Their ficknefs alfd pleafed us, as does alio 
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your h^ealth; might) and (Irength. Glad alfo would we 
be, right horribly beloved, could we get this Town into 
our clutches again : nor will we be fparin .; of fpending 
our wit, our cunning, our craft, and helliih inventions, 
to bring to a wished conclufion this your brave begin- 
ning in order thereto. 

*^ And take this for your comfort, (our birth and our 
ofispring), that, fhall we again furprife it and take it» 
we will attempt to put all your foes to the fword, and 
will make you the great lords and captains of the place* 
iNor need you fear (if ever we get it again) that we, af- 
*.ter that, (hall be caft out any more ; for we will come 
with more ftrength, and fo by far mjore faft hold, than 
at the firft we did. Bcfides, it is the law of that Prince 
Matf- xii.4^, that now they own, that, if we get th«m a 
'44> AS' fecond time, they fhall be ours for even 

" Do you, therefore, our trufty Diabolonians, yet 
more pry into, and endeavour to fpy out, the weaknefs 
of the town of Manfoul We alfo would that you 
yourfelves do attempt to weaken them more and moire. 
iJend us word alfo by what means you think we had 
bed attempt the regaining thereof ; viz. whether by 
perfualion to a vain and loofe life ; or, whether by 
tetnpting them to doubt and defpair ; or, whether by 
Wowing up the Town by the gun-powder of pride and 
fclf-conceit. Do you alfo, O ye brav^ Diabolpniana ind 
true forts of the Pit, be always in a readinels to make 
a moft hideous aflault within, when we fhall be ready 
to florm it without. Now fpeed you in your proje^, 
and we in our defxres, the utmofl power of Qur gates ; 
which is the wifh of your great Diabolus, MaufouVk 
enemy, and him that trembles when he thinks of judg- 
ment to comei All that the Pit can confer we vfiQi up* 
fen you, and fo we clofe up our letter.

This letter, as we faid, was fent to Manfoul, to the 
XMaboioniahs that yet remained there, and that yet ia- 
lisabited the wall, from the dark dungeon of 
Diabolus,, by the hand of Mr Profane, by 
whom they aifo in Manfoul fent theirs to the Pit. Now 
when this Mr Profane had made his return, and was 
come to Manfoul again, he went and came, as he was 
wontj to the houfe of Mr Mifchief ; for there Profahc comet 
was the conclave, and the place where the ^^on^eagaia, 
contrivers were met Now, when they faw that their 
meffenger was returned fafe and found, they wei e great- 
ly gladded thereat. Then he prefented them his letter 
which he had brought from Diabolus for them ; thet 
which, when they had read and confidered, did much 
augment their gladnefs. They aiked him after the wel- 
fare of their friends, as how .their LorJi Diabolus, Luci-^ 
fer, and Beelzebub did, with the reft of thofe of the den. 
To which this Profane made anfwer, *' Well, well, my 
Lords; they are well, even as well as can be in th«r 
place* They alfo, faid he» did ring for joy at reading 
of joiXT letter, as you will perceive by this, when ybii 
read it/' 

Nov^, as was faid, when they had read their letter, 
and perceived that it encouraged them in their work^ 
they fell to their wiay of contriving again, viz. bow they 
might complete their Diaboionian fcheme upon Maa« 
foul. And the firft thing that they agreed upon was,* 
to keep all things' from Manfoul as clofe as theycouldw 

Let it not be known, let not Manfmil be acquaintedl 
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with ^at wc defiga againft it. The next tbli^ w«;»^ 
how, or by what means, they fliould try to bring to 
pafs the ruin and overthrow of Manfoul; and onefald 
after this manner, and another faid after that^ Then* 
ftood up Mr Deceit, and faid, My right Diabolonian 
friends, our lords, and the high ones of the deep dun- 
geon, do propound unto tis thefe three ways : 

!• Whether we had beft to feek its ruin. by niaking 
of Manfoul loofe and Tain. 
.2. Or whether by driving them to dpubt and defpair/ 
3. Or whether by endeavouring to blow them up by , 
the gun-powder of pride and felf-conceit. 
i Now, I think, if we fhall tempt them to pride, that 
we may do fomething ; and, if we tempt them to wan- 
Take heed tonnefs, that may help. But, in my mind, if* 
Manfoul. we could drive them into defperation, that' 
would knock the nail on the head ; for then we £hould 
have them, in the firft place, queftion the truth of the, 
love of the heart of their. Prince towards them, and that, 
will difguft him much. This, if it works well, will 
tnake them leave off quickly their way offending peti- 
tions to him ; then farewell earneft folicitations for help! 
and fupply ; for then this conclufion lies naturally be-- 
fore them,- "As good do nothing, as do to nopurpofe// 
So to Mr Deceit they unanimoufly did confcnt.- • ' ' 
Then the next queftion was. But how fhallwe clo to 
bring this our project to pafs? And it Was anfwered. 
Take heed by the fame gentleman, that this might'

he) fo many of our friends as are willing to venture

Thefe things being thus fiif agreed Upon by them^ 
they Wrote another letter to Diabolus, andfent it by the 
•liind' of Mr Profane, the contents of which were thus:

Now^ aH the whik that the raging i:uaagates and 
bdHfli jbiabdlottians- were thus contriving The iM ftate 
the ruin of the town of Manfoul, they, to ®^ Manfoou 
wtii^ the poor Town itfelf^ was in a fa»d and woeful caic, 
piHly beestalet diey tiad fo grievoufly offended Shadd^n 
^d his Sbdi ahd partly beiewfe tliat their enemies th^e^ 
by got ftrength within them afre(h ; alnd alfo becau^ 
thoiigb they had by many petitions made fuit to the 
Prince EmmantteU arid to his Fatlter Shadd^t by hint» 
for their pardon and favour, yet hitherto obtained they 
nbt one fnlHe ; bnt contrarywiie, through the craft and 
fiibtilty of the domedic Diabolonians, their cloud was 
snide togrbw blacker and blacker, and thdr £mmanuel 
to ftand at further difhnce.

Profane ; and do give you to underftand, that when 
we had broken jt up, and had read the contents thereof, 
(to your amazing metopry be it fpoken), our yawning 
hollow-bellied place, where we are, made fo hideous 
and yelling a no'ife for joy, that the mountains that ft and 
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fi^uiul about HdUgate-hillliad like to have been fliaken 
U> pioccs tt the found thereof. 

^' We cociid alfo do no lefs than admire your fitith* 
fulnefa to U8» with the greatefl: of that fiibtility that 
. n&w hath ihe^ed itfdf to be in your heads to ierve iia 
againf): the town of ManfouL For you have invented 
for u$ fo ezcdient a method for our proceeding ag^inft 
that rebellious people, a more effi^&ual one cannot be 
thought .of by all the wits of Hell. The propofals, 
tberefosey which now at laft you have feht us, fincc we 
iaw t^em, we have done little elfe but highly approved 
and admired them. 

** Nay, wc fliall, to encourage you in the profondi- 
f y of your oraft, let you know, that, at a full aflembly 
and conclave of our princes and principalities of this 
place^ your projeA was difcourfed and tofTed from one 
fide of our cave to the other by their mightineiTes ; but 
a better, and, as was by themfelves judged, a more lit 
and proper way by all their wits could not be invented, 
to iurprife, take,, and make our own, the rebellious 
town of Manibul. ^ 

'^ Wherefore, in fine, all that was faid that varied 
from what you had in your letter propounded fell of ii«» 
felf to the ground, and yours only was ftuck to by Dia* 
bolus the prince; yea, his gaping gorge and yawning 
paunch was on fire to put your invention in execution, 

" We, therefore, give you to underftand> that our 
flout, furious, and unmerciful Diabolus is raifing, for 
your relief) and the ruin of the rebellious town of Man- 
foul, more than twenty thoufand Doubters, to come a* 
gainfl; that people ; they are all dout and ilurdy mea, 
and men that of old have been accuftomed to war, and 
that can therefore well endure the drum. I fay^ he is 
doing of this work of bis with all the poiiible ipeed he 
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can ; for his heart and fpirit is engaged in iL ' We de- 
fire, therefore, that as you have hitherto ftuck to tis, 
and given us both advice and encouragement thus far, 
that you ftill will profecute our defign ; nor ihall you 
lofe, but be gainers thereby ; yea^ we intend to make 
you the lords of Manfoul. 

'* One thing may not by any meabsbe omitted ; that 
is, thofe with us do defire that every one of you that 
are in Manfoul would dill ufe ail your power, cunning, 
and (kill, with delufive perfualions, yet to draw the 
town of Manfoul into more fin and wickednefs, eved 
that (in may be finifhed and bring forth death. 

'^ For thus it is concluded with us, that the more 
vile, fmful, and debauched the town of Manfoul is, 
the more backward will be their Emmanuel to come to 
their help, either by prefence or other relief; yea, the 
more finful the more weak, and fo the more unable they 
will be to make refiftance, when we fhall make our af* 
fault upon them to fwallow them up. Yea, that may 
caufe that their mighty Shaddai himfelf may caft them 
Take heed ^^^ of his proteSion ; yea, and fend for hb 
Mapfoui. captains and foldiers home^ with his flings 
and rams, and leave them naked and bare : and then 
the town of Manfoul will of itfelf open to us, and fall 
, as the fig into the mouth of the eater ; yea, to be fure, 
that we then, with a great deal of eafe, fhall come up« 
on her and overcome her. 

" As to the time of our coming upon Manfoul, we 
as yet have not fully refblved upon that, though at pre- 
sent fome of us think as you, that i mdrket-day, or a 
market-day at night, will certainly be the heft. How- 
ever, do you' be ready ; and when you fhall 
hear our roaring drum without, do you be 
as bufy to make the horrible confufion within ; fo Ihall 
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Manibul certainly be diftrefled before and behind, and 
fliall not know which way to betake herfelf for help. 
1^ Lord Lucifer^ my Lord Beelzebub, my Lord ApoW 
lyon, my Lord Legion, with the reft, falute you, aa 
does alfo my Lord Diabolus ; and we wifh both you, 
with all that you do or fhall poffefs, the very felf-famc 
fruit and fuccefsfor their doings as we ourfeWes at pre- 
fect enjoy for ours. 

**. From our dreadful confines in the moft fearful Pit 
we falute you, and fo do thofc many legions here 
with us, wifliiog you may be as hellilhly profpcr-s 
cms as we defire to be ourlelves. By the letter- 
carrier Mr Profane." 

Then Mr Profane addreffed himfelf for his return tor, 
Manfoul with hi& errand, from the horrible Pit to the 
I>iabolonians that dwell in that town. So he capie up 
die ftairsfrom the deep to the mouth of the More talk be- 
have where Cerberus was. Now, when tween Profane 
Cerberus faw him, he aiked how matters 
did go below, about and againft the town of ManfouL 
. Fr^i *' Things go as well as we can expcfl. The 
letter that I carried thither was highly approved and 
well liked by all my lords ; and I am returning to tell 
our Diabolonians fo. I have an anfwer to it here in my 
bofom, that I am fure will make our mafters that fent 
fent me glad ;. for the contents thereof is to encourage 
them to purfue their defign to the utmoft, and to be 
ready alfo to fall on within, when they (hall fee my 
lord Diabolus beleaguring of the town of Manfoul."

Sa, after a few more foeh knidi of ^cmplimeiita, Mr 
Profanetookhis'IeaTeofWfi^^id Gerbert^ aisdCev-* 
berus again, with a thou^nd^ of thest Pjt-wiiSx^f;^ Bcidi 
him hafte with alt ^eed- to, his maftei^ 'Thewhiidk 
when he had heard, he made obeiikQce^ Tmit iMgairtoi 
gather up his heefe tarmi.. 

Thus, therefore, he reC4imed,and' went and came tea 
MatifouF ; and, as ajgcrre^ to* tbehoufei-o£ Mr Mi^dUef, 
where he found the Diabolonians a{rembled,and waitiii|( 
fbr his returm Now, whea he wae^ come, ao^' had 
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prtftnte^ himfelf, he alfo delivered to them his letter^ 
And adjoined this compliment to them there- profane re- 
'With : ^ My lordSj from the confines of the ^"r^ed again 
Kt the high and mighty principalities and '^ ^"^"^^^ 
powers of the Den felute you here, the true Diabolo* 
nians of the town of Manfoul ; wifhihg you always the 
moft proper Off their bencdidlions^ for the greait fervice, 
high attempts, and bra^e atchievcments^ that yoti havd 
put your&tves upon for the reftoring to our prince Dia* 
bolus the famous town of ManfouL*' 

This waa, therefore,* the prefent 4ate of the mifci^- 
able town of ManfOul 2 flie had offended her Prince, 
and he was gone j flie had encouraged the powers or 
Hell by her fooliflinefs to come againft her, to feek her 
utter deftrudion. 

True, the town of Manfoul Was fomewhat made fcn- 
fiblc of her fin ; but the Diabolonians were gotten into> 
her bowels: fhe cried, but Emmanuel was gone, and 
her ari« did not fetch him as yet again. Befides; (he 
kdew not, whether ever or never he would return and 
come to his Manfottl* again ; nor did they know the 
power and induftry of tne enemy, nor how forward 
they were to put in execution that plot of Hell that thtf 
had devifed againft hen 

They did, indeed, ftill fend petitioft after petition to 
the Prince, Init he anfwercd all with filence. They did 
negledl: reformation, and that waa as Diabolus would 
have it j for he knew, if they regarded iniquity ih their 
heart> their King would not hear their prayers : they< 
therefore, did ftill grow weaker and weaker, and were 
as a rolling thing before the whirlwind- They cried to 
their King for help, and laid Diabolonians in their bo- 
ibm8;:whattfaerefore fhouldtheit King do to them? Yea, 
there fecmed nov' to be a mixture ia Manfoul, the Dia-* 
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bolohiaris and the Marifotilians wmitd walk (he ftreels 
together,; yea, they began to feek their peace ; for tbey 
thought that, fince the ficknefs had been fo tnOTtal in 
Manfoul, it was in vain to go to liandi-gnps with them. 
Befides, .the weaknefs of ManfoUl was the ftiength of 
their enemies, and the Cms of Manfoul the advantage 
of the Diaboldnians« The foe& of Manfoul did alfe 
now begirt to* promife to themfdve* the towtik for a poiJ- 
feffionj there was no grc^t diflference now betwixt Man^ 
ibulonians and DiabolonianS) both feemed to be mafiers 
^rManfouI. Yea, the Diaboloniaos inereafed and grew, 
Goodtho hts ^"^ ^^^ town of Mahfoul diminiiited 
gpiKi cortceptions, greatly. There were more than eleven 
and good dtfires. ^houfand of men, women, and t:hadrcn, 
that died by the ficknefs in Manfoul. 

But now, as Shaddai ^oiild have it, there was bne 
whofe name was Mr Pry well, a great lover of the peo^ 
The ftoryof pW of Manfoul. And he, as his manner 
Mr Prywd!. ^^^g^ ^jj g^ Kfteniog up and down in Maa« 
foul, to fee and hear, if at any time he mi^t, whether 
there was any ddign againftit or no ; for he was always 
a jealous inan, and feared fome mifeMdffom^time woald 
befalh^ cither from the IXabolonians within, orirom 
fome power without. Now, upon a time^ it fo hap- 
pened, as Mr Pry well weiit Hftening'hete and Atrty that 
Hedifcovcrfl he lighted upon a place csJled Vile-hill ih 
ttie DiJrtH)io- Manfoul, where the Diaboloniahs ufed to 
man pio^. / ^^^^ . j^ hearing ^ muttering, {you muft 
know that it was in the night) he foftly drdw near to 
hear ; nor had he ftood long under' the houfe-end (for 
there flood a houfe there) but he heard one confidently 
affirm, that it was not nor would not be long before 
Diabolus fliould poflefs himfelf again of Mfti^ul ; and 
that then the Diabolohians did intend ^ put all ManfoaU 
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laaetothdefword, and would kill and deftroy the King's 
capitainf, aod drive all his foldiers out of the Town. 

He iaid^ moreover, that he knew there were above 
tw^ty 4houiand fighting men prepared by Diabolu^ 
fo^the accompliihing.of thisdefign, and that it would 
npt be many months, b^ore they all fhould fec^ it. When 
MrPryw^l had he;^r.d this ftory, he did quickly be* 
lieve it wa$ trjue : wherefore he went forthwith to my 
Lord Moor's houfe, and acquainted him undcrd^ndmg. 
therewitti ; who fending for the fubordi- Coiifcicncc 
oale Preacher^ brake the buAnefs to him ; and he as 
ipon gave the alarm to the Town ; for he waa now the 
phief Preacher in Manibul, becaufe as yet my Lord Se^ 
qreiafy w^s |U at eafe. And this was the way that the 
fubordinate Preacher did take to alarm the Town ther$« 
with,. The fame hour hecaufed the ledure* Thefubordu 
bell to be rung, fo the people came toge- "»*« Preacher 
tber J he gav# them then a ihort.exhorta* 
if^QU to Wfitchfulaefsy and made Mr Pryweirs news the 
argttolMiat thiureof : " For/' faid he» " an horrible plot 
is c^mrived ag^inft Manfoul, even to mafTacre us all in 
a day^j Qpi: is the ftory to be flighted,, for Mr Pry well 
Is the author thereof. Mr Pry well was always a lover 
of Manfoijdi a fober ^nd judicious m.an> a ipan that is 
no tattler aor raifj^r of fal|e reports, but^pne that lovca 
to look into the very bottom of matters,. and talks nor- 
thing of news biM by very fqlid'arguments. 

" {^11 call him, and- ]^6fUj flxalj^hear him yoijr own 
felves;" fohe called him, and became and prrw^n teiu* 
fold his tale fo pun^ually, and affirmed its ^ nc^j to

When Matifoul heard all this, and hot beings ahte to

had faid. Wherefore they now fet afrefh fio^beWail their

courage, and that they would look after* their hanrne&, 
and make themfelves ready to give Difabolus battle by

When the captains heard this, they being always true 
lovers of the town of Manfoul, what do they, but, like 
fb many Samfons, fiiakel themfelves, and come toge- 
.They come ^^^^ *^ confult and cootrive bow to defeat 
^ogetber to thofc bold and hcllifli contrivances that were 
— * ^ upon the wheel, by the means of Diabolus 
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and Hid fiieiidft^ sgtinft the now iickly^ weakly, and 
oiticliittipoveiiihed town of Manfoul ; and they agreed 
Ujpon Chefe fdiowing particulars : 

I. That the gates of Manfoul fliould be kept fhut, 
and taade £fift with bars a^d^ks.; and -that ^^^^^ ^g^.

That a flrid fearch fhould 
be made for all kind of Diabolontans throughont the 
whole town of Manfoul; and that every man's houfe^ 
frofia-top to botlom^ ihould be looked into, and that too- 
houfe Iff houfC) that, if poffibie, a further Heb.siui^, 
difobv«y might be made of all Aick among '^* 
tbeoti'M had a hand in tbefe defigns* 

3. It was further eonduded upon. That wherefoever^

found, that event tho^ of the town of Manfoul^ who 
liad^givea them houie and harbour, fhouldi j«r.H.:54.an 
to thar vihame, . and the warning df other^i *^- ^«** ««v

4* It wias, .iiM>reover,.rdi)lyed by^the famous town

When the Corporation with their captains h)id tluis

made tbofe with whom any was found to do pebfto«e 
in the open place ; they kept their: faft, and renewed 
their petitions to thdr Prmce : and Mr PryweU mana« 
Me difchargis «^ ^^ diarge, and the truft that Maoibul 
it with fideii- bad put in hta h^ndsy with great; coniqience 
*^' • and good fidelity; for he|^?e himfelf wboU 
ly up to hit employ, and that not only witjbiAlhe Tqw»i

And^ not many days after) he proirided^ for his jimr* 
ney, and went towards Hellrgate-hill, :int0 the country 
where the Doubters were, where ho heacd.^of aU that 
had been talked of in Manfoul, aqd rbo perceiiv^d alfo 
that Diabolus was almoft ready for his march, ^€. -fe 
!]« cime hack with fpeedt ^udi callii^ the captains and 
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leldei^ of Manfoul together, he told tiiem where he had 
beefi, what he had heard, and what he had feeiu 

Particularly he told tbenis thatlKabolus was almofl: 
ready for his march, and that he had made He returns 
old Mr Incredulity, that once brake prifon w>tb p^ 
in Manfonl, the general of his army ; that "^^'' 
his laniiy coniifted all of Doubtins, and their number 
WIS above twenty thoufandw He told, moreover, that 
Diabdusdid intend to bring with hisi the chief princes 
€^ the infernal pit, and that he would make them chief 
oaiptains overhk Doubters. He told them, moreorer, 
that it was certainly true, that feveral of the black den 
would with Diabolus ricb reformadoes, to reduce the 
town of Manibul to the obedience of Diabolus their 
pniice. 

He faid, fhofeover, that he underftood by the DoubN 
ers, among whom he had bcMj that the reafoa'wfay 
old Tneredulity was made general of the whole army 
was, becaafe none tniep than he to the tyrant, and be* 
caufe he had ah implacable fpitt againft the we^iare .of 
the to«m of Manfoul. Betides, he faid, he remembers 
the affronts thart Manfoul has ^ven, and he is refolved 
to be revenged ci them.

Now, when the c^ptaind of Manfbal, ^ith the eid^ 
€rs of the Town, had heard the tidings that Mr Fryu 
well did bring, they thottgtit it expediefif , without fum 
ther delay, t^ put into execution the kw^ that agaitift 
the Diabolontans their Prince had made for them, add 
given them in commandment to nianage againft them; 
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Wherefore forth with a dilig^ and rmparttdl {Hatch Wbs 
made in 9II lioufes in Manfoul, for ail and all maunei^ of 
Pi^l>oloDians« Now, in the houfe of Mr Mind, and 
in the hpufe of the great Lord Willbewill, were two 
Diabolonians found, la Mr Mind*8,houfe was one Lord 
somcOiaboio- Covetoufttefa :found, but he had changed 
. Diana takeum his Qapde. to Prudent-thrifiy ; inmyJUord 
, comi^ttedto WillbewiU's hw^ one- Lafciviouibeft wns 
priroD. founds but he had changed bis name to 

Har mleis^mirth. Thefe two the captains and elders of 
the town of Manfoul took, and committed them to 
euftody,. under the band of Mr True^man the jailer j 
and this man handled them fo feverely, and loaded 
them fo well with iron$, that in time they both fell into 
a very deep confumptioh, and died in the prifon-houie : 
their mafters alfo, according to the agree« 
Wiiniwmand nient of the captains and elders, were 
md Mr Mind brought to dp penancc in the open plac6» 
take penance. ^^ ^^^^ fliamc, and for a warning to the reft 
of the town of ManfouL 

Now, tins was the manner of penance in tfapfe 
t^nance days ; the perfons offending, being made 
what. fenfiWe of the evil of their doings, were in- 

joined to open confefilon of their faults, and a ftri£t s- 
mendment of their lives. 

After this the captains and elders of Manfoul foUght 
yet to find out more Diabolonians wherever they lurk* 
ed^ whether in dens, caves, holes, vaulo, or where elfe 
be could, in or about the wall or town of Manfoul: but 
though they could plainly fee their footing, andfofoK 
low them by their trad and fmell to their holes, even to 
the mouths of their caves and dens, yet take themi hold 
tbeiOi and do ju%e upon them, they could not, their 
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tways were ^ crooked^ their holds fo ftrong, and they 
fo quick to take fanfltuary there. 

But Manfoul did now with fo ftiff an hand rule over 
the Diabolonians that were left, that they were dad to 
JEhrink into corners* Time Was when they durft walk 
topenly ajctd in the day, but now they were forced to 
embrace privacy and the night j time was whcri a Man* 
&ulian was their companioni *but now they counted 
them deadly enemies* This gpod change did Mr Pry- 
welfs intelligence make iii the famous town of Man« 
ibuL 

By thisr time Diabolus had fini{hed his arihy, which 
he intended to bring with him for the ruin of Manfoul^ 
and badiet over them captains and other' field-officers j 
fneh as itkcd his furious fton^ach beft ; himfelf was Lord 
jParamount, Incr^ulity was general of his Diaboius* 
army, their higheft captains (hall b^ named "'^^^' 
afterwards j but now for their officers, colours, and 
£;utcheoixs.

Thefe were their captains, and thefe were their for- 
ces, thefe were their ftandards, thefe were their colours, 
and thefe were their Ycutcheons. Now over thefe did 
the great Diabolus make fuperior captains, ind they 
were in number feveh ; as namely, the Lord Beelzebub, 
the Lord Lucifer, the Lord Legion, and the Lord Apol- 
lyon, the Lord Python, the Lord Cerberus, and the 
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Xord. Belial: thefe fcven he fet over the captakia^ and 
lacredulity was lord general^ and Diabolus was king. 

The reformadoes alfo, fuch as were like oiaboius his 
thfemfelveiBy were made fotne of them cap- ^^r ^om- 
^ns of hundreds, and fome of them cap- ^ ^^^^ * 
tains of more: and thus was the army of Incredulity 
completed. * » 

So. they fet out at Hell-gate-hill, (for there they had 
their rendezvous) from whence they came with aftraight 
courfe upon their march towards the town of Manfoul. 
Now, as was hinted before, the Town had, as Shs^ddai 
would have it, received from the mouth of Mr Pry- 
well the alarm of their coming before : wherefore they 
^t a ftrong vi^atch at the gates, and had' alfo doubled 
their guardb ; they alfo mounted their flings in good pla- 
ces, where they might conveniently caft but their great 
iiones to the annpyance.of the furious enemy. 

' Nor cbiild thefe Diabolonian§ that were in the town 
do that hurt as wasf defigned they (hould ; for Manfoul 
was now awake. .But, alas! poor people, they were 
ibrely affiriglited at the firtf appearance.of their foes, and 
at their fitting down bfefore the Town, efpecially when 
they h^ard the roaring of theif drum : 'this, 
to fpeak truth, was amazingly hideojiis to 
heat, it frighted aH mertfeven miles round, if they 
were bitt awake and heard it. The ftreaming of their 
colours Was alfo terrible and dejeding to behotd. f 

When Diabolus was come up againft the Town, 
firft he made his approach to Ear-gate, and . 
gave it a furious aflault, fuppofing (as it airaute ^on 
iccms) that his friends, in Manfoul had. been j^'jj^^^fi'^f"^ 
ready to do the work within;; but care was 
taken of that before by th^ vigilance of the captains.

bimfcif. and his men in the field, without the reach

Now, haying intrenched him&If, hedidcaft up four 
mounts againd the Town ; the firft be called Mount

to. Mount Megaire^ and Mount Tifiphonc; for thcfc 
are the names of the dreadful Furies of heik Tfaut he 
began to play his game with Manfoul, and td ferre it as 
doth the lion his prey, even to make it fall before bis 
terror* But, a^ I faid, the captains ^Lad fddidrs rdfifted 

'fo ftoutly, and did fuch executi()n with their ftones, 
thzt they made him (though againft ftomacb) to retreat; 

'wherefore Manfoul began to take courage. 

^ Now, upon Mount Diabolus, which was raiied on 
Piaboiufi* ?he north^fidc of the Town, therd did the 
ftandard fct tyrant fet up his ilandard, aind a feaiiiil thing 

^^- it was to behold j for he had wrought in it 

by deviHfli drt,' after the manner of a 'fcutcheon, «i 

jtarmngfiQme^ fcar^l to beheld, ^d the pidureof il^a»- 

foul burning in it. * - » 

When Dfabolus had thus done, he commanded that 

HcWshi^ his drummer (houldei^ery night approach 

drummer tp thc walls of the towu of ManfouI, and.ib 

cfttaparey., 1^^^^ a parley J the command was to do it 

every nijght, for in the day-time they annoyed him with 

^ • their 
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their flings : for the tyrant (aid, that be had a miad to 
parley with the now-trembling town oi Manibul, aiid 
he commanded that the drums fliould b«at every night, 
that through wearinefs they might at laft, if pofliWe^ (at 
the firft they vrere unwilHng, yet) be forced to do it. 

St this dtinnmer di4 as commanded^ hearofe and did 
beat his drumf ; but when his drum did go, if one look- 
ed towaord the town of Maufoul, " behold, ,- 
*^ darknefs and forrow, and the light Was 
" darkened in the heaven thereof/* No voice was ever 
heard upon earth more terrible, except the v<»ce of 
Sfaaddai when he fpeaketh. But how did Manfoui 
Manfoul tremble ! it now looked for nothing *'«»We«. ^ 
but forthwith to be fwaHowed up. 

When this drummer hatS beaten for a parley, be made 
this fpeech to Manfoul : ^ My mailer has Hmmmtr't 
bid me tell you, that if yc will wilRngly fub- ^^"^^ . 
mit, you fhall have the good of the earth j but if ye 
fliall be ftubfaorn, he is refolved to take you bv force.** 
But, by that the fugitive had done beating of bis drum 
the people of Manfoul had betaken themfelyes to the 
captains that were in the Caftle, fo that tha*e was none 
to regard nor to give this drummer an anfwer } fp he 
proceeded no further that night, but returned again to 
his mafter to the pamp. 

When Dtabollis faw that by drumming) he could not 
work out Manfoul to his will, the ne^t night he fendeth 
his drummer without his drum, ftill to let HcUfent 
the townfmen know that he had a mind to without hin 
parley with them. But, whert allcame to ^^°^' 
all, his parley was turned into a fummons to the Town 
to deliver up themfelves ; but they neither gave him 
heed nor hearing ; for they remembered what, at firft, 
it coft them to hear him a few words, . 

The- 
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. The neact night he fends ^ga^n^ and then who fliould 
be his melTenger to Manfoul but the terrible Captain Se- 
pulchre ? So Captain Sepulchre came up to the walls of 
jVla.afoul, and made this oration to the Town : 
. **Oye inhabitants of the rebellious town of Manfoql^ 
I fummon you, in^ the name ef the prince 
iJoSb/"'*' r>iabolus, that without any more ado you 
Captain Scpui- fet Open the gates of your Town^ and ad- 
^ "' :mil the great lord to come in ; but if yoa 

ftill rebel, when we have taken to us the Town by 
force, we will fwallow you up as the grave : wherefore, 
if you will hearken to my fummons, fay fo ; and if 
not, then let me know. 

" The reafon of this my fummons,*' quoth he, " is, 

. for thit my lord is your undoubted prince and lord, as 
you yoUrfelves have formerly owned. Nor fliall that 
aflault which was given to my lord, when Emmanuel 

' dealt fo diftionourably by him, prevail with him to lofc 
his right, and to forbear to attempt to recover his own. 
Confider then, O Manfoul, with thyfelf, wilt thou 
fliow thyfdf peaceably or not ? If thou (halt quietly 
yield up thyfelf, then our old friendfhip Ihall be renew- 

• ed ; but if thou {halt refufe and rebel, then e:scped no^ 

• thing but fire and fword." 

When the languifiiing town of Manfoul had heard 
'Hiey anfwer this fummouer and his fummons, they were 
him not. yg{ xnore put to their dumps, but made to 
the captain no anfwer at all ; fo away he went, as he 
came. 

But after fome confultation among themfelves, as al- 
They addrefs ^^ "^^^^ ^^^^ of their Captains, they applied' 
themfcivc»to themfelves afreflx to the Lord Secretary for 
i^rdlcc^tary. coyufel and advice from him j for this Lord 

Secretary 
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Secrctaty was their chief Preacher, (as alfo is men- 
tioned fome pages before), only now be was /// at fafe } 
and of him thej begged favour, in thofe two or three 
things : 

1. That he would look comfortably .upon them, and 
not keep himfelf fo much retired from them as former- 
ly ; alfo, that he would be prevailed with to give them 
a hearing, while they fhould make known their mifeff^ 
able condition to him. But to this he told them as htr. 
fore, " That as yet he was but ill at cafe, and therefore 
could not do as he had formerly done.'* 

2. The fecond thing that they dcftred was. That he, 
would be pleafed to give them his advice, about theic 
now fo important affairs ; for that Diabolus was come 
;and fet down before the Town with no le^ than twenty 
thoufand Doubters : they faid, moreover, that both he 
and his captains were cruel men, and:thatjthey were a- 
fraid of them. But to this he faid, "You mufl: Ipok to 
the law of the Prince, and there fee whatis Uid iipoa 
you to do." 

3. Then they defiriSd that his Highnefs .wqu14 help 
them to fram€ a petition to Shaddai,.' and :untQ £mma-^ 
nuel his Son; and that he would fej: His own h^nd

*' For," faid they, ** my Lord, many a one hav^ ive 
fent, but can get no anfwer of peace ; but now, furely, 
one with thy hand unto it may obtain good for Man- 
foul." ; . ; 

But all the arifwet that he gave to this was, " That 
they had offended their Emniauuel, and had The caufe of 
alfo grieved himfelf; and that therefore hUbeinjiUat 
they muft,' as yet, partake of their own de- ^*^^* 
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Tilid anfwcr df the Lord Secretary fell iike amH£biie 
upon them ; yea, it cruiiied them fo, that they could 
Aot tell what to do : y^t they durft not eoosply i«rith the 
demands of Diabolus, nor with the demands of hb cap^ 
Lam. 1, 3, Um^. fio then here were the ftraits ttiat the 
The fed ftraiti towtt of Maftfoul waa betwixi: whtD the 

^enemy came upon her ;. her foes were res^y 
to fwallow h&c upi» and her friends didi forbear to help 
her, ' !^ '. ■ 

^ Then flood up my Lord Mayor^ who& tiamt! wa^ 
my Lord Underftanding, and he hegan to pick aad 
pick; until he had picked comfort oxMLx^S that&eming- 
ly bitter faying of my Lord Secretary ; for thus he dcA 

canted upon it : *^ For/' faid bei " th« 
upStt^hcLoit^ uttavoidabiy follows upcm Ae feying of wy 
f^^'^ Lord's, that we muft yet fnflfbr far pur fins^ 
^^ V 2. ** But/' quoth he, *^ the word yet foiunda 

as if at fi^ w« {kould be iaved from our enemies ; and 
that, after a few more forrows, £atmanud will cooi^e 
and be our help/' Now the Lord Mayor wis the more 
tritkal in his dealing with the Secretary's words, be- 
caufe my Lord was more than a pflx>phet % and becauft 
none of his words were fuch, but that at all times they 
Were moft exactly fignificant, and the townfmen- were 
allowed to pry into theiP) and to- expound them to their

So they took their leave of «iy Lord,, and returaed, 
and went, and came to the captains, to whom they did 
tell what my Lord high Secretary had faid ; wlio, when 
they had heard it, were all of the fame opinion as was

(for this was done ovef night) and remembering that 
by the laiy of Manfoul aft Diabolonians %ere to die, 
and to be fure they were at leaft by fathers fide fucK, 

^ and fome fty by mother's fide too ; What does he but 
takes them and jputs them in chaidsf and carries theoi! 
to the felf-faime place where my Lord hanged his twd 
4)e£3re, and there he hanged them. 

The townfmen alfo took great encouragement at this 
aa of Mr Miiid, and did what thpy could Manfdui feta- 
to have taken foihe more of thefe Diabdo- gainft the Di*. 
;hian8, troublcrs of Manfoul; but at that 
time the reft. lay fo quiet and clofe that they, could not 
be apprehended ; fo they fet againft them a diligent 
watch, and went every man to his place. 

I told you a little before, that Diabolus and his surmy 
were femewhatabafhed and difcouraged at the fight of 
what my Lord Willbewill did, wben he 
hanged up thefe two young Diabolonians ; JjJn'Jfe^^^^^ 
but his difcouragetnent quickly turned itfclf cd intoturioui 
into furious madneis and rage againft the " "* • 
town of Manfoul, and. fight it he would. Alfo the. 

townfmen

dMfanfoulifliouid be forely put to it at the firft, yer^thfc 
yiQiovf ihoiild inoft certaihly be Manfoul'd at teuj * 
t So Diabolus cbitittiaaded that bis driiMiidr fho.uld 
beat a charge' againil the Towh^ aiifl the (ratlins alfo 
that were id the Tovttk fouoded a.fcharge igaikft them j 
but they had no drum^ they were ^truttipets of filvar 
with which they founded againft them. Then thejr 
.With heart which wctc cJ* the camp of DiSbdIus came 
aad mouih. dowatothe Towft td take it | fahd tb* tap- 
tains in the caftte, with the flingeft at .Mi^th-gate, 
played upon them amain. And tiow the^e''W&^ nothing 
lie^rd in the canlp of Diaboluft btit hdfHble rag6 aHd 
biafphcmy ; but in the Tbwn good wordsj priy^, artd 
firighig of- pfalms r the eneniy rtplied with hiMtiWtf ob- 
jjeftioas, and the tettiWenefi of fheii* (feuni; bttt the 
Town made atifwer with the Baj^pfiftg of *tieir' ffingaf, 
and the melodious hpife of their trumpets; And thus 
the fight lafled forfeveral days togfetbefi only ftbtyr itud, 
then, they had fome fmall intermifOdn^ in th'e ti^hidh^tfii 
townfmen refrefhed tbemfelt^, and the captdns rftiadfc 
ready for another alTauh. 

. The x:afitains of Emmanuel w^e did in {i\ttt ar- 
mour, and the foidiers in that whick was o^ pt66f ; thfe 
foldiers of Diabolus were clad itt ifdn, Whichf wis made 
to give place to Emmanuers engine ffiot. In the .Town 
fome were hurt, and fome Were greatly wbuhdcA*Now, 
tbd worfk oa it was, a chirurgeon was &krce id Man- 
. fpul, 
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ManfoDl, for that Emmanuel ^t prefcnt wasabfent/ 
Howbeit, with the leaves of a tree the wounded were 
kept from dying; yet their wounds did RcT.xxii.i. 
greatly putrify^ and fome did grievoufly P^-^^^'"-;* 
ftink. Of the towttfincn thefe were wounded, t<$ wit* 

My Lord Reafon, he was wounded in the hea^f* 

Another that was wounded was the braTc who of Man- 
Lord Mayor» he was wounded in the eye. fo«' wrc 

Another that was wounded was Mr Mindi^^ 
he received his wotind about the flomachv 

The honeft fubordinate Preacher alfo, he repeived k 
(hot not far off from the heart ; but none of thefe were 
niortal. 

, Many alfo of the inferior fort virere n6t Hopcfiii 
only wounded, but flain out-right. thoojbts- 

^ Now in the canip of Diabblus were wound^ed and 
(Urn a confiderable number* l^or inftance, 

Captaia R^ge^ he wa^ wotondedy and fo \^omtbe 
was Captain CrutL camp of Dia-- 

Captain Damnation wa4 made to retreat, woi)nd!^Tapd 
and to intrench himfelf further off from fl«»"- 
Maofoul ; the ftandard alfo of Dtabolus was beaten 
down, and his ftandard-bearer. Captain Much-hurt, 
had his brains beaten out with a fling-ftone,^ to the no 
liitle grief and ibaole of his prince Diabolus. 

Many alfo of the Doubters were ^in outright, thongb 
enough of them are left alive to make Man* 
foul Sxake and totter. Now the viftory that d^^tmtLt 
dav being turned to Manfoul, did put great ^'J,*^^°^ 
valour into the tov^nfmen and chains, and 
did covier DiabpIusV camp with a cloud, but i*ithal it 
made them far more furious. So the next day Man- 
foul reftedy and commanded that the bdls Ihould be 
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rung ; the trumpets alfo joyfully founded, and the cap- 

tiLins (houted round the To\yn. 

My Lord Willbewill alfo was not idle, but did nota- 
ble fervice within againft the domeftics, or the Diabolo- 
nians, that were in the Town, not only by keeping; of 
them in awe, for he lighted on one at laft, whofe name 
Auy-thinff and ^^^ ^^^ Any-thing, a fellow of whom men- 
ivoofcfoot tion was made before ; for it was he, if you 
LoTvvfitbc^ remember, that brought the three fellows to 
wii. Diaholus, whom the Diabolomans took out 

of Captain Boanerges' companies, and that perfuaded 
tbem to lift themfelves under the tyrant, to fight againft 
the army of Shaddai. My Lord Willbewill did alfo 
take a notable Diabolonian, whofe name was Loofe«-v 
foot ; this Loofefoot was a fcout to the vagabonds in 
TVlanfouT^ and that did ufe to carry tidings out of Man- 
foul to the camp, and out of the camp to thofe of the . 
enemies in ManfouL. Both thefe my Lord fent away 
fafe to Mr True-man the jailer, with a commandment 
to keep ihenfi in irons ; for he intended then to have 
them out to be crucified, when it would be fbr the beft 
to the Corporation, and moft fbr the difcouragcment cf 
t^xc camp of the eqemi^Sr 

My .Lord Mayor alfo^ though ho could not ftir about 
fd much as formerly, becs^ule of the wound that he 
lately received, yet gave he out orders to aft that were 
the natives of Manfbul, to look to their watch, and 
ftand upon their giuir<}, and, as eceafion &ould ofier, 
to prove themfelves B^ien. 

Mr Confcience the Preacher, he alfo did liis Btmoft 
to keep all his good documents alive upon the hearts of 
the people of ManfouL • 

Well, a while after, the captains and ftout ones of 

the^town of .Manfoul agreed a&d refolved upon a time 

' to 
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to make ar (allf out upon the camp of . Dia- 
boltis ; .and this muft be done in the nig}>t, ^f,,u.^ri^^u 
and there was the foUy of Manfoul j (for, "p^^" ^^^^ cnf- 
the ni§ht is always the beft for the enemy, ^' 
but the word for Manfoul, to fight in j) but yet.th^y ; 
would do it, their courage was fo highj their laft vie* 
tory^alfo (liil iluck in their meinovies. 
. So the nig^t appointed being come, the Prince's brave, 
taptains caft lots who fliould lead the van in t.. . - . . .

m toiai new and delperate expeduion a-. the night.- 
^aitsft DiabotuSi and againjl bis Diabolo- Wbokd.the - 
niSLfk army i and the lot fell to Captain Ore- ^^' 
denc^, to Capt^dn £xperiencey and to Captain Good^ 
hope to lead the forlornf-hbpe. . (This Captain £^pe^ 
rienqe ibie Prince created fuch, when himfclf did refide* 
ifi t^e town of ManipuL) So, as' I faid, they m^de 
(heir ially out upon the army that lay in the Hege a-^ 
giaiiiiiithem; and .their bap was to fall in with How they 
the BMtn body of their fenemies. Now Dia^ ^^} °°- 
bolus and hiameni being escpertly accuiiomed to nigh^ 
work, took the aclarm.prefently, and were as ready to 
fftv^ thena battle as if they had fent them word, of their* 
coming; wherefore to it they went aftxain, and blow* 
vrere heard on cvtry fide : the hell-drum ajfo was beat; 
moft furioufly, while the trumpets of the Prince niioft 
fweetly founded. And thill the battle was joined ; ^tnd 
Captain Infatiable looked to the enemy's carriages, and 
waiced ^hen he flipuld receive feme prey. . 

The Prince's captains fought it floutly, beyond what 
indeed could be expe^Pted they fhould ; they They ^^ut 
wounded many, they made the whole army^'*^^^^' 
of Diabolus to make a retreat. • But I cannot tell bow, 
but the brave Captain Credence, Captain Good-hope, 
and Captain E^pei^ience* aa they were upon tbe pur- 
* tkz fuit, 
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fuity cuitiog down and fbHowisg hard ^er tlie enemy 
in the rear» Captain Cnedbnce ftumUed and feH, by 
c^ptam cre- wliich fall he caught fo great a hurt that he 
dcocchuru, ^ouid not rife, till Captain Experience did 
help bitn np: at which 4he2r men were put in diiV 
order t the Captain alfo ins fo ^11 of pain that he codd 
not forbear but aloud to cry out j at this the other two* 
The reft of captaius fainted, fuppofing that Captain Ore- 
^p oapts^it • dotce had receiired his mortal wound i rficir 
men alfo were more difordeted^ and had no 
lift to fight. Now, Diabolos hebg vety ob&nrifig, 
though at this time as ytithe wasput to^ worft^ per* 
ceiving that an halt y¥2LS made among the mefi that wete 
the purfuers, what does he^ hut taking it for grants 
that the captains were'dther wounded or dead, he there* 
fore at firft makes a j^nd, then faces about, and io comes 
up upon <ht Princess army with as much of hts fury m 
Diabofus ' hell could help him to j and his hap waft to 
ukn%cjmgtf faUinjuft among the three ©iptains, Captain 
Credence, Gapt^n Good^hope, and Captain Expiriende, ' 
and did cfUt, ilround, and pierce them fo di^adluliy^ thOi 
The frince'i what through difcouragement, what throij^h 
lorcet hfcaw- border, and what through the wounds Aat 
now they had received, and alfo the loft of much Mood, 
uiey fcarte were able, though they bad' for tbelf power 
the three heft ^ands in Manfdul, to get fafe into the 
hold again. 

Now, when the body bf the Princes af my faw how t 
-^ thefe three captions were put to the worft, 
faTmSes ^ they thou^ i^ their wifdom to mafe as fafe 
faifiti €at thdr and good a retreat as they could, and fo re- 
^^^^ turned by the fally-port again ; and fo there 

!Dvas at]t end of this prefent* aSion. But Diabolfis was 
io fluflied with the night- s work, that he promiiibd him- 
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iUi^iii a few dap, an eafy, compleat conqueft bk^uis 
over the town of Manfotil ; wherefore, on the >^"^^- 
day foUowiqg he comes up le the fides thereof with 
great boldneft, and demands entrance, and Hedemanfb 
that forthwith they deliver themfelveft up to ^^ ^9^* 
his government. ' (The Diabolontans, toef:i^t^ were 
within, they4>egaQto be foiaewhat briik, as we (hatt 
fliew afterwards.) 

But the valiant Lord Mayor* r^eplfed. That what he 
got he aiflft get by force j for as long as The Lord 
Emmanuel their Prince was aliye,' (though umos^ian- 
he at preCeat was not fo with tAiem as^ they ^^'^' 
wilhed,) they (hould never coafeat to yield Maodbul up 
to another. 

And with that the Lord WilftewiU ftood l^i and 
iatd, ^' Diabdus, tibiou mafterof the den, Bnve.wiiibe- 
and ei^my to all that is good^ we poor in* wj^'sfrwh- .- 
KaUtants of the town of jyiattfoul are too well ac^ 
quatnted with thy rule and government, and with the- 
end of theie things that for certain will follow fubmit-*' 
tipg to thee, to do it Wherefore, though, while we 
were without knowledge, we fufiered theeto take us^ 
(as the bird thatfaw not the fnare fell into the faanda of 
the fowler)^ ydt, ilnce we have been turned from.dark-* 
aefs to light, we have alfo been turned from the power 
of Satan to God* And though through thy fubtilty^ 
and alfo the fubtilty pf the Diabolonians within, we 
have fuftained much lofs^ aad alfo plunged purfelvea 
into much perplescity ; yet^ye up ourfelves, liaydowa 
our ^rm$, and yield to fo hordd a tyrant as« thbu, we 
(hall not ; die upon the. place, we chufe rather to da 
Befides, we have hopes that in < time deliverance TiriQ 
come from Court unto us, and thercfgre we yet will 
maintain a war againft thee."' 

Thw 
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This braye fpeech df (he Lord Willbeitill, With that 
The captaitis ^Ifo of the Lotd MayOr, did Tomewhat abate 
rncauragcd. ^^ boldoefs of Diabolus^ thougb it kiiidled 
the fury of his rage* It alfo fucc6ured the tbwnfmea 
and eaptftitis ; yeai it was a plaifter tp the briiye Cap- 
tain Credence his wouDd ; for yoU muft know that ^ 
brave ipecch riow, when the captains of the T0wq^ with- 
their men of war, came home routed, and when tb« 
eokiQy took cdui^agi and boklhefe at the fuccefe that he 
had obtained to draw up to the vralls, anddecaand en« 
trance, ad he'did^ was til feafon, and alfo adTantageaus* 

The Lord WillbewiU alfo did play the man within { 
for, while the captsdns and foldieris were in the fidld^ 
he was in the Town ; and whereyer by him there was 
a Diaboloiiian' found, they Were forced to fee! the weight 
of bis heavy band^ and alfo the ed^ of his p^s^etrathig; 
fword : many, therefore^ of the IXabdlotiiafis he wouftd* 
ad^ as the Lord CaViU the Lord Bri&^ the Lord Pfag« 
matick, aitd the Lord Mufmur ; federal ^lib. of tbe> 
m^mer fort be did forely maim, though there (ianoot at 
thi§ lime ao aecdvint be given you of any that he flew 
ptttr^t. Th^ caufe, or rather tb€ advanti^, that my 
Lord Willbewill. had at this time to do thus. Was, for 
that the captsuns were gone out to fight the enemy in 
the field: for now, thought the Diabolonians within^ 
is oiuir titnc to (lir atid make an Uproar in the Town. 
What do* they, therefore, but quickly get themfelves 
into a body, and fall forthwith to hurricaning in Man^ 
ibtii, as. if bow nothing but whirlwind and tempeft 
ibould be there : wherefore^ as I faid, he takes his op« 
WiDb^wiir* portunity to fall in among them-with his 
gattaptry. xskzvk^ cutting and flailing with coura^ that 
Wat undaunted \ at which the Diabolomaoa with all 

hftfte 
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hade difperfed themfdves ta their holds, andmy Lor4 
to his place as before. 

This brave afl: of my Lord didfomewbat revenge the 
xs^rong done by Diabolus to the captains, Nothing like 
and aifo did let them know that Manfoul faith to cru& 
was not to be parted with for the lofa of a * *"** 
viftory or two ; wherefore the wing Qf the tyrant was 
dipped agj^in as to boafting, I mean in comparifon of 
what he would have done if the Diabolonians had put 
the Town to the fame plight to which he had put the 
captains- 

^ Well, Diabolus yet refolves to have the other bout 
^ith Manfoul ; for, thought he, fince I beat them oncet 
I may beat them twice : wherefore he commanded his 
men to be ready at fuch an hour of the night to make 
a ffefti aflfault upon the' Town, and he gave it out ia 
/pecial that they &Quld bend all their force againft Feel- 
gate, and attempt to break into the Town hc tries t^hat 
through that: the word that then he did he can do upon 
give tohi^ officers and foldiers was HclUJire: feeijng or the 
And, faid he, if we break in upon them> Qhriaun«* 
as I wiih we do, either with fome or with all our force, 
I^t them that break ialook to it that they forget not the 
teord ; apd let nothing be heard in the town of Man- 
foul but Bettrfirf^ RelUJire^ HelUJire. The drummer 
Wa9 alfo to beat without ceafing, and the ftandard- 
bearers were to difplay their colours ; the foldiers too, 
were to put on what courage they could, and to fee thaj 
they played manfully their parts againft the Tbwtt; 

So the night was come, all things by the tyrant made 
ready for the work. He fuddenly makes hia affauft up- 
on Feel-gate; and, after he had a while ftruggled there, 
ke throws the gate wide open ; for the, truth Fcei-gai£ but 
iS5, thofe gates were but weak, and fo moft ^*^^ 

eafily 
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eafity made to yield. When Diabolus had thus far mads 
his attempt, he placed his captains, to wit. Torment 
and No-eisife, there ; fo he attempted to prcfs forward, 
but the Prince's captains came down upon htm,, and 
jxiade his entrance more difficult than he defired. And, 
to ipeak truth, they made what refiftance tliey could ; 
but three of their befl and moft valiant captains being 
^ wounded^ and by their woutnls made much incapable 
Thcfe thxtc ^^ «loing the Town that fervice they would, 
^ruins being (and all the reft having more than their 
£??be^cft d'o hands full of the Doubters and their cap- 
for the town tains that did follow Diabolus), they were 
« anou* overpowered with force, nor could they 
keep them out of the Town. Wherefore the Prince's 
men and their captains betook themfelves to the Cafile, 
;ls to the flrong hold of the Town : and this they did, 
partly for their own fecurity, partly for the fecurity of 
the Town, and partly, or rather chiefly, to prefcrve t(f 
Emmanuel the prerogative royal of Manfoul, for fo was 
the cattle of Manfoul. 

The captains, therefore, being fled into the Cattle, the 
enemy, without much refiftance, poffefs themfelves of 
the reft of the Town, and fpreading themfelves, as they 
went, into every corner, they cried out as they marched^ 
according to the command of the tyrant, HeU^fire^ HelU 
Jire^ Hell-^re; fo that nothing for a while throughout 
the town of Manfoul could be heard 6ut t%t dreadful 
noife of HelUJire^ together with the roaring of t)iaboW 
drum. And now did the clouds hang blac^ over Man- 
Th« fed fruits fo^'f "^^r to rcafou did any thing but ruin 
of apoftafy. feeoi to attend it. Diabolus atfo quartered 
his foldiers in the houfes of the inhabitants of the town 
of Manfoul ; yea, the fubordinate Preaclief's houfe was 
»s full of thefe outlandifh Doubters as ever it could bold, 

and* 
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<uidfo was my Lord Mayor's, and my Lord W^lbcwilla 
alfo ; yea, whttte was there a comer, a cottage, a barn, 
or a hog-ftiev that .now was not full ^f tliefe vermin? 
Yea, they turned the men of the Town, out of their 
houfcs, and would life in their beds, and fit* at their ta-*^ 
bles themfelves* Ah, poorManfouli now thou feel- 
cjft the fruits of fin, and what venom was in the flatter- 
ing words of Mr GarnalSecurity! They, made ^rjsat; 
havock of whatever they laid their hands on; ye^, 
they fired the town in feveral places j many q^^^ 
young children alfo were by them daihed Good and ten* 
in pieces, yea, thofe that were yet tinbom ^""^ ^^^^"fi^t^- 
they deftroyed in their mothers' wombs,: for you muft. 
needs think that it could not now be otherwife; fof. 
what confcience, what pity, what bowela, orcompaflion^ 
can any expedl at the hands of outlandiili' Doubters,^ ^ 
Many in Manfoul that were women,* both uoiy concqj-i . 
young and old, they forced, raviflied^ and tioosofgood., 
bcaft-llke abufed", (o that they fwooned, mifcaririetf, 
aj^d many of them died, and fo lay at the top of every ^ 
ftreet,. and in all by-places oft the Town*- . . - 

' And now did Manfoul feem to be nothing but a dea . 
of dragons, an emblem of hell, and a place of total 
darknefs. Now did Manfoul lie (almoft) like the bar*^ 
tea wildernefs ; nothing but nettles, briers,^ thorns, 
wpeds, and ftinking things, feemed now to cover tHe • 
face qt lyiaafoul. I Jold you before ho^ that thefe 
Diabplonian Doubters turned the men of Manfoul out , 
of their beds*, and now I will add, they * Reft, 
wounded them, they mauled them,. yea, and almoft. 
brained many of them : many, did I fay ? yea, moft, 
if not all of them* Mr Confcience they g^d work 
fo wcJupded, yea, and his w;ounds. fo fet- among the 
tered, that he could have no eafc day nor ^®^.'"^' , 

L 1 night, 
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night, but lay as if continually upon a rack ; (but that 
Shaddai rules all, certainly they had flain him outright*) 
My Lord Mayor they fo abufed that they almoft put 
out his eyes ; and had not my Lord Will- 
^rtkroiaJfpite bcwiU got into the Caftle, they intended to 
^d* *u^*"^ ^^^^ chopt him all to pieces ; for they did 
' ^^ \ look upon him (as his heart now ftood) to 
be one of the worft that was in Manfoul againft IXabo- 
lus and his crew. And, indeed, he hath (hewed himfelf 
a man, and more of his exploits you will hear of after- 
\frards. 

Now a man might haye walked for many days to- 
gether in Manfoul, and fcarce have feen one in the Town 
tnat looked like a religioils man. Oh the fearful ftate 
Thought, of Manfoul now! Now cvery-corncr fwarm- 
*cd with outlandilh Doubters; red coats and black coats 
' walked the town by clufters, and filled up all the houfes 
The fool full of with hideous noifes, vain fongs, lying ilo^ 
idle thoughts ries, and blafphemous language, . againft 
fcwafphews. Shaddai and his Son. Now alfo tbofe Dia- 
bolonians that lurked in the walls, and dens, and boles, 
that were in the town of Manfoul, came forth and 
ihewed therofclves ; yea, Walked with open face in 
company with the Doubters that were in Manfoul: yea, 
they had more boldhefs now to walk the ftrects, to 
haunt the houfes, and to (hew themfelves abfoadj^ than 
had any of" the honed inhabitants of the now woeful 
town of Manfoul. 

But Diabolus and his outlandi{h mea were not at 
peace in Manfoul ; for they were not there entertained 
as were the captains and forces of Emmanuel ; the 
townfmen did brow-beat them what they could : nor 
did. they partake or make deftruQ:ion of any of the 
neceffaries of ^anfoul but that which they feized on 

againft 
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againft the townfmen'a will ; what they could they hid 
from them, and what they could not they had with an 
ill-wilL Th^y, po6r hearts, had rather have had their 
roon^ than their company ; hut they were at prefent 
their captivea^ and their captives for the prefeat they 
were forced to be. But I fay, they difcoun- Rom..vii. ^ 
tenaaced them as much they^ were able, and (hewed 
them all the diflike that'they could. 
. The captains alfo from the Callle did hold them in 
continual play with their flings, to the cha- 
, fing and fretting of the minds of the ene- ^'J^^^;!^, 
mres* True, Diabolus made a great many «f the Catik- 
attempts to have broken open the gates of ^ 
|:hc Caftle, but Mr Godly-fear was made the keeper of 
that ; audi he was a man of fuch courage^ condu&,and 
vaJour, that it Vas in vain, as long as lire lafted with- 
ia him> to think to do that work, though moftly de- 
)(lre4: wherefore all the attempts that Diaboltis made 
ag^inft him were fruittefs, (I 'have wished fometimes 
that that man had had the whole rule of the town of 
Manfoul.) 

Weill this was the condition of the town of Maxir 
ibul for about two years and an half; the bo- i^hetoVn of 
dy of the Town was the feat of war, the Manfoui the 
people of the Town were driven into hbles, ^ ^^* * 
and the glory of Manfoul was laid in the duft : whal: 
reft then could be to the inhabitants, what peace could 
Manfoiil have> and what fun could fliine upon it ? Had 
the enemy lain (o long without in the plain agaioft the 
Town, it had been * enough to have familhed them : 
l>ut now when they fball be within, when the Town 
ihall be their tent, their trench and fort againft the 
Caftle that was in the Towhi when the Town (hall be 
agaiaft (he Tcwni and ihall ferve to be a defence to th$ > 
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enemies of her ftrength and life ; I fay, when they 
ihal} make ufe of the forts and town-holds to fecur^ 
themfflves in, even till they fhall take, fpoll, and de- 
, ^ molifti the Caftle*, this was terrible ; and 

^^ * yet this was now the ftate of the town of 
^IanfouL 

After the town of Manfoul had been In this fad and 
lamentable condition for fo long a titpe as I have told 
you, and no petitions that they prefented their Prince 
with (all this while) could prevail, the inhabitants of 
the Town, to wi|^ the elders and chief of Manfpui, 
gathered together, and after fome time fpent in condol- 
ing their milerablc judgment cpnjing ijpon thetp, they 
pigreed together to draw up yet another petition, and to 
itend it away to Emmanuel for relief. But Mr Grodly- 
fear ftood up, and anfwered. That he knew that hi? 
iir Godly- I^ord the Priucc never did, nor evpr would/ 
fear's advice receive a petitioa for thefe matters from the 
uETap^pn^ hand of any whoever, qnlefs tHeLordSe- 
td the Prince, cretary's hand was to it; and thisi quoth 
Ije, is the reafoa that you prevailed not all this while. 
Then they faid, they would draw up one, and get thp 
liprd Secretary s hand unto It. But Mr pofily-fear 
anfwered again, That he knew alfo \h^t the Lord Se- 
^ret^'ry would pot fet his hand to any petition that himr 
ielf had not an hand in compofing and drawing up ; 
»nd befides, faid he, the Prince doth know my Lor^ 
JSecretary^s. hand from all the hands in the world ; 
wherefore he cannot be deceived by any pretence what- 
ever: wherefore niy advice is, th^t you go to my Lord, 
and implore him to lend you his aid : (Now he did yet 
abide in the Caftje,^ where all the Captains and men at 
j^rms were.). * 

Sp |hey heartily thaftk^d Mr Godly-fear, took bte 

toi|nf$l| 
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comifeH ftnd did as he^had bidden thepi ; fo they w^nC 
and came to my Lord, and ma^e known the caufe of 
their coming to him, to wit> That fmce Manfoul was 
in fb deplorable a condition, his Highnefs would be 
pleafed rd undertake to draw up a petition for them ta 
Emmanuel, the Son of the mighty Shaddai, and ta 
their King and his Fatlicr, by Him. 
• Then faid the Secretary to them, '^ What petition is 
it that you would have me draw up for ^he Secretarr 
you ?** but they faid, " Our Lord -knows employe^ to .- 
beft the ftate and condition of ManfouJi and tit?^forMaa- 
how we are backflidden and degenerated ^°^^- -; 

from 'the Prince ; thou alfo khoweft who is come up to 
war agaihft us, aod hdw Mahfoul is now the feat* of 
war. My Lord knows, moreover, what barbarous 
ufage our men, women, and children, have >fuffered 
^ at ' their hands, and how our home-bred Diaboloniaris 
do walk now with more boldnefs than dare the townf- 
men in the ftreets of MiftfouU Let our Lord, there- 
fore, according to the wifdom of God that is in him^ 
dr^w up a petition for his poor fervants to bur Prince 
Emmanud;* ^ We«,V Taid the Lord Secretary, " I 
will -draw up a petition for you, and will alfo fet my 
hand thereto/' " TRen'' faid they, ^^ But when fliall we 
call for it at the hand of the Lord ?" but he anfweredi 
*' Yourfelves rauft be prefent at the doing of it ; yea, 
you muft put your defires to it. True, the hand and 
jpen (hall be mine, but the ink and paper muft be your's, 
elfe how can ypu fay it is your petition? Nor have I 
need to petition for myfelf, becaufe I have not ofFendw 
jcd/' 

•He alfo added as foUoweth : " No petition goes from 
me in rfiy name to the Prince, and fo to his Father by 
furpi t>u£ wheri the^ ^eo|>le th«t are cbiefl^. concerned 
- - - , therein 
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therein do join heart and foul ia the matter; for that 
inuft be ioferted therein/* 

< $o they heartily did agree with the fentence of thn 
The petitton I*ord) atfd a petition wa$ forthwith drawn up 
drawn ud and for thcoi. But now^ who (hould carry it I 

feottoEmma- - ^ , •-. r l'^ % 

mxibfOAp^. that was the next.. But the oecretary ad^- 
crcdeocc- ^jf^j ^y^^^ Captaiu Credence (hould carry it, 
for he was a welKfpoken man. They therefore u:alied 
for hinrii and propounded to him the bufioeis. *^ Well« 
(faid the captain) I gladly accept of the motiooi; and, 
though I am laiqe, I will do this bufmefs £br you with 
as much fpeed, and as well as I can/* 

The contents of the petition were to this cSoSt : ^ 
^.^ O our Lord, and Sovereign Prince Emmanuel, th$ 
The (Contents potcnt, the loog-fufferiiig Prince, grace is 
ofihcirpeti* poured iftto thy lips, aod to thee belongs 
tnercy and^ fOTgivci^s, though wq have re*- 
belled againft thee* We who are now no more worthy 
to be called thy Manfoul, nor yet fit to pattalpQ of com«* 
fnon benefits, do beleech th^e, and thy Pa|her by the^ 
to do away our tranfgreffions. We confefs that thou 
tnightefl; caft us away for therUf but do it not for thy 
name's iake ; let the Lord rather take an opportunity, 
at our miferable condition, to let\)ut his bowels and 
/companion to us. We are compaffed on every fide i 
Lord, our own backflidings reprove us, the I^bolo-^ 
aians within our Town fright us, and the army of the 
angel of the bottomlefs pit diftrefles us. Thy grace can 
be our falvation, and whither to go but to thee, we know 
iiot. 

" Furthermore, O gracious Prince, we have weal^e^- 
td our captains, and they are^ifcouraged, ficfc, and of 
late fome of them grievoufly worfted, and beaten out qf 
ithe field by the |)owei and. force of the tyraut j jea, cren 
• - thofe 
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thofe of our captain^ in whofc valour we did ufe to put 
moll of our confidence, they are as wounded men. Be- 
fides, Lord, our enemies are lively, and they are ftrong, 
they vaunt and boaft themfelves, and do threaten to part 
us among themfelves for a booty. They are fallen alio 
upon us, Lord, with many thoufand Doubters; fuch as 
with whom we cannot tell what to do ; they are alll 
^im-looked and unmerciful ones, and they bid defiance 
to us and thee, '^ 

' " Our wifdom is gone, our power is gone, bccaufe 
thou art departed from us ; nor have we what we may 
call ours but fin, fliame, and confufion of face for fin. 
Take pity upon us, O Lord, take pity upon us, thy mi- 
ferable town of Manfoul, and fave us out of the hands 
pf our enemies. Amen/* 

This petition, as was touched afore, was handed 
by the Lord Secretary, and carried to the Court, by 
the brave and mqft ftout Captain Credence. Now 
fee carried it out at Mouth-gate, for that, as I faid, was 
tlie fally*port of the Town ; and he went and came to 
Emmanuel with it. Now, how it came out I do not 
know ; but For certain it did, and that fo far as to reach 
the ears of Diabolus. Thus, I conclude, becaufe that 
the tyrant had it prefently by the end, and charged the 
town of Manfoul with it, faying, ** Thou re- sat^^jj^^^^ 
beilious and ftubborn hearted Manfoul, I will tide prayer, 
make thee to leave off petitioning. Art thou yet for 
petitioning ? I will make thee to leave off/*' Yea, he 
ilfo knew who the meffpnger was that carried the peti- 
tion to the Pdnce, and it made him both to fear and 
rage. . ^ 

Wherefore he commanded that his drum fliould be 
beat again, a thing that Manfoul could not abide to hear ; 
but when Diabolus will have his drum beat, Manfoul 

muft 
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muft abide the noife.- Well^ the drum was beaT,/afi4 
the Diabolonians were gathered together. 

Then faid Diabolus, " O ye ftout Diabolonians, be 
it known imto you, that there is a treachery hatched a-* 
gainft us in this rebellious town of Manfoul ; for albeit 
the Town is in our pbffeflion, as you fee^ yet thefe mi- 
ferable Maafoulians have attempted to dare, and have 
been fo hardy as to fend to the Court to £mmanuelfor 
help. This I give you to underftand, that ye may yet 
foot M^- . know bow to carry it to the wretched town 
fou!. of Manfoul Wherefore, O my trufty Dia- 

bolonians, I command that yet more and more ye dif^ 
trefs this town of Manfoul, and vex it with your wiles j 
ravifh their women, deflour their virgin^, flay their 
children, brain theirancients, fire their town, aad what 
other mifchief you can ; and let. this be the reward of 
thp Manfoulians from me for their defperate rebellions 
againft me/* ,4 

This, you fee, was the charge } but foqaething ftept 
in betwixt th^t and execution ;'for as yet there was but 
little more done than to rage. 

Moreover, when Diabolus had done thus, he. went 
the next day- up to the Caftle-gates^ and demanded 
that, upon pain of death, the gates fliould be opened 
to him, and that entrance fhould be- given him, and his 
men that followed after. To whom Mr Godly-fear re- 
plied, (for he it was that had the charge of the gate), 
" That the gate fhould not be opened unto, him, nor 
to the men that followed after him." Hefaid, more- 
over, " That Manfoul, when fhe had fufFered a while, 
fhould be made perfed, flrengthened, and fettled." 

Then faid Diabolus, " Deliver me, then the men that 
Satan cannot havc petitioned agaiufl me, efpecially Cap- 
abide fahb. tain Credence that carried it to your Prince ; 

deliver 
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^cfiiver that tartet into my: hands, and /t wHI depart 
from the Town/' -. 

: Then up ftarts a Diabolonian, whofe nanie wis Mr 
Fooling, ^nd faid, " My Lord oflfereth you fair: it ii 
better for you that one man perilh than that ^ « *. 
your whole Manfoul fliould be undone." ^ ^^ '"^' 

But Mr Godly;-fear made him this rdplication j 
** How long will Manfoul he kept out of the dungeoti 
when fhe hath given up her faith to Diabdus ? As good 
lofe the Town a$ lofe Captain Credence ; for, if one 
be gone, the other muft follow?" But to that Mr FooU 
ing faid nothing; ^ , 

Then <Jid my Lord Mayot reply, and faid, " O thoti 
devouring tyrant^ be it known unto thee, we (ha]l 
hearken to none of thy words j we are refolved to re-i^ 
fifl thee, as long as a captain, a man, a fling/ and i 
ftone to throw at thee, fliall be foUnd in the town of 
Manfoul" But Diabolus anfwered, " Do Diaboiu* 
you hope, do you wait, dc? you look foY '^^s^'* 
help and deUverSnce ? y'ou have fent to Emmanuel, biit 
y^our wiekednefs fticks tpo clofe in your fkirts to let in-i 
ttocent pirayers come out of your lips. Think you that 
jrou (hall be'prevailers and profper in this defign ? you 
will fail in yoUr wiQi, you will fail in your attempts 5 
for it is not only I, but yoiir Emmanuel is agaanft you: 
yea, it is he that^hath fent me againft you to fubdurf ^ 
you j for what then do you hojpe, or by what meafii 
will you efcape ?" ' 

* Then faid the Lord M^ypr,* ** We have finned in- 
deed, but thatihall be no help tp thee ; for The Lord ' 
our Emmanuel hath faid it, and that in great jVTayor's fpeccft; 
faithfuln^fs, " A^^d him* that com:eth to me, o" tKe/ctJrn*^ 
i will in nowife caft out." He hath^alfo ^^^f^'"" 
told us, O our enemy, that all manner 
of fin and blafphcmy fliall be forgiven to the foaa 6f 

M xtt - 
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men :" therefore we dare not defpair, but we -look for^- 
wait for, and hope for, deliverance ftill." 

Now by this time Captain Credence wajs returned 
and come from the Court from Emmanuel to the Caf-. 
tk of Manfoul, and he retiirned to them with a pac- 
quet. So my Lord Mayor,, hearing that Captain Cre- ' 
dence was come, withdrew himfelf from the noife of 
the roaring of the tyrant, and left him tp yell M the 
wall of the Town, or againft the gates of the Caftle. 
So he came up to the Captain's lodgings, and faluted 
him; he afked him of his welfare, and what was the 
beft news at Court ?• but, when he afked Captain Cre- 
dence that, the water flood in his eyes. Then faid the 
Captain, " Cheer up, niy Lord, for all will be well in 
time." Arid with that he fir ft produced his pacquet, * 
and laid it by ; but that the Lord Mayor and the refl 
of the captains took for ^ fign of good tidings. Now, 
A fign of a feafoii of grace being come, he fent for * 
goodncfs. j^ij ^j^g captains and elders of the Town, tl^at 
were here and there in their lodgings in the Caftle, and 
upon their guard, to let them know that Captain Cre- 
dence was returned from, the Court, and that he had 
fomething in general, and fomething in.fpeciaI,to com- 
municate to them. So they all came up to him, and 
faluted him, and afked him concerning his journey, 
and what was the beft news at the Court ? And he an- 
fwered them as he had done the Lord Mayor before, 
that all would be welt at laft. Now^ when the Captain 
The pacquct had faluted them,, he opened his pacquet, 
opened. ^nd theuce did draw out his feveral notes 

for thofe he had fent for. And the firft note was for 
ray Lord Mayor, wherein was fignified, 

*' That the Pf ince Emmanuel had taken it well that 

A note for ^Y Lord Mayor had been fo true and trufty 

my Lord in his ofEce, and the grieat concern that lay 

^^^' upon him for the town and peopfe of Man- 

"oul. Alfo he bid him to knoWj that he took it well 
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that he had been fo boM for his Prince Emmanuel, and 
had engaged fo. faithfully in his caufe againft Diabolus. 
He alfo fignified at the clofe of his letter that he Ihould 
fliortly receive his reward.** 

The fecond note that came out was for the noble 
Lord Willbewill, wherein there was figni- ^ ^^^^ ^^^ 
fifed, " That his Prince Emmanuel did well the Lord 
underftand how valiant and courageous he ^ ^^* '^ 
had been for the honour of his Lord, now in his ab^ 
fence, and when his name was under contempt by Dia- 
bolus. There was fignified alfo, that his Prince had 
ta]cenit well that he had been fo faithfulto the town 
of M^foul, in his keeping of fo ftridla hand and eye 
over, and fo ftrift a rein upon the neck of, the Diabo- 
lonians that did ftill lie lurking in their feveral holes ia 
the famous town of Manfoul. 

*' He fignified, moreover, how that he underftood 
that niy Lord had, with his own hand, done great ex- 
*ecution upon fome of the chief of the rebels there, to 
the great difcouragement of the adverfe party, ^nd to 
the good example of the whole town of Manfoul ; and 
that fhortly his Lordfliip (hould have his reward." 

The third note eame out for the Subordinate Preach- 
er, wherein was fignified, *^ That his Prince ^ ^^^^ f^^ 
took it well from him that he had fo honeft- the ^bordi- 
ly and fo faithfiilly performed his office, "*^^ ^^^ ^^' 
and executed thelruft committed to him by his Lord, 
while he exhorted, rebuked, and forewarned Manfoul, 
according to the laws of the Town. He fignified, 
moreover, th^^t he took well at his hand that he had 
called to fading, to fackcloth and afhes, when Manfoul 
was under her revolt ; alfo that he had called for the 
aid of the Captain Boanerges, to help in'fo weighty a , 
work J and that fhortly he alfo fliould receive his re- 
ward." 

The-iburth note came but for Mr Godly^fcar, where*- 

M W a ^ Cooalp 
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A note for Mr m bi8 Lord(hip thus ffgnlfidd^ ^' ,Thitthkr 
Godir fear, Lordfliip obferred that he was the firft of ali 
(he men in Maafoul that dete^ed Mr (Carnal Secpity^ 
as the only one that through his fubtiky apd cunning 
bkd obtained for Diabol)is a defei^ion and decay of good- 
nefs in the blefled town of Manfoul. Moreovfsr^ his 
Lordfhip gare him to underftand, that he (lill remem-» 
bei%d his tears and mourning ibr the ftate of ManfouL" 
it was alio obferved by the faqie note^ ^' That his Lord 
took notice of his deteding of this Mr Carnal Security 
at his own table, among his guefts, in his own ho^fei 
and that in the midft of his joIUaefs, even while he was 
feeking to perfe^ his villainies againil the town of Matv* 
foul Emmanuel alfo took notice, that this reverend 
perfon, Mr Godly-fear, ftpdd ftoutly to it at the gates 
of the Caftle, againfl: all the threats and attempts of jthe 
tyrant, and that he had put the tdwnfmen in a way to 
make their petition to their Prince fo as he might accept 
theretyf, and as that they might obtain an anfwer of 
peace ; and that therefore, fhortly^ he (hould receiyy 
his reward.'* 

After aU this, there was yet produced a note^ which 
• A note for 7^^ Written to the whole town of l^anfoul, 
the town of whereby they perceived^ " That their Lord 
Man ou . ^^^j^ notice of their fo often repeating of 
petitions to him, and th^t they fliould fee more of the 
fruits of fuch their doings in time to come. Their 
jPrince did alfo therein tell thep^, That he todc it well 
that their heart and ^nind, now at kH, abode fixed 
Upon him ahd his ways, though Diabolui had made 
fpch inroads upon them ; and that neither flatteries on 
the one hand, nor hardihips on the other, could make 
them yield to ferve his cruel defigrts/' There was alfo 
infertcd at the bottom of this note, ** That his Lordihip 
had left the town of Manfoul in the hands of the Lord 
Secretary, and under the condud of Captaiq Csedence, 
-faying, Bcwwrc that you yetyield you|f|lvcs^UDto Aw 
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gavernance, and ia due time you ihall receive your re^ 
ward/* 

So, after the brave tlaptain Credence had delivered 
his notes tp thofe to whom they belonged, captain Crc- 
he retired hitnfelf to my Lord Secretary's <Jcncc retires 
lodgings^ ai^d there sfpends time converfing sccreury^s 
with him ; for they two were very great one ^o^«»"8»' 
with another, and did indeed know more how things 
would go with Manfoui than did all the townfmen be*- 
fides* The Lord Secretary alfo loved the Captain Cre-. 
deiice dearly; yea, many a good bit was fent himff om my 
jLord^s table ; alfo he might have a (hew of countenance 
when the reft of Manibul lay under the clouds ; fo after 
fonie time for converfe was fpent^ the Captain betook 
bioibfelf to his chambers to reft. But it was not long 
after but my Lord didfend for the Captain again ; fo the 
Captaigr ciime to him, and they greeted one another 
with th^.ufual fahitations. Then faid th^ Captain to thQ 
^Lord Secretary, *^ What hath my lord to fay to his i^r- 
yatit ?'* So the Lord Secretary took him and had him 
aiide j and, after a fign or two of more favour, he faid, ' 
^f I have made thee the Lord Lieutenant over, all the 
forces in Manfoul } fo th^t, from this day forward, aU 
inen in Manfoul fhall be at thy word,. and thou fhalt be 
be tbat^fhall lead in and that fliall lead out Manfoul; 
thQi|ihall' therefore manage, according to thy place, the; 
war for thy Prince, and for the town of Manfoul, a^ 
gainft the force and power of Diabolus ; and at thy- 
f ommaiid fliall the reft of the captains be.- ■ 

Now the townfmen began to perceive. what intereft 
the Captain had, both with the Court and alfo with the 
jLord Secretary in Manfoul j for no man before could 
fpeed when fent, nor bring fuch good news from Em- 
manuel as he. Wherefore what jdo they, after fomg 
lamentation that they made no more ufe of him in their 
diftreflCbs, but fend by their fubordinate Preacher to the 
liprd Secretary, to defirc him that all that ever they 
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were and had might be put under the government, care, 
cuftody, and condudl, of Captain Credence, - 

So their Preacher w;eiit and did his errand, and re- 
ceived this anfwer from th^' mouth of his Lord, That 
Captain Credence (hould be the great doer in all the 
King's army againft the King's enemies, and alfo for the 
welfare of Manfoul. So he bowed to the ground, and 
thanked his Lordfhip, and returned and to^d his news 
to the townsfolk. But all this was done with all ima- 
ginable fecrecy, becaufe thq; foes had yet great ftrength 
in the Town, But, • 

To return to our ftpry again. When Diabolus faw 
himfelf thus boldly confronted by the Lord Mayor, 
and perceived the floutnefs of Mr Godly-fear, he fell 
into a rage, and forthwith called a council i)f war, that 
he might be revenged on Manfoul So all the princes 
of the pit came together, and old Inpredulity on the 
head of them, with all the captains of his army : fo 
th^ confvilt what tp do. Now the effeft and conclufion ' 
of the council that day was, how they might take the 
Caftle, becaufe they could not conclude themfelves mat- 
ters of the Town fo long as that was. in the pofleffion 
of their enemies. So one advifed this way, and ano- 
ther advifed that : but, when they could not agree in 
their verdi(3;, Apollyon, the prefident of the council, 
ftood up, and thus he began: ^' My brotherhood,'* 
quoth he, '* I have two thmgs to propound unto you ; 
and my firft is this. Let us withdraw ourfelves from the 
Town into the plain again, for our prefence here will 
do us no good, becaufe the Caftle is yet in our enemies* 
Jiands ; nor is it poffible that we fl>ouy take that fo long 
as fo many brave Captains are in it, and that this bold 
fellow Godly-fear is made keeper of the gates of it. 

** Now, when we have withdrawn ourfelves into the 
plain, they of their own accord will be glad of fomelit- 
^e eafe, and it may be, of their p\yn accord they again 

ajr begin to b$ remifs j aad evca thi^i|,fefeciDg will 
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give them a bigger blow than we can pofGbly give them 
ourfelves. But if that fhould fail^ our going forth of 
the Town may draw the captains out after us j and you 
know what it coft them when we fought them in the 
field before. Befides, can we but^ draw them out into 
the field, we may lay an aimbufh behind the Town, 
which fhall, when they are come forth abroad, rulh in 
and take poffefllon of the Caftle." But Beelzebub ftood 
up and replied, faying^ " 'Tis impofllble to draw them 
all off from the Gaftle ; fome, you may be fure, will 
lie there to keep that : wherefore it will be in vain thus 
to attempt, unlefs we were fure that they will come 
out." He therefore concluded,^ That what was to be 
done muft be done by fome other means. And the 
mod likely means that the greateft of their heads could 
invent was that which Apollyon had advifed to before, 
to wit, to get the townfmen again to fin ; " For,'' faid 
he,. " it is not our being in the Town, nor in the field, 
nor our fighting, nor our killing of their men, that can 
make us the matters of Manfoul j for, fo long as one 
in the Town is able to lift up his finger againft us, Em- 
manuelwill take their parts: and if he (hall take their 
parts, we know what time a-day it will be . with us. 
Wherefore, for my part," quoth he, " there is, in my 
judgment, no way to bring them into bondage to us like' 
inventing i way to make them fin* Had we,'' faid he, 
** left all our Doubters at hoihe, we had done as well aa 
we have done now, unlefs we could have made them 
the^ mafters and governors of the Caftje : for Doubters 
at a diftance are but like objedtions refelied with argu- 
ments. Indeed, can we but get them into the hold, 
and make them pofleffors of that, the day will be our 
own. Let us, therefore, withdraw ourfelves into the 
plain, (not expecting that the captains in Manfoul 
Ihould follow us; but yet, I fay, let us do this), 
and, before we do fo, let us advife again with our 
trufty Diabolonians that are yet in their holds of Man- 
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foul, and fet them to work to betray the Town tb iis j 
for they indeed -muft do it, or it will be left undone for 
ever." By thefe fayings of Beelzebub, (for I think that 
it was he that gave this counfel) the wnole conclave was 
forced to be of his opinion, viz. Th^ct the way to get 
theCaftle was to get the Town to fin. Then they fell 
to inventing by what means they might, do this thing. 

Then Xucifer flood up, and faid^ " Thip counfel of 
Beelzebub is pertinent. Now the way to bring this to 
pafs, in my opiaipn, is this; Let us withdraw out 
force from the town of Manfoul, let Us do this, and 
let us terrify them no more, either v?ith fummon^, or 
threats^ or with the hoife of our drum, or any other 
awakening means : only let us lie in the field at a dif- 
tance, and be as if we regarded them not, for frights, I 
I fee, do but awakerr them, and make them more fland 
to their arms. I have alfo another ftratagera in my 
head} — ^Ycu know ManfoUl is a market-town, and a 
town th^t delights in cfommerce : what, therefore, if 
fome of our Diaboionians fhall feign therafelves far 
country-men, and (hajll go out and bring into the mar-* 
ket of Manfoul fome of our wares to fell ? and what 
matter at what rates they fell their wares, though^ it be 
but for half the worth ? Now let . thofe that thus ihall 
trade in their market be thofe that are witty and true 
to us, and I will lay my crown to pawn it will do. 
There are two that are come to my thoughts already, 
that I think will be arch at this work, and they are Mr 
Penny. wife, Pound-foolifhi ^^^ Mr Get-i'the-hundred- 
andi^Lofe-i^the-fhirc } nor is this .man with the long 
name at all inferior to the .other. What alfo if you join 
with them Mr Sweet-world^ and Mr Prefent-good ? 
they are men that are civil and cunning, bat our true 
friends and helpers. Let thofe, with as many more^ 
engage in this bufraefs for us 4 and let Manfoul be ta- 
ken up in much bufmefs, and let them grow full and 
rich J and this is the way to get ground of th^at Rrc- 
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member ye not that thus we prevailed upon Laodicea^^ 
and how many at prefent do we hold in this fnare ? 
Now, when they begin to grow full, they will forget 
their ihifcry ; and, if we fhall not affright them, they 
may happen to fall afleep, and fo be got to negled thei» 
town-watch, their caftle-watch, as well as their watch 
at the gates. 

" Yea, may we not by this means fo cumber Man- 
foul with abundance, that they fhall be forced to make 
of their Gaftlea warehoufe, inftead of agarrifon forti-» 
iied agaihft us, and a receptacle for meniof war ? Thus^ 
if we get our goods and commodities thither, I reckon 
the Gaftle more than half ours. Befides, could we fo 
order it, that that (hould be filled with fuch kind of 
wares, theny if we made a fudden affault upon them, 
it would be hard for the captains to take fhdter there. 
Do you not know that of the Parable, ^' The deceit* 
fulnefs of riches choke the word ;" and again, ^* whca 
the heart is overch!irged with furfeiting and drunken^ 
nefs, and the cares of this life, all mifcbxefs cortke upon 
them unawares.** 

" Furtherm6r€, my lords,*' quoth he, *Vyou very 
well know that it is not eafy for a people to be filled 
with our things, and not to have fome of onr Diabo- 
lonians as retainers to their houfes and Cervices. Where 
is a Manfoulian that is full of this world that has not 
for'^^his fervants and waiting men Mr Profufe, or Mr 
Prodigality, or Ibme other of our Diabolonian gang, 
as Mr Voluptuous, Mr Pragmatical, Mr Oftentation^ 
or the like ? Now, thefe can take the Caftle of Man^ • 
foul, or blow it up, or make it unfit for a garrifon for 
Emmanuel ; and any cf thefe will do. Yea, thefe^ 
for ought I know, may do it for us fooner than an army 
of twenty thoufand men. Whereforci to end as I be*- 
gan, my advice is, that we quietly withdraw .ourfelves^ 
not offerinjg any further force, or forcible attempt upoa 
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the Caftle, at leaft at this -time ; and let ufe fet on foot 
our new projeft^ and let us fee if that will not make 
them deftroy ihemfelves." 

' This advice was highly applauded by them all, and 
was accounted the very mafter-piecc of Hell, to choke 
Manfoul with a fulnefs of this world, and tp furfeit her 
heart with the good things thereof. But iee how things 
meet together ;-—Juft as' this Diabolonian council was 
broke up. Captain Credence received a letter from Em- 
manuel, the content^ of which was this, " That upon 
the third day he would meet them in the fields of the 
plains about Manfoul/' " Meet me in the field !" quoth 
the Captain, ** what meaneth my Lord by this ? I know 
not. what he meaneth by meeting me in the field.'' So 
he took thenpte in his hand, and did carry it to my Lord 
Secretary, to^afk his thoughts thereupon, (for my Lord 
was a feer in alf niatters concerning the King, and alfo 
for the good and comfort of Manfoul.) So he (hewed 
my Lord the note, and defited his opinion thereof, " For 
my part," quoth Captain Credence, " I know not the 
meaning thereof." So my Lord did t^ke and read it, 
and, after a little paufe, he faid, " The. Diabolonians 
have had againft Manfoul a great confultation to^dfty; 
they have, 1 fay, this day been contriving the utter ruin 
The riddle tx- ^^ ^^^ Town ; and the refuk of their counfel 
pounded to is, ta fet Manfoul into fuch a way, which, if 
t e aptam. ^^]g^Q^^ ^JU fur^ly make her deilroy herifelf. 
And to this end they are making ready for their own 
departure out of the Town, intending to betake them- 
felves to the field again, and there to lye till they fhall 
fee whether this their proje£fc will take or not. But be 
thou ready with the men of thy Lord ; for on the third 
day they will be in the plain, there to fall upon the Di« 
abolonians : for the Prince will by that time be in the 
field, yea, by that it is break of day, fun*rifing, or be- 
fore, and that with a mighty force agaihft them. So 
he ihaU be before ihetn^ and thou ihaltbe behind them. 
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aind betwixt you both their army fliall be deftrpyed" 
When Captain Credence heard this, away goes he to 
the reft of the captains, and tells them what a note he 
had a wbile fince received from the hand of firomanuel. 
^* And (faid he) that which was dark therein has my 
Lord, the Lord Secretary expounded unto me.'* He 
told them, moreover, what by himfelf and by them muft 
be done to anfwer the mind of their Lord, ^he captaW 
Then were the captains glad ; and Captain are gUd to 
Credence commanded that all the King's ^^^\ 
trumpeters fliould afcend to the battlements of the Caf- 
tle, and there, in the audience of Diabolus, and of the 
whole town of Manfoul, make the beft mufic that heart 
could invent. The trumpeters then did as they were 
commanded ; they got themfelves up to the top of the 
Caftle, and thus they began to found. The.n did Dia- 
bolus ftart, and (aid, What can be the meaning of this ? 
^they neither fgund boot and faddle, rior horfe and away, 
nor a charge. What do thefe madmen mean, that yet 
they ihould be fb merry and glad ? Then anfwered him 
one of themfelves, and faid. This is for joy that their 
Prince Emmanuel is coming to relieve the town of Man-^ 
foul ; that to this end he is at the head of an army, and 
that this relief is near. 

The men of Mdqfoul alfo were greatly concerned at 
this melodious charm of the trumpets ; they faid, yea> 
they anfwered one another, faying, This can be no harm 
to us, furely this can be no h^lrm to us. Then faid the 
Diabolonians, What had We beft to do ? And it was an- 
fwered. It was beft to quit the To^Arn j and that, faid 
on^, you may do in purfuance of your laft counfel, and 
by fo doing alfo be better able to give the enemy battle, 
fliould an army from without come upon us. Sooii 
the fecond day they withdrew themfelves from ManfouJ, 
and abode in the plains without j but they enc^jimped 
themfelves before Eye-gate in what terrene and terrible

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manner they could. The reafoh why tliey would hot 
abide in the Town (befides the reafons that were deba- 
ted in their late conclave) Was, for that they were not 
pofTeffed of the ftrong-hpld, and becaufe, faid they, Vre 
fliall hare more conveniency to fight, artd alfo to flee, if 
need be^ when we are encamped in the open plains. 
Befides, the town would have been a pit for them rather 
than a place of defencfe, had the Prince come up andinclo^ 
fed them faft therein ; therefore they betook themfchres* 
tp the field, that they might alfd be out of reach of theit* 
flings, by Which they were much annoyed all the while 
fiiat they *eri in the Town,. 

' Well, the tiitae that the captains were to fall lipon the 
DiaboJbniin* being come, they eagerly prepared them*'^ 
felves for kftibil j for Capt. Credence had told the cap- 
tains over night, that they fliould meet their Prince in 
the field tb-toorrow. This therefore made them yet far 
more defirous to be engaging the enemy; for, ** You^ 
fliall fee the Prince iti the field to-morrow," was like 
oil to flaming fire ; for of a long time thfey had been at a 
diftance ; they therefore wete, for thisj the more carncft - 
and defiroud of the work. So, as I faid, the hour being 
come, Captain Credence, with the reft of the mep erf 
war, drew out their forces before it was day, by the fal- 
ly-port of the Towd; and, being all teady, Capt* Cre- 
dence went up to the head of the army, and gave to the 
reft of the captains the word, and fp they to their under 
officers and foldiers ; the word was, I'be fwQrd of Prince 
Mmmantieij and the Jhield of Cnftaih Credence ; which 
is, in the Manfoulian tongue, T^b^ word ef God^ (ind^ 
Faitb. Then the Captains" fell on, and began roundly 
to front, and flank, and rear, Diabolus' camp. 

Now they left Captain Experience in the Town, be- 
caufe he was yet ill of his wounds, which the Diabolo- 
nians had given him iii thie laft fight. But when he 
perceived that the captiiins were at it, wliat doea be, 
but, jcalling for hij cnftc)ie^ with bLa|e|^,j55ts j^^ and 
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away he go^s to the battle, faying, " Shall I Uq here 
when my brethren are in the fight, and when £mma« 
ouel the Prince will fliew himfelf in the field to his fcr-. 
, vants ?" But when the enemy faw. the man come.witk 
hia crutches, they were daunted yet the more j for,' 
thought th?y, What fpirit has poflcfled thefe Manfoulr- 
ians^ that they fight us upon their crutches ! Well, the 
captains, as l.faidi fell on, and did bravely handle their 
weapons, ftill crying out, and fliouting, as they laid on 
blows, T!b€ /word of the Prince Emmunuel^ and the 
Jhidd ofQaptuin Credence, 

Now, when Diabolus faw that the captains, were 
^ome out, and that fo valiantly they furrounded his 
m^n^ he concluded that for the prefent nothing from 
t)^m was to be looked for but blows, and the dints of 
their two-cdgied fwords. .. , .. . /. 

Wherefofe he alfo falls on upon the Prince'^ army 
with all his deadly force; fo the battle was ThebatUc , 
Joined.; Now, who was it that at firft Di^t- ioxat^. ^ 
pplus n>et with in the fight but Captain Credenqeon the 
pne hand, and the Lord Willbewill on the other ? Now 
Willbewiirs blows were like the blows of a . winbcwiu i 
giant, for that man had a ftrong ztxQ^ ; and ^"s^s^^- 
hp fell upon the Election-doubters, for they were the 
life-guard of Diabolus, and He kept them in play ]a 
good while, cutting and battering fhrewdly. Now, 
when jCaptain Credence faw my Lord en- credence 
gage, he did lioutly fall on, on the other . ^"g^se^- 
hand, upon the fame cjompany alfo j fo they put them 
to great diforder. Now Captatn Goodhope had engaged 
the Vocation-dpubters, and they were very coodhopd , 
fturdy men j but the Captain was a valiant ^"^aged. 
man. Captain Eicperience did alfo lend him ibme aid, 
ib he made the Vocation-doubters, to retreat. The reft 
.of the armies were hotly engaged, and. that on every 
. fide,,, aJjd the Diabolonians did fight ftoutly, Then did 
My I^td Secretary commaod ihkt the flings from the 
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The Lord Se-' Caftle fliould be played, and his men could 
crctary en- throw ftones at an hair's breadth. But, af- 
^*^^ * ter a while, thofe that were made to flee be- 

fore the captains of the Prince, did begin to rally again, 
and they came up ftoutly upon the rear of the Prince's 
army : wherefore the Prince's army began to faint ; but 
The battle remembering that they (hould fee the face of 
renewed. ^j^^j^. pj.iij(.g by ^nd by, they took courage, 

and a very fierce battle was fought. Then fhouted the 
captains, faying, The /word of the Prince 
g t. ^jiifUQfiu^l^ and the Jhield of Captain Cre^ 
dence ; and with that Diabolus gave back, thinking that 
more aid had been come. But no Emmanuel as yet 
appeared. Moreover, the battle did hang in doubt; 
and they made a little retreat on both fides. Now, in 
the time of refpite, Captain Credence brdVely encour- 
aged his men to ftand to it ; and Diabolus did the like 
as well as he could. But Captain Credence riiade a brave ^ 
Ipeech to his foldiers, the contents whereof here follow: 
" Gentlemen foldiers, and my brethren in this' de- 
captain Ore- fign, it rejoiccs me much to fee in the field 
dcDce'sfpecch. f^^ ^^^ Prince this day fo ftout and fo va- 
liant an army, and fuch faithful lovers of Manfoul. 
You have hitherto, as becomes you, fhewn yourfelves 
men of truth and courage againft the Diabolonian for- 
ces ; fo that, for all their boaft, they have not yet caufe 
much to vaunt of their gettings. Now, take to your- 
felves your wonted courage, and fliew yourfelves men 
even this once only : for, in a few minutes after the 
next engagement this time, you (hall fee your Prince 
fhew himfelf in the field ; for we muftmake this fecond 
afiault upon this tyrant Diabolus, and then Emmanuel 



comes." 



No fooner had the Captain made this fpcech to his 
foldiers, but one Mr Speedy came poft to the Captain 
from the Prince, to tell him that Emmanuel was at 
hand. This news, when the Captain J||(|f5g^vf!d, be 
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Communicated to the other field-ofEcers, and they agaia 
to their foldiers "and men of war. Wherefore, like mea 
raifed from the dead, fo the captains and their men a- 
rofe, made up 'to the enemy, and cried as before, T!bc 
JhjGord of ibe Prince Emmflnuel^ and the Jhield of Cap^ 
tain Credence. 

The Diabolonians alfobeftirredthemfelves, and made 
refiftance as well as they could ; but in this laft engage- 
ment the Diabolonians loft their courage; anid many of 
the Doubters fell down dead to the ground. 'Now, 
when they bad been in heat of battle about an hour or 
more, Captain Credence lift up his eyes and faw, and 
behold, Emmanuel came ; and he came with colours 
flying, trumpets founding, and the feet of his mea 
fcarce touched the ground, they hafted with fuch cele-' 
rity towards- the captains that were engaged. Then did 
Credence wind with his men to the towhward; and 
gave to Diabolus the field. So Emmanuel came upon 
him on the one fide, and the enemy's place was betwixt 
them both ; then again they fell to it afrefh : and now 
it was but a little while more but Emmanuel and Cap- 
tain Credence met, ftill trampling down the flain as they , 
came. 

But wten the Captains faw that the Prince was come, 
and that he fell on the Diabolonians on the other fide, 
and that Captain Credence and his Highnefs had got 
them up betwixt them, they (houted, (they fo (houted 
that the ground rent again), faying, ThefwordofEm^ 
tnanuel^ and the Jhield of Captain Credence. Now, 
when Diabolus faw that he and his forces were fo hard 
befet by the Prince and his princely army, what does 
he and the lords of the Pit that were with him, but make 
their efcape, andforfake their army, and leave thenxto 
fall by the hand of Emmanuel, and of his noble Cap- 
tain Credence. So they fell all down flain before them, ' 
before the Prince, and before his royal army ; there 
was not left fo much as one Doubter alive ; they lay 
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fpread upon the ground dead men, as Otie would fpread 
dung upon the land. 

When the battle was over, all things came into order 
in the camp : then the Captains and elders pf Manfoul 
came together to falute Emmanuel while without the. 
Corporation ; fo they faluted him, and wclcomod himi 
and that with a thoufand welcomes, for that he was 
come to the borders of Manfoul again. So he fmiled 
upon them, and faid. Peace be to you. Then they ad- 
drefled themfelves to go to the Town ; they went then 
to go up to Manfoul, they, the Prince, with all the . 
new forces that now he had brought with him to the 
war : alfo all the gates of the Town were fet open for 
his reception, fo glad were they of his blefled return^ 
And this was the manner and order of this going of his 
into Manfoul : 

Firft, (as I faid) All the gates of the Town were fet 
open, yea, the gates of the Caftle alfo ; the elders of 
the town of Manfoul placed themfelves at the gates rf^ 
the Town to falute him at his entrance thither : and fp 
they did j for as he drew neai;, and apprpach^d toward 
the gates, they faid, *' Lift up your heads, O ye gates, 
and be ye lifted up, ye everlaftiijg doors,, and the King 
tof glory (hall come in/' And they anfwered again, 
" Who is the King of glory ?*' And they naade^ re- 
turn to themfelves, ** The Lord ftrong and mighty, 
the Lord mighty in battle* Lift up your heads, O ye 
gates, even lift them up, ye everlafting doors*" &c, 

^ Secondly, It was ordered alfo by thofe in Manfoul 
that, all the way from the Town-gates to thofe of the 
Caftle, his bleffed Majefty flxould be etitertaine4 with 
the Song, by them that had beft fkill in mufic in the 
town of Manfoql ; then did the elders and the reft of 
the men of Maqfoul anfwer one another as Emmanuei 
entered the Town, till he came at the Caftle-gates, witii 
fongs and found of trumpets, faying, " They have 
feen thy goings, O God, even the goings of my God, 
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my King, in the fanftuary. So the fingers went before, 
the players oninftruments followed after, and among then^ 
were the damfels playing oi> timbrels/' 

Thirdly, Then the captains, (for I would fpeak a wor4 
of them) they in their order, waited on the Prince as he 
entered into the gates of Manfoul. Captain Credence 
went before, and Captain Good- hope with him ; Captain 
Charity came behind, with other of his companions; an^ 
Captain^Patience followed after all ; and the reft of the 
captains, fome on the right-hand, and fome on the left, 
accompanied Emmanuel^ into Manfoul. And all th^e while ' 
the colours were difplayed, the trumpets founded, and 
continual (houtings were among the foldiers. The Prince 
himfelf rode into the Town in his armour, which was all 
of ** beaten gold, and in his chariot, the pillars whereof 
were fUver, the bottom of gold, the covering of it was of 
purple ;. the midft thereof being paved with love for the 
daughters of the town of Manfoul.'* 

Fourthly, When the Prince was come to the entrance 
of Manfoul he found all the ilreets ftrewed with lilies and 
flawei'SjCurioufly decked with boughs and branches from 
the green trees that ftood round about th? Town. Every 
door was aUb filled with perfons, who had adorned every 
one the fore-part againft their houfe with fomething of 
variety and . fingular excellency, to entertain him withal 
^s he paifed in the ftreets ; they alfo themfelves, as Em-* 
roanuel paffed by,? did welcome him with (Kouts and ac- 
clamations of joy, faying, *' BleflTed be the' Prince that 
Cometh- in the name of -his Father Shaddai.'* 

Fifthly, At the Caftje-gates the elders of Manfoul, to 
wit, the Lord Mayor, the Lord Willbewill, the fiibordir- 
nate Preacher, Mr Knowledge, and Mr Mind, with others 
of the gentry of the place, fainted Emmanuel again ; they 
bowed before him, they kiffed the duft pf his feet, they 
thanked,, they blefled, they praifed, his Highnefs for not 
Jtaking advantage againft them for their fms^ but rather 
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Bad pity upon tliem tn their mifery^ and fetnraed to tlictn 
t^ilh mercies, and to build up their Manfoul for ever; 
Thus was he had up ftraightway to the Caftle ; for that 
vras the royal palace, and the place where his Honour 
was to dwell ; the which was ready prepared for his High«> 
iiefs by the prefence of the Lord Secretary, and the wor^ 
of Captain Credence. So he entered in. 

Sixthly, Then the people and commonalty of the towa 
iof Manfoul came to him into^the Caftle to mourn, and to 
Weep, and to lament, for their wickednefs, by which they 
bad forced him oat of the Town. So they, when they 
were come, bowed themfelves to the ground feven dmes; 
they alfo wept, they wept aloud, and aiktd fof^ivenels of 
the Prince, and prayed that he would again^ as ofoMyCOfii* 
firm his love to Manfoul. 

To which the great Prince teplied» ^ Weep not, but 
go your way, eit the fat, and drink the fweet, and fend 
portions to them for Whom nought is prepared ; for the 
joy of your Lord is your ftrength. 1 am returned to 
Manfoul with mercies, and my name fliall be fet up, ex* 
alted, and magnified, by it." He alfo took thefe inhabit* 
ants and kiffed them, and laid them in his bofom. 

Moreover, he gave to the ciders of MaAfouU and td 

'each toi/^n.officer, a chain of gold, and afignet. Heal^- 

To fent to their t/^ives ear-rings, and jewels, andbracdeta» 

Young and *^^ ^^^^^ things. He likewife beftowed ttpoa 

' lender holy the truc-bom children of Manfoul many pre^ 

aous things. 

^^^hen Jplmmanuel the Prince had done all thefe thingi 
for the famous town of Manfoul, then he faid unto them, 
•* Firft wa{h your garments, then put on yom* ornaments, 
and then come to me into the Caftle of Manfoul/* So 
they went to the fountain that was fet open for Judah 
and Jerufalem to walh in ; and there they wafiied^ and 
'there they made their garments white, and came again 
Vo the Prince into the Caftle, and thus they ftood h&fit. 
him. • "^ 
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And now there was muiic and dancing throughout the. 
whole town of Manfoul, and that becaufe their Prince had 
again granted to them his prefence, and the light of his 
countenance ; the bells alfb did ring, and the ^n fhone 
comfortably upon them for a great while together. 

The town of Manfoul did alfo now more thoroughly feek 
^e deftrudion and ruin of all remaining Diabolonians 
diat abode in the wails, and in the dens that they had in 
the town of Manibul ; for there were of them that had. 
to this day eicaped with life and limb from the hand of 
their fupprefiors in the famous town of Manfoul. 

But my Lord Willbewill was a greater terror to them 
BOW than ever he had b^en before ; forafmuch as his heart 
was yet more fully bent to feek, contrive^ and purfue 
them to death ; hepurfued them night and day, and did 
put them now to fore diftrefs, as wiU afterwards ap-. 
pear* 

After things were thus far put into order in the famous 
town of Manibul, care was taken, and order given by the 
blefled Prince Emmanuel, that the townfmen ihould, wtth^ 
out further dday, appoint fome to go forth ii)to the plain 
to bury the dead that were there, the xkad that fell by the 
fword of £mmanuei, and by the 0ueld of the Captain 
Credence ; left the fumes and ill favours that would arife 
frcmi them might infed the air^ and fo annoy the famous 
town of Manfoul. This, alio, was a reafon <t)f this or-t 
der, vhu that, as much as in Manfoul lay, they might 
cut off the name, and being, and remembrance, of thoif 
jenemie^ from the thought of the famous towtipf Mapfoul 
and its inhabitants. ^ 

So order was given out by the I^rd M^or^ that wife 
and truHy frifsnd of the town of Manibul^ ihat perfons 
fhould be employed about diis neceflary bunnefs ; and Mf 
Godly^fear and one Mr Upright were to he overfeers %t 
bout this matter. So perfons were put iwder them tp 
wosk ia the £f ids^ and to bury the ilaiQ ttu^t laj deiid \^ 
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the plains : and thefe were their places , of employment ; 
fome were to make the graves, fome to bury the dead, and 
fome were to go to and fro in the plains, and alfo round 
about the borders of Manfoul, to fee if a fkull, or a bone, 
or a piece of a bone, of a Doubter was yet to be found a- 
- bove ground any where Hear the Corporation ; -and, if 
any were found, it was ordered that the fearchers that 
fearched fhould fet up a mark thereby, and a fign, that 
thofe that were appointed to bury them might find it, and 
bury it out of fight, that the name and remembrance of 
a Diabolonian Doubter might be blotted out from under 
heaven, and that the children, and they that were to be 
born of Manfoul, might not know (if poflible) what i, 
ftull, what a bone, or a piece of a bone, of a Doubter 
was-- So the burici-s, and thofe that were appointed for 
that purpofe, did as they were commanded ; they buried 
the Doubters, and all the IkuUs and bones, and pieces of 
bones, of Doubters, wherever they found them, and fo 
they cleanfed the plains. Now alfo Mr GodVpeace took 
up his commiffion, and afted again as in former days. 

Thus they buried in the plains about Manfoul the Elec- 
tlon-doubteris, the Vocation-doubters, the Grdce-doubters, 
the Perfeverance-doubters, the Refurreftioh-doubters, the 
Salvation-doubters, and the Glory- doubters ; whofe cap- 
tains were Captain Rage, Cajitain Cruel, Captain Damna- 
tion, Captain Infatiable, Captain Brimftone, Captain Tor- 
ment, Captain No-eafe, Captain Sepulchre, and Captain 
Paft-hope ; and old Incredulity was under Diabolus their 
general. There were alfo thefe feven heads of their ar- 
my, and they were the Lord Beelzebub, the Lord Lucifer, 
the Lord Legion, the Lord Apollyon, the Lord Python, 
the Lard Cerberus, and the Lord Belial. But the prin- 
ces and the captains, with old Incredulity their general, 
did all of them make their efcape ; fo their men fell down 
flain by the power of the Prince's forces, and by the hands 
^ the men- of the -town of ManfouU They alfo were 

ried| as is before^ related, t(Khe exceediPg great joy of 
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tbe now famous towa of ManfouL They that buried 
them buried alfo with them their arms, which were cruel 
irtliruments of death ; (theii: weapons were arrows^ darts, 
" mauls, firebrands, and the like) ; they buried alfo their 
armour^ their colours, banners, with the ftandard of Dia- 
bolus, and what elfe foevcr they could find that 4id but 
fmell of a Diabolonian Doubten 

Now, when the tyrant was arrived at HelUgate-hiH, 
with hi^old friend Incredulity, they immediately defcend* 
ed the Den ; and having there, with their fellows, for a 
while condoled their misfortune, and great lofs that they^ 
fuftained againft the town of Manfoul, they fel| at length 
into a paflion, and revenged they would be for the lofs that 
they had fuftained before the town of Manfoul: wherefore 
they prefently call a council to contrive what yet further 
was to be done againft the famous town of Manfoul ; for 
their yawning paunches could not wait to fee the refult of 
their Lord Lucifer's and their Lord ApoUyon's counfel 
thslt* they had given before; (for their raging gorge 
thought every day even as long as a fliort for ever, until 
they were filled with the body and foul, with the flefh and 
bones, and with all the delicates of Manfoul.) They 
tlierefore refolve to make another attempt upon the town 
of Manfoul, and that by an army mixed and made up 
partly of Doubters and partly of Blood-men. , A more 
particular account now take of both. 

The Doubters are fuch as have their name from their 
nature, as well as from the lord and kingdom where they 
are- born : their nature is to put a queftion upon every one 
of the truths of Emmanuel, and their country is called 
the Land of Doubting, and that land lieth ofFand furtheft 
remote to the north, between the Land of Darknefs and 
that called the Valley of the Shadow of Death: for 
though the Land of Darknefs and that c?iUed the Land of 
«the Shadow of Death be fotnetimes called as if they weye 
one and the felf-fame plac^, yet indeed they are two, ly^- 
ing but a little w»y afunder, aijidthe Land of Doubting 
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points in, and lieth between them; this is the Land of 
Doubting ; and thefe that came with Diabolus to ruin th^ 
town of Manfotd) are the natives of that coqntiy. 

The Blood*men are a people that hare then: name de« 
rived from the malignity of their nature^ and from the fix* 
ry that is in them to execute it upon tbe town of Man- 
foul ; their land lieth under the Dog-ftar^ and by that they 
are governed as to tlieir intellc^uals* The name of their 
country is the Province of Loathe-good : the remote partf 
of it are far diftant from the Land of Doubting, yet they 
do both butt and bound upon the hiU called Hell-gate-faiiU 
Thefc people are always in league with the Doubters ; for 
they jointly do make queftion of the faith and fidelity t)f 
the men of the town of ManibuU and fo are both alike 
qualified for the fervice of their prince. 

Now, of thefe two countries did Diabolus, by the beat* 
ing of his druni, raife another army againft the town of 
JManfoul, of five-and-twenty-thouiaQd ftrong. There 
were ten thoufand Doubters, and fifteen th6ufaad Blood- 
inen, atid they were put under feverai captains for the 
war; and 'old Incredutity was again mitde general of thg 
army. 

As for the Doubters, their captains were five of the fe« 
ven that were heads of the laft Diabolonian army, and 
thefe are their names ; Captain Beelzebub, Captain Luci* 
fer^ Captain Apollyon, Captain Legion, and Captain 
Cetberus : and the captains that they had before were fome 
of them made lieutenants, and fomeenfigns, of the army* 

But Diabolus did not count that, in this expedition <^ 
his, thefe Doubters would prove his principal men ; for 
their manhood had been tried before, alfo the Manibulians 
had put them to the worft ; only he did bring them to 
multiply a number, and to help, if need was, at a pinch : 
but his truft he put in his Blood-men ; for that they were 
all rugged villains, and he knew that they had done feau 
heretofore^ 

As for the Blood»ineo, they alio wck uadcr CDquUMidi 
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ftad the names oF their captains were. Captain Gain, Cap« 
tain Nimrod, Captain lihmael^ Captain Efau^ Captain 
Saul, Captain Abfalom, Captain Judas, and Captain Pope» 
, I . Captain Cain was over two bands, to wit, The teal* 
Ous and the angry Blood*men ; bis ftandard-bearer bare 
the Red Colours^ and liis 'fcutcbeon was the Murdering 
Club. 

2» Captain Nimrod was captain over two bands, to wit; 
The tyrannical and incroaching ^lood-men ; his ftandard- 
bearer bare the Red Colours^ and I))8 Ycutcheoa was the 
Creat Bio^d^bound. , 

3« Captain lihmaet was captain over (wo bands, to wit. 
Over the mocking and fcoming Blood«men ; his fUndard^ 
bearer bare the Red Colours^ and his Vutcbeon was one 
mocking at Ahrabanii IJaac. 

4. Captain Efau was captain over two bands, to wit. 
The Blood^men that grudged thit another fhould have the 
blefiing ; alfo Qytt the i^ood*men that are for executing 
their private revenge upon others; his ftandard-bearer 
bare the Red Colours^ and his 'fcUtcheon, was one private^ 
ly lurking to murder Jacobs 

5* Captain Saul was captain over two bands, to wit^ 
The groundlefsty jealous and the deviliihiy furious Blood* 
men ; his ftandard*bearer bare the Red Colours, and his 
Tcutcheon was Three bUody Darts cqft at barmkfs Da^ld., 

6i Gaptait) Abfaiom was captain over two bands,, to wit^ 
Over the Blood-men that will kill a father or a friend for 
the g)ory of this world ; alfo over thofe Blood-men that 
will hold one fair in hand with words till they (hall have 
pierced him with their fwin-ds ; his ftandard^bearer did 
bear the Red Colours^ and his Ycutcheoa was (be Son a- 
purfuing tbe Father^ s Blood. 

y. Captain Judas was over two bands, to wit. The 
Blood-men that will fell a man's life for money^ and thofe 
alfo that will betmy their friend with a kifs ; hisftandard* 
bearer bare the Red Colours^ and his 'ibutcheoa ^as thirty 
J^itQcsofSUver^andtbeMalter.^ .,t.e..yv.oogle , 
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S. Captain Pope was captain over one band ; for afi 
thefe fpirits are joined in one under him; .his ftandard** 
bearer bafe the Red Colours ^ and his 'fcutcheon was the 
Stake ^ the Flatniy and the good Man in it. 

Now t|)e reafon why Edabolus did fo foon rally another 
force, after he had been beaten out of the field, wa§§ 
for that he put mighty confidence in this army of Bloodr 
men ;' for he put a great deal of more triift in them than 
he did before in his army of Doubtets, though they had 
alfo often done great iervice for him in the ftrengthening 
of bim in his kingdom. But thefe blood-men he had 
proved them often, and their fword did feldom return 
empty. Befides^ he knew that thefe, like-maftifFs, would 
fallen upon any; upon father, mother, brother, fifter, 
prince, or governor, yea, upon the Prince of princes. 
And that which encouraged him the more was, for that 
they once did force Emmanuel out of the kingdom of 
Univcrfe ; and why, thought he, may they not. alfa drive 
him from the town of Manfoul ? 

So this army of five-and-twenty thoufand ftrong was, 

by their general, the great Lord Incredulity, led up. a- 

gainft the'town of Manfoul. Now Mr Pry well the Scout- 

mafter-general did himfelf go out to fpy, and he did bring 

Manfoul tidings of their coming : wliereforie they (hut up 

their gates, and put themfelves in a poflure of defence 

againft thefe new Diabolonians that came up againft the 

Town. i 

So Diabolus brought up his army, and beleagured the 

How they town of Maufoul ; the Doubters were placed 

difpofe of about Fccl-gate, and the Blood-men fet down 

before Eye-gate and Ear-gate. 
. Now, when this army had, thus encamped themfelves. 
Incredulity did, inthe name of Diabolus, his own name^ 
and in the name of the Blood-men, and the reft that were 
with him, fend a fummons, as hot as a red-hot iron, to 
Manfoul, to yield to their demands, threatening, that, if 
♦hey ftill ftood it out againft them, they,jy«?^44^Rfcqtly 
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burn down Manfoul with fire. For you muft know, that 
is for the Blood-men, they fought not fo much that Man-* 
foul (hould be furrendered, as that Manfoul fhould be de« 
ftroye^ and cut off out of the land of the living. True^ 
they feiit to them to furrender ; but, fhould they fo do, 
that would not (launch or quench the thirfts of thefe 
men : they muft have blood, the blood of Manfoul, elfe 
they die ; and it is from hence that they have their name. 
Wherefore thefe Blood-men hereferved while now, that 

^ they might, when all his engines proved ineffectual, as 
his laft and fure card, be played againft the town of Man-» 
foul. 

Now, when the townfmen had received this red-hot 
Aimmons, it begat in them at prefent fome changing and 
interchanging thoughts ; but they jointly agreed in left 
than half an hour to carry the fummons to the Prince, the 
which they did, when they, had writ at the bottom of it, 
** Lord, fave Manfoul from bloody men/' 

So he took it, and looked upon it, and confideired it, 
^nd took notice alfb of that fhort petition that the men o( 
IManfoul had written at the bottom of it, and called to him 
the noble Captain Credence, and bid him ga and take Cap-* 
tain Patience with him, and go and take care of that (idd 
of Manfoul that was beleaguered by the Blood-meh. So 
they Went and did as they were commanded j then Capt* 
Credence went and took Captain Patience, and they both 
fecured that fide of Manfoul that was befieged by the 

- Blood-men. 
' Then he commanded that Captain Good-hopte, and 
Captain Charity, and my Lord Willbewill, fliould take 
charge of the othef fide of the Tpwn ; and I, faid the 
Prince, will fet my ftandard upontfie battlements of yout 
Caftle, and do you three watch againft the Doubters* 
This done, he again commanded that the brave captain, 
the Captain Experience, fhould draw up his men in the 

. toarket-place, and that th«"e he fhould exercife them day 
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by day before the.pcople of the town of Mirtfoul. l^ow 
this fiege \tas long, and many a fierce attempt did the 
enemy, efpecially thofe called the Blood- men, make upon 
t^ie town of Manfoul, and many afhrewd bruflx did feme 
pf the townfmen meet with from them ; efpecially Capt. 
Self-denial, who, 1 fhbuld have told you.before, wascop>- 
manded to take the care of tar-gate and Eye-gate now a* 
gainft the Blood-men: This Captain Self-denial was a 
yoiing man, but ftout, and a townfman in Manfoul, as 
. Captain Experience alfo was; and Emmanuel, at his fe- 
€ond return to Manfoul, made him a captain over a thou- 
fand of the Manfoulians, for the good of the Corpora- 
tion. iThis captain, therefore, being an hardy man, and 
i man of great courage, and willing to venture himfelf for 
the good of, the town of Manfoul, would, now and then, 
fally out Upon the Blood-men, and give them many no- 
table alarms, and entered feveral brifk fkirmifhes with 
them, and alfo did fome execution upon them ; but you muft 
thiak that this could not eafily be done» but he muft meet 
with brufhes himfelf ; for he carried feyeral of their marks 
in his face, yea, and fome in fome other parts of his body. 
' So, after fome time fpent for the trial of the faith, and 
hope, and loVe, of the town of Manfoul, the Prince 
Emmanuel, upon a day, calls his captains and: men of 
war together, aod divides them into two companies : this 
done, be commands them, at a time appointed, and that 
in the morning very early, to fally out upon the enemy ; 
faying. Let half of you fall upon the Doubters, and half 
6f yon fall upon the Blbod-men. ' Thofe of you that go 
out Bgainft* the Doubters, kill and flay, and caufe to petifl), 
fo many of them as by any means you can lay hands 
on; but for you that go out againft the Biood-men, 
flay them not, but take them alive. 

So, at the time appoittted, betimes in the morning, the 
captains went out, as they were commanded, againft the 
enemies i Captain Oood-hope> Captain Charity, and thofe 
*hat were joined with them, as Captain Innocent, and 

iptain Experience, went out againft the Doubters j and 
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C&ptain Ccedeocei aad Captain Patience^ with Gapt; Self*-: 
denial, and the reft that were to join with them, went out; 
againft the 61ood-nien« t 

Now.thefe that went out againftthe Doubters drew xxpi 
into a fafody before the plain, and marxrhed on to bid t|;iedu 
battle,: but the Doubters, rememberiog their laft filccefs, 
xnade a retreat, not daring to (land the ihock, but fled; 
from the Prince's tnen ; wherefore they purfu^d thjKm, 
and in their purfuit flew niany, but they c6ujd,npt catcht 
them'all. Now thofe that efcaped w.cnt fbme of thjem 
kome, and the reft by fives, nines, land feventeens^ like! 
wanderers, went, ftraggling. up and down the country^ 
Idi^e they, upon t]^ barbarous people^ (hewed and ex« 
eccifed ^nany of their I^abolonian anions ; nor did the(3! 
people rife up ia arms againft them, but fufFered theihf 
felves to be enflav^d . by them. They would atfo, a&ter. 
thiS) {hew themfelves in companies befori^.th^ town b£ 
Manibul, but never, to abide it ; for if Captain Credenbe, 
Captain Good^hope, or Captain Experiencei did butihew. 
themfelves, theyfledt ' ^ 

- Thofe that went out againft the Bloodi-men did as they, 
were commanded ; they forbore to flay any» but fought: 
to compaiis them about. But the/Biood*men, when theyv 
faw that no Emmanuel was in the field, concluded alfa 
that no Eoimaauel was in Manfoul ; wheri^fore they^ look- 
ing upon what the; captains did to be^ as they called it, ac 
fruit of the extrava^incy of thejbr wild and foolif^ fan^ 
ci^, rather defpifedtbem.than feared thorn ; but the cap9 
tains, minding their bufiri^fs, at laft did cosr^pafa theisi 
round ; they alfo that had routed th^ Doubters came iik 
amain to their aid : fo, in fine, after fame little ftruggling^ 
for the Blood-men alfo would have run for it, only noiiit 
it was too; late ; (for though they are mifchievous ad4 
^uel where they can overcome, yet all Bloo^rmen are 
<^)ickea-«heartcd mea ^hen they once come to fee tbeii^ 
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fdves matched amd equalled) ; fo theeaptains took ihaif 
sad brought them to the Prince. 

Now^ when they were taken, had before ^ Prince^ 
and ei^amined, he found them to be of three feTerai.ccHin* 
tnea, though they all came out of one land. 

1. One ion of them came out of Blindmanihire, and 
;md they were fuch as did ignorantly what they did. 

2. Another fort of them came out of BlindzeaKhire^ 
and they did fuperftitioufly what they did. 

* 3* The third fort of them came out of the town ofM^ 
licei in the county of Envy, and they did what they did 
out of fpite and implacableiiefs. 

For the firft of thefe, to wit, they that came out at 
Blindmanfbire, when they faw where they were^ and a-^ 
gainfl whom they had fought, they trembled, and cried 
ds they flood before, him ; and as fmao^y of th^ as a^ked 
him mefcy, he touched their lips with hds goldea fceptre^ 

They that cdime out of BUndzealihire; They did not 
jM theiriellows did ; for they (deaded^ tbat they had r%ht 
to do what they did ; becaufe ManfoUl W9S a tpwn whofo 
laws and cuftoms were diverfe from all that dwdt there^ 
abonts; Ve»ry few- of thef^ ^oul^ be brought to fee their 
tvili but thpfe that did, and alked fuer^y, th^ aifoob^ 
taioed favour. 

Now, they that (»me aqt, of the town of Malice, that 
!•,. in the county of Envy,^ they neither wept, nor difp 
puted, nor repented,* but ftopd gnawing of thetf tongues 
jbefore him for anguiih and ma^ieib, because they could 
fUA have their will upon ManlauL- Now, thefis laft^ with 
^l thofe of the other two forts that did not uofeigaedly 
yfjc pardon for their ^hs, tho& be made, ta fiotfsr into 
iufficri^nt bond to anfwer for what they had dooe ^ainft 
Manfoul, and againft her King, at tb^ great fpad general 
affizes, to be hold<^ for our Lord the King, where he him« 
itlf (hoHld appoint, for the country and kingdom m£ \Jm^ 
yerfc. . ^ ^ 

80 they be«i^me hound (ash mu (qk i^lmfelf to (oi&e Ip» 
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wtieh <al!ed"u{K>n/ t0 anfwer before pur Lord the Kingi 
for what they had done a6 before. 

And thus much cotioerning this fecond army that wa$ 
feat by Diabolua to overthrow ManfouK 

But there were thi^ee of thofe that came from the Land 
of Doubtitig^. who after they had wandered and ranged 
the country a while, and perceived that they had efcaped^ 
were fo hardy as to thruft themfelves, knowing that ye% 
there were in the town Diaboionians, I fay, they were fof 
hardy as to. thruft themfelve^ into Manfoul among then^« 
.(Three, did I fay, 1 tliink there were four.) Now, to 
whofe houfe (hould thefe DUbolonian t>oubters go, but to 
thehoufe of>an old Diabolonian in Manfoul^ wbofe name 
was Evil^qu^f oning ; a very great enemy he was to 
.Manibial^ aad a ^eat doer among the Diabolonian^ there« 
Well, to thi)( £vil-qUeftioning's houfe^ as was faid, did 
theie Diaboioaians come; (you may be fure thajt th^x 
had dire^tOfv how to find the way diitherj.; fo he ma^ 
,^em wdoocnc, pitied thdir misfortune^ and fuccoured 
tlu^m with the beft that he had in his houfe. Now, af^ 
ter a little aci^uaiat^fice, and i( was not long before they; 
liad thaty this old £yil*qu6ftioning'a(ked the Doubters i( 
they were all of oqie tov^n i (he knew that they were all 
0f one kingdom.) And they anfwered. No, nor not of 
one (hire neither ; for I, faid one, am an Eleftion-doubt-* 
er. I, faid another, am a yocation-doubler. Then faid 
tl% third, I ixtJL a SalVation-doubter. And the fourth fucid, 
he was a Grace-doubter. " Well," quoth the eld gentle* 
man, ." he of what fjiire you will, I am perlW^ed that 
you are doWri boys, you hiv* the very length of my foot^ 
arc one with my hearty and (ball be welcome to me/* So 
they thanked him, and were glad that they bad found 
themfelves an harbour ia ManfouL Then faid £vil-que& 
tiooing to. them, how many of your company might 
(here be that caciie with you. to the fiege of Manfoul } 
And they anfwered^ There were but ten thoufand Doubt* 
«iriiaaUj:^r.th^ r;ft Qf tt^9 arspy coaf^ilsd Qf fif(?e& 
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thoufaod Blood- men : thefe Blood-men, quoth tHey^bor^ 
dcr upon our country ; but, poor men, as we hear, they 
were every one taken by Emmanuers forces. Ten thou- 
farid ! quoth the old gentleman, I will promife you that's 
a round company. But how came k to pafs, (ince you 
Were fo mighty a number, that you fainted, and durft not 
fight your foes ? Our general, faid they, was the firft maa 
that did runfor it. Pray, quoth their landlord, who was 
that your towardly general ? He was once the Lord May- 
or of Manfoul, (aid they: but, pray, call him not a 
eowardly general y for Whether any from the eaft to the . 
4veRhasdone more fervice for our prince Diaboius than 
has my Lord Incredulity, will be ft hard queftioft for 
yoii to aniwef^'but^ had they cfttched him, they would 
for certain have hanged him ; and we promise you hang- . 
Fng is but a bad'bulineiB. Tfaenfaidtbe old gentleman, 
I would that all the fen thobfindDoubters^ Were now well 
armed in Manfoul, and myfclf at the h«id of them, I 
Would fee what i could do. Aye, faid they, that would . 
be well if we could fee that : but wiflies, alaiis !• what are 
they? And thefe words were fpokea ak>ud^ ♦ Well, faid 
old Evil-queftioning, take heed that you talk not too loud} 
you muft be quiet and clofei andr-mulk take cate of your- 
lelves while you are here, of, I will aflfjre you, you wiii 
be fnapt. 

Why ? quoth the Doubtcnu , . 

' Why, (quoth the old gentleman) why I becaufe both 
the Prince, and Lord Secretary, and their captains and 
foldiersj are all it prefent in Town j yea^ the Town is as 
full of them as ever it can hold. And befides, there is 
one whofe name is Wilibewill, amoftcruel enemy of 
ours, and him the Prince has made keeper of the gates, 
and has commanded him that, with all the diUgence he 
can, he (hould look for, fearch out, and deftroy all and 
all manner <^ Diabolonians ; and if he ligfateth upon you^ 
(town you go, though your heads were made of gold« 

Aad now, to fee how it happened, one of ^the Lord 
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,Willbcwiir» faithful foldiera, whofe name was M^ Dili- 
gence, ftood all this wiiile liftcning under dd Evil-^quef- 
tioning's caves, and had heard all the talk that had beeii 

' betwixt him and the Doubters that he entertained under 
his roof. , ^ 

The foldier was a man that my Lord had much confi- 
dence in, and that he loved dearly, and that both becaufe 
he was a man of courage, and al[o a man that waa un? 
wearied in feeking after Diabolonians to apprehend them* 
Now, this man, as I told you, heard all the talk tha,t 
was between old Evil-queftiohlng and thefe Diabolonians ; 

• wherefore, what does he but goes to his lord^ and telU 
him what he had heard» And fayeft thou fo, my Trudy ? 
quoth my Lord* Aye, quoth Diligence, that I do ; and, 
if your Lordfhip fhall be pleafed to go with ^e, yoi^ fhall 
find it as I have faid. And are they there! quoth my 
Xord. I know Evil*queftioning well, for he and I were 
great in the time of our apoftafy ; but I know not now 
where he dwells. But I do, faid his man ; and if your 
Lbrdfliip will go, I will lead you the way to his den. Go! 
quoth my Lord, that 1 will. Come, my Diligence, let 
us go find them out. So my. Lord and his man went to- 
gether the dire& way to his houfe. Now his man went 
before to (hew him his way, and they went till they came 
even under old Mr Evil-queftioning's wall: then faid Di- 
ligence, Hark ! my Lord ; do you know the old gentle- 
man's tongue when you hear it ? Yes, faid my Lord, I 
know it well J but I have not feen him many a day. This 
I know, he is cunning, I wifli he doth not give us the flip. 
Let me alone for that, faid his fervant Diligencct But 
how (hall we find the door^ quoth my Lord ? Let me a- 
lone for that too, faid his man. So he had my Lgrcl 
Willbewill about, and {hewed him the way to the door^ 
Then my Lord, without more ado, broke open the door, 
ru(hed into the houfe, and caught them all five together^ 
even as Diligence his man had told him. So my Lord 
appceheoded tkem^ and led them away^ ^nd committed 
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them to the hand cf Mr True-man the jailer, and com- 
manded, aiid he did put them in ward : This done> my 
tiord Mayor was acquainted in the morning, with What 
iny Lord Willbewiit had done overnight, and his Lord- 
ibip rejoiced .much at the n?ws^ not only becaufe there 
were Doubters apprehended, but becaufe that old Evil- 
queftibnihg was taken ; for he had been a very great trou- 
ble to Manfoul, and much affliction to my Lord Mayor 
himfelf. He had alfo been fought for often, but no hand* 
Could ever be laid upon him till now. 

Well, the next thing was to make preparation to try 
the/e five that by my Lord had been apprehended, and " 
that were iii the hands of Mr True-man the jailer. So the 
day was fet, |ind the Court called and come together, and 
the prifoners brought to the bar. My Lord Willbewill 
had power to have (lain them when at firft he took them, * 
qnd that without any more ado, but he thought it at thia 
time more for the honour of the Prince, the comfort of 
Manfoul, and the difcouragement of the enemy, to bring 
them forth to public judgment. 

But I fay, Mr True-nran brought them in chains to the 
bar, to the Town-hall, for that was the place of judg- 
ment. So, to be (hort, the jury was panelled, the wit- 
nefles fworn, and the prifoners tried for their lives. > The 
jury was the fame who tried Mr No-truth^ Pitilefs, 
Haughty, and the reft of their companions. 

And firft, old Queftioning himfelf was fet to the bar| 
for he was the receiver, the entertainer, and comforter, 
of thefe Doubters, that by nation were outlandifli men. 
Then he was bid to hearken to his charge, and yns told 
te had liberty to objeS, if he had ought to fay for him- 
felf So bis indiftment. was read, -the manner and form 
here follows. 

" Mr Queftioning, thou art here indicted by the name 
6f Evtl-qu^pning^ (an intruder upon the -town of Man« 
£bul), for thou art a Distbolonian by nature, atfd aWq a 
hater of the Prince Emmanuel^ and one thathaft ftudied 
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the nitn of the town of ManfouL Thou art alfo here 
indided for countenancing the King's enetnies, ^fter 
wholefome laws made to the contrary. For, i. Thou 
queftioned the truth of her dodrine and ftate. 2. In wiih- 
ing that ten thoufand Doubters were in her. 3. In Xe* 
ceiving, in entertaining, and encouraging o£ her enemies 
that came from their army unto thee. What fayeft thou 
to this indictment ? Art thou guilty, or not guilty ?" 

" My Lord, (quoth he) I Jcnow not the meaning of thia 
indidment, forafmuch as I am not the man concerned in 
it. The ipan that ftandeth by this charge accufed before 
this bench, is called by the name of Evil^quefiioningy 
which name I deny to be mine, mine being Honed- en- 
quiring.' The one indeed founds like the other, but I 
trow, your Lordihips know that between thefe two there, 
Is a wide, difference; for I hope that a man, even in the 
worft of times, and that too amdngft the worft of men, 
mafy make an honeft enquiry after things without ri^nning 
the danger of death." 

Willb. Then fpake my Lord Willbewill, for he was one 
of the witneffes : " My Lord, and you the Honourable 
Bench, and Magiftrates of the town of Manfoul, you all 
have heard with your ears, that theprifoner at the bar has 
denied bis name, and fo thinks to fhift from the charge 
of the indictment ; but I know him to be the man coq^ 
cerned, and that his proper name is Evil-queftioning. I 
have known him (my Lord) above thefe thirty years, for 
he and I (a ihameit is for me to fpeakit) werie great ac« 
quaintance whenDiabolus, that tyrant, had the government 
of Manfoul ; and I teftify that he is a Diabolonian by na- 
ture, an enemy to our Prince, and an hater of the bleffed 
town of Manfoul. He has, in t^mes of rebellion, beeh 
at and lain in my houfe, my Lord, not fo little as twenty 
nights together ; and we did ufe to talk then, (for the fub- 
ftance of talk) as he and his Doubters have talked of late. 
Truci I have not feen him many a day. I fuppofe that

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llrecoming pf Emmariuel to Manfoiil haS niad^hifn- to 
change hia lodgings,* as this indidmcnt has dxbftn blm to 
change, his ^namc*,. but this is the man, my Lord.** 
. Then faid the Court unto hioj, Haft thou s^ny more to 
fty? . ' 

V EviL Yes, quoth the old gentleman, that I have ; for 
all that as yet has been faid againft me is but by the mouth 
of onfe witnefs, and it is not lawful, for the famous town 
of ManfouU at the mouth of one witnefss to put aoy man 
to death. 

J3/% Then ftood forth Mr Diltgcnce, and faid, ** My 
jLord, as I was upon my. watch j(tich a night, at the head 
of Bad^llreet in this Town, I chanced to hear a mAittcring 
ivithit^ this gentleman's houfe ; then thought I, What's 
to do here ? So I went up clofc, hut very fofily,lo the fide 
i^{ the houf^ to liften, thmking,\aa indeed it fell out^ that 
f here I might light iipon forae EHabolonian conventicle. So, 
as 1 faid, I drew Rearen aad nearer; and .whea 1 was got up 
clofe to the wall, it was but a while before I perceived that 
there were outlaniUfti men in the houfe, (but I did w^li un- 
derhand their fpeech, for I have been a tiavdrler myfelf); 
Now, hearing iuchiangtiage,. in iuch a |Dttefiog cotts^ 
as this old gentleman dweh in, I clapt mineear to a liole 
in^ the window, and there heirdthem t^k as £Dttow«th : 
This old Mr Qufeftioning aflced thefe Doubters what they 
were? whence they came? and. what was thoii bu&iefs 
ki t befe. parts ? And they told him to:all; thefe qudlioos ; 
yet he did entei-uia thpm. Healfa alked^ jwhat iuimbers 
there were of them I and they told him. Ten thoufand 
men. He then aiked them, iV?hy. they made no ioiore 
manly afiault upon Manfoul ? and; they to^ him. So he 
called their general Coward, for inarching off when he 
fjfiould have fought lor his Eriwce.. Further, this old Evil^ 
qtjeftioning wiflicd, \and I heard him wifh, Would all the 
ten ihouiand Douhtei^were now in Man&ul, aiid hin^elf 
attbe he%d.of tb^m ?.l:3^e bid them alfo to take hte4 and 
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lieqi»et( fo?, if they wer6 taken they mliftvai^ altbou^h' 
they hkd heads of gold.*'. . ? 

Then ^id the Court, Mr Evil-queftianing, here now is* 
another WUnefs againft yoii, arid his t'eftimony is full i. 
He fwears, that you did receive rhefe men into your". 
houfe, and that you did noorife them there, though youj 
bne'oir thait they, were Diabolonians, and the King's ene^' 
lilies/ 2. He fwears, that >y on did wilh ten thoufand of? 
them in.ManfouI. 3. He fwears, that you did give them* 
advice to be quiet and clofcj left they were taken by thty 
King's fervants. All which manifefteth that thou art a/ 

^Siabotonian ; for, hadft ihchi been a friend to the Kihg 
tkou wouldft have apprehended them* . > 

.Evil. Thtn faid Evil-queftionihg, "To the firft of^ 
tiiefe I anfwer. The men that came into mine houfe were* 

^ (b^angers^ and I took thetn in ; and is it now become a' 
crime in Manfoul, for a man to entertain ftrangers } That » 
I j^ alfo nourifh theme is true ; aiid why fliould my cha- 
rity be blasted ? Aa for the feafon why I wifhed ten thou^ 

' fand of them in Manfoal, I never told it to the witneffes/r 
nor to them&lves. 1 might wifh them to be taken, and? 

, fo my wiffi might meaa well to Manfoul for ought -Chat^ 
any yet knows. . I did alfo bid them take heed that they 
fpn not into: the captain^s hands ; but that might be becauie'* 
I am unwilling^that any man (hould be llain; and not be«7 
caufe 1 would have the King's enemies, as fiich, efcape.'* 
My Lord Mayor then replied, " That though it was af 
virtue to eatcrtaia ilraagerst yet it was treafon to enter-* 
tain the King's enemies. And, for what elfe thou haft: 
faid, thou dbft by words but labour to evade and defer 
the execution of judgment. But could there be no more} 
proved aigdofft thee .Emt that thou art a Diabolonian,' thou 
jxiuft lot that die the death by the law ; but to be a r&^' 
ceiteny'a'nowiiiher, a countenamcer, and a harbburer o£ 
otbersof them, yea^ of outhindifli Diabblonians, yea, of 
^bem th^ came from farbn purpofe to cat off anddtflxay^ 
our Manfoul jr ihkttM^ liot be horns;*, a....,v.^^vr. • • 
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. Then faid Evil-qucftioning, " I fee how the game will 
go. I mud die for my name) and for niy charity/' He 
then held his peace. 

Then they called the outlandifh Doubters to the bar ; 
and the firft of them that was arraigned was the Eledion- 
4oubten So his itididment was read ; and^ becaufe he 
was an outlandilh man, the fubftance of it was told him 
by an interpreter, to wit. ** That he; was there charged 
with being an enemy of Emmanuel the Prince, a hater 
of the town of Matifoul, and an oppofer of her moft 
wholefome doflrine. 

Then the judge afked him if he would plead. But he 
faid only this, " That he confcffed that he was an Elec- 
tion-doubter, and' that that was the religion that he had 
ever been brought up in. And faid, moreover, If I muft 
die for my religion, I trow I fhaU die a martyr, and fo I 
care the lefs." 

Judg. Then it was, replied. To queftion Ele&ion is to 
overthrow a great dodlrine of the gofpel, to wit, the Om- 
nifciency, and Power, ^nd Will of God ; to take away 
the liberty of God with his creature ; to ftumble the faith 
of the town of Manfoul j and to make falvation to de- 
pend upon works, and not upon grace. It alfo belied the 
Word, and difquieted the minds of the men of Manfoul; 
therefore, by the beft of laws, he muft die# 

Then was the Vocation-doubter called and fet to the 
bar ; and his indictment for fubftance was the fame with 
the other ; only he wis particularly charged with denying 
the calling of Manfoul. 

The judge aiked him alfo. What he had to fay for him«- 
felf? 

, So he replied, *• That he never believed that there was 
any fucH thing as a diftindi: and powerful cfiU of God to 
Manfoul, otherwife than by the general vofce of the 
Word \ nor by that neither, otherwife than as it exhwted 
t!iem to forbear evil, and to do that which is good ; and^ 
in fo doing, apromife of happiaefs is annexcdi'' 
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.Then faid the judge, ^^ Thou art a Diabolonian, and 
haft denied a great part of one the moft experimental 
truths of the Prince of the town of Manfoul j for he has 
called, and ihe has heard a moft di^ind and powerful call 
of her £mmanueU by which ihe has been (quickened, a« 
wakeaed, and pofleiTed with heavenly grace, to defire to 
have communion with her Prince, to ferve him, and do 
his will, and to look for her happinefs merely of his good 
pleafure. And for thine abhorrence of this good doc^ 
trine thou muft die the death/' 

Then the Grace-doubter was called, and his ihdidment 
wasi read; and he replied thereto, ^* That, though he 
was of the Land of Doubting, his father was the off^ 
fjpring of a Pharifee, and lived in good fafhion among hia 
neighbours ; and that he taught him to believe, and be-> 
lieve it I do, and will, that Manfoul ihall never be faved 
freely by Grace/' 

Then faid the judge; why? the law of the Prince is 
plain; i. Negatively; " Not of works:" 2. Pofitive- 
ly, " By grace you arc faved," And thy religion fettleth 
in and upon the works of the flefli ; for the works qf the 
law are the works of the flefh. Befides, in faying as thou 
haft done, thou haft robbed God of his glory, and given 
it to afinful man; thou haft robbed Ghriftof the nece& 
fity of his undertaking, and the fufiiciency thereof, and 
haft given both thefe to the works pf the Rctt^. Thpu haft 
defpifed the work of the Holy Ghoft, and haft magnified 
the will of the fje(h> and of the legal mind. Thou art a 
Diabolonian, the fon of a Diabolpnian, and for thy Dia- 
bolonian principles thou nluft die. 

The Court then, having proceeded thus far with them, 
fent out the jury, who forthwith brought them in guilty 
of death. Then ftood up the Recorder, and addrefled 
himfelf to the prifoners : " You, the prifoncrs at the bar, 
you have been here indi£ted, and proved guilty of high 
crimes agaiiift Emmanuel our Princci aild againft the weU 
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fare of the famous town of Matifoul : crimes fl^r^in^&h 
you muft be put to death ; and die ye accordingly." 

So they were fcntenced to the death of the crofs. The 
place aifigned them for exedution. Was that where Diabolus 
dr^w up bis lad army agatnft Manfoul ; fave only that, 
otd EviKqueftionifUg was banged at the top of Bad-ftreett' 
jtift over againft hiis^ own door* 
- When the town of Manfoul had thttf far fid tfaeqlfelTes 
of theif enemies, and of the troubkrs of their peace ; ia* 
the next place, a ftri(9; commandment was given outy that 
yet mj Lord Wilibewiil fhould, with Diligence hia-:man, 
fearch for, and dd his beft to apprehend what Town DSa-^ 
bolonians were ^yet left alive ift MatifouL The names of 
fevefal of them w^re, Mr Fooling, Mr Let-good-flip^ Mr 
SJavitti^fear, Mr "No-love, Mr Miftruft, Mr Refh, and 
Mr Sloth. It was^ alfo com^rnand^d. that he fhould aspprc^ 
hend Mr Evil-gueftioning's children that. he left bekindM 
bi*m, and that they fhbuld' ckmbiifh faishou£b, Thechil- 
drfetf that he left behind him were thefc^ Mr Doubt, and 
he -was his eldeft fon ; the iiej^ to him was Jjegal-Iife^ 
Unbelief, Wrong-thoughts-of*Chrift, CKp-pfamife, Car- 
nai-fenfe, Live-by-fecling, Setf-love^ All thefb he had 
by one wife, and her name was No^^hope.; (be was the 
fcinfwoman df old- Incredulity,^ for he was her nnde ; 
and when her father old Dark was dead, he took her and 
brought her up, and when (he was marriageable he gave 
her to this dd Evil-queftioning to wife. 

Now, the Lord Wilibewiil did put into exectrtion his 
commiflioii, with Diligence his man. He took S'oollng. . 
in the ftreets and hanged him up in Want-wit-alley^. 
over againft his own houfe. This Fooling was iie that 
* would have had the town of Manfoul deliver up Giqptain 
Credence into the hands of D'mbolus^ provided that then 
he would have withdrawn his for^cc out of the Town.. 
He alfo took Mr Let-good- flip one day, as he was bufy in 
the market, and exQCuted him accoitding to tbe;ia»r..' 
Now there was an honeft poor maa iu Manfoul^ and his 
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•nittie Was Mr Meditation, one of no g>?at account m the 
days of apoftafy, but now of repute with the beft of the 
Town. ' Thi^ man, therefore, they were wiping to pre- 
fer. Now Mr Let-goocJ-ilip had a great deal of wealth 
heretofore in Manfoul, and. at Emi»anuers coming it wa^ 
fequeftered to the ufe of the Prince j this, iherefore^ W3^ 
HOW- given to Mr Meditation, to improve fpr %h^ common 
good, and after him to his fon Mr Think- well. Thb 
Think-well he. had by Mrs Piety his wife, and flie was the 
daughter of Mr Recorder. 

Aftef this my Lord apprehended Clip-pro mife. Now^ 
becaufe he was a notorious villain, (for by his doings 
much of the King's coin was abufed), therefore he waf 
made a public example. . He was arraigned and judged to 
be Srft fct in the pillory-, then to be whipped by all the 
children and fervants in Manfoul, and then to be hanged 
till he was deaid, Some may wonder at the feverity of 
ihb man s puniihment, but thofe that are honcft- tradert 
in Manfoul are fpnfible of the great abufe that one clip- 
per of promifes \n little time; may do to the town of Manr 
foul. Arid truly my judgment is« that all thofe of hi? 
name and Ufe. ftiould be ftrved even a$ he* 

Ife alfa apprehended Carnal-f^nfe, and put him in 
hold ; but haw it came idbout 1 cannqt tell, but. he brake 
prifon and made his efcipe. Yea, aihd the bold villain 
will not yet quit the Towti, but lurks in, the Diabolpniari 
dens a-days, and haunts like a ghoft honeil men's houfe^ 
a-night8» Wherefore there was a proclamisitiQn fet up in 
the markctrplace in Manfoul, fignifyirig. That wKofoever 
could difcover Carnal- fenfe, and apprehend hira,^ and flay 
him, ihould be admitted daily to the Prinqe's table, 3^nit 
fhould be made keeper of the treafure of Manfoul. Many, 
therefore, did bejid themfelves to do this thing, but take 
him ind flay liim thcy^ could not, though often he was dif- 
coveredi '."' i 

; But nay Lord took Mr Wrong-thoughts-of-Chrift, and 
put him in prifon^ and he died there, though^wjis liw&f 
iirfl; for he died of a linirering confiimption. 
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Self-love was alfo taken and committed to cuftody ; but 
there were many that were allied to him in Manfoul, fo 
his judgment was deferred : biit at laft Mr Self-denial 
'ftood up, and faid, If fuch villains as thefe may be wink- 
ed at in Manfoul, I will liay down my commiflion. He 
alfo took him from the crowd, and had him among his 
foldiers, and there he was brained. But fome in Man- 
fqul muttered at it, though none durft fpeak plainly, be- 
caufe Emmanuel waS in ;Town. But this brave aft of 
Captain Self-denial came to the Prince's ears j fo he fent 
for him and made him a Lord in ManfouL My Lord 
Willbewill alfo obtained great commendations of Emma** 
nuel for what he had done for the town of ManfouL 

Then my Lord Self-denial took courage, and fetto the 
purfuing of the Diabolonians with my Lord Willbewill, 
and they took Live-by-feeling and Legale life^ and put 
them in hold till they died. But Mr- Unbelief was a nim- 
ble Jack, him they could never lay hold of, though they 
attempted to do it often. He, therefore, and fome few 
more of the fubtileft of the Diabolonian tribe did yet re- 
main in Manfoul to the time that Manfoul left off to dwell 
any longer in the kingdom of Univerfe. But they kept 
them to their dens and holes ; if one of them did appear, 
or happen to be feen in any of the ftreets of the town of 
Manfoul, the whole Town would be up in arms after 
them, yea, the very children in Manfoul would cry out 
after them as after a thief, and would wi(h that they might 
ftone them to death with ilones. And now did Manfoul 
arrive to fome good degree of peace and quiet, her Prince 
alfo did abide within her borders, her capjtains alfo and 
her foldiers did their duties, and Manfoul minded her trade 
that (he had with the country that was afar off, alfo {he 
was bufy in her manufadure. 

When the town of Manfoul had thus far rid themfelves 

of fo many of their enemies, and the troublers of their 

peace, the Prince fent to them, and appointed a day 

^herein he would at the market-.plac^jj^e^^he whole 
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peopte^ and tfiere give them in charge concerning lbm« 

further, matters, that, if obfef ved, would tend to thdf 

farther fafety and comfort, and to the condemnation and 

deftrudioA of their home-bred Diabolonians. So the day 

appointed was come, and the townfnaen met together j 

Emmanuel alfo came down in bis chariot, and all hi$ 

captains in their ftate attending of him on the right* hand 

and on the left. Then was an O yes! made for filencei 

and after fome mutual carriages of love^ the Prince began ^ 

and thus proceeded : - , 

" You, my Manfoul, and the beloved of Emrtianucra 

mine heart, many and great are the privileges §>ccch to 

that I havej^eftowed upon you ; I have nn* 

gled you out from others, and have chofen you to my-^ 

fcif, not for your Worthinefs, but for mine own fake. I 

alfo have redeemed you, not only from the dread of my 

Father*s law, but from the hand of Diaboliis.. This I 

have done becaufe I loved you, and becaufe I have fet my 

heart upon yxm to do you good. I have alfo, that all 

things that might hinder thy way to the pleafures of Pa* 

radife might be taken out of the way, laid down for thee, 

for thy foul| a plenary fatisfad:ion, and have bought thee 

to myfelf ; .a price not of corruptible things, as of filver 

and gold^ but a price of blood, mine own blood> which 

I have freely fpilt upon the ground to make thee mine* 

So I have reconciled ifcee, O my Manfoul ! to my Father,. 

and intereiled thee in the manfion-houfes that are my 

Father's, in the Roy^l city, where things arc, O my 

Manfoul ! that eye hath not feen, nor hath entered into 

the heart of man to conceive. 

** Befides, O my Manfoul! thou feeft what I have 
done ; and how I have taken thee out of the hands of 
thine enemies, unto whom thou hadft deeply revolted 
from my Father, and by whom thou waft content to be 
pofleiTed, and alfo to be deftroyed* I came to thee firft 
by my law^ then by my gofpel, to awaken thc^, and 
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iJvcw thee my glory. And thou knoweft what thou Waft^ 
whai thou faidft, what thou didft, and how many times 
thou.rebelledft ag&ioft my Father and me ;. yet I left thee 
oot, as thcu feeft this day ; but came tp thee, have borne 
thy manners, have w4ited upon thee, and,- after all, ac- 
cepted of thee, even of my mere grace and favour ; and 
would not fuffer thee to be loft, as thou moft willingly 
w'ouldft .have been. T alfo compafled thee about, and 
afflided thee.on every fide, that I might make thee weary 
of thy ways, and bring down thy heart with moleftation 
to a willingnefs to clole with thy good and happinefs. 
And when 1 had gotten a complete conqueft over thee, I 
turned it to thy advantage. 

.\ " Thou feeft alfo.what a company of niy. Father's heft 
I have lodged within thy borders, captains and 'rulers, 
foldiens and men of war, engines and excellent devices 
to lubdue and bring down thy foes j.thou Jknoweft my 
meanlpg, O Manfoul. And they are my fervants, and 
thine too, M4nfoul. Yea, my defign of poffeffing of thee 
with them, and the natural tendency of each of them, is 
to defend, purge, ftrengthen, and fweeten thee for my- 
felf, O Manfoul, and to make thee meet for my Father's 
prefence, bleffing, and glory; for thou, my Manfoul, 
art created to be prepared unto thefe. 
. " Thotr feeft, moreover, my Manfoul, how I have 
pafled by thy backflidings, and have healed thee. Indeed 
1 was angry with thee ; but I have turned mine anger a- 
way from thee, becaufe I loved thee ftill ; and mine anger 
^nd.mine indignation is ceafed in the deftrudion of thine 
enemies, O Manfoul. Nor didjhy goodnefs fetch me a- 
gain unto thee, after that I, for thy trantjgreffions, have 
hid my face, and withdrawn my prefence, from thee. 
The way of backfliding was thine, but the way and means 
of thy recovery was mine. I invented the means of thy 
return : it was I that made an hedge and a wall, whea 
thnu waft beginning. to turn to things in which I delighted 
ot : i' t was 1 that made thy. fweet, bitter ; thy day, night; 
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thy fniooth way^ thorny : and that alfo confounded alh- 
that fought thy dettrudlion: k was I that fet Mr Godly-: 
fear to work in Manfoul : it was I that ftirred up thy con-?) 
fcience and underftanding, thy will, arid thy afFefkions,; 
after thy great and woeful decay : it was V that put life: 
into thee, O Manfoul, to feek me, that thou mighteft* 
find me, and, in thy finding, find thinife own health, haph*! 
pinefs, and falvation : it was I that fetched ' the fetcond: 
tkne the Diabolonians out of Manfoul; and it was I that 
OVerca Hie them, and that deftroyed them before ^thy face. 
" And now, my Manfoul, I am returned to thee in 
peace,' and^y tranfgreffions againft me are as if they had* 
not been.\ Nor fhall it be with thee as in former days,' 
but I will do better for thee than at thy beginning: for; 
yet a little while, O niy Manfoul ! evert after a few more! 
times. are gone over .thy head, 1 will (but be not thou: 
troubled at what 1 fay) take down this famous town of 
Manfoul, ftick and ftone, to the ground; an3 will cafry 
the ftones thereof, and the timber thereof, and the walls* 
thereof, and the duft thereof, and the inhabitants there-* 
of, into niineown country, even into the kingdom of my 
Father ; and I will there fet it up in fuch ftrength and 
glory, as it never did fee in the kingdom where now it is. 
placed. I will even there fet it up for my Father's habi- 
tation ; for, for that purpofe it was at firft ere£ted in the 
kingdom of Univerfe ; and there will I make it a fpefta- 
cle of wonder, a monument of mercy, and the admirer 
of its own mercy. There fliall the natives of Manfoul 
fee all that of which they have feen nothing here ; there 
^11 they be equal to Tthofe unto whom they have been 
Inferior here ; and there (halt thou, O my Manfoul I have 
fuch communion with me, with my Father, and with 
your Lord Secretary, as isnotpoflible here to be* enjoyed, 
aor ever could be, fliouldft thou live in Univerfe the fpac6 
of a tboufand years* 
: [[ And thpre, Q my Manfoul ! thou (halt he afraid oC 
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ifaurderers no more^ of Diabelonians and tbeir tb»at8 no 
more. There (hall be no more {dots nor contriTanceSt not 
defigiis againft tbee, O my ManfouL Ther<^ thou (halt 
no mpre hear the evil tidings, or the noiTe.of the Diabolo- 
nian drum/ There thou flialt not fee the Diabolonian 
ilandard-bearers, nor yet behold Diabolus's ftandard. No 
Diabolonian mount (hall be caft up agarnft thee therc^ tior 
ihall there the Diabolonian ftandard be fet up to make thee 
afraid* There thou fhalt not need eaptain9t etifign?* fol» 
ditrs, and men of war. There thou fhalt meet with no 
forrow nor grief, nor fliall it be po^ble that any Di^bolo* 
nian (hould again (for ever) be able to creep into thy fkirta, 
burrow in thy walls, or be feen again within thy borders, 
all the days of eternity. Life fhall there laft longer tbaa 
here you are able to defire it (hould, and yet it ihall jdways 
be fweetand new, nor (hall any impediment att9nd.it for 
ever. 

•• There, O Manfoul, thou (halt meet with many of thofe 
that have been like thee, and that have been partakers of 
thy forrowa ; even fuch as I have thofen, and redeemed, 
jind fet apart, as thou, for my Father's court and city* toy*- 
ah All they will be glad in thee ; and thou, when thou 
^eft them, (halt be glad in thini heart/ 

•* There are things, O Manfoul, even things of my i^a* 
ther's providing and mine, that nevo^.were feen fmce the 
beginning. of the world, and they are laid up with. my Fa- 
ther, and fealed up among his treafures for thee,.till thou 
ihalt come thither to enjoy them. I told you bejfore^ th|^ 
1 would remove my Mapfoul, ^ml fet It up eliewbere ; aod 
where I will fet it there are thofe that love thee, and tblirfa 
that rejoice in thee now j bMt how mwch more, when they 
fhall fee thee exalted to honoar?: MyrFatber wai then 
fend them for you to fetch yo« ; and their bofoiftaare cba^ 
riots to put you in ; and you, O my Manfoul, (]ball ride 
upon the wings of the wind ! They (hall cone le convey, 
condua, and bring yon to that; when p)ViX eywfee wore, 
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. ^^'Aod that, O my ManfouH Ihaveih^wed uatotbee 
>hat ikall be done to thee hereafter, if thou caafl: hear^ if 
thou canft underftarid ] and I oow will td} thee whal at pre^ 
fent mufl; be thy duty and pra£lice, until I (hall comef and. 
fetch tfaee to myfdf, accordii^ as is rjslated in tbe Set ip« 
tures of trudi*/ ; r
